Ah  Act  to  establish  a  Court  of  Magistrates  in  the  village 
of  Woonsocket. 

ft  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  in  Grand  Committee,  conn,  how  oon. 
may  at  its  annual  election  of  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  the 
wreral  towns  in  this  State,  elect  two  :persons- — a  Chief 
Justice  and  a  Clerk — from  the  Justices  of' the  Peace,  re- 
siding within  the  limits  hereinafter  described,  who  shall 
constitute  a  Court,  to  be  called  the  Court  of  Magistrates, 
in  the  Tillage  of  Woonsocket. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Ceurt  shall  have  within  the  town  of  Cum-  jutodjcuon  at 
berland,  concurrent  with  the  other  Justices  of  the  Peace 
in  said  town ;  the  same  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  actions,  and 
in  all  criminal  cases  and  proceedings,  which  is  or  shall  be 
pren  by  law  to  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  other  towns, 
nd  within  the  following  limits,  that  is  to  say :  Begin- 
feg  at  the  mouth  of  Peter's  River,  (so  called,)  thence 
urtherly  with  said  river  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Line, 
hence  westerly  along  said  state  line,  to  the  Blackstone 
liver,  thence  down  said  Blackstone  River  to  the  place  of 
teg-inning ;  said  Court  shall  exclusively  have  the  same 
■triad  iction  in  all  criminal  cases  and  proceedings  which  is 
*  shall  be  given  by  law  to  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  other 
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towns,  Provided,  that  in  all  criminal  cases  and  proceeding! 
before  other  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  crimes,  offences,  ant 
misdemeanors  done  and  committed  within  said  town  o; 
Cumberland,  not  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  aaic 
Court  of  Magistrates,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  allege  thai 
the  said  crime,  offence,  or  misdemeanor,  was  committed 
within  the  town  of  Cumberland,  not  within  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Magistrates,  in  the  village  ol 
Woonsocket. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  said 
Court,  to  preside  at  the  regular  sessions  thereof,  and  tx 
hear  and  adjudge  all  matters  that  may  be  brought  before 
said  court  within  its  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  actions,  and  ii 
all  criminal  cases  and  proceedings  as  is  or  may  be  given 
by  law  to  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  other  towns,  and  as  niaj 
be  hereinafter  or  by  law  specially  provided. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk,  to  keep  f 
docket  of  all  actions,  complaints  or  proceedings,  either  ol 
a  civil  or  criminal  nature,  that  may  be  entered  or  had  ii 
said  Court  and  to  note  on  the  same  against  each  case,  the 
judgment  therein,  or  the  determination  thereof ;  and  it 
all  criminal  cases  the  fines  or  imprisonment  to  which  the 
defendant  may  be  sentenced.  He  shall  also  record  the 
judgments  and  proceedings  of  said  Court  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose.  One  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  on  the  application  of  said  Clerk  of  the  Court 
examine  and  certify  at  each  May  session  of  the  Genera 
Assembly,  whether  the  records  have  been  faithfully  am 
fully  kept  and  made  up  by  said  Clerk.  And  in  case  h< 
shall  not  have  recorded  the  judgments  and  proceedings  ii 
said  Court  as  required,  or  said  certificate  be  not  produced; 
he  shall  be  ineligible  to  hold  the  office  of  a  member  of  sale 
Court. 
*  Sec.  5.  Either  member  of  said  Court,  shall  be  a  quomu 
for  all  purposes  of  business  during  the  temporary  absence 
or  inability  of  the  other  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office 
and  in  such  cases,  the  duties  assigned  to  each  member  o 
the  Court  respectively,  shall  be  performed  for  the  time  be- 
ing, by  the  member  present ;  and  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  inability  of  both  members  of  said  Court,  to  be  present  aJ 
any  term  of  said  Court,  then  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  re- 
siding within  the  afore  described  limits,  may  adjourn  sail 
Court  to  the  next  regular  term  thereof ;  and  continue  al 
business  then  pending,  in  the  same  manner  as  said  Conn 
might  do  if  present 
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Sec.  6.  The  member  of  said  Court  performing  the  JJ"*  JJ,^gJ" 
duties  of  Clerk  thereof,  shall  before  entering  upon  his  of- 
fice, give  bond  with  sufficient  surety  to  the  General  Trea- 
surer of  this  State,  to  be  by  him  approved  in  the  sum  of 
age  thousand  dollars,  which  bond  shall  be  upon  condition 
moving,  viz  :  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office, 
warding  to  law,  and  seasonably  to  record  the  judgments 
si  determinations  of  said  Court,  and  as  often  as  once  in 
c  months,  to  pay  over  to  the  General  Treasurer  all  fines 
ud  all  costs  that  may  be  by  him  received. 

Sec.  7.  The  member  of  said  Court  performing  the  duties  ^M512jJ0iBd 
of  Clerk  thereof,  shall  receive  all  fines  and  costs  in  crimi-  «jjp»«  ™a 
nl cases  that  may  be  paid  in  pursuance  of  any  judgment 
or  sentence  thereof;  and  as  often  as  once  in  six  months 
dall  pay  over  all  of  the  same  to  the  General  Treasurer  of 
this  State.  He  shall  on  the  last  Monday  in  April  and  on 
the  last  Monday  in  October  in  each  year,  transmit  to  the 
General  Treasurer  a  copy  of  the  cost  book  required  to  be 
kept  by  the  ninth  section  of  this  act,  with  such  other  in- 
formation as  that  officer  may  require,  to  enable  him  to 
make  his  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  said  Court 
to  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  said  Court  vIi3Bd,■■  how 
from  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  same  shall  be 
Btpplied  by  the  General  Assembly  in  Grand  Committee  at 
the  session  during  which  or  next  after  the  vacancy  shall 
wot;  Provided,  however,  that  whenever  any  vacancy 
feU  happen  in  said  Court  from  death,  resignation  or  disa- 
1%  of  any  of  the  members  thereof,  which  shall  be  likely 
k  be  of  inconvenient  duration,  the  Governor  of  this  State 
■authorized  to  commission  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  resid- 
ing within  said  limits  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  so 
rendered  vacant  until  such  disability  is  removed,  or  until 
the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  the  person 
» commissioned  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and 
legations  during  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  are  im- 
posed by  this  act  upon  the  person  elected  to  that  office. 

Sec.  9.  The  members  of  said  Court  acting  as  the  Clerk  °££  bo* 
fercof,  shall  tax  the  costs,  including  officers'  fees  in  all 
«es  civil  and  criminal,  that  may  be  entered,  commenced 
or  had  in  said  Court,  and  subject  to  the  revision  of  the 
other  member  of  said  Court ;  and  in  criminal  proceedings 
Then  the  complainant  is  not  by  law  required  to  give  sure- 
ty for  coats,  he  shall  tax  the  costs  in  a  separate  book  to  be 
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kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the  same  shall  be  from  time  I 
time  examined,  revised  and  certified  to  by  the  other  meg 
ber  of  said  Court.  Said  Court  is  also  authorized  to  ordi 
the  payment  of  witness'  and  officers'  fees  and  other  cog

actions,  and  the  manner  and  order  of  said  trials,  to  be  de- 
termined by  rules  to  be  established  by  said  Court.

Sbction  1.  William  Hill,  Augustus  Chace,  Nathan  M.  oorpmior. 
Sttflbgton,  Jeremiah  Wilcox,  Weaver  Osborn,  Joseph  M. 
Davis,  and  William  B.  Trafford,  their  associates,  succes- 
hts,  and  assigns,  and  such  others  as  may  become  stock- 
holders, shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Tiverton  Bank  ;  and  by  that 
ttme  are  made  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  receive,  retain 
ud  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  whatsoever 
Mme  and  nature,  and  the  same  to  sell,  demise,  or  dispose 
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of ;  to  sue  and  be  sued  ;  answer  and  be  answered  un 
defend  and  be  defended  against  in  all  proper  courts  and 
other  places  ;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
same  to  break,  alter,  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  to  ma 
ordain,  and  execute  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  si 
be  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  : 
being  contrary  to  law  or  the  constitution  of  said  ban 
and  generally  to  do  all  things  which  to  them  it  shall 
may  appertain  to  do.

The  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison  ^

The 
of  property  held  by  the  Assembly,  on  the  prison  j 
is  so  great  that  no  private  individuals  should  cot 
part  of  the  establishment  from  which  danger  from  ( 
possibly  arise.  Besides,  if  the  State  possess  th 
power,  the  contract  for  prison  labor  could,  at  the 
tion  of  every  engagement,  be  offered  for  free  com: 
which  would  hardly  be  possible  if  the  former  coi 
were  the  owners  of  the  motive  power.  The  pros' 
tractors  offer  to  pay  a  reasonable  rent  for  the  us 
power,  and  it  is  therefore  believed  that  the  inv 
will  be  remunerative.

fl  u  enacted  by  the  General  Assefribly  as  follows  : 

Section  1.    All  moneys  belonging  to  the  State,  shall  be^^jjj™!^ 
kept  and  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  in  the  JSSTSL'SESSf*' 
custody  of  the  General  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  responsible  °^J^f  c,fflcer* 
for  their  safe  keeping  and  proper  disbursement,  according 
to  law.    He  shall  also  be  the  keeper  of  all  the  certificates 
*  stocks,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  property  belonging 
to  the  School  Fond,  the  Deposit  Fund,  Touro  Fund,  and 
tfall  other  property  belonging  to  the  State,  or  held  by 
tt»  State  in  trust ;    and  be  shall  collect  the  dividends, 
interests,  and  income  arising  from  the  same,  and  shall  dis- 
pose of  such  income  according  to  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Treasurer  shall,  previous  to  enter- 
ing upon  tie  duties  of  bis  office,  give  bond  to  this  State,

6.  Miscellaneous  ;  and  he  shall  also  state  the  amounts  of 
revenue  received  from  all  other  sources,  under  appropriate 
heads. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Treasurer 
to  connect  with  his  annual  report,  a  report  of  all  such 
rams  of  money  as  within  his  knowledge  shall  be  due  to  the 
State  from  any  persons,  corporations  or  towns,  by  virtue  of 
any  of  the  revenue  laws ;  and  what  amount  from  each. 
And  also  to  report  all  such  breaches  or  want  of  enforce- 
ment of  the  license,  or  any  other  of  the  revenue  laws  of 
the  State,  by  any  persons,  or  towns,  its  shall  come  to  his 
knowledge,  or  as  may  in  his  opinion  exist,  whereby  the 
State  may  be  defrauded  of  any  of  its  revenue. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Treasurer  shall  present,  with  his 
annual  report,  at  every  May  session,  in  addition  to  the 
statements  now,  or  hereinbefore  required,  a  statement  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  whole  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  classified  according  to  law.  He  shall  also 
report  at  every  May  session,  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
ob  account  of  schools,  school  fund,  deposit  fund,  and 
Touro  fund,  under  appropriate  heads,  together  with  the 
state  and  amount  of  said  funds,  and  how  the  same  are 
invested.

said  several  Courts  of  Magistrates,  be  transmitted  by  the 
Clerks  of  said  Courts  respectively  to  the  State  Auditor,  stat- 
ing the  namesof  all  persons  to  whom  the  saidsoveral  allowan- 
ces have  been  made,  the  amount  to  each  person,  and  for  what 
the  same  has  been  allowed,  and  the  orders  for  the  payment  of

The  General  Treasurer  shall  pay  no  money  out 
of  the  Treasury  on  any  account,  claim  or  order,  appropria- 
tion or  certificate,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  first 
indited  and  countersigned  by  the  State  Auditor. 

Sec.  22.  The  State  Auditor  shall,  twice  in  each  year, 
carefully  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  General 
Treasurer,  his  vouchers  for  the  charges  thereon,  and  the 
moneys  or  funds  on  hand  in  the  General  Treasury,,  and'  at 
the  May  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  at  the 
adjourned  session  thereof,  holden  annually  at  Providence, 
report  the  result  of  such  examination,  in  writing  to  that 
body,  specifying  tile  kind  and  amount  of  funds  particular- 
ly, and  such  other  facts  and  recommendations  in  relation 
to  tiie  same,  and  in  relation  to  the  expenditures  of  the 
State  as  he  may  deem-  it  important  to  the  public  interest 
to  communicate-. 

Sec.  23.  Sheriffs,  Deputy  Sheriffs,  Jailers  and  other 
persons,  except  Clerks  of  Courts  and  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  recovering  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  accruing 
or  belonging  to  the  State,  and  all  costs  due  or  payable  into 
the  General  Treasury  shall  as  often  as  twice  in  each  year 
account  to  the  State  Auditor  for  the  same,  and  all  said 
*      2 
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officers  and  persons  shall,  upon  the  settlement  of  their  ac- 
counts with  said  Auditor,  pay  all  said  sums  so  accounted  for 
into  the  General  Treasury,  and  the  Auditor  and  General 
Treasurer  shall  report  all  cases  of  delinquency  under  this 
act  to  the  Attorney  General  who  is  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  prosecute  all  such  delinquents  according  to  law. 

Sec.  24.  All  costs  received  by  the  clerk  of  any  Court, 
or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  officer  or  person, 
which  may  be  paid  by  defendants  or  others  in  criminal 
prosecutions,  may  be  paid  out  to  the  persons  or  officers 
entitled  to  the  same,  by  the  Clerks  of  said  Courts  within 
twenty  days  after  the  rising  of  the  Courts  at  the  terms 
when  the  same  shall  have  been  received,  and  by  Justice!

year,  make  return  in  writing  to  the  State  Auditor,  whetb 
er  he  hath  collected  any  fines  due  the  State  during  thi 
preceding  year,  and  the  amount  and  circumstances  ofsucl 
fines,  if  any,  by  him  collected,  and  an  abstract  of  hi 
docket  or  record,  showing  the  amount  of  fines  by  him  im 
posed,  and  copies  of  the  bills  of  costs  on  all  complaint 
and  warrants  made,  brought  or  tried  before  him  ;  an 
also  if  any  penalties  or  costs  in  any  civil  or  criminal  sui 
or  process  due  the  State  hare  been  in  his  hands  more  tha. 
one  year  before  said  day,  and  the  amount  and  circumstan 
ces  of  such  penalties  and  costs  ;  and  upon  settlement  c 
his  account  with  the  Auditor,  he  shall  forthwith  pay  ove 
said  fines,  penalties  and  costs  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

Sec.  26.  Each  and  every  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Wai 
den  who  neglects  to  make  return  and  pay  over  such  fine; 
penalties  and  costs  as  aforesaid,  shall,  in  addition  to  hi 
liability  to  an  action  for  the  recovery  thereof,  as  herei 
provided,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  t 
and  for  the  use  of  the  State,  to  be  recovered  by  indictmen 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
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Sec.  27.  The  Auditor  shall  communicate  to  the  Attorney 
General  the  names  of  every  such  Justice  of  the  Peace  or 
Warden  who  neglects  to  make  return  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  28.  The  Attorney  General  shall  forthwith  com- 
mence an  action  against  each  and  every  delinquent  for  the 
recovery  of  the  fines,  penalties  and  costs  aforesaid ;  and 
such  delinquent  shall  be  liable  to  pay  all  costs  of  suit, 
whether  he  hath  collected  any  such  fines,  penalties  and 
costs  or  not.

prosecutions,  or  in  any  other  case  in  which  the  State  or  the 
General  Treasurer  may  be  a  party  ;  and  of  all  allowances 
for  extraordinary  and  incidental  services  and  expenses-;. 
and  also  of  all  moneys  by  him  received  in  pursuance  of  the 
act  entitled  "  An  Act  in  relation  to  Jurors,"  and  for  the 
admission  of  Attorneys  ;  and  also  all  moneys  belonging  to 
the  State  received  by  him  from  any  other  source  whatever, 
which  account  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from 
■erne  one  of  the  Justices  of  said  Court,  verifying,  the  same, 
and  specifying  therein  the  number  of  cases  Med  or  opened 
to  the  jury,  and  the  amount  of  fines  imposed  by  said  Courts 
for  non-attendance  of  jurors ;  and  Clerks  of  Courts  of 
Magistrates  and  Courts  of  Justices  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
three  ruonthe,-  render  a  like  account  to  the  State  Auditor  ; 
ud  all  snoh  moneys  shall  be'  paid  into  the  General  Trea- 
sury at  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  said  account.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Militia. 
£  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Of  THE  KKaOLLED  MILITIA. 

Section  1.  Ifshall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  taxes  JjAjtW 
in  each  town  and  city  in  the  State,  annually  to  make  outa*™**- 
E»t  or  roll  of  all  persons  living  in  their  respective  limits 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five,  liable  to  be 
enrolled  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  arranged  alpha- 
betically, and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  October  of*£j££;£ 
each  year,  to  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  clerks  of 
their  respective  towns  or  cities ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  such  cleric  to  record  such  list  or  roll  in  a  book  of 
record  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  of  any  such  town  or 
<%.    The  annual  returns  of  the  militia  so  enrolled,  shall 
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be  transmitted  in  October,  in  each  year,  by  the  clerks  ol 
the  respective  towns  and  cities,  to  the  Brigade  Inspectoi 
for  the  district  within  which  such  town  or  city  is  situated, 
who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  foi 
that  purpose,  and  transmit,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  ol 
November,  in  each  year,  copies  of  such  rolls  certified  bj 
him,  to  the  Adjutant  General,  who  shall  record  the  same 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.

bers of  fire  hook  and  ladder  companies,  and  chartered  fire 
hose  companies ;  provided,  that  no  engine  men,  no  mem- 
bers of  fire  hook  and  ladder  companies,  and  chartered  hose 
companies,  shall  be  exempt  unless  they  compose  part  of 
the  fire  department  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  they 
reside ;  all  persons  belonging  to  the  Society  of  Friends, 
commonly  called  Quakers,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns 
of  New  Shoreham  and  Jamestown  and  of  the  island  of 
Prudence,  the  island  of  Patience  and  Hog  Island,  and 
such  others  as  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  are 
conscientiously  scrupulous  against  bearing  arms,  which  fact 
shall  appear  by  certificate  of  the  magistrate  before  whom 
said  oath  or  affirmation  was  given.

The  active  militia  shall,  in  all  oases,  be  first  or- 
dered into  service,  hvcase  of  war  or  invasion,  or  to  prevent 
invasion  or  suppress  insurrection,  riot  or  tumult,  or  to  aid 
civil  officers  in  the  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  State. 
SSBmJw  Sec.  7.  Whenever  forty  men  or  more  liable  to  be  enroll- 
onpuio.  e(j  ky  ^  ]aw8  0f  £ae  jjiutgd  States  shall  have  enrolled 
themselves  as  a  company  of  cavalry,  infantry  or  riflemen, 
and  shall  sign  and  present  to  the  Governor  a  petition  and 
declaration  that  they  are  desirous  of  serving  this  State  as 
a  portion  of  the  military  force  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  to  appoint  some  commissioned  officer  of 
the  militia  to  muster  and  inspect  the  persons  so  petition- 
ing, and  to  report  to  the  Adjutant  General  the  names  of 
the  persons  present  at  such  muster  and  inspection,  and  the 
condition  of  their  discipline  and  equipment,  and  upon  such 
report  the  Governor  may,  in  his  discretion,  accept  the  ser- 
vices of  such  persons  as  a  part  of  the  active  militia  of  this 
State,  and  cause  the  petition  and  report,  and  his  acceptance 
and  approval  of  the  same,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

The  persons  named  in  the  report  of  the  inspecting  offi- 
cer, and  such  others  as  may  thereafter  be  associated  there- 
with, and  their  successors  not  exceeding  the  uumber  of  Ave 
hundred  at  any  me  time,  shall  thereupon  be  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  under  such  name  lis  the  Gover- 
nor may  appoint  or  direct,  for  military  purposes  only,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Secretary  of  State  un- 
der the  seal  of  the  State,  a  charter  in  the  form,  and  to  the 
effect  following.

3d,  of  the  Paymaster  General ;  4th,  of  the  Commissary 
General ;  5th,  of  the  Surgeon  General ;  and  6th,  of  the 
Judge  Advocate  General. 
M™rap*"  Sec-  l^.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  private,  rau- 
rn»dntr.  Bjcum  amj  driver  of  any  company  who  shall  have  done  duty 
therein,  according  to  law  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  from 
the  time  of  his  enlistment,  and  shall  have  received  an 
honorable  discharge,  shall  not  be  compelled  to  do  duty  in 
the  militia,  except  in  time  of  war  or  invasion,  or  to  prevent 
an  invasion,  or  of  insurrection,  riot  or  tumult.  Discharges 
shall  not  be  granted  to  any  member  of  a  chartered  com- 
pany unless  such  member  shall  have  served  five  years  in 
the  active  militia,  or  shall  have  received  a  military  com- 
mission, or  a  certificate  of  disability  from  the  surgeon  of 
the  company  approved  by  the  Surgeon  of  his  brigade,  or 
DiHiurgM.  3Dajj  jjg  eXpeiied  by  a  vote  of  the  company  in  accordance 
with  its  by-laws.  Such  discharges  upon  the  completion 
of  either  of  the  terms  of  service  aforesaid,  when  granted, 
shall  be  given  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Brigade 
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upon  the  application  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
company  to  which  such  private  or  non-commissioned  officer 
may  belong.  Provided  tbat  the  Governor  may  grant  a

There  shall  be  one  Quarter  Master  General,  with  the  Qn*rMr0^ 
rank  of  Brigadier  General,  who  shall  be  chief  of  the  Quar-  «m- 
ter  Master's  Bureau. 

There  shall  be  one  Paymaster  General,  with  the  rank  of 
Colonel,  who  shall  be  chief  of  the  Paymaster's  Bureau. 

There  shall  be  one  Commissary  General,  with  the  rank 
of  Colonel,  who  shall  be  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Com- 
missariat. 

There  shall  be  one  Surgeon  General,  with  the  rank  of 
Colonel,  who  shall  be  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery. 
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There  shall  be  one  Judge  Advocate  General,  with  the 
ik  of  Colonel,  who  shall  be  chief  of  the  bureau  of 
.itary  law. 

The  Chiefs  of  each  Bureau  may  each,  with  the  approval 
the  commander-in-chief,  appoint  one  assistant,  who 
ill  have  the  rank  of  Captain.

general,  or  by  the  division  inspector,  or  by  a  brigade  in- 
spector, as  the  commander-in-ohief  shall  direct,  thirty  days 
before  the-  sitting  of  said  court,  who  shall  make  return 
thereof,  with  the  names  of  the  officers  of  Bald  court ;  and 
the  officer  to  be  tried,  if  under  the  rank  of  a  field'  officer, 
shall  be  famished  with  Kfie  copies,  twenty  days  before 
tbr  sitting  of  the  said  coart,  by  a  brigade  major,  or  in- 
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spector,  or  by  the  adjutant  of  the  chartered  company  or 
regiment  to  which  he  belongs,  or  to  which  if  an  officer  of 
a  volunteer  corps,  his  corps  is  attached,  as  the  officer 
ordering  the  court  martial  shall  direct ;  who  shall  return 
the  same,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  composing  the 
court,  to  the  judge  advocate  of  the  court ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  judge  advocate  to  summon  or  cause  to 
be  summoned,  such  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  State  as 
may  be  necessary,  by  subpoena  signed  by  the  officer  order- 
ing the  court,  or  by  the  president  thereof,  or  by  said  judge 
advocate  ;  and  the  accused  shall  be  entitled  to  like  process 
to  procure  the  attendance  of  his  witnesses  ;  which  process 
shall  be  served  by  the  judge  advocate,  or  by  any  disinter- 
ested person  deputed  by  him.  All  charges  shall  be  made 
out  in  due  form,  by  way  of  complaint,  and  signed  by  the 
party  complaining,  and  addressed  to  the  officer  whose  duty 
it  is  to  order  the  court,  specifying  the  act  or  neglect  of 
which  the  accused  is  supposed  to  be  guilty,  and  praying 
due  process,  before  said  officer  shall  order  a  court  martial 
for  the  trial  of  the  officer  accused.  The  members  of  the 
court  shall  appear  in  full  uniform,  and  before  they  enter 
upon  the  trial  of  any  person  accused,  shall  take  the  follow- 
ing oath,  to  wit :  "  You  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  will 
truly  try  and  determine  according  to  the  evidence  given  in 
court,  the  matter  depending  between  this  State  and  the 
officer  (or  officers)  now  to  be  tried  ;  and  that  you  will  not 
divulge  the  sentence  of  the  court  until  the  same  has  been 
approved  or  disapproved  pursuant  to  law  ;  and  that  you 
will  not,  at  any  time,  disclose  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any 
member  of  this  court,  unless  required  to  do  so  in  due 
course  of  law.  So  help  you  God."  Or  this  affirmation 
you  make  and  give  upon  the  peril  of  the  penalty  of  per- 
jury. And  the  foregoing  oath  shall  be  administered  by  the 
judge  advocate  ;  but  all  other  oaths  which  it  may  be 
necessary  to  administer,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
court,  may  be  administered  either  by  him,  or  any  general 
or  field  officer. 

Sec.  71.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  officer  order- 
ing the  court  martial,  a  judge. advocate  for  each  court  mar- 
tial, who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  that  office,  and 
who  shall  take  the  following  oath,  to  wit:  "You  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  you  will  not,  at  any  time  whatever,  dis- 
close the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  member  of  this  court 
.martial,  unless  required  by  due  course  of  lav,  nor  divulge 
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the  sentence  of  the  court  till  the  same  has  been  approved 
or  disapproved  according  to  law  ;  and  that  you  will  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  the  duty  of  judge  advocate, 
according  to  the  best  of  your  abilities,  so  help  you  God." 
Or,  this  affirmation  you  make  and  give  upon  the  peril  of 
the  penalty  of  perjury.  And  said  oath  may  be  adminis- 
tered by  a  judge  of  any  court,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  the  State  ;  and  a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  made  on 
the  warrant  of  the  judge  advooate,  by  the  person  adminis- 
tering the  oath. 

Sec.  72.  If,  on  trial,  the  accused  shall  object  to  any 
one  or  more  members  of  the  court,  he  shall  state  the 
ground  of  his  objection,  and  if  it  appear  to  the  court  suffi- 
cient, the  member  or  members  objected  to  shall  leave  their 
seats  ;  and  if  the  number  remaining  be  less  than  five,  the 
court  shall  be  adjourned  for  a  reasonable  time,  that  the 
officer  ordering  the  court  may  detail  others  to  supply  the 
place  or  places  vacated  by  such  member  or  members.  No 
sentence  of  a  court  martial  shall  be  carried  into  effect, 
nnless  passed  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
court,  and  approved  by  the  commander-in-chief.  In  case 
an  officer  under  arrest  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  attend  a 
court  martial,  according  to  orders  and  notice  given  him,  he 
shall,  by  said  court,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars,  and  be  cashiered,  with  disa- 
bility of  ever  after  holding,  any  military  office  in  the  State  ; 
unless  he  be  prevented  from  attending  such  court  martial 
by  reason  of  sickness,  or  some  other  reasonable  cause ;  in 
which  case  the  court  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  ;  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  arrested  officer,  by  the 
judge  advocate,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  to  which 
fiie  court  shall  have  been  adjourned.  In  all  cases  in  which 
a  fine  and  costs  or  imprisonment  shall  be  awarded  by  a 
court  martial,  and  the  sentence  of  such  court  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  commander-in-chief,  and  the  president  of 
such  court  shall  die,  be  discharged  or  promoted,  without 
having  issued  a  warrant  of  distress  or  mittimus  for  such 
fine  and  costs  or  imprisonment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
member  of  said  court  next  in  rank  to  said  president  to 
issue  said  warrant  or  mittimus. 

Sec.  73.  If  any  witness  duly  summoned  shall  refuse  to 
obey  such  summons,  he  shall  be  committed  to  the  jail  in 
the  county  in  which  he  resides,  by  a  warrant  from  the 
president  of  the  court,  directed  to  the  sheriff,  or  a  deputy 
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sheriff  of  said  county,  there  to  be  held  at  his  own  expense, 
until  he  will  conform,  and  give  evidence  in  the  case,  or 
until  discharged  by  due  course  of  law,  All  witnesses 
summoned  on  the  part  of  the  State,  and  the  judge  advo- 
cate or  other  person  for  summoning  them,  shall,  for  travel 
and  attendance,  have  the  same  fees  that  are  allowed  in 
civil  causes,  to  be  taxed  by  the  president  of  the  court ; 
expenses  shall  be  paid  to  the  judge  advocate  by  the  State, 
and  when  received  by  him,  be  paid  over  to  the  persons  to 
whom  they  are  due.  If  the  sentence  of  the  court  be 
against  the  accused,  and  the  same  shall  be  approved  by 
the  commander-in-chief,  the  said  expenses  shall,  by  warrant 
under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  president  of  the  court, 
directed  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  to  be  collected  of  the 
delinquent,  and  paid  to  the  Paymaster  General.  The 
members  and  officers  of  said  court  shall  be  allowed  eight 
cents  per  mile  travel  to  and  from  the  place  of  holding  said 
court,  and  one  dollar  for  each  day  during  its  sitting ;  and 
there  shall  be  allowed  to  the  person  in  whose  house  said 
court  shall  be  held,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  day,  in 
full  of  all  expenses  for  room  rent,  fuel  and  lights  j  and 
which  shall  be  paid  from  the  State  Treasury.  The  judge 
advocate  shall  be  allowed  twenty-five  cents  for  each  legal 
page  of  the  copy  of  the  proceedings  and  records  of  the 
court  martial,  to  be  taxed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner. 
The  commander-in-chief  shall. have  power  to  approve  or 
disapprove  all  sentences  passed  by  courts  martial,  and 
mitigate  or  remit  any  punishment  or  punishments  awarded 
by  them,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  the  record  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  sentences  of  courts  martial,  and  of  the  ap- 
proval, mitigation  or  remission  by  the  commander-in-chief, 
shall  be  deposited  by  the  respective  judge  advocates,  in 
the  office  of  the  adjutant  general. 

BOABD  OP  OFFICERS  AKD  COURTS  OF  ENQUIRY. 

Sec.  74.  The  commander-in-chief,  whenever  in  his 
opinion  it  shall  be  necessary,  may  call  boards  of  officers, 
for  settling  military  questions,  or  for  other  purposes  rela- 
.  tive  to  good  order  and  discipline. 

Sec.  75.  General,  division,  and  brigade  courts  of  enqui- 
ry, shall  consist  of  three  officers,  and  a  judge  advocate,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  commander-in-chief ;  and  they  may 
be  ordered  and  organized  in  the  like  manner  as  courts 
martial,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  may  examine  into 
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the  nature  ftf  any  transaction,  or  any  imputation,  or  accu- 
sation against  any  officer,  made  by  an  inferior. 

All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  in  courts  martial. 

The  judge  advocate  shall  administer  to  each  of  the  offi- 
cers composing  a  court  of  enquiry,  the  following  oaths  or 


Yon,  A.  B.,  do  swear,  or  affirm,  that  you  will  well  and 
tnily  examine  and  enquire  into  the  matter  now  before  you, 
without  fear,  favor,  partiality,  prejudice  or  hope  of  reward. 
So  help  you  God.  Or,  this  affirmation  you  make  and  give 
upon  the  penalty  of  perjury. 

After  which,  the  president  shall  administer  to  the  judge 
advocate  the  following  oath : 

You,  A.  6.,  do  swear  that  you  will  impartially  record 
the  proceedings  of  the  court,  and  the  evidence  to  be  given 
in  the  case  now  in  hearing.  So  help  you  God.  Or,  this 
affirmation  you  make  and  give  upon  the  penalty  of  perjury. 

Witnesses  shall  he  summoned  in  the  same  manner,  take 
the  same  oath,  and  be  examined,  and  cross  examined,  be 
(he  parties  in  the  same  way,  as  on  trials  before  courts  mar- 
tial ;  but  the  court  shall  not  give  their  opinions  on  the 
merits  of  the  case  unless  specially  required  so  to  do.  All  . 
the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  recorded,  and  with  the 
papers  and  documents  used  therein,  authenticated  and 
transmitted  by  the  judge  advocate,  to  the  officer  who  or- 
dered the  court. 

Sec.  76.  The  pay  and  fees  of  boards  of  officers  and 
courts  of  enquiry  shall  be  the  same  as  in  courts  martial. 

Sec.  77.  The  commander-in-chief  is  authorized  to  issue 
such  orders,  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  and  perfect  the 
system  established  by  this  act.  Such  orders,  rules  and 
regulations,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  authority  as  if  a 
part  of  this  act. 

Sec.  78.  All  acts  heretofore  passed  in  relation  to  the 
militia  of  this  State,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed;  provided  that  all  penalties  or  punishments 
which  have  been  incurred  under  any  of  such  acts,  may  be 
prosecuted  and  proceeded  for,  and  inflicted  in  the  same 
manner,  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  charters  and  corporate  rights  of  the  ex- 
isting chartered  companies  of  this  State,  who  shall  not 
accept  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  wholly  unim- 
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paired  thereby ;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  rights  of 
property  of  the  existing  chartered  companies,  who  do 
accept  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  in  no  case'be  im- 
paired or  affected  thereby,  and  the  corporate  name  of  such 
company  shall  be  retained  in  business  transactions  there- 
with, and  that  upon  the  repeal  of  this  act,  they  shall  be 
remitted  to  all  the  corporate  rights  and  privileges  hereto- 
fore by  them  enjoyed. 

Sec.  79.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  remit  to  the  chartered  companies  who  accepted 
the  provisions  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  militia,  passed 
Jane  1843,  and  January  1844,  the  corporate  rights  and 
privileges  enjoyed  by  them  before  such  acceptance. 


Ah  Act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addition  to  an  aet  en- 
titled "An  Act  for  the  more  effectual  suppression  of 
drinking  houses  and  tippling  shops." 

M  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Every  person  appointed  in  any  town  as  an 
agent  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in 
amendment,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  sell  such  spiritous  and 
intoxicating  liquors  for  sacramental,  chemical,  and  culinary 
purposes,  in  addition  to  the  purposes  named  in  said  act, 
and  the  condition  of  the  bond  required  from  such  agent 
may  be  amended  by  inserting  said  purposes  therein,  and 
every  such  agent  shall  render  an  account  of  all  purchases 
and  sales  of  liquor  made  by  him  to  the  town  council  from 
which  he  received  his  appointment,  as  often  as  once  in 
three  months,  and  oftener  if  said  council  shall  require, 
and  five  per  cent,  upon  the  gross  amount  of  the  sales  so 
made  by  every  agent  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury; 
and  the  residue  of  the  profits  of  such  sales,  after  deducting 
the  compensation  of  such  agents,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasuries  of  the  towns;  and  spiritous  and  intoxicating 
liquors  witnin  the  meaning  of  this  act,  shall  include  ale, 
wine,  rum,  and  other  strong  and  malt  liquors,  and  any 
mixed  liquors,  a  part  of  which  is  ale,  wine,  rum,  or  other 
strong  or  malt  liquors  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  in  amendment;  and  the  word  "town"  in 
this  act,  maybe  construed  to  include  "cities"  and  the 
words  "  town  councils,"  Board  of  Aldermen. 
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Sec.  2.  No  impure,  dragged,  or  adulterated  liquors 
shall  be  kept  for  sale  by  any  person  appointed  as  an  agent 
by  any  town;  and  the  liquors  purchased  and  kept  for  sale 
by  any  such  agent  shall,  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection, 
and  the  town  councils  are  authorized  to  employ  suitable 
persons  to  inspect  any  and  all  such  liquors  so  exposed  for 
sale  by  any  such  agent,  and  all  such  impure,  drugged,  and 
adulterated  liquors  shall  be  liable  to  be  destroyed;  and 
any  such  agent  who  shall  keep  for  sale  any  such  impure, 
dragged,  or  adulterated  liquors,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  appointed  by  any 
town  council  as  such  agent,  the  place  within  which  he 
shall  keep  and  sell  spiritous  and  intoxicating  liquors  shall 
be  designated  and  defined,  and  the  terms  and  conditions 
on  which  he  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  and  sell  spirit- 
ous and  intoxicating  liquors,  and  the  roles  and  regulations 
to  which  such  agent  must  conform  in  making  said  sales, 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  town  councils  at  the  time  of 
establishing  such  agency,  and  Baid  rules  and  regulations 
may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  by  such  council,  as  they 
may  think  best. 

Sec.  4.  All  casks  and  other  vessels  containing  spirituous 
or  intoxicating  liquors  purchased  by  any  such  agent,  shall 
be  plainly  marked  with  the  address  of  such  agent,  and  all 
vessels  containing  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  sold 
by  such  agent  shall  be  labelled  or  ticketed  by  such  agent 
specifying  where  and  by  whom,  and  the  authority  by 
which  such  liquors  were  sold,  and  the  kind  and  quantity 
of  such  liquor;  and  such  label  or  ticket  shall  bear  the 
signature  of  such  agent ;  and  any  counterfeiting  of  such 
label  or  ticket,  or  forgery  of  the  signature  of  such  agent 
shall  be  punishable  as  forgery ;  and  if  any  person  shall 
fraudulently  use  the  address  of  any  such  agent  on  any  cask 
Or  vessel  containing  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  which 
were  not  purchased  by  such  agent,  or  shall  knowingly  use 
the  vessels  labeled  or  ticketed  by  any  such  agent  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  liquors  not  purchased  of  any  agent 
authorized  to  sell  the  same,  such  person  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  of  such  offence  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not 
exceeding  six  months,  and  the  liquor  so  falsely  marked, 
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labelled,  or  ticketed,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  for- 
feiture as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  shall  bring  into  this  State, 
or  who  shall  convey  from  place  to  place  within  the  same, 
any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor,  with  intent  to  sell  the 
same  himself,  or  to  have  the  same  sold  by  another,  or 
having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same  is  in- 
tended to  be  sold  by  any  other  person  in  violation  of  this 
act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction  thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars,  and  all  costs  of  prosecution  and  conviction,  and 
shall  stand  committed  until  the  same  be  paid. 

Sec.  6.  Every  expressman,  common  carrier,  or  other 
person,  who  shall  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  to  any  other 
persun,  receive  any  ipiritous  or  intoxicating  liquor  which 
has  been  sold,  or  is  intended  for  sale  in  violation  of  this 
act,  he  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same 
had  been  so  sold,  or  is  intended  to  be  so  sold,  such  express- 
man, common  carrier,  or  other  person  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  and  all  costs 
of  prosecution  and  conviction,  and  shall  stand  committed 
until  the  same  be  paid;  and  such  prosecution  may  be  com- 
menced either  in  the  town  where  said  liquor  may  be 
received,  or  in  any  town  through,  or  into  which  it  may  be 
carried. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  having  authority  from  any  railroad 
corporation  to  receive  goods  to  be  transported  by  such 
corporation,  who  shall  receive  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquor  which  has  been  sold  or  is  intended  for  sale,  in  viola- 
tion of  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  same  trans- 
ported on  such  railroad;  and  having  reasonable  cause  to 
believe  that  the  same  has  been  so  sold  or  is  so  intended  for 
sale,  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  as  a  common 
carrier,  as  provided  in  the  next  preoeeding  section. 

Sec.  8.  All  prosecutions  under  the  second,  fifth,  sixth, 
and  seventh  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  commenced  and 
carried  on  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  fifth  section  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  in  amendment,  and  the  fine  imposed 
shall  be  divided  in  manner  therein  provided;  and  all  per- 
sons convicted  of  any  offence  under  said  sections  shall  have 
the  same  right  of  appeal  as  is  provided  in  the  sixth  section 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  amendment. 

Sec.  9.  Any  railroad  corporation  which  shall  allow  any 
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spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  which  have  been  sold,  or 
■re  intended  to  be  sold  within  this  State,  is  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  be  transported  over  any  por- 
tion of  its  road,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
all  costs  of  prosecution,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  any  county  in  which 
such  liquor  may  have  been  received,  or  in  which  it  may 
bare  been  carried. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  appointed  as 
the  agents  of  any  town,  to  own,  keep,  and  possess  spirit- 
doqs  or  intoxicating  liquors  for  sale  under  the  authority  of 
this  act,  in  the  places  designated  and  defined  by  the  town 
council,  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  such  agencies,  and 
for  said  agents,  and  for  carriers  and  other  persons  to  receive 
and  transport  such  liquors  to  the  places  so  designated  and 
denned,  and  also  from  such  places  to  places  where  the  same 
are  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  may  be 
sold  by  law;  and  for  all  persons  to  hold,  own,  and  keep 
apon  their  premises,  such  liquors  purchased  of  such  agents, 
in  vessels  bearing  the  label  or  ticket  of  such  agent  as 
aforesaid;  and  for  any  person  to  own,  possess,  keep,  and 
sell  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  of  foreign  production, 
imported  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  con- 
tained in  the  original  packages  in  which  such  liquors  were 
imported,  and  in  quantities  not  less  than  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  prescribe;  and  all  other  spirituous  or  intox- 
icating liquor  of  other  kinds,  and  in  all  other  conditions, 
and  in  all  other  places,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance, 
and  is  forbidden  to  be  kept  or  deposited  by  any  person 
within  this  State,  and  shall  be  subject  to  seizure  and  for- 
feiture as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  11.  Any  mayor,  alderman,  city  marshal,  or  assis- 
tant marshal,  police  officer,  constable,  town  sergeant,  or 
watchman,  in  his  city  or  town,  and  any  sheriff,  or  deputy 
sheriff,  in  his  county,  may,  without  a  warrant  seize  and 
detain  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors;  and  the  vessels 
containing  the  same,  other  than  those  described  in  the 
tenth  section  of  this  act,  and  within  the  protection  of  that 
section,  which  he  may  find  in  any  steamboat,  vessel,  or 
other  craft,  or  in  any  vehicle  of  any  kind,  or  in  any  open 
place,  or  in  any  tent,  shanty,  hut,  or  place  of  any  kind  for 
selling  refreshments  in  any  public  place  on  or  near  the 
ground  of  any  cattle  show,  agricultural  exhibition,  military 
master,  or  public  occasion  of  any  kind ;  and  to  convey  the 
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said  liquors  and  the  vessels  containing  the  same  to  some 
proper  place  of  security,  and  there  to  keep  the  same,  until 
said  liquors  can  be  proceeded  against  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

See.  12.  If  any  three  persons,  being  legal  voters  in  any 
town,  shall  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  said 
town,  or  Court  exercising  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace  within  the  town  or  district  in  which  such  Court  is 
established,  make  complaint  in  writing  under  oath  or  affir- 
mation, that  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor  other  than 
such  as  is  described  in  the  tenth  section  of  this  act,  and 
within  the  protection  of  that  section,  is  kept  or  deposited

tive towns,  and  collected  and  paid  into  their  respective 
town  treasuries,  said  tax  so  ordered  to  be  assessed  by  said 
■electors  and  so  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  any  town,  is 
'{hereby  declared  to  be  a  legal  and  valid  tax  upon  the  rata- 
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ble  property  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  and  the 
collectors  of  taxes  appointed  by  said  towns  are  hereby 
authorized  to  collect  said  taxes  so  assessed  as  aforesaid, 
with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  taxes  had  been 
ordered  to  be  assessed  and  had  been  assessed  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  regulate 
the  assessing  and  collecting  of  taxes." 
Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  place  immediately.

If  any  person  shall  erect  or  create  any  obstruc- 
tion in  said  harbor  beyond  said  line  now  established,  such 
person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  indictment  before  the  Supreme  Court,  one  half 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  city  of  Providence,  and  one  half 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  State;  and  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men of  the  city  of  Providence,  shall  be  authorized,  before 
or  after  conviction,  to  remove  such  obstruction  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  person  erecting  or  creating  it.

In  General  Assembly,      ) 
January  Session,  A.  D.  1856.  j 

This  General  Assembly  having  their  attention  called  to 
the  subject  of  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise;  the 
difficulties  in  the  Territory  of  Kanzas;  the  questions  of  the 
existence  of  Slavery  in  the  Territories,  and  of  its  exclusion 
therefrom  by  positive  law;  and  of  the  future  non-admission 
of  any  State  into  this  Union  without  a  provision  in  its  con- 
stitution forever  excluding  slavery  from  such  State;  and 
other  matters  relating  to  the  political  topics  of  the  day; 
by  communications  from  the  Legislatures  of  other  States, 
and  by  a  communication  from  His  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor of  this  State;  and  having  considered  the  same  do 

Resolve,  That  the  proviso  admitting  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri into  the  Union  known  as  the  Missouri  compromise, 
which  was  adopted  to  allay  an  alarming  excitement  which 
threatened  to  disturb  the  public  peace,  and  to  produce  a 
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sectional  collision  resulting  in  civil  war,  and  threatening 
a  (Desolation  of  the  Union,  was  made  by  the  antagonistic 
parties  in  good  faith  and  with  patriotic  motives,  and  that 
its  repeal  by  the  Thirtythird  Congress  was  a  signal  viola- 
tion of  honor,  of  justice,  and  of  plighted  faith: 

That  Congress,  having  authority  to  pass  an  act  declar- 
ing that  slavery  shall  not  exist  in  the  Territories,  is  impe- 
ratively called  upon  to  exercise  that  right  without  delay: 

That  the  attrocious  interference  of  citizens  of  Missouri, 
and  others  not  resident  in  Kanzas,with  the  organization  of 
that  Territory,  deserves  the  indignant  rebuke  of  the  Legis- 
latures and  people  of  every  State :  and  that  the  State  of 
Missouri  is  bound  to  disavow  all  participation  in  these  acta 
of  violence  and  outrage  without  delay,  or  suffer  the  obloquy 
doe  for  sneh  flagrant  violations  of  justice,  law  and  right; 

That  in  the  contest  between  liberty  and  slavery  upon 
the  soil  of  Kanzas,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  free  States  to  resist 
this  new  aggression  of  the  slave  power ,by  all  legal  and  con- 
stitional  means:  and  to  speak  through  their  legislatures,  and 
to  act  through  their  representatives  in  Congress,  in  such 
manner  as  will  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  all  the 
settlers  upon  that  soil  once  deemed  to  be  consecrated  to 
freedom  by  an  irrepeolable  law; 

That  the  conduct  of  the  present  administration  in  re- 
maining passive  when  the  people  of  Kanzas  were  over- 
bom  in  their  elections,  by  an  invasion  of  intruders  from  a 
neighboring  State,  and  in  again  permitting  these  intruders 
to  carry  civil  war  to  the  homes  of  peaceful  settlers,  and  in 
its  denunciations  of  those  settlers  for  standing  on  the  defen- 
sive when  their  rights,  their  honors,  and  their  lives,  were 
thus  invaded  and  threatened,  affords  conclusive  evidence 
of  its  intention  to  make  pretexts  for  forcing  slavery  into 
Kanzas,  in  violation  of  the  rights  of  its  people,  secured  to 
them  by  the  act  organizing  that  Territory;  and  that  such 
conduct  deserves  the  reprobation  of  all  who  love  justice 
and  hate  oppression,  and  the  hearty  united  opposition  of 
aU  who  prefer  freedom  to  slavery; 

That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  be 
requested  to  use  all  honorable  means  for  securing  the  civil 
and  political  rights  of  the  people  of  Kanzas,  by  endeavor- 
ing to  procure  the  passage  of  laws  which  shall  make  void 
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the  enactments  of  the  pretended  legislature,  set  up  and 
established  by  the  horde  of  lawless  invaders,  and  for  quiet- 
ing the  present  excitement  and  agitation  through  the 
country,  by  the  admission  of  the  State  of  K&nzas  into  the 
Union  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  with  a  constitution  pro- 
hibiting slavery  or  involuntary  servitude  except  for  crime.

mittees ;  and  that  the  remaining  copies  be  placed  in  the 
office  of  the  School  Commissioner  to  be  distributed  in  such 
maimer  as  he  may  think  best 


Bbsolutiok  making  an  annual  appropriation  for  printing 
the  Registration  Report. 

Ne»ohnd'r  That  there  be  made  an  annual  appropriation 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  defray  the  expense  of 
preparing  the  yearly  report  and  abstract  of  the  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  which, 
fey  the  second  section  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  a  registration  of  bixt-hs,  marriages  and  deaths," 
is  required  to  be  made. 


Resolution  providing  for  the  distribution  of  Volume  3:  of 
Rhode  Island  Reports. 
Resohxd,  That  when  the  Reporter  of  the  decisions  of 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  deposits  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  three  hundred  copies  of  volume  third  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Reports,  the  Secretary  shall  be  authorized  to  draw 
«u  order  on  the  General  Treasurer  in  favor  of  said  Report- 
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er  for  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  for  said  Report  at  their 
market  price  ;  and  that  he  be  directed  to  distribute  said. 
Reports  as  follows  :  One  copy  to  each  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Territories  ;  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Town  Clerks 
of  the  State  ;  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Justices  of  the  Su- 
preme Court ;  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Clerks  of  the 
Courts  of  this  State,  to  be  kept  as  appendages  to  their 
said  offices  ;  and  one  copy  to  each  member  of  the  General 
Assembly  ;  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Sheriffs  of  this  State ;

Resqwtioh  authorizing  the  General  Treasurer  to  make  a 
loan  to  defray  expenses  of  the  State. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorised  to  contract  for  a  time  not  longer  than 
one  year,  and  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent., 
for  the  loan  of  such  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  in  all 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  State. 


Rbboltjtiqn  concerning  the  French  Spoliations. 

State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations. 

In  General  Assembly,  ) 
January  Session,  1856.  \ 
His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  having  communicated 
to  this  General  Assembly,  resolutions  of  the  legislature 
of  Massachusetts,  strongly  urging  on  the  United  States 
Government,  payment  of  the  claims  of  American  citizens 
for  spoliations  committed  on  their  commerce,  under  au- 
thority of  the  French  Government,  anterior  to  the  year 
eighteen  hundred,  the  indemnity  for  which  was  assumed 
by  the  United  States,  and  France  released  therefrom,  by 
the  convention  of  that  year,  ratified  in  eighteen  hundred 
one  :  and  this  General  Assembly  concurring  in  the  opinion 
expressed  by  the  Massachusetts  legislature,  and  re-affirm- 
ing the  report  and  resolutions  adopted  at  the  January  Ses- 
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sion,  1844,  and  accepting  the  report  made  by  the'  com- 
.mittee  at  the  present  session. 

Do  therefore  resolve,  that  the  said  claims  are  honestly 
doe,  and  that  a  longer-continued  refusal  of  payment  after 
many  favorable  reports  have  been  made  by  committees  to 
both  Houses  of  Congress,  would  be  a  denial  of  justice  by 
that  august  body,  highly  derogatory  to  its  character,  and 
flagrantly  injurious  to  our  national  credit 
.  Resolved,  That  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  be  re- 
quested to  transmit  copies  of  these  resolutions  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  to  the  Governor  of  each 
State,  and  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in 
Congress  ;  and  that  said  Senators  and  Representatives  be 
requested  to  use  all  honorable  means,  and  their  most  ear- 
nest efforts  to  procure  the  passage  of  an  act  which  shall 
give  full  indemnity,  and  ample  justice  to  these  long- 
delayed  and  much  injured  claimants. 


ACTS  OF  A  PRIVATE  NATURE. 

Ah  Act  in  amendment  of  the  several1  Acts  heretofore 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  amendment  of,  and 
addition  to  the  Charter  of  the  Redwood  library  and 
Athenaeum,  at  Newport. 

B  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Said  Company  shall  be  known  and  called  by 
the  name  of  the  Company  of  the  Redwood  library  and 
Athenaeum  ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  and  enjoy  all 
the  powers,  privileges,  rights  and  immunities,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  burdens  of  said  Com- 
pany, in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  intent  and 
effect  as  under  the  former  name. 

Sec.  2.  The  rights  in  said  Library  shall  not  be  liable  to- 
be  attached,  or  levied  upon,  by  any  writ  or  execution,  for 
any  debt,  duty,  or  demand,  of  what  kind  or  nature  soever. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  following 
Articles  be  added  to  and  form  a  part  of  the  Charter  of  said' 
Company,  viz : 

Article  1.  The  library  and  property  of  the  company 
shall  be  held  in  shares,  of  which  the  members  shall  have: 
certificates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 
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Article  2.  There  nhall  be  a  meeting  of  the  company,  at 
the  library-room,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September, 
annually,  at  3  o'clock  P.  M.  Fifteen  members  present  in 
person,  or  by  proxy,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  busi- 
ness. 

Article  3.  Special  meetings  on  other  days  may  be  called 
by  order  of  the  President,  or  of  the  Directors,  or  upon 
request  made  in  writing  to  the  President  by  ten  members 
of  the  company. 

Article  4.  At  those  special  meetings  such  business  only 
shall  be  transacted  as  shall  be  specified  in  the  order  for 
calling  the  same,  and  in  the  notice  given  of  such  meetings 
to  the  members. 

Article  5.  Public  or  personal  notice  of  every  meeting  of 
the  company  (except  adjourned  meetings,  notice  of  which 
shall  be  put  up  in  the  library-room)  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  at  least  five  days  previous  to  such  meeting. 

Article  6.  Each  proprietor  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
by  himself,  his  attorney,  or  proxy,  on  every  share  by  him 
held,  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation ;  provided,  that 
no  proprietor  shall  ever  have  exceeding  five  votes  in  his 
own  right,  whatever  may  be  the  number  of  shares  he  may 
hold. 

Article  7.  No  transfer  of  any  share  shall  be  valid,  until 
.approved  by  the  company,  or  the  board  of  directors,  and 
properly  authenticated  by  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Pre- 
sident and  Secretary. 

Article  8.  All  takes  and  fines  due  from  any  members 
shall  attach  upon  their  shares  in  the  library  ;  and  no  trans- 
fer  of  any  suoh  shares  shall  be  valid,  until  such  taxes  and 
fines  shall  be  paid. 

Article  9,  At  every  annual  meeting  each  member  shall 
pay  to  the  Treasurer  one  dollar,  to  be  appropriated  in  the 
purchase  of  books. 

Article  10.  All  taxes  neoessary  for  repairs  and  other 
purposes  of  the  Institution,  shall  be  assessed  by  the  com- 
pany, at  their  annual  meetings,  or  at  special  meetings, 
called  agreeably  to  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  articles. 
.  Article  11.  Any  member  who  shall  neglect  to  make  the 
annual  payment  established  by  the  ninth  article,  or  who 
shall  neglect,  after  notice  in  writing  from  the  Treasurer, 
or  from  the  Secretary,  to  pay  any  tax  assessed  by  the 
company*  or  any  fine  by  him  incurred,  shall  be  deprived 
of  Jhe  ua»  of  the  Library  during  such  delinquency. 
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Article  12.  If  any  member  shall  so  continue  to  neglect, 
for  the  space  of  one  year  after  such  notice,  his  right  and 
share  in  the  Library  shall  be  forfeited,  ipso  facto,  to  the 
company  ;  .provided,  that  three  months  previous  to  such 
forfeiture,  further  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  de- 
linquent member,  by  the  Treasurer  or  the  Secretary  ;  and 
that  no  share  shall  be  forfeited  for  any  fines  or  taxes  of  less 
amount  than  five  dollars ;  provided,  also,  that  every  mem- 
ber who  shall  be  absent,  at  sea,  at  the  time  the  forfeiture 
of  his  share  would  accrue,  shall  be  allowed  three  months 
with  notice  as  aforesaid  after  his  return,  before  such  for- 
feiture shall  take  place. 

Article  13.  The  company  at  their  annual  meetings  shall 
elect  from  among  their  members,  a  President,  eleven  Di- 
rectors, a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  shall  think  necessary  ;  vacancies  in  any  of  which 
offices  shall  be  filled  at  any  special  meeting.  If  more 
than  one  candidate  be  nominated  for  any  office,  the  com- 
pany shall  elect  by  ballot ;  if  no  person  shall  have  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes,  the  ballot  shall  be  taken  again  between 
the  two  persons  having  the  highest  number  on  the  first 
trial.  The  votes  shall  be  counted  by  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  except  in  their  own  election  ;  the  votes  in 
which  case  shall  be  counted  by  the  President,  or  by  either 
of  the  directors. 

Article  14.  The  President. — He  shall  have  a  general 
superintendence  of  the  Library  ;  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  company  and  of  the  directors;  of  whom  he  may 
call  special  meetings  at  such  times  as  he  shall  think 
necessary  ;  and  shall  himself  be  a  director — ex-officio. 

Article  15.  The  Directors. — They  shall  meet  at  the  Li- 
brary-room on  a  stated  day  in  each  quarter,  or  at  such 
other  times  and  places  as  they  shall  appoint ;  of  all  which 
meetings,  except  those  by  adjournment,  every  director 
not  absent  from  the  island  shall  have  notice  given  him  by 
the  Secretary.  The  votes  of  six  directors  personally  pre- 
sent, shall  be  necessary  for  the  adoption  of  any  measure. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  superintend  the 
library  and  property  of  the  company,  direct  the  purchase 
of  books,  to  make  necessary  repairs,  and  adopt  temporary 
regulations  (not  inconsistent  with  the  charter  and  laws  of 
the  company)  in  cases  unprovided  for,  such  regulations  to 
remain  in  force  only  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  com- 
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They  shall  select  and  appoint  a  Librarian,  whom  also 
they  may  remove  ;  shall  prescribe  his  duties,  and  fix  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  be  allowed  him. 

"When  any  member  shall  recommend  any  hook  or  work 
to  the  directors  by  leaving  the  title  thereof  with  the  Li- 
brarian, the  same  shall  be  considered  by  them. 

They  shall  have  power  to  ascertain  all  fines,  doe  to  the 
company  ;  but  not  to  remit  any  fine  incurred  by  a  breach ' 
of  tne  laws  of  the  company,  which  they  shall  take  care  to 
have  strictly  enforced. 

They  may  grant  the  privilege  of  the  company,  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  use  of  the  books,  to  such  distinguished  stran- 
gers, or  liberal  benefactors  to  this  Library,  as  may  be 
temporarily  resident  in  the  city  of  Newport. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company,  the  directors 
shall  make  report  of  their  proceedings-  during  the  past 
year  ;  and  shall  recommend  for  the  consideration  of  the 
company,  such  measures  as  they  may  think  advisable. 

Article  16.  All  monies  due  to  the  company  in  taxes, 
fines  or  otherwise,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  ;  and  be 
by  him  held  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  company,  and  of 
the  directors.  Upon  non-payment,  after  proper  notice,  of 
any  money  so  due,  the  Treasurer  shall  have  power,  with 
the  advice  of  the  directors,  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same, 
in  the  name  of  the  company. 

He  shall  account  annually  to  the  directors,  on  some  day 
not  more  than  one  month  proceeding  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  company,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  re- 
quire. 

Article  17-  The  Secretary. — He  shall  keep  journals  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  company,  and  of  the  directors,  to 
each  of  whom  he  shall  act  as  Secretary ;  and  of  whose 
respective  meetings  he  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  several 
members. 

He  shall  record  all  transfors  of  shares  approved  of  by 
the  company ;  and  under  the  orders  of  the  directors,  shall 
have  the  care  of  the  Charter,  laws  and  deeds  of  the  com- 
pany. 

Article  18.  All  the  books  belonging  to  the  Library  shall 
be  on  the  shelves  on  Wednesday,  previous  to  the  annual 
meeting  in  each  year ;  and  every  proprietor  who  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  return  the  book  or  books  which  may 
he  out  on  their  respective  shares,  shall  pay,  as  a  fine  for 
such  neglect,  the  sum  of  twenty-fire  cents. 
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Article  19.  Every  proprietor  who  may  neglect  or  refuse 
to* pay  any  taxes  or  assessments  which  may  have  been  or 
shall  be  ordered,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company, 
or  any  fine  or  fines  legally  assessed  by  the  directors,  or 
Librarian,  for  the  detention  of  books  for  the  space  of  three 
months  after  such  taxes,  assessments  or  fines  shall  have 
been  respectively  levied,  shall  bo  debarred  the  use  of  the 
library,  as  it  respects  the  taking  out  of  books,  until  such 
taxes,  assessments  or  fines  shall  be  paid. 

All  Acts  heretofore  passed  by  this  General  Assembly 
';  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  Oak  Hill  Cemetery. 
U  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Edward  Harris,  Willis  Cook,  Daniel  N. 
Paine,  Lyman  A.  Cook,  George  B.  Lapham,  L.  W.  Bal- 
lon, Thomas  J.  Keach,  and  James  Verry,  with  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  body  politic 
and-  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Oak  Hill  Cemetery," 
with  all  the  ordinary  powers,  privileges  and  capacities  of 
a  Corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  Cemetery 
in  the  Town  of  Cumberland. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Corporation  may  hold  land  not  exceeding 
fifty  acres,  together  with  such  buildings,  structures  and 
personal  property,  as  they  may  deem  requisite  for  the  im- 
provement and  maintenance  of  their  Cemetery. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  three  persons  named  in  the  first  Sec- 
tion of  this  Act  are  hereby  made  Trustees  of  said  Corpora- 
tion, with  power  to  elect  others,  who  shall  be  members  of 
aaid  Corporation,  to  supply  such  vacancies  as  may  from 
time  to  time  occur  in  their  body.  Said  Trustees  and  their 
successors  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the 
business  and  property  of  said  Corporation ;  shall  appoint 
a  Treasurer,  and  other  officers  if  they  deem  necessary,  and 
shall  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations,  not  being  repug- 
nant to  law,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  said  Corporation. 

Sec.  4.  The  shares  in  said  Corporation  shall  be  deemed 
personal  estate,  and  shall  be  created  by  deed  from  the 
Treasurer,  and  shall  be  transferred  by  deed ;  and  such 
deeds  of  transfer  and  original  deeds  shall  be  recorded  in 
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the  books  of  the  Corporation,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  The  property  of  the  said  Corporation  and  the 
shares  therein  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  not 
liable  to  be  sold  on  execution  or  applied  to  the  payment 
of  debts  by  assignment,  or  under  any  bankrupt  or  insol- 
vent law. 

Sec.  6.  No  public  way  shall  be  made  over  or  through 
any  part  of  the  lands  of  said  Corporation,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  members  who  shall  be 
affected  thereby. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Juniper  Hill  Cemetery. 
It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows; 

Section  1.  George  F.  Usher,  James  D'W.  Perry,  Byron 
Diman,  Ambrose  E.  Burnside,  James  H.  West,  Charles 
■  H.  R.  Doringle,  and  Lemuel  W.  Briggs,  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  name  of 
"  The  Juniper  Hill  Cemetery,"  and  by  that  name  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  may  sue  and  he  sued  to 
final  judgment  or  decree,  and  do  all  such  other  things  as 
are  incident  to  a  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  stock  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be 
deemed  personal  property,  and  be  transferable  in  such 
manner  as  the  Corporation  shall  direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Corporators  may  acquire  and  hold 
a  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  fifty  acres,  which  they 
may  lay  out,  ornament,  and  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  impose,  to 
be  used  exclusively  for  a  rural  cemetery,  without  regard 
to  sect.  They  may  also  hold  so  much  personal  property 
as  they  may  deem  requisite  for  the  erection  of  buildings 
and  other  structures,  and  for  the  improvement  and  main- 
tainance  of  the  Cemetery.  They  may  also  receive  and 
apply  to  the  betterment  or  support  of  the  cemetery  estate, 
or  of  particular  lots,  buildings  or  structures  thereon,  such 
donations  or  bequests  as  may  at  any  time  be  made  for 
those  objects.  When  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
raised  and  appropriated  to  pay  for  the  land,  and  for  the 
laying  out  and  improving  the  same,  one  half  of  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  future  sale  of  lota  shall  continue  to  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  like  purposes  forever ;  the  other  half  thereof 
shall  he  applied  to  the  reimbuisal  of  the  stockholders,  of 
all  moneys  with  interest  by  them  advanced  for  the  pur- 
chase and  improvement  of  said  cemetery  estate,  until  said 
moneys  and  interest  are  fully  refunded  ;  and  thereafter, 
all  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  lots,  or  otherwise 
accruing,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  perpetual  improve- 
ment and  maintenance  of  said  cemetery.  And  when  the 
stockholders  are  so  reimbursed  the  advances  by  them  made, 
then  and  from  thenceforth  every  lot  owner  in  said  Ceme- 
tery shall  become  a  member  of  this  Corporation,  with- all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  corporator  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  of  said  Corporation  shall  consist  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  Trustees,  being 
members  thereof ;  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  company  may  direct.  The  treasurer  and  other  officers 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  trustees,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees,  and  may  be  required  to 
give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  treasurer  shall  record  the  doings  of  the  company  and 
of  the  trustees  at  their  meetings,  and  shall  have  the  custo- 
dy of  the  funds  subject  to  the  control  of  the  trustees,  and 
shall  report  to  them  and  to  the  company  his  doings  when- 
ever called  upon.  He  shall,  also,  with  the  President,  sign 
all  bills  of  sale  or  deeds  of  lots.  The  trustees  shall  have 
the  care  and  management  of  the  property,  expenditures, 
and  business  of  the  Corporation,  of  the  laying  out  of  roads 
and  paths,  and  of  the  laying  out  of  plats  and  lots,  and  the 
sale  or  other  disposition  thereof,  on  the  cemetery  estate, 
and  shall  make  a  report  of  their  doings  whenever  called 
upon  by  the  company.  The  trustees  shall  be  elected  by 
fiie  stockholders,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  others 
are  chosen.  They  shall  designate  one  of  their  number  to 
be  President,  who  shall  be  President  of  the  Corporation. 
A  major  part  of  them  shall  be  a  quorum  to  transact  busi- 
ness. The  persons  first  named  in  this  act  shall  be  the 
first  trustees.  Any  two  of  them  may  call  the  first  meet- 
ing of  this  Corporation,  by  giving  six  days  public  notice 
of  the  time  and  place.  The  time  of  holding,  and  the 
mode  of  calling  all  other  meetings  of  this  company,  the 
number  of  members  necessary  to  form  a  quorum,  the  term 
for  which  the  trustees  shall  hold  office,  the  mode  of  filling 
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vacancies  in  their  number,  and  all  matters  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  regulated  by  by-lawa. 

Sec.  5.  At  all  meetings  of  this  Corporation,  each  cor- 
porator shall  have  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him  ;  but  no  one  corporator  shall  have  more  than  five 
votes. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees,  in  the  name 
of  the  company,  to  require  the  payment  of  all  moneys  sub- 
scribed to  the  stock,  under  the  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  of  . 
all  payments  previously  made,  and  if  needful,  to  collect 
all  such  moneys  by  due  process  of  law. 

Sec.  7.  No  lot  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  conveyed  by 
the  company  so  as  to  pass  the  title,  or  so  as  to  authorize 
any  interment  therein,  until  the  purchase  money  shall 
have  been  first  paid,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President  of 
the  Corporation.  No  lot  owner  shall  sell  or  assign  hia  lot 
without  the  prior  consent  of  the  trustees.  JNo  lot  owner 
shall  permit  any  interment  in  his  or  her  lot  for  hire.  No 
lot,  after  the  same  has  been  sold  by  the  company,  shall 
be  divided ;  but  may  be  held  in  undivided  shares ;  and 
upon  the  death  of  the  proprietor  or  proprietors,  shall  pass 
to  his  heirs  or  devisees  as  the  case  may  be,  who  may  re- 
lease their  rights  to  each  other.  But  said  company  may, 
at  the  request  of  a  lot  owner,  so  convey  his  lot,  that  the 
same  shall  remain  thereafter  inalienable.  No  lot  owner 
shall  upon  any  pretence  enclose  or  otherwise  obstruct  any 
road,  path,  or  other  way,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  trustees  first  had. 

Sec.  8.  The  property  of  this  Corporation  and  the  burial 
lots  by  them  conveyed,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxes,  and 
not  liable  to  be  sold  on  execution,  or  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  debts  by  assignment,  or  under  any  bankrupt  or 
insolvent  law. 

Sec.  9.  No  public  road  or  way  shall  be  made  through 
the  cemetery  estate,  without  the  consent  of  this  Corpora- 
tion and  the  lot  owners  affected  thereby. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  destroy,  muti- 
late, deface,  injure  or  remove  any  tomb,  monument,  grave 
stone,  or  other  structure  placed  in  the  cemetery  aforesaid, 
or  any  fence,  railiDg,  or  other  work  for  the  protection  or 
ornament  of  any  tomb,  monument,  grave  stone  or  other 
structure  aforesaid,  or  of  any  cemetery  lot  within  the  said 
cemetery,  or  shall  willfully  destroy,  remove,  cut,  break,  or 
injure  any  tree,  shrub  or  plant  within  said  cemetery,  or 
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shall  shoot  or  discharge  any  gun  or  other  fire  arm  within 
said  cemetery,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  County  of  Bristol,  or  other  Court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  impris- 
oned not  exceeding  ten  months,  according  to  the  nature 
and  aggravation  of  the  offence  ;  and  such  offender  shall 
also  be  liable  in  an  action  of  trespass,  to  be  brought 
against  him  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the 
name  of  "  The  Juniper  Hill  Cemetery,"  to  pay  all  such 
damages  as  shall  have  been  occasioned  by  his  unlawful  act 
or  acts,  which  money,  when  recovered  and  received,  shall 
be  applied  by  the  trustees  to  the  reparation  and  restoration 
of  the  property  destroyed  or  injured  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
members  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  competent  witnesses 
in  such  suits. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  4th  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  City  of  Providence. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Robert  G.  Cory,  Jonathan  Cady,  Thomas  J. 
Gardiner,  John  Dean,  Lyman  Arnold,  Resolved  W.  Cady, 
Wilbur  Barney,  Thomas  Adderman,  and  John  Peckham, 
and  their  successors,  who  shall  be  chosen  as  hereinafter 
directed,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Trustees 
of  the  4th  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,"  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  and  supporting  the  public  worship  of  Almigh- 
ty God,  in  the  City  of  Providence,  in  any  Church  or  place 
of  worship  that  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be,  owned  or 
occupied  by  said  corporation,  according  to  the  rites  and 
usages  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States ;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  able  and  capable  in 
law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  de- 
fend and  be  defended  against,  in  all  courts  and  places, 
and  before  all  proper  judges  and  magistrates  whomsoever ; 
to  take,  possess,  have,  hold  and  retain  all  moneys  and 
other  property,  real  or  personal,  unto  them,  their  success- 
ors and  assigns,  whether  obtained  by  voluntary  subscrip- 
tion, donation  or  otherwise  ;  also  all  legacies,  devises, 
and  bequests  of  real  and  personal  estate :  and  to  have, 
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hold,  possess  and  acquire  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments, goods,  chattels  and  property  of  every  description, 
not  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
And  all  and  singular  the  estate  and  property  aforesaid,  to 
lease,  mortgage,  sell,  grant,  convey  or  dispose  of  in  such 
manner  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  at  their  will  and 
pleasure  ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
to  hreak,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasnre  ;  and  at  any  of  their 
meetings  to  enact  and  pass  such  rales,  regulations,  and 
by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  Corporation,  and  the 
management  of  their  property  and  affairs,  aa  they  may 
think  proper,  and  at  any  such  meeting,  alter,  amend,  or 
repeal  the  same  :  provided,  the  same  he  not  repugnant  to 
this  Act,  the  Laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Seo.  2.  The  number  of  Trustees  shall  never  be  more 
than  nine,  nor  less  than  five,  and  four  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
and  a  less  number  may  adjourn  to  a  future  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Corporation  shall  hold  an  annual  meet- 
ing on  the  second  Monday  in  March  in  each  and  every 
year,  and  such  other  meetings  as  they  may  deem  expedient, 
to  be  called  and  notified  in  such  way  and  manner  as  they 
may  prescribe.  At  their  annual  meeting  they  shall  elect 
from  their  own  number,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer, and  may  elect  such  other  officers  as  they  may  think 
necessary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  one  year, 
or  until  others  are  elected  in  their  place  ;  provided,  the 
failure  to  hold  such  annual  meeting,  or  to  elect  all  or  any 
of  their  officers  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  or  invalidate 
this  Act,  bat  said  Corporation  may  elect  their  said  officers, 
and  transact  other  business  of  said  annual  meeting,  at  any 
other  meeting  called  and  notified  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  Corporation,  within  one  year  from  the  day  appointed. 
for  the  annual  meeting. - 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  said 
board  of  trustees,  by  any  of  their  number  ceasing  to  be  a 
member  of  said  4th  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  said  vacancy;,  shall  be 
filled  according  to  the  direction  of  the  discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  shall 
have  the  entire  management  and  disposal  of  all  the 
property  and  funds  of  the  ooaporation,  which  has  been  or 
may  be  conveyed  to  them  in  trust ;  nevertheless  for  the 
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nse  and  benefit  of  said  Church,  for  the  support  and  wor- 
ship of  God,  according  to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  fair  and  accurate 
account  of  all  the  property  and  funds  of  the  said  Corpora- 
tion, in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  make  a  regular 
statement  and  report  thereof  at  the  annual  meetings  of 
said  corporation,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may  be 
required,  by  a  vote  of  said  corporation,  and  his  records 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  members 
thereof;  and  all  obligations,  deeds  and  conveyances  shall 
be  executed  by  him.

And,  on  the  failure  or  neglect  of  the 
owners  of  said  pews  to  pay  such  tax,  the  corporation  may 
sell  at  public  auction,  such  pew  or  pews,  at  any  time, 
ifter  giving  thirty  days  notice  to  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  or  leaving  a  notice  at  their  last  and  usual  place  of 
■bode ;  and  after  paying  said  taxes,  and  all  legal  charges, 
in  consequence  of  such  failure,  the  balance,  if  any,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  pew  or  pews.

Bi&enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows ; 

Section  1.  That  N.  G.  Allen,  H.  Williams,  Joseph 
Thomas,  John  G.  Childs,  Borden  Chace  and  Thomas  G. 
Potter,  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  under  the 
same  and  style  of  the  Griswold  Institute,  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing-  an  Academy  to  be  located  in  Portsmouth, 
ibr  the-  education  of  the  youth  of  said  Portsmouth,  and 
other  places  ;  and  for  said  purpose  shall  be  made  able  and 
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capable  in  law  to  hold  real  and  personal  estate  fa>  the 
amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  capable  of 
sueing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  be- 
fore all  proper  courts  and  tribunals  whatsoever.  They 
shall  have  power  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  make 
by-laws  for  the  government  and  management  of  said  in- 
stitution, to  elect  all  necessary  officers,  and  to  hold  all 
necessary  meetings,  to  impose  taxes  on  the  owners,  and 
generally  to  have  all  the  privileges  and  powers  incident  to 
corporations  instituted  for  similar  purposes.

Section  1.   Anthony  Tarbox,  John  J.  Kilton,  Pel 
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Wilbur,  Thomas  B.  Wilbur,  Thomas  Whipple,  Caleb  Kil- 
ton,  Sheldon  Read,  Thomas  B.  Bowen,  Allen  Tillinghast, 
together  with  such  others  as  are,  or  hereafter  may  be  mem- 
bers, agreeable  to  the  by-laws  of  said  society,  are  hereby 
constituted  and  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  and  promoting  religious  worship,  by 
the  name  of  the  Washington  Village  Christian  Union,  and 
by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law,  to  sue,  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  against, 
in  all  courts  and  places,  and  before  all  proper  Judges  and 
Magistrates  whomsoever ;  to  take,  receive  and  hold,  all 
moneys  and  other  property,  whether  obtained  by  voluntary 
contribution,  gift,  grant  or  otherwise,  all  legacies  and  de- 
vises of  real  and  personal  estate  ;  to  have,  hold,  possess, 
Acquire  and  retain  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,

Section  1.  Warren  Randolph,  Ethan  Whipple,  Warren 
G.  Noyes,  Zoan  Rogers,  A.  Crawford  Greene,  Daniel  Ben- 
son, Joseph  Prew,  Freeman  Fisher,  Harris  R.  Geeene, 
Charles  W.  Pidge,  J.  Flavel  Greene,  Jeremiah  N.  Thomas, 
James  M.  Turner,  Leander  P,  Rice,  William  R.  Esten, 
David  Barr,  Albert  H.  Potter,  and  William  H.  Gardner, 
together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become 
members  of  said  Society,  and  their  associates  and  success- 
ors, are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  forever, 
for  the  purpose  of  worshipping  Almighty  God,  and  sup- 
porting and  promulgating  the  Christian  religion,  according 
to  the  rights,  ceremonies  and  ordinances  as  now  practised

against  in  all  courts,  and  before  all  proper  judges  and 
magistrates  whomsoever,  to  take,  receive,  possess,  hold 
and  retain,  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  lands, 
tenements,  goods,  chattels,  moneys,  and  effects,  whether 
obtained  by  subscription,  voluntary  gift,  grant,  purchase 
or  otherwise  ;  also,  all  legacies  or  devises  of  personal  or 
real  estate  whatsoever,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  fifty

Any  failure  or  omission  to  elect  said  officers 
shall  not  be  taken  or  considered  to  be  a  forfeiture  of  this 
act  of  incorporation,  and  all  officers  of  said  Society  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  perform  and  fulfil  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  until  others  shall  be  duly 
appointed  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Society,  at  any  legal  meeting  thereof, 
shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  and  empowered,  from 
time  to  time,  to  make  and  levy  special  assessments  on  the 
pews  of  any  meeting  house  of  which  said  Society  may  be 
possessed,  at  any  time,  and  to  raise  such  sums  of  money 
therefrom  as  they  may  deem  sufficient  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  all  such  repairs,  additions  and  improvements 
as  may  be  ordered  by  said  Society  on  their  meeting  house, 
parsonage  house,  (if  they  should  have  one,)  the  lots  on 
which  they  stand,  or  any  of  the  appurtenances  thereunto 
belonging  ;  also  for  keeping  said  meeting  house  and  par- 
sonage house,  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  by  fire,  to 
such  an  amount  as  said  Society  may  direct ;  and  also  to 
make  and  levy  annual  assessments  on  tho  said  pews,  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  on  their  appraised 
value,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  yearly  therefrom,  as  may  be  found  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  pastor  of  the  church  and  Society,  for 
the  payment  of  all  city,  State  and  other  taxes  assessee  on 
said  Society,  and  for  the  discharge  of  all  expenses  to 
which  said  Society  shall  be  subjected,  in  maintaining,  sup- 
porting and  keeping  up  pnblic  religious  worship  regularly 
in  said  meeting  house.  Provided,  however,  said  Society 
shall  not,  for  the  support  of  the  pastor,  and  for  maintain- 
ing and  keeping'  up  public  religious  worship,  levy  a  tax  on 
those  pews  which  may  remain  unsold  by  said  Society,  un- 
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less  the  same  are  rented,  and  then  only  on  those  rented, 
and  daring  the  time  they  are  so  rented. 

Sec.  6.  The  Pews  in  said  meeting  house  shall  be  at  all 
times  pledged  and  held  liable  to  the  Society  for  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes  and  assessments  made  and  levied  thereon, 
and  may  be  sold  therefor,  at  public  auction,  at  such  times, 
and  under  such  restrictions,  and  by  such  officers,  as  the 
Society  shall  direct  the  Treasurer,  or  some  one  appointed 
by  him,  having  power  to  act  as  auctioneer. 

Sec.  7.  All  the  male  members  of  the  Eighth  Baptist 
Church,  while  in  full  fellowship  and  in  connection  with 
said  Church,  also  all  persons  owning  an  entire  pew,  by 
virtue  of  and  during  such  ownership,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  members  of  said  Society,  after  being 
admitted  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  members  present  at 
any  of  the  regular  or  legally  organized  meetings  of  the 
Society.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  the 
levying  or  assessment  of  any  taxes  on  the  pews,  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  unless  owning  or  hiring  an  entire  pew 
in  said  house. 

Sec.  8.  The  insurance  to  be  made,  as  before  provided, 
on  the  said  Society's  meeting  house,  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  so  far  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  of  the 
pews  in  said  house,  that,  in  case  of  loss  or  injury  by  fire, 
the  amount  so  insured  shall  be  received  and  held  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Society  as  a  special  fund,  and  be  applied 
and  expended  in  the  repairs  of  the  old,  or  in  the  erection 
of  a  new  house,  to  be  under  the  direction  of  said  Society, 
occupied  by  the  Church  and  Society  worshipping  in  said 
meeting  house  antecedent  to  such  loss  or  damage.  And 
in  the  apportionment  of  the  expenses  of  any  repairs  occa- 
sioned by  fire,  or  in  the  sale  of  any  new  pews  in  such 
house  as  may  be  erected,  in  which  the  said  insurance  mo- 
ney may  be  used  and  expended,  the  said  pew  owners  in 
the  house  so  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire,  shall  share  and 
be  benefitted  in  such  repairs,  or  in  the  purchase  of  a  pew 
or  pews  in  the  new  house  so  erected,  in  such  proportion 
as  the  valuation  of  their  pew  or  pews  bore  to  the  valuation 
of  all  the  pews  of  the  house  so  insured  and  injured  or  des- 
troyed by  fire ;  and,  as  the  whole  valuation  of  the  pews 
shall  bear  te  the  sum  insured  :  and  the  money  arising  from 
such  insurance  shall  be  applied  and  apportioned  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  9.  The  pews  in  said  house  (reserving  one  for  the 
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pastor  of  the  church,)  shall  be  appraised  and  valued  by  a 
committee,  who  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  Society 
for  the  purpose  :  which  valuation  and  appraisal,  when 
made  and  reported,  shall  thereafter  be  taken  and  consid- 
ered as  the  guide  and  rule  by  which  future  assessments 
shall  be  made.

shall  be  sufficient,  after  reserving  to  himself  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  his  services,  all  the  debts  of  the  corpo- 
ration, or  ratable  if  they  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
whole  ;  and  in  case  there  shall  be  any  surplus  after  pay-

dians, or  by  themselves,  with  the  approbation  of  their 
guardians,  or  of  the  town  council;  that  is  to  say,  male 
children,  until  they  shall  come  to  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  female  children  until  they  shall  come  to  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  or  are  married ;  and  all  indentures  of 
apprenticeship  executed  by  Baid  society,  and  by  overseers 
of"  the  poor  with  the  advice  and  consent  aforesaid,  or  by 
parents  or  guardians,  or  by  children  themselves,  with  the 
approbation  of  their  guardians,  or  of  the  town  councils,  in 
conformity  with  law,  and  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  valid  and  binding.

Vermont,  as  servants,  or  at  any  useful  trade,  art,  occupa- 
tion, or  employment,  and  to  be  removed  from  one  family 
to  another,  and  from  one  trade,  art,  occupation,  or  employ- 
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ment  to  another,  as  to  said  society  may  seem  best;  or  to 
be  bound  oat  by  said  society  by  indentures  of  apprentice- 
ship, for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  not  exceeding  the  term 
of  their  indenture  to  said  society,  as  servants  in  any  family 
in  this  State,  or  in  the  States  of  Massachusetts,  Connecti- 
cut, Maine,  New  Hampshire,  or  Vermont,  or  as  appren- 
tices to  any  useful  trade,  art,  occupation,  or  employment, 
according  to  and  in  the  sole  discretion  of  said  Society. 

Said  society  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered from  time  to  time  to  place  out  children  bounden  to 
said  society  as  aforesaid,  for  a  longer  or  a  shorter  period, 
daring  the  term  of  their  indenture,  not  exceeding  said 
term,  as  servants  in  any  families  in  this  State,  or  in  the 
Slates  of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, or  Vermont,  or  at  any  useful  trade,  art,  occupation, 
or  employment;  and  from  time  to  time  to  remove  children, 
so  by  them  placed  out,  from  one  family  to  another,  and 
from  one  trade,  art,  occupation,  or  employment  to  another 
as  to  said  society  may  seem  best ;  and  said  society  is 
farther  authorized  and  empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to 
bind  ont  children,  so  as  aforesaid  to  said  society  bounden, 
for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  not  exceeding  the  term  of 
their  indenture  to  said  society,  as  servants  in  any  families

REPORT : 

le  Election  Law  of  1844  provides  that,  "when  any

(sent,  the  Town  Clerk  thereof  shall  order  a  new  elec-

t  the  first  reading  of  the  Law  aforesaid,  your  Com- 
ie  were  quite  well  satisfied  that  the  newly  elected 
tor  was  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  body.  But  as  it  was 
ested  that  this  was  the  first  case  of  the  kind  under 
constitution,  it  was  highly  important  that  it  should  be 
investigated,  they  delayed  their  Report,  in  order,  if 
ble,  to  give  the  subject  a  thorough  examination. 
ie  facts  on  which  the  Town  Clerk  based  bis  action  in 
ig  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  were,  that  Charles  C. 
s,  Senator  for  New  Shoreham,  had  removed  from  the 
,  having  previously  conveyed  by  deed  his  real  estate, 
at  he  was  no  longer  an  elector,  and  had  taken  up  his 
ence  in  Westerly  without  the  intention  ever  to  return 
a  former  place. 

e  Constitution  (Art.  VIII,  Sec.  9,)  provides  that, 
cancies  from  any  cause,  in  the  Senate  or  House  of 
esentatives,  may  be  filled  by  a  new  election."  But 
is  a  vacancy  ?  The  Constitution  does  not  define  it, 
>t  by  implication.  The  determination  of  this  matter 
i  to  have  been  left  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  the 
on  law  already  quoted,  is  their  answer.  According 
it,  a  Senator  vacates  his  office  by  removal  as  truly  as 
were  to  resign,  or  even  die.     Bat  is  it  not  a  ques- 
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tion,  whether  the  Senate  is  bound  by  the  action  of  the 
Assembly  in  relation  to  the  subject  under  consideration  ? 
It  is  not  doubted  that  the  Town  Clerk  was  legally  bound 
to  order  the  election  as  he  did ;  but  it  is  not  clear  that  the 
Senate  must  necessarily  accept  the  statute  as  authority. 
By  the  Constitution  each  branch  of  the  Assembly  is  made 
the  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  its  members ;  and  it  is 
believed  that  each  should  be  governed  by  its  own  con- 
struction of  the  supreme  law.  If,  in  the  deliberate  judg- 
ment of  the  Senate,  the  law  of  1844  is  clearly  in  conflict 
with  the  Constitution,  it  would  seem  to  be  their  duty  un- 
der their  oaths,  to  set  it  aside  and  decide  the  question  by 
the  latter. 

Your  Committee  have  sought  anxiously  to  inform  them- 
selves upon  this  point,  especially  as  some,  whose  opinions 
are  entitled  to  great  weight  in  questions  of  this  sort,  have 
expressed  serious  doubts  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the 
law.  But  after  mature  deliberation,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  gentlemen  of  the  legal  profession  differ  widely 
as  to  the  intent  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  believed  to  be 
the  most  prudent  course  to  follow  the  construction  given 
by  the  Legislature,  and  decide  accordingly. 

As  opposed  to  this  view,  it  is  maintained  that,  by  the 
Constitution,  (Art.  VIII,  Sec.  1,)  Senators  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next 
succeeding  the  annual  election,  or  if  elected  after  the  said 
first  Tuesday  of  May,  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
remainder  of  the  political  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  qualified  to  act.  But  when  it  is  remembered  that  in 
certain  contingencies,  such  as  death  or  resignation,  the 
obligation  necessarily  ceases,  the  argument  founded  upon 
the  oath,  to  serve  for  a  definite  period,  fails  to  establish 
the  point  for  which  it  is  introduced.  If  a  Senator  were 
to  become  insane,  or  be  convicted  of  crime,  his  office 
would  be  vacant,  notwithstanding  he  was  elected  to  serve 
a  year.  The  same  would  be  true  if  he  were  to  remove 
into  a  foreign  country  ;  and  it  is  not  easy  to  see  why  the 
same  result  should  not  follow,  if  he  removes  at  all,  from 
the  people  whom  he  represents,  and  severs  his  local  inter- 
ests from  theirs.  This  conclusion  receives  confirmation  in 
the  fact,  that,  under  the  law  and  with  the  general  im- 
pression that  he  has  ceased  to  be  identified  with  them, 
they  proceed  to  elect  a  successor  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  the  same  as  if  he  had  resigned.  lOoj^lc 


APPENDIX. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  the  theory  of  repte- 
itation  comfirms  this  view.  Although  tie  persons

munity, no  provocation  can  justify,  and  the  enormity  of 
which  no,  excuse  can  palliate  ;  and  that  the  people  have 
a  right  to  claim  of  their  Representatives,  that  the  authors 
and  contrivers  of  an  assault  so  brutal  and  so  cowardly, 
shall  at  once  be  expelled  from  tho  Congress  of  the  Nation.

That  they  have  considered  the  proposed  amendments, 
and  recommend  the  first,  second  and  fourth  articles  thereof 
for  the  approval  of  the  General  Assembly. 
And  they  further  report : 
That  the  third  article  of  said  proposed  amendments  is 
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not  recommended  for  the  approval  of  this  General  Assem- 
bly, a  majority  of  said  Committee  being  opposed  to  such 
approval. 

And  they  further  report  the  accompanying  act,  pre- 
scribing the  mode  of  submitting  such  of  said  articles  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  General  Assembly  to  the  electors 
of  this  State.

An  Act  approving  certain  propositions  of  amendment  of 

the  Constitution  of  this  State. 

Whereas,  certain  articles  of  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  State  were  proposed  by  the  last  General 
Assembly,  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  House,  and  such  propositions  have  been 
published,  and  read  to  the  electors  at  their  annual  town 
und  ward  meetings,  in  April  last,  as  required  by  the  thir- 
teenth article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  the 
same  are  now  presented  to  this  General  Assembly  for  their 
action  thereon,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  House  at  said  annual  meeting  being  present  and 
concurring  therein, 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows; 

Section  1.  The  following  propositions  of  amendment  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  State,  passed  by  the  last  General 
Assembly,  are  hereby  declared  approved,  and  for  the  par- 
poses  of  publication  and  submission  to  the  electors,  they 
shall  be  numbered  and  arranged  as  follows : 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT. 

Article  I.  No  registry  tax  shall  hereafter  be  assessed, 
nor  shall  the  payment  of  such  tax,  nor  the  performance  of 
military  duty,  be  required  as  a  qualification  of  an  elector. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT. 

Article  H.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to 
assess  a  poll  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  annually, 
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upon  every  male  inhabitant;  of  this  State,  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  excepting  persons  infirm 
and  poor,  and  unable  to  contribute  to  the  public  charges, 
in  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  and  the  proceeds  of  such 
tax  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  public  schools. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT. 

Article  III.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every  day  of  their  atten- 
dance, and  eight  cents  per  mile  for  their  travelling  expen- 
ses, in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  Said  propositions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  elec- 
tors for  their  approval  or  rejection,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
electors  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  1856.  The  polls  at  the 
ward  meetings  in  the  cities  of  Newport  and  Providence, 
shall  be  kept  open  from  10  A.  M.  until  8  P.  M  of  that 
day,  and  in  the  several  towns  from  10  A.  M.  till  5  P.  M. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  the  said  pro- 
positions of  amendment  to  be  published  in  all  the  papers 
publishing  the  laws  of  this  State  for  four  weeks  successive- 
ly next  preceding  the  day  of  said  meetings  of  the  electors, 
and  the  said  propositions  shall  be  inserted  by  the  town  and 
city  clerks  in  the  warrants  or  notices  by  them  to  be  issued 
previous  to  said  meeting  of  the  electors,  for  the  purpose  of 
warning  the  town  and  ward  meetings  ;  and  said  proposi- 
tions shall  be  read  by  the  moderators  and  wardens  to  the 
electors  in  the  town  and  ward  meetings  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  twenty-five 
thousand  of  each  of  said  propositions  of  amendment  to  be 
printed  upon  separate  ballots  with  the  word  "  approved" 
upon  the  same,  and  a  like  number  of  each  with  the  word 
*•  reject"  upon  the  same  ;  and  shall  cause  such  ballots, 
with  fifty  thousand  envelopes,  to  be  distributed  among  the 
town  and  ward  clerks,  in  suitable  proportions,  previous  to 
the  day  of  said  meeting  of  electors. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  propositions  shall  be  voted  upon  by 
the  electors  separately,  and  each  elector  shall  place  bis 
ballots  for  or  against  said  propositions,  or  as  many  of  them 
as  he  may  choose  to  vote  upon,  in  one  envelope,  and  shall 
place  the  envelope  containing  the  same  into  the  ballot-box 
in  the  same  manner  that  ballots  for  general  officers  are  now 
required  to  be  deposited  by  law,  or  each  elector  may  hand 
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all  his  said  ballots  to  the  warden  or  moderator  at  one  time, 
and  the  same  shall  be  placed  by  said  warden  or  moderator 
separately  into  said  ballot  box.  At  the  close  of  the  polls 
on  said  day  of  said  meetings  of  electors,  the  several  town 
and  ward  clerks,  and  the  several  moderators  and  wardens, 
shall  separate  and  count  said  ballots,  and  seal  up  the  bal- 
lots on  each  proposition  in  separate  packages,  in  open 
town  meeting,  and  shall  return  said  packages,  with  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  number  of  ballots,  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
before  the  next  January  Session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  Secretary  shall  deliver  said  packages  of  ballots  to  the 
General  Assembly  at  its  January  Session,  when  said  bal- 
lots shall  be  counted,  and  such  of  said  propositions  as  shall 
be  found  to  have  been  approved  by  three-fifths  of  the 
electors  of  the  State,  present  and  voting  thereon  in  said 
town  and  ward  meetings  to  be  held  us  aforesaid,  shall  be 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  and 
shall  be  numbered  as  additional  articles  thereof  in  amend- 
ment thereto. 

Sec.  6.  Said  town  and  ward  meetings  shall  be  conduct- 
ed, and  the  lists  of  voters  for  the  same  shall  be  canvassed 
and  made  up,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  by  law 
for  the  town  and  ward  meetings  for  the  election  of  general 
officers. 

Sec.  9.  The  electors  using  envelopes  in  voting  upon  the 
propositions  aforesaid  shall  enclose  their  ballots  in  the  same 
envelope,  if  any  by  them  used,  in  voting  for  electors  for 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States.

There  shall  be  a  joint  committee  of  both  houses,  on 
accounts  and  claims,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  three  Senators  ;  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  all  such  accounts  and  petitions  in 
relation  to  claims  and  demands  against  the  State  as  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon,  and 
such  propositions  relative  thereto,  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

2.  There  shall  he  a  joint  committee  of  both  houses  on 
sales  of  real  estate,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  three  Senators,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  all  petitions  in  relation  to  the  sale  of 
real  estate,  which  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  to  report 
their  opinion  thereon,  anil  such  propositions  relative  thereto, 
as  may  seem  to  them  expedient. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  joint  committee  of  both  houses  upon 
executive  communications,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  con- 
sider all  communications  from  government  and  from  other 
States,  and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  either  house,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon 
and  such  propositions  relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

4.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door 
of  the  House  by  the  sheriff,  and  again  when  the  messenger 
comes  within  the  bar  of  the  House,  by  the  speaker  or  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  House,  when  all  business  shall  be  sus- 
pended until  the  message  shall  be  received  and  answered, 
if  any  answer  be  necessary,  and  the  message  shall  be  re- 
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speetfully  communicated  to  the  chair  by  the  person  by 
whom  it  may  be  sent. 

5.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a  mes- 
sage shall  be  sent  by  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the 
Senate. 

6.  All  bills  and  resolutions  finally  passed  by  either 
house,  shall  be  communicated  by  message  to  the  other 
house. 

7.  Neither  house  shall  entertain  any  petition,  the  sub- 
ject of  which  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  court  in 
this  State,  unless  it  shall  come  up  by  appeal  from  such 
court  as  is  or  may  be  by  law  provided.  '

ACTS  OF  A  PRIVATE  NATURE. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Stockholders  of  the  Marine 
Bank,  in  Providence. 

Whereas,    Wm.  S.  French,  Henry  B.  Drowne,  Wm.  corporator. 
Sprague,  A.  D.  &  J.  T.  Smith,  H.  &  R.  Lippitt,  W.  A. 
Robinson,  Henry  T.  Sisson,  George  Kendall,  S.  Sterry 
Smith,  Rnthbone  &  Gardiner,  and  others,  stockholders  of 


the  Marine  Bank,  have  by  their  petition  to  this  General 
Assembly,  prayed  for  an  Act  of  incorporation  : 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  stockholders  of  said  Bank,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  and  such  others  as  may  become  stock- 
holders, shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  by 
the  name  of  the  Marine  Bank,  and  by  that  name  are  made 
capable  in  law  to  purchase,  receive,  retain  and  enjoy,  to 
them,  their  successors,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
goods,  chattels,  and  effects  of  whatever  name  or  nature, 
and  the  same  to  sell,  demise,  or  dispose  of ;  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended 
against  in  all  proper  courts  and  other  places ;  to  make 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and 
renew  at  pleasure  ;  to  ordain  and  execute  such  By-Laws 
and  Regulations  as  shall  be  convenient  for  the  government 
of  the  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  the  laws  and  con- 
stitution of  said  Bank,  and  generally  to  do  all  things  which 
Banks  incorporated  by  this  General  Assembly  may  law- 
fully do. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  Articles  shall  be  the  constitu- 
tion of  said  Bank  : 

Article  1.  The  capital  stock  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each,  but  the  stockholders  may  augment  said  stock  at  any 
special  meeting,  or  meetings  called  for  that  purpose,  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  being  given  therefor,  under  such 
regulations  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  any  amount  not 
exceeding  one  million  dollars. 
1  Art.  2.  A  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
holden  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  June  in  each  year  after 
1856,  for  the  election  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
nine  directors,  and  to  transact  such  other  business  as  may 
legally  come  before  a  stockholders'  meeting.  Eleven 
stockholders  shall  be  necessary  for  a  quorum  at  all  stock- 
holders' meetings ;  but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  until  a  quorum  shall  be  present.  Each  Di- 
rector shall  hold  in  his  own  right  at  least  twenty  shares  in 
the  capital  stock  of  said  Bank,  and  shall  continue  in  office 
one  year,  or  until  the  next  annual  election  of  Directors 
shall  have  been  made.  The  Directors  shall  elect  a  Presi- 
dent from  their  own  body,  and  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  the 
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office  of  President  and  Directors,  which  may  happen  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  President  and  Directors  may  call  spe- 
cial meetings  of  the  stockholders  ;  and  every  stockholders' 
meeting,  whether  called  as  a  general  meeting  under  this 
act,  or  specially  by  the  President  and  Directors  thereof, 
shall  be  notified  in  one  of  the  Providence  newspapers,  at 
least  ten  days  before  it  shall  be  holden.  Every  stockholder 
shall  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  be  entitled  at  all  stockholders' 
meetings  to  one  vote  for  every  share  which  he  may  own 
in  the  stock,  not  exceeding  twenty,  and  to  one  vote  for 
every  five  shares  over  twenty  ;  but  no  person  or  body  cor- 
porate shall  have  more  than  fifty  votes,  in  his  or  their  own 
right. 

Art.  3.  The  President  and  Directors  shall  meet  asg£**™ 
often  as  they  think  proper.  A  majority  of  the  Directors 
elected  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  may  direct  the  manner 
of  doing  business,  appoint  and  pay  such  officers  as  may  be 
necessary,  emit  bills  of  credit,  make  contracts,  and  dispose 
of  the  money  and  credit  of  the  Bank  for  the  benefit  of  the 
stockholders  ;  but  shall  do  nothing  contrary  to  the  regula- 
tions made  by  the  stockholders.  They  shall  from  time  to 
time  designate  three  of  their  number  to  inspect  more  im- 
mediately the  business  of  the  Bank,  who  shall  at  least  once 
a  month  examine  the  accounts,  and  at  the  end  of  every 
three  months  cause  them  to  be  regularly  stated  and  balan- 
ces transferred.  A  dividend  of  the  profits  of  the  .Bank 
(if  any)  shall  be  made  at  least  once  in  every  year.  The  SSS1*™1,,,, 
President  and  Directors  shall,  as  such,  receive  no  compen-  {j™'1™"1- 
sation,  except  by  a  vote  of  a  mojority  of  the  stockholders 
at  a  meeting  called  and  duly  notified  for  that  especial  pur- 
pose, and  if  any  President,  Director,  or  other  officer,  shall 
commit  any  fraud,  or  embezzlement  of  the  moneys  or  other 
property  of  the  Bank,  he  shall  forfeit  his  share  or  shares 
in  said  Bank,  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Bank,  and  bo 
liable  to  prosecution  at  law. 

Art.  4.  The  stock  shall  be  transferable  at  the  Bank  ^'ftrot 
only,  by  the  stockholders,  or  their  agents  and  attorneys, 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  President  and  Directors.  No 
person  indebted  to  the  Bank,  whether  as  principal,  surety, 
or  endorser,  and  whether  said  debt  has  become  due  or  not, 
shall  be  allowed  legally  to  sell  or  transfer  his  stock  with- 
out the  Directors'  consent.  The  stoek  of  each  stockholder 
shall  always  be  liable,  and  may  be  sold  at  auction  by  order 
of  the  President  and  Directors,  for  the  payment  of  any 
debts  due  from  such  stockholder  to  the  Bank,  or  so  much  
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thereof  as  may  be  necessary  in  default  of  payment  thereof 
when  due,  giving  thirty  days  previous  notice  of  such  sale 
in  one  of  the  Providence  newspapers,  and  the  surplus,  if 
any,  over  such  debt,  or  debts,  and  expenses,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  such  stockholder. 

d  Art.  5.  The  Cashier,  Clerks,  and  other  officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  and  Directors,  shall  severally  give 
bond  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Directors  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  trusts. 

"  Art.  6.  The  Capital  Stock  of  said  Bank  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Cashier,  or  such  other  person  as  may  be  appointed 
to  receive  the  same,  by  installments  as  follows,  viz.  :  The 
sum  of  ten  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  on  the  first 
Monday  of  July  next,  and  ten  dollars  on  each  share  on  the 
first  Monday  of  each  succeeding  month,  till  the  whole 
amount  is  paid  in,  in  cash ;  and  in  case  any  default  be 
made  in  the  payment  of  any  such  installment,  the  share 
on  which  it  shall  be  duo,  with  all  installments  paid  thoreon, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Bank.  All 
acts  and  doings  under  and  in  conformity  with  said  consti- 
tution shall  be  valid  and  effectual  in  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  three  Commission- 
ers, two  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  act,  to  superintend 
the  organization  of  said  Bank,  who  shall  open  a  book  or 
books  of  subscription  for  the  Capital  Stock,  giving  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  in  at  least  one  newspaper  printed  in 
the  city  of  Providence.  The  Stock  shall  be  apportioned 
in  proportion,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  amount  subscribed 
by  each  person,  who  shall  in  their  opinion  have  the  ability 
and  disposition  to  make  a  bona  fide  investment.  "When 
the  stock  is  subscribed,  and  the  Commissioners  have  ap- 
portioned the  same  as  aforesaid,  a  copy  of  said  subscrip- 
tion and  apportionment  shall  be,  by  "said  Commissioners, 
filed'in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  ;  and  the  per- 
sons to  whom  the  stock  is  apportioned  shall  then  consti- 
tute the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  and  shall  meet  at 
a  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  Commissioners,  for  the 
choiee  of  Directors  to  serve  until  others  are  appointed  in 
their  places,  and  to  organize  generally  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  The  Commissioners  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed 
to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  compensa- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  paid  by  the  Bank.  Said 
Bank  shall  not  issue  any  bills,  nor  make  any  loans  or  dis- 
counts, until  after  the  first  installment  has  been  paid  in, 
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in  cash ;  and  said  Commissioners  shall  he  fully  satisfied  of 
the  fact,  and  that  said  payment  is  bana  fide  made  and  give 
a  certificate  to  that  effect,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  any 
subscriber  or  subscribers  to  said  stock  shall  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  pay  the  first  installment  as  herein  provided,  for  the 
space  of  forty-eight  hours  from  and  after  three  o'clock,  P. 
M.,  of  the  day  when  due  and  payable,  the  Cashier  may, 
by  order  of  the  Directors,  transfer  the  said  shares  to  any 
other  person  or  persons  who  shall  pay  said  installments  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  end  that  no  delay  be  had  in  organizing 
said  Bank  for  business,  which  proceedings  by  said  Cashier 
and  Directors,  in  this  respect,  shall  be  certified  and  filed 
In  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  the  doings  of 
said  Commissioners.  No  person  shall  ever  be  allowed  to 
hold  at  any  one  time  more  than  one  tenth  of  the  shares  of 
the  Capital  Stock  of  said  Bank. 

Sec.  4.     The  stockholders  of  said  Bank  shall  be  per-^£g£d 
sonally  and  individually  liable  for  the  debts  due  from  said 
Bank ;  provided,   the  corporation  be  first  sued,  and  the 
corporate  property  and  effects  exhausted  in  the  payment  of 
said  debts. 

Sec.  5.  A  sum  of  money,  equal  to  one  and  a  half  per  ^™to 
cent,  npon  the  capital  stock  of  said  Bank,  shall  be  by  said 
Bank  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  . 
State,  in  the  manner  following,  viz. :  one-third  part  there- 
of on  the  first  day  of  November,  1856  ;  one-third  part 
thereof  on  the  first  day  of  February,  1867;  and  the  re- 
mainder on  the  first  day  of  August,  1857- 

Sec.  6.  In  case  the  Capital  Stock  of  said  Bank  Bhaflgjgjf ' 
hereafter  be  increased,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  of  incorporation,  the  said  Bank  shall,  ninety  days 
after  the  time  of  such  increase,  pay  to  the  General  Treas- 
urer, for  the  use  of  the  State,  the  sum  of  two  per  cent., 
npon  the  additional  amount  of  said  capital  stock,  and  the 
said  Bank  in  all  respects,  as  to  the  insertion  of  such  in- 
crease from  time  to  time,  in  its  reports,  and  as  to  the  col- 
lection of  such  sums,  or  any  part  thereof  mentioned  in  this 
section,  if  default  be  made  in  payment,  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  provisions  and  penalties  provided  by  law  in  such 
cases.  And  this  act  is  subject  to  all  future  acts  of  this 
General  Assembly,  either  in  amendment  or  repeal  thereof. 

Sec.  7.     Said  Bank  shall  be  located  in  the  city  of  Pro- 
vidence.

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holder  shall  be  liable,  and  may  be  sold  at  auction  by  order 
of  the  president  and  directors,  for  the  payment  of  any 
debt  due  from  such  stockholder  to'  the  bank,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  in  default  of  payment  thereof

"■  Art.  6.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  paid  to 
the  cashier,  or  such  other  persons  as  may  be  appointed  to 
receive  the  same,  by  instalments,  as  follows,  viz  :  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  on  each  share  shall  be  paid  on  the  first 
Monday  in  September  next  ensuing,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  on  each  share  on  the  first  Monday  in  February 
next  ensuing,  and  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  on  each 
share  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  ensuing.

The  Governor  shall  appoint  three  commission- 
ers to  superintend  the  organization  of  said  bank,  who 
shall  open  a  book  or  books  of  subscription  for  the  capital 
stock,  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  in  at  least  two 
newspapers  printed  in  this  State.  The  stock  shall  be  ap- 
portioned in  proportion,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  amount 
subscribed  by  each  person,  who  shall,  in  their  opinion, 
have  the  ability  and  disposition  to  make  a  bona  fide  invest- 
ment.

appointed  in  their  places,  and  to  organize  generally  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  A  majority  of  the  commis- 
sioners shall  be  competent  to  act.

p™^!"1  the  village  and  town  aforesaid.  And  by  this  name 
they  shall  be  capable  of  receiving  and  holding  all  the 
money  and  other  property  obtained  by  voluntary  subscrip- 
tions, bequests,  donations,  or  otherwise,  and  also  to  receive 
deeds  of  lands,  tenements,  and  property  of  every  descrip- 
tion, not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with 
the  right  to  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  such  property  as 
they  may  deem  eupedient.  And  in  said  name  they  shall 
be  capable  of  sueing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  of  defending  and  being  defended  against 
in  all  courts  of  law.  Also  they  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and,  at  any  of  their  meetings  they  may  enact 
such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  for  the  government

Bach  sale  be  not  sufficient  to  discharge  such  debt  or  de- 
mand, the  corporation  may  have  their  action  against  the 
debtor  for  the  balance  due. 

Sec.  5.  The  validity  of  this  act  shall  not  be  impaired  SmSUJ 
by  the  failure  of  said  corporation  to  hold  their  annual  LX"th\l° 
meetings  aforesaid,  or  either  of  them,  but  the  business  of10' 
such  meeting  may  be  transacted  at  any  legal  meeting  of 
the  corporation  held  thereafter.

severally  have  received,  or  which  they  should  have  collect- 
ed and  received  in  said  quarter  shall  not  exceed  the  fourth 
part  of  said  salary,  the  aaid  Auditor  shall  give  an  order  ou 
the  General  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  in 
payment  of  such  quarter's  salary  ;  and  if  the  amount  re- 
ceived by  said  Clerks,  or  which  they  should  have  collected 
and  received  in  said  quarter  shall  exceed  the  amount  of 
their  quarter's  salary  the  said  Clerks  shall  pay  such  excess 
into  the  General  Treasury. 

All  fees  now  allowed  by  law,  which  have  been 
or  which  may  be  earned  by  said  Clerks  before  this  act 
goes  into  operation,  shall  be  collected  and  received  by  them 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

PROCEEDINGS  IN  GRAND  COMMITTEE. 

Tuesday,  May  27th,  185U 
The  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  having  con- 
vened in  Grand  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  receiving,, 
counting  and  declaring  the  votes  for  general  officers,  given 
at  the  annual  election  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  April, 
A.  D.  1856,  the  votes  were  delivered  in,  together  with 
the  lists  of  voters  in  the  several  towns,  and  referred  to  the 
following  select  committee :

The  Clerks  of  the  House  and  Senate  were  added  to  the 
committee. 

The  Grand  Committee  adjourned  till  4  o'clock  P.  M. 

At  4  o'clock  the  Grand  Committee  re-assembled  and  . 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Governor. 

The  Select  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  votes  for 
General  Officers  beg  leave  to  report, 

That  the  whole  number  of  voters  voting  for  Governor  is 
17,023,  and  that  8,512  are  necessary  to  a  choice.  That 
9,865  electors  voted  for  William  W.  Hoppin,  of  Providence; 
that  7,131  electors  voted  for  Americus  V.  Potter,  of  Prov- 
idence ;  and  that  27  electors  voted  scattering.  They  fur- 
thermore report,  that  the  said  William  W.  Hoppin  is 
elected  by  a  majority  of  2707  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Lieutenant 
Governor  is  16,965,  and  that  8,483  votes  are  necessary 
to  a  choice.  That  7,883  electors  voted  for  Nicholas  Brown, 
of  Warwick  ;  that  7,227  electors  voted  for  Duncan  C.  Pell, 
of  Newport;  that  1,805  electors  voted  for  Sylvester  Robin- 
son, of  South  Kingstown  ;  and  that  38  electors  voted  scat- 
tering. They  further  report,  that  there  is  no  election  of 
■Lieutenant  Governor. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Secretary 
of  State  is  17,075  ;  and  that  8,538  votes  are  necessary  to 
a  choice.  That  9,835  electors  voted  for  John  R.  Bartlett, 
of  Providence;  that  7,193  electors  voted  for  Asa  Potter, 
of  South  Kingstown  ;  and  that  47  electors  voted  scattering. 
They  farther  report  that  the  said  John  R.  Rartlett  is  elect- 
ed by  a  majority  of  2,695  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Attorney 
^General  is  16,977;  and  that  8,489  votes  are. necessary  to 
a  choiee.  That  9,820  electors  voted  for  Charles  Hart  of 
Providence;  that  7,105  electors  voted  for  Nathan  Porter, 
of  Cranston;  and  that  52  electors  voted  scattering.  They 
tfarther  report  that  the  said  Charles  Hart  is  elected  by  a 
majority  of  2,763  votes  over  all  others. 
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That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  General 
Treasurer  is  17,197;  and  that  8,599  votes  are  necessary 
*to  a  choice.  That  8,203  electors  voted  for  Samuel  A. 
Parker;  that  7,142  electors  voted  for  Edwin  Wilbur;  and 
that  1882  electors  voted  for  Benjamin  Mumford;  and  that 
20  electors  voted  scattering.  They  farther  report  that 
there  is  no  election  of  General  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  further  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  resolution.

The  Secretary  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  his 
Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  Governor  administered 
the  oath  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral. 

There  being  no  election  of  Lieutenant  Governor  and 
General  Treasurer,  the  Grand  Committee  then  proceeded 
to  ballot  for  the  same,  with  the  following  result: 

The  whole  number  of  votes  for  Lieutenant  Governor 
was  94;  necessary  to  a  choice  48;  Duncan  C.  Pell,  of 
Newport,  received  22  votes,  Nicholas  C.  Brown,  received 
1  vote,  Nicholas  Brown,  of  Providence,  received  71  votes, 
and  was  declared  elected. 

The  whole  number  of  votes  received  for  General  Treas- 
urer was  94;  necessary  to  a  choice  48;  Samuel  Wilbur, 
of  Newport,  received  18  votes,  Samuel  A.  Parker,  of 
Newport,  received  71  votes,  and  was  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Parker,  being  waited  npon  by  a 
committee,  appeared,  and  were  engaged  according  to  law. 

Proclamation  was  then  made  of  the  election  of  all  the 
above  general  officers,  elected  as  aforesaid. 

The  Grand  Committee  rose,  and  the  two  Houses  sepa- 
rated.

Sec.  2.     Said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall,  gggfem 
at  least  onoe  in  every  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  »<**•» 
shall  deem  expedient,  visit  every  bank  and  institution  for 
savings  which  has  been  or  shall  be  incorporated  in  this 
state,  and  shall  have  free  access  to  their  vaults  and  all  their

books  and  papers,  and  shall,  if  they  deem  it  expedient, 
thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs  of  said  cor- 
porations, and  make  any  and  all  inquiries  as  may  in  their 
opinion  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  said  cor- 
porations and  their  ability  to  fulfil  all  their  engagements, 
and  whether  they  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
law  applicable  to  their  transactions. 

Sec.  8.  Said  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  may 
£*jjHJ:  summon  and  examine  under  oath  all  directors,  officers, 
SirSS,™"  m(^  °^er  agents  of  said  corporations,  and  such  other  wit- 
nesses as  they  may  think  proper  in  relation  to  the  affairs, 
transactions,  and  condition  of  said  corporations,  and  any 
such  director,  officer,  agent,  or  other  person  who  shall  re- 
fuse, without  justifiable  cause,  to  appear  and  testify  when 
thereunto  required  as  aforesaid,  or  who  shall  in  any  way 
obstruct  any  commissioner  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
prescribed  in  this  act,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  in  case  the  person  so 
refusing  or  obstructing  as  aforesaid  be  a  director,  officer, 
or  agent  of  said  corporations,  said  corporations  may  also  be 
proceeded  against  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.     In  addition  to  the  examination  hereinbefore 
SySS?"  provided,  if  any  three  or  more  persons,  who  shall  be  of- 
ficers, stockholders,  or  creditors  of  any  bank  or  insttiution 
for  savings,  shall  make  a  statement  in  writing,  under  oath, 
setting  forth  their  interest,  and  the  reasons  for  making 
such  examination,  and  shall  .direct  the  same  to  said  com- 
missioners, requesting  them  to  examine  such  bank  or  in- 
stitution for  savings,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners forthwith  to  make  a  full  investigation  of  the  affairs 
of  such  corporation  in  manner  hereinbefore  provided. 
Sec.  5.     If,  upon  examination  of  any  bank  or  instit.ii- 
doMn'uny  ti01*  f°r  savings,  a  majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  be 
JHStoS?1*'  of  opinion  that  said  corporation  is  insolvent,   or  that  its 
condition  is  such,  that  the  public,  or  those  having  funds  in 
its  custody,  are  in  danger  of  being  defrauded  thereby,  it 
shall  be  their  duty  forthwith  to  apply,  or  if  upon  such  exami- 
nation, they  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  said  corporation  has 
exceeded  its  powers,  or  has  failed  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  such  corporations,  they 
may  apply  to  the  supreme  court  in  term  time,  or  to  either 
justice  thereof  in  vacation,  to  issue  an  injunction  to  restrain 
such  corporation,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  further

charter. 

Sec.  6.  Said  court  or  justice  are  hereby  authorized,  fSST^u,. 
upon  application  made  to  them  as  provided  in  section  five  "™,'unnl™d 
of  this  act,  to  issue  a  citation  to  said  corporation,  directed  ,nJanctlon* 
to,  and  to  be  served  upon,  the  president,  directors,  and 
cashier,  or  treasurer,  thereof,  by  leaving  a  true  and  attested 
copy  thereof  at  the  usual  place  of  business  of  said  corpora- 
tion, commanding  such  president,  directors,  and  cashier, 
or  treasurer,  personally  to  appear  before  said  court,  if  in 
term  time,  or  before  said  justice  if  in  vacation,  on  a  day 
and  at  a  place  in  said  citation  named,  then  and  there  un- 
der oath  to  show  cause,  if  any  they  have,  why  a  writ  of 
injunction  should  not  issue,  enjoining  said  corporation  from 
further  exercising  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  its 
charter  ;  and  said  court  or  justice  are  authorized,  in  their 
discretion,  upon  application  made  as  aforesaid,  to  issue 
forthwith  an  injunction  to  restrain  such  corporation,  either 
in  whole  or  in  part,  from  proceeding  with  its  business  un- 
til a  hearing  of  said  corporation  can  be  had,  and  upon  the 
hearing  thereof,  said  court  or  justice  are  authorized  to  dis- 
solve said  injunction  or  to  modify  the  same,  or  to  make  the 
same  perpetual,  as  the  public  good  shall  seem  to  said  court 
or  justice  to  require,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  as  is 
now  by  law  prescribed  in  the  act  entitled  an  act  in  relation 
to  banks,  and  the  several  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

Sec:  7.  Said  corporations  shall  hereafter  make  to  said  £S'™*« 
bank  commissioners  the  returns  now  required  to  be  made 
to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  said  returns  shall,  hereafter 
be  made  semi-annually  upon  a  certain  day  in  the  months 
of  May  and  November,  said  day  to  be  designated  by  said 
commissioners,  subsequent  to  the  day  of  making  such  re- 
turns, and  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  said  returns 
to  be  published  immediately  after  the  same  are  made,  and 
shall  present  the  same  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  8.     Said  commissioners  shall  annually  in  the  month  SSJJJJJto- 
of  January,  make  a  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  of  "■p*"1 
the  general  condition  and  management  of  the  corporations 
visited  by  them,with  such  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  same 
as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  for  which  purpose  they  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings  under  this  act. 

Sec.  9.     Said  commissioners  shall  superintend  the  or-  gJJw?"" 
ganization  of  all  banks  which  shall  be  hereafter  incorpo-  bmDk*- 
rated  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  banks  already 
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incorporated  which  have  not  been  organized,  and  shall 
open  a  book  or  books  of  subscription  for  the  capital  stock, 
giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  in  at  least  two  news- 
papers printed  in  this  state.  The  stock  shall  be  appor- 
tioned in  proportion,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  amount 
subscribed  by  each  person,  who  shall,  in  their  opinion, 
have  the  ability  and  disposition  to  make  a  bona  fide  invest- 
ment. When  the  books  are  closed,  the  commissioners 
shall  apportion  the  stock  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  record  the 
said  apportionment ;  and  the  persons  to  whom  the  stock 
is  apportioned,  shall  then  constitute  the  corporation  created 
by  this  act,  and  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  appointed 
by  the  commissioners,  for  the  choice  of  directors,  to  serve 
until  others  are  appointed  in  their  places,  and  to  organize 
generally  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Said  bank  shall 
not  go  into  operation,  nor  shall  any  bills  be  issued,  until 
the  first  instalment  provided  by  its  charter,  shall  have  been 
paid  in,  in  cash :  and  the  commissioners  shall  be  fully  sat- 
isfied of  said  fact,  and  that  said  payment  is  bona  fide  made, 
and  shall  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  which  shall  be 
recorded  by  said  commissioners,  and  said  bank  shall  cause 
■said  certificate  to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  printed 
in  the  state,  before  it  goes  into  operation  or  issues  any 
bills.  Provided,  that  if  any  subscriber,  or  subscribers, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  first  instalment,  as  herein 
provided,  for  the  apace  of  forty  eight  hours  from  and  after 
three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day  when  due 
and  payable,  the  cashier  may,  by  order  of  the  directors, 
transfer  the  said  shares  to  any  other  person  or  persons  who 
will  pay  said  instalments  as  aforesaid,  to  the  end  that  no  de- 
lay be  had  in  organizing  said  bank  for  business;  which  pro- 
ceedings by  said  cashier  and  directors  in  this  respect  shall 
be  certified  and  recorded  by  said  commissioners. 

Sec.  10.     Said  commissioners  shall  each  be  allowed  and 

*  paid  for  their  services  in  said  office,  four  dollars  for  each 
day  employed  in  visiting  the  corporations  herein  before 
mentioned,  and  also  their  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to 
be  paid  in  all  cases  by  the  corporation  visited. 

Seo.  11.     The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  appoint  on  or  before  first  day  of  April  next,  three 

I*"  bank  commissioners,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  as  follows: 
the  one  first  named  of  said  commissioners,  until  the  first 
day  of  June,  A.  D.  1860;  the  second  named  of  said  com- 
missioners until  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  1>.   1869,  and 
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the  third  named  of  said  commissioners  until  the  first  day  of 
June,  1858,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified  to  act. 

Sbc.  12.     The  governor  may  at  any  time,  for  sufficient  S25SS™, 
cause,  remove  any  such  commissioner,  and  appoint  some*"™™0™^ 
other  suitable  person  in  his  place,  who  shall  hold  such  office, 
unless  sooner  removed,  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  com- 
missioner so  removed. 

Sbc.  13.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


Ah  Act  concerning  the  Police   Court  of  the   city  of 
Providence. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows :    • 

Section  1.     The  police  court  of  the  city  of  Providence,  Xtr™ 
shall  he  considered  to  be  in  session  at  all  times,  and  at deD0B" 
such  place  or  places  within  said  city  as  said  court,  or  the 
justice  holding  the  same,  shall  appoint,  for  the  transaction 
of  such  business  as  shall  be  legally  brought  before  it 

Sec.  2.  Said  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  of 
all  offences  against  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize 
the  city  of  Providence  to  establish  a  house  of  correction 
and  for  other  purposes,"  of  all  offences  against  the  by 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  freemen  of  the 
town  of  Providence,  of  the  town  council  of  said  town, 
and  the  city  council  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  proceedings  in  all  cases  in  said  court  shall 
1)e  commenced  by  complaint  and  warrant  or  writ ;  and 
said  court  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  summons  for 
witnesses,  and  compel  the  attendance  thereof;  to  punish 
for  contempt  by  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  or  impris- 
onment not  exceeding  three  days.  Said  court  may,  also, 
issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  ad  testificandum,  and  may 
make  commitment  to  the  Providence  county  jail,  house  of 
correction,  and  the  reform  school  of  said  Providence,  and 
upon  continuance  of  said  complaint,  may  take  reconizance 
to  the  state,  with  surety  or  sureties,  in  such  sum  as  said 
court  shall  think  proper,  with  conditions  to  appear  before 
said  court,  and  make  further  answer  to  suoh  complaint, 
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and  in  the  mean  time  keep  the  peace  ;  and  in  want  thereof 
commit  to  the  Providence  county  jail,  or  the  reform  school 
in  said  city,  until  such  recognizance  shall  be  given,  or  the 
parties  be  lawfully  discharged  therefrom  :  and  said  court 
may  issue  all  other  processes  necessary  for  carrying  out 
and  enforcing  the  jurisdiction  of  said  court. 

Sec.  4.  Any  party  aggrieved  by  a  sentence  of  said 
court,  may  appeal  to  the  next  term  of  the  municipal  court 
of  said  city,  to  be  holden  more  than  ten  days  after  taking 
such  appeal,  upon  entering  with  recognizance  to  the  state, 
with  sufficient  surety,  or  sureties,  in  such  sums  as  said 
court  shall  direct,  with  condition  that  said  appellants  will 
file  their  reasons  of  appeal,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
whole  case  in  said  municipal  court,  ten  days  before  said 
term  to  which  said  appeal  shall  be  taken,  and  shall  appear 
before  said  municipal  court,  and  there  prosecute  said  appeal 
with  effect,  and  abide  or  perform  the  order  or  sentence  of 
said  municipal  court  in  said  case,  and  in  the  mean  time 
keep  the  peace  towards  all  the  people  of  the  state,  and  for 
want  thereof  be  committed  to  the  said  county  jail,  until 
such  recognizance  be  given,  or  said  parties  be  legally  dis- 
charged therefrom,  which  recognizance  shall  be  entered 
into  before  a  justice  of  said  police  court ;  and  upon  con- 
viction in  said  municipal  court,  said  party  shall  be  sen- 
tenced, and  said  municipal  court  shall  have  power  to 
sentence  and  commit  to  said  county  jail,  house  of  correc- 
tion and  reform  school,  and  to  issue  all  necessary  processes 


Sec.  5.  The  costs  taxed  by  said  police  court  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  taxed  by  justices  of  the  peace  in  other 
parts  of  the  state,  and  the  costs  taxed  by  said  municipal 
court,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  taxed  in  the  courts  of 
common  pleas,  and  the  payment  of  the  costs  shall  be  a 
part  of  the  sentence  in  said  police  and  municipal  courts. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  from  and 
after  its  passage. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  liability  of  Hotel  Keepers. 
It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

Whenever  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  hotel  shall 
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provide  a  safe  in  the  office  of  such  hotel,  or  other  cod-  hofinwip* 
venient  place,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  any  money,  jew-  ™* 
els,  or  ornaments  belonging  to  the  guests  of  such  hotel, 
and  shall  notify  the  guests  thereof  by  posting  a  notice,  stat- 
ing the  fact  that  such  safe  is  provided,  in  which  money, 
jewels,  or  ornaments  may  be  deposited,   in  the  room  or 
rooms  occupied  by  such  guest,  in  a  conspicuous  manner ; 
and  such  guest  shall  neglect  to  deposit  such  money,  jew- 
els, or  ornaments  in  such  safe,  the  proprietor  or  propri- 
etors of  such  hotel,  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss  of  such  * 
money,  jewels,  or  ornaments,  sustained  by  such  guest  by 
theft,  or  otherwise. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  Passengers  on  Rail- 
roads. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  railroad  now  constructed,  J|£m£,f 
or  which  shall  hereafter  be  constructed,  crosses  or  is  cross-  00™UrM 
ed  by  any  other  railroad  at  grade,  or  enters,  or  is  entered 
upon  by  any  other  railroad,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
eDgineman  on  suoh  railroad,  when  approaching  the  point 
of  intersection  or  junction,  with  an  engine  attached  to  a 
train,  or  moving  without  a  train,  before  reaching  such 
crossing  or  junction,  to  stop  his  engine  at  some  point  with- 
in the  distance  of  five  hundred  feet  of  such  crossing  or 
junction,  and  when  he  resumes  his  course,  to  pass  over 
such  crossing  or  junction  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  miles 
per  hour. 

Sec.  2.  For  every  violation  of  this  act,  the  engine  man  >*»•• 
offending,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ;  and  the 
corporation  employing  such  engine  man,  or  upon  whose 
railroad  such  offence  shall  be  committed,  shall  pay  a  fine 
of  three  hundred  dollars,  unless  such  engine  man  shall 
commit  such  offence  in  violation  of  express  orders  from  the 
corporation  aforesaid. 
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An  Act  for  the  suppression  of  certain  Common  Nuisances. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows ; 

Section  1.  All  buildings,  places,  or  tenements  used  as 
iiS™.  houses  of  ill  fame,  resorted  to  for  prostitution,  lewdness,  or 
for  illegal  gaming,  and  all  grog  shops,  tippling  shops,  or 
buildings,  places,  or  tenements  used  for  the  illegal  sale  or 
keeping  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or  where  intemperate,  idle, 
dissolute,  noisy,  or  disorderly  persons  are  in  the  habit  of 
resorting,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  common  nuisances,  and 
are  to  be  regarded  as  such. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  keeping  or  maintaining  any  such 
■tnahj.  common  nuisance  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than 
one  year,  (such  person  to  be  proceeded  against  by  indict- 
ment before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction). 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  an  actual 
MrSf"-  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  building,  place,  or  ten* 
j™"*™1  einent,  in  order  to  establish  the  character  of  such  premises 
as  a  common  nuisance,  but  the  notorious  character  of  any 
such  premises,  or  the  notoriously  bad  or  intemperate  char- 
acter of  persons  visiting  the  same,  or  the  keeping  of  the 
implements  or  appurtenances  usually  appertaining  to  grog 
shops,  tippling  shops,  or  places  where  intoxicating  liquors 
are  sold,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  premises 
are  nuisances  within  the  meaning  of  the  first  section  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  4.     If  any  person,  being  a  tenant  or  occupant  un- 
XiidT  der  any  lawful  title,  of  any  building  or  tenement  not  owned 
by  him,  shall  use  said  premises  or  any  part  thereof  for  any 
of  the  purposes  enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
such  use  shall  annul  and  make  void  the  lease  or  other  title 
under  which  said  occupant  holds,  and  without  any  act  of 
the  owner,  shall  cause  to  revert  and  vest  in  him  the  right 
of  possession  thereof,  and  said  owner  may  make  immedi- 
ate entry  without  process  of  law,  upon  the  premises. 
Sec.  5.     If  any  person  shall  knowingly  let  any  building 
lwSJ"f  or  tenement  owned  by  him  or  under  his  control,  for  any  of 
the  purposes  enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or 
shall  knowingly  permit  any  such  building  or  tenement,  or 
part  thereof,  to  be  so  used  while  under  his  control,  or  shall 
after  five  days  notice  from  any  officer  or  magistrate,  of  any

such  use  of  said  building  or  tenement,  omit  to  take  atl 
reasonable  measures  to  eject  the  said  person  or  persons 
from  said  premises  as  soon  as  the  same  may  lawfully  be 
done,  he  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  guilty  of  aiding 
in  the  maintainance  of  such  nuisance,  and  shall  be  punish- 
ed by  a  fine  of  not  less  lhan  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  less  than  sixty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year. 

Sec.  6.  The  town  councils  of  the  several  towns,  and  £ 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  cities  of  Providence  and  New-  * 
port  are  hereby  empowered  to  pass  such  ordinances,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  as  they  may  deem  most  effectual 
for  the  prevention,  suppression  or  abatement  of  any  such 
nuisance  as  is  described  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or 
the  said  town  councils  or  boards  of  aldermen  may  remove 
or  cause  to  be  removed  any  such  nuisance  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  by  law  provided  for  the  removal  of  other  nuisances. 

Sbc.  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and   after  its 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  dividing 
the  town  of  Cumberland  into  districts  for  the  purpose  of 
voting." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows. : 

Section  1.  The  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Cumberland  £55 
is  hereby  required  to  make  return  of  the  certified  voting  Uod 
lists,  mentioned  in  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  act  enti- 
tled "  An  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  several  acts  in  rela- 
tion to  the  election  of  civil  officers, "  to  the  several  persons 
lawfully  appointed  to  open  the  first  district  meetings  in 
the  several  voting  districts  in  said  town,  under  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  in  addition,  previous  to  the  time  appoint- 
ed for  opening  said  first  meetings ;  and  the  officer  who 
shall  make  service  of  the  warrant  for  calling  said  district 
meetings,  shall  make  return  of  said  warrant,  and  his  doings 
thereon,  previous  to  the  time  appointed  for  said  meetings, 
to  said  persons  lawfully  appointed  to  open  said  meetings. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  after 
its  passage,  and  shall  continue  in  operation  until  said  dis- 
tricts are  organized,  and  officers  appointed  therein  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  no  longer. 
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An  Act  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  in  relation 
to  the  Supreme  Court." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  all  proceedings  in  equity,  the  supreme 
inTtfJ"*"  coaT^>  when  in  session,  and  either  of  the  justices  thereof, 
in  vacation,  may  order  special  service  of  the  subpcena  or 
other  process  upon  persons  named  parties  thereto,  being 
or  resident  out  of  the  state,  by  such  personal  service  to  be 
made  out  of  the  state,  or  by  publication  of  a  notice  of  the 
pendency  of  such  proceeding  in  such  newspaper  or  news- 
papers within  or  without  the  state,  either  or  both,  as  they 
deem  most  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  notice  to  such 
persons ;  and  such  service  shall  be  effectual  to  authorize  a 
decree  of  said  court,  binding  upon  such  persons  and  all  in 
privity  with  them,  so  far  as  the  decree  disposes  of  or  affects 
the  rights  of  such  persons  or  their  privies  to  any  property, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  in  possession  or  action,  reversion 
or  remainder,  within  the  state. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  go  into  operation  immediately 
npon  its  passage. 


An  Act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled   "  An  act  in  re- 
lation to  the  Supreme  Court." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  reporter  of  the  decisions,  of  the  su-

Whereas  the  said  United  States  have  recently  appropri- 
ated the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of 
a  site  and  convenient  grounds  for  a  light  house,  by  them 
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about  to  be  erected  on  the  southeasterly  part  of  said  Block 
Island.     Therefore, 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Jurisdiction  of  and  over  the  lands  and 
0  their  appurtenances,  not  exceeding  ten  acres,  situate  on 
the  island  of  Block  Island,  in  the  town  of  New  Shoreham, 
that  may  be  purchased  by  the  said  United  States  for  the 
erection  of  a  light  house  and  its  appurtenances  there,  be 
and  hereby  is  ceded  to  the  United  States  of  America. 

Provided,  however,  That  all  civil  and  criminal  process 
issued  under  the  authority  of  this  state,  or  any  officer 
thereof  may  be  executed  on  said  lands  and  in  the  buildings 
that  may  be  erected  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
jurisdiction  had  not  been  ceded  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  The  lands  above  described  with  their  appur- 
tenances, and  all  buildings  that  may  be  erected  thereon, 
shall  forever  hereafter  be  exempted  from  all  state  and 
town  taxation,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  the  pro- 
perty of  the  United  States  of  America.

Sbction  1.    The  respective  proprietors  or  keepers  of

Section  1.  Every  person  committed  to  jail  on  execu- 
tion, who  shall  hereafter  make  assignment  as  provided  in 
the  seventh  section  of  the  Act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment, shall  execute  such  assignment  to  the  keeper  of  the 
jail  to  which  he  is  so  committed,  and  his  successor  in  office 
and  his  assigns  in  trust  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  his 
creditors  in  proportion  to  their  demands.  And  if  any 
person  so  committed  shall  neglect  to  make  assignment 
as  herein  before  provided,  or  to  render  himself  to 
the  keeper  of  the  jail,  as  provided  in  said  seventh  sec- 
tion, within  thirty  days  after  his  commitment,  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  committed  an  escape  under  his  bond  for 
the  liberty  of  the  prison  yard. 

Sec.  2.  No  keeper  of  said  jail  receiving  an  assign- 
ment under  the  aforegoing  provisions,  shall  be  held  respon- 
sible to  any  person  for  any  property  of  such  assignor,  ex- 
cept such  as  he  has  actually  received  into  his  possession  : 
provided  he  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  committing  cred- 
itor assign  all  the  interest  conveyed  to  him  by  said  assign- 
ment to  such  creditor,  if  a  resident  of  this  State,  or  to 
any  person,  being  a  resident  of  this  State,  that  the  com- 
mitting creditor  shall  name  for  that  purpose,  his  heirs,  ex- 
ecutors, administrators  and  assigns,  to  be  held  for  the  pur- 
poses and  trusts  set  forth  in  said  deed. 

Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  go  into  effect  from  and  oiler 
its  passage,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.

Of  the  levy,  assessment,  and  collection  of  Taxes,  being 
Title  VIII.  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

OF  PROPERTY  LIABLE  TO  TAXATION. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  All  real  property  in  the  state,  and  all  per- 
sonal property  belonging  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  shall 
be  liable  to  taxation,  unless  otherwise  specially  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  property,  and  no  other,  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation  :  Property  belonging  to  the  state; 
land  ceded  or  belonging  to  the  United  States;  houses  for 
religions  worship;  houses  for  schools,  academies,  and  col- 
leges, and  all  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  owned 
by  any  town,  company  or  corporation,  and  the  land  used 
in  connection  therewith,  so  far  as  the  same  is  held,  occu- 
pied and  used  for,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  are  ap- 
plied to  religious  or  educational  purposes ;  property 
specially  exempted  by  charter;  lots  of  land  used  exclu- 
sively for  burial  grounds;  land  of  the  Narragansett  Indian 
tribe,  held  either  by  the  tribe  or  in  severalty  according  to 
their  usages,  but  not  including  any  land  owned  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  tribe  in  fee  simple ;  the  estate  of  any  person 
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who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  assessors,  from  infirmity  or 
poverty,  ia  unable  to  pay  the  tax;  almshouses  and  public 
libraries,  and  the  lauds  and  buildings  used  in  connection 
therewith,  except  that  almshouse  estates  belonging  to  the 
town,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  school  purposes  in 
the  school  districts  in  which  they  are  situated. 

WHBBB  AND  TO  WHOM  PROPERTY  IS  TAXABLE. 

Section  1.     All  real  estate  shall  be  taxed  in  the  town 
toiibsa*  w^ere  the  same  is  situated. 

uSBX?1*  8£C-  2.  Buildings  on  leased  land,  the  leases  whereof 
are  in  writing  and  recorded,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  tax- 
ation be  deemed  real  estate. 

Sec.  3.  The  main  wheel,  steam  engine,  boilers  and 
shafts,  whether  upright  or  horizontal,  drums,  pullies,  and 
wheels  attached  to  any  real  estate  for  operating  machinery, 
and  all  steam  pipes,  gas  pipes,  water  pipes  attached  to, 
and  all  kettles  set  and  used  in  any  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment, are  declared  to  be  real  estate  when  owned  by 
the  owners  of  the  real  estate  to  which  they  are  attached. 

Sec.  4.  Taxes  on  real  estate  shall  be  assessed  to  the 
owners,  and  separate  tracts  or  parcels  shall  be  separately 
described  and  valued  as  far  as  practicable. 

Sec.  5.  The  mortgagor  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
owner  of  mortgaged  real  estate,  so  long  as  the  same  is  in 
his  possession. 

Sec.  6.  Estates  in  possession  of  a  tenant  for  life  may 
be  taxed  to  the  tenant  for  life,  who  for  the  purposes  of 
taxation  shall  be  deemed  the  owner. 

Sec.  7.  Undivided  real  estate  of  any  deceased  person 
may  be  assessed  to  the  estate  of  heirs  or  devisees  of  the 
deceased  generally,  until  a  record  of  a  division  be  made, 
or  until  they  give  notice  to  the  assessors  of  the  division 
and  of  the  names  of  the  persons  holding  the  portions  there- 
of; and  each  heir  or  devisee  shall  be  liable  for  the  whole 
of  the  tax,  and  may  recover  from  the  others  their  proper 
proportion  thereof  if  paid  by  him. 

Sec.  8.  Real  estate  may  be  assessed  to  the  last  known 
owner  until  a  conveyance  thereof  be  recorded  or  notice  of 
a  conveyance  be  given  to  the  assessors;  and  until  then 
such  last  known  owner  shall  be  liable  therefor  as  well  aa 
his  estate  and  the  real  estate  intended  to  be  assessed,  if  the 
same  can  be  identified. 
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Sec.  9.  If  in  assessing  real  estate,  the  same  be  assess- 
ed by  mistake  to  a  person  uot  fie  own  r,  such  tax  may 
nevertheless  be  collected  from  such  real  estate,  provided 
the  same  be  described  so  as  to  be  identified. 

Sec.  10.  All  rateable  personal  property  shall  be  taxed 
in  the  town  where  the  owner  shall  have  had  his  actual 
place  of  abode  for  the  larger  portion  of  the  twelve,  months 
next  preceding  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year. 

Sec.  11.  Personal  property,  for  purposes  of  taxation, 
shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  goods,  chatties,  debts  due 
from  solvent  persons,  moneys,  and  effects,  wherever  they 
may  be;  all  ships  or  vessels  at  home  or  abroad;  all  public 
stocks  and  securities,  and  stocks  or  shares  in  turnpikes, 
bridges,  and  in  all  other  corporations,  except  those  estab- 
lished for  religious  or  charitable  purposes,  within  or  with- 
out the  state,  deducting  the  actual  indebtedness  of  the 
person  taxed  as  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained  from 
the  amount  of  such  property  owned  by  him; — provided 
that  no  shareholder  shall  be  deemed  liable  to  taxation  for 
shares  held  in  corporations  within  this  state,  which  are  in 
their  corporate  capacity  taxed  for  the  amount  of  their  cap- 
ital stock. 

Sec.  12.  The  fixtures  enumerated  in  the  third  section 
of  this  chapter,  all  picking,  carding,  spooling,  drawing, 
spinning  and  reeling  frames,  dressing  and  warping  ma- 
chines, looms,  tools  and  machines  of  all  sorts,  propelled  by 
steam  or  water  power  in  any  factory,  machine  shop,  print 
works,  or  manufacturing  establishment  of  any  kind,  and 
all  live  stock  and  farming  tools  on  farms,  shall  bo  taxed  to 
the  owner  in  the  town  where  they  are  situated,  in  the  same 
town  where  theyjire  situated,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he 
resided  there. 

Sec.  13.  Merchandize,  stock  in  trade,  lumber  and  coal, 
stock  in  livery  stables,  machinery  and  machine  tools,  being 
in  buildings,  or  on  wharves,  or  otherwise  located  in  any 
town,  and  belonging  to  persons  not  residing  in  this  state,, 
shall  be  taxed  to  the  owners  in  the  towns  where  the  pro- 
perty may  be  where  the  tax  is  assessed. 

Sec.  14.  Persons  residing  in  this  state,  and  owning 
property  of  the  description  mentioned  in  the  last  section, 
located  in  and  taxable  in  any  other  state,  shall  not  be  tax- 
ed therefor  in  this  state. 

Sec.  15.    All  personal  property  held  in  trust  by  any 

executor,  administrator,  or  trustee,  the  income  of  which  is- 
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to  be  paid  to  any  other  person,  shall  be  assessed  against 
the  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee,  in  the  town  where 
such  other  person  resides;  but  if  such  person  resides  out 
of  the  State,  then  in  the  town  where  the  executor,  admin- 
istrator or  trustee  resides  ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one 
such  executor,  administrator  or  trustee,  then  in  equal  pro- 
portions to  each  of  such  executors,  administrators  and  trus- 
tees, in  the  towns  where  they  respectively  reside. 

Sec.  16.  All  other  personal  property  in  the  hands  of 
executors  or  administrators,  shall  be  taxed  to  them  in  the 
town  where  the  deceased  person  resided,  and  all  such  pro- 
perty in  the  hands  of  guardians  shall  be  taxed  to  them  in 
the  town  where  the  ward  may  reside,  if  in  this  state;  and 
if  not,  where  the  guardian  may  reside. 

Sec.  17.  The  personal  property  of  religious  or  benev- 
olent societies  shall  be  taxed  in  the  town  where  the  corpo- 
ration holds  its  meetings. 


OF   THE   I.EVS   AND   ASSESSMENT   OP   TAXES. 

Section  1.  The  electors  of  any  town,  qualified  to  vote 
upon  a  proposition  to  impose  a  tax,  when  legally  assem- 
bled, may  levy  a  tax  for  the  purposes  authorized  by  law, 
on  the  ratable  property  of  the  town,  either  in  sum  certain 
or  in  sum  not  less  than  a  certain  sum,  and  not  more  than 
a  certain  sum,  or  in  a  certain  per-centage  on  the  valuation 
of  such  property  to  be  made  by  the  Assessors  of  the  town, 
and  may  order  the  time  when  such  tax  shall  be  assessed, 
and  when  the  same  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  City  of  Providence,  the  City  Council 
may  annually  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  elect 
a  Board  of  Assessors,  who  shall  assess  all  taxes  ordered 
by  the  City  Council  upon  persons  and  property,  undersuch 
rules  and  regulations,  not  repugnant  to  law,  as  the  City 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec  3.  All  property  within  this  State  liable  to  taxa- 
tion shall  be  assessed  at  its  full  and  fair  cash  value. 

Sec.  4.  The  assessors  shall  assess  and  apportion  any 
tax  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  the  ratable  prop- 
erty therein,  at  the  time  ordered  by  the  town. 

Sbc.  5.  Before  assessing  the  same  they  shall  set  up 
notices  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,   in  three 
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public  places  in  the  town,  for  three  weeks,  or  advertise  in 
some  newspaper  printed  or  published  in  the  town  the  same 
space  of  time,  requiring  every  person  and  body  corporate 
liable  to  taxation  to  bring  in  unto  them  a  true  and  exact 
account  of  all  his  ratable  estate,  describing  and  specify- 
ing the  value  of  every  parcel  of  his  real  and  personal 
estate,  at  such  time  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  bringing  in  such  account,  shall 
make  oath  before  some  one  of  the  Assessors  that  the  ac- 
count by  him  exhibited  contains  to  the  best  of  his  knowl- 
edge and  judgment,  a  true  and  fall  account  and  valuation 
of  all  his  ratable  estate  ;  and  whoever  neglects  or  refuses  to 
bring  in  such  account,  if  over  taxed  shall  have  no  remedy 
therefor. 

Sec.  7.  The  Assessors  shall  make  a  list  containing  the 
true,  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  all  the  ratable  estate  in 
the  town,  placing  real  and  personal  estate  in  separate 
columns,  and  distinguishing  those  who  give  in  an  account 
from  those  who  do  not ;  and  shall  apportion  the  tax  ac- 
cordingly. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  shall  bring  in  an  account  as 
aforesaid,  the  Assessors  shall  nevertheless  assess  such  per- 
son's ratable  estate  at  what  they  deem  its  full  and  fair  cash 
Value. 

Seo.  9.  Any  person  aggrieved  thereby  may  within 
six  months  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  of 
such  tax,  petition  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the 
county,  which  Court  shall  give  reasonable  notice  to  the 
Assessors  to  answer  the  same,  and  if  on  trial  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  such  person  has  concealed  or  omitted  any  prop- 
erty,  or  has  not  placed  a  fair  value  thereon,  the  Assessors 
shall  have  judgment  and  execution  for  their  costs. 

Sec.  10.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  a  true 
account  was  given  in,  they  shall  give  judgment  that  the 
sum  in  which  such  person  was  over  taxed,  with  his  costs, 
be  deducted  from  his  tax  ;  but  if  such  person's  tax  be 
paid,  or  if  the  amount  over  taxed  and  costs,  he  more  than 
the  tax,  then  the  same  or  the  overplus  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Town  Treasurer  out  of  the  Treasury,  on  producing  a 
copy  of  the  judgment. 

Sec.  11.  No  such  petition  shall  before  judgment  stay 
any  proceedings  for  collecting  the  tax. 

Sec.  12.  The  Assessors  on  completing  the  assessment 
as  aforesaid,  shall  sign  and  deposit  the  same  in  the  office 
of  the  Town  Clerk. 


JANUARY,  1857. 

Sec.  13.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  make  a  copy  of  the 
same  and  deliver  it  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Sec.  14.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  forthwith  issue  a 
warrant  under  his  hand,  and  which  need  not  be  under  seal, 
and  affix  the  same  to  said  copy,  directed  to  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  of  the  town,  commanding  him  to  proceed  nnd 
collect  the  several  sums  of  money  therein  expressed  of  the 
persona  and  estates  liable  therefor,  by  the  time  directed  by 
the  town,  and  to  pay  over  the  same  to  him  or  bis  successor 
in  office. 


OB  THE   COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

Section  1.  The  Collector  of  Taxes  of  the  town  shall 
collect  any  tax  levied  by  the  town,  by  the  time  directed 
for  the  payment  thereof,  and  shall  pay  over  the  same  to 
the  Town  Treasurer,  or  his  successor  in  office,  by  the 
time  limited  therefor. 

Sec.  2  — All  taxes  assessed  against  any  person  in  any 
town  for  either  personal  or  real  real  estate,  shall  constitute 
a  lien  on  his  real  estate  therein. 

Sec.  3.  All  taxes  assessed  against  the  owner  of  any 
real  estate  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  such  real  estate  in 
any  town,  for  the  space  of  two  years  after  the  assessment, 
and  if  such  real  estate  be  not  aliened,  then  until  the  same 
are  collected. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  building  on  leased  land  described  in 
bectton  two,  chapter  XXXVIII  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
be  removed,  the  lien  thereon  shall  not  be  affected,  bnt  the 
collector  may  follow  the  same  out  of  the  town  if  necessa- 
ry, and  sell  it  with  the  same  effect  as  if  not  removed. 

Sec.  5.  The  collector  shall,  in  case  he  receives  a  check 
on  any  bank,  payable  at  any  future  day,  for  the  tax  of  any 
person  or  corporation,  hold  a  lien  on  the  property  of  any 
such  person  or  corporation,  the  same  as  if  such  check  had 
not  been  delivered  ;  provided  said  check  shall  be  presented 
within  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  its 
being  due. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  real  estate  cannot  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Collector,  be  divided  without  detriment,  the 
Collector,  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Council,  may 
sell  the  wood  growing  on  said  land  or  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  whole  at  public  auction  for  a  term  of  time  sufficient 
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to  satisfy  the  tax,  interest  and  expenses,  or  may,  under 
their  direction,  sell  the  whole,  and  shall  pay  over  the 
surplus,  if  any,  in  either  case,  to  the  owner  or  any  person 
entitled'to  receive  it. 

Sec.  7.  If  no  owner  or  person  entitled  to  receive  the 
swne  be  found  by  the  Collector,  he  shall  pay  over  such 
surplus  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  the  same 
subject  to  the  eall  of  the  legal  owner  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  is  taxed  for  several  paroles  of 
real  estate,  or  for  personal  and  real  estate  in  the  same 
tax,  the  whole  of  such  person's  tax  may  be  collected 
either  out  of  the  real  or  personal  estate,  or  any  part 
thereof :  Provided,  that  no  land  aliened  shall  be  sold,  if 
the  person  taxed  have  other  sufficient  property. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  of  a  life  estate,  the  interest  of  the  ten- 
ant for  life  only  shall  be  liable  for  the  tax. 

Sec.  10.  The  Collector  may  advertise  and  sell  any  real 
estate  liable  for  taxes,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  where  any  parcel  of  real  estate  is 
liable  for  payment  of  taxes,  so  much  thereof  as  is  neces- 
sary to  pay  the  tax,  interest,  costs  and  expenses,  shall  be 
sold  by  the  Collector,  at  publio  auction,  to  the  highest 
bidder,  after  notice  has  been  given  of  the  levy,  and  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale,  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the 
town,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  there  be  no  newspaper  print- 
ed in  the  town,  then  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the 
State,  for  the  space  of  three  weeks.  If  there  be  no  news- 
paper printed  in  the  town,  he  shall  also  post  up  notices  ' 
in  two  or  more  public  places  of  the  town  for  the  same 
period. 

Sec.  12.  If  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  taxed  he  a 
resident  of  this  State,  the  Collector  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  foregoing,  cause  notice  of  the  levy  and  of  the  time  and 
place  of  sale,  to  be  left  at  his  last  and  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  the  day  of  sale. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  the  Collector  shall  advertise  for  sale 
any  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  in  which  any  per- 
son other  than  the  person  to  whom  the  tax  is  assessed, 
has  an  interest,  he  shall,  provided  the  interest  of  such 
other  person  appears  upon  the  records  of  the  town,  leave 
a  copy  of  the  notice  of  said  sale,  at  the  last  and  usual 
place  of  abode  or  place  of  business  of  such  other  person, 
if  within  this  State,  twenty  days  prior  to  the  time  of  such 
sale. 
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Sec.  14.  If  such  other  person  have  no  last  and  nsual 
place  of  abode  or  place  of  business  within  this  State,  then 
a  copy  of  said  notice  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  such  person, 
at  his  place  of  residence,  if  known,  twenty  days  prior  to 
the  time  of  such  sale. 

Sec.  15.  No  entry  upon  the  land  by  the  Collector  shall 
be  deemed  necessary  ;  but  the  Collector,  in  all  cases  of 
sales  of  real  estate,  shall  make  a  return  of  all  his  proceed- 
ings under  oath  into  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  within  ten 
days  after  the  sale  ;  which  return  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Sec.  16.  The  deed  of  any  real  estate,  or  of  any  interest 
therein,  sold  for  the  payment  of  taxes  made  and  execu- 
ted by  the  Sheriff  or  Collector  who  shall  sell  the  same, 
shall  vest  in  the  purchaser,  subject  to  the  right  of  re- 
demption hereinafter  provided,  all  the  estate,  right  and 
title  the  owner  thereof  had  in  and  to  such  real  estate  at 
the  time  said  tax  was  assessed,  free  from  any  interest  or 
incumberanee  thereon  of  any  person  to  whom  the  notice 
required  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  have  been 
given;  and  the  recitals  in  such  deed  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  facts  stated. 

Sec.  17-  The  person  who  owned  any  real  estate  sold 
for  taxes,  at  the  time  of  the  assessment,  or  any  interest 
therein,  his  heirs,  assigns  or  devisees,  may  redeem  the 
same  upon  repaying  to  the  purchaser  the  amount  paid 
therefor,  with  twenty  per  cent,  in  addition,  within  one 
year  after  the  sale,  or  within  six  months  after  final  judg- 
ment has  been  rendered  in  any  suit  in  which  the  validity 
of  the  sale  is  in  question,  provided  said  suit  be  commenced 
within  one  year  after  such  sale. 

Sec.  18.  The  Collector  may  distrain  personal  property, 
except  as  provided  in  the  section  next  following,  and  may 
sell  the  same  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

Sec.  19.  All  property  that  is  or  may  he  exempted  from 
attachments  in  oivil  actions,  and  that  may  be  exempted 
by  the  militia  laws  of  this  State,  or  the  United  States, 
from  attachments  or  distress,  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  dis- 
trained for  any  taxes  whatever. 

Sec.  20.  In  all  cases  where  personal  property  shall  be 
levied  upon  by  any  Collector,  he  shall  cause  notice  there- 
of, and  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  to  be  left  at  the  last 
and  usual  place  of  abode  of  the  owner,  or  personally  to 
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be  given  to  him  at  least  five  days  previous  to  the  appoint- 
ed time  of  sole. 

Sec.  21.  In  case  such  owner  have  no  last  and  usnal 
place  of  abode  in  the  State,  and  personal  notice  cannot  be 
given  him  in  the  State,  then,  and  also  in  all  other  cases, 
the  Collector  shall  advertise  the  same  for  three  successive 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  town,  if  there  be  one, 
and  shall  also  post  up  notices  in  three  public  places  in  said 
town,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  said  appointed  sale. 

Sec.  22.  If  such  owner  does  not  pay  the  amount  of  the 
tax,  with  the  interest  or  per  centage  on  all  costs  and 
charges,  by  the  time  appointed  for  the  sale,  the  Collector 
shall  sell  the  same,  or  enough  to  pay  said  sums,  at  public 
auction. 

Sec.  23.  Any  property,  orsurplusof  money  remaining, 
shall  be  returned  to  the  owner,  or  any  person  entitled  to 
receive  it.  If  no  owner,  or  person  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  can  be  found  by  the  Collector,  he  shall  deliver  such 
property  or  surplus  of  money  to  the  Town  Treasurer, 
who  shall  hold  the  same,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  legal 
owner  thereof. 

Sec.  24.  Any  Collector  may  remove  personal  property 
for  sale  to  any  town  or  place,  where  it  may  be  sold  to  the 
best  advantage,  giving  notice  to  the  owner  as  before  pro- 
vided, and  also  notice  in  the  town  or  place  where  the  sale 
is  to  be  made. 

Sec.  25.  If  any  person  or  property  taxed  in  one  town, 
removes  or  is  removed  into  another  town  before  the  tax  is 
collected,  the  Collector  may  follow  suoh  person  or  proper- 
ty into  any  town,  and  levy  or  collect  the  tax  with  the  same 
power  as  if  not  removed. 

Sec.  26.  Any  sale  of  real  or  personal  estate,  or  of  any 
interest  therein,  liable  for  the  payment  of  taxes  by  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  maybe  adjourned  from  time  to 
time. 

Sec.  27.  The  Collector  of  any  tax  may  recover  the 
amount  of  any  tax  in  an  action  of  the  case  against  the 
person  taxed,  before  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  or  Su- 
preme Court,  and  in  the  declaration  it  shall  be  sufficient  to 
set  forth  that  it  is  to  recover  being  a  tax  assessed 

against  the  defendant  in  the  town  of  specifying 

the  time  of  ordering  and  assessing  said  tax. 

Sec.  28.  If  judgment  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the  Col- 
lector he  shall  be  allowed  for  his  reasonable  trouble  in 
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attending  to  the  suit,  to  be  taxed  by  the  Court  in  the  bill 
of  costs,  and  execution  shall  issue  against  the  real  as  well 
as  personal  estate  of  the  defendant,  and  the  levy  of  the 
execution  upon  any  real  estate  upon  which  a  lien  for  such 
tax  is  created  by  this  chapter,  shall  be  deemed  to  relate 
back,  and  take  effect  from  the  time  of  commencement  of 
such  lien. 

Sbc.  29.  If  any  person  legally  taxed  shall  be  out  of  the 
State,  or  depart  therefrom,  leaving  no  property  liable  for 
said  tax,  the  Collector  may  cite  the  attorney,  agent,  fac- 
tor, trustee  or  debtor  of  such  person,  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  in  the  town  where  tho  tax  is  assessed,  to  de- 
clare on  oath  how  much  property,  if  any,  of  such  absent 
person  he  lists  in  his  possession  ;  and  if  he  has  sufficient 
property  he  shall  forthwith  pny  such  tax  and  charges,  or 
deliver  the  Collector  sufficient  property  therefor. 

Sec.  30.  If  any  person  so  cited  shall  neglect  to  ap- 
pear, or  refuse  to  make  oath,  or  having  made  oath  shall 
refuse  to  pay  such  tax  and  charges,  or  to  deliver  to  the 
Collector  sufficient  property  therefor,  if  such  he  has,  such 
Justice  shall  forthwith  grant  to  the  Collector  a  warrant  of 
distress  ngainst  (he  proper  goods  and  chattels  of  such  per- 
son so  cited,  and  the  Collector  may  distrain  and  sell  the 
same  wherever  found,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  pay  the 
tax  and  all  interest  and  expenses,  in  manner  provided  by 
this  chapter. 

Sec.  31.  If  the  person  so  cited  shall  pay  said  tax  and 
charges,  or  deliver  property  therefor,  or  have  his  own  pro- 
perty sold  therefor,  such  proceedings  shall  be  sufficient  to 
bar  any  action  brought  therefor  by  the  absent  person. 

Sec.  32.  If  any  person  legally  taxed  in  any  town  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his  tax,  if  no  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, can  be  found  by  the  Collector  to  attach  or  distrain, 
he  shall,  by  the  Collector,  be  committed  to  the  jail  in  the 
county,  there  to  remain  until  he  shall  pay  the  tax,  inter- 
ests and  costs,  or  be  otherwise  lawfully  discharged.  And 
if  such  person  removes  from  the  town,  the  Collector  may 
follow  and  apprehend  him,,  if  found  anywhere  within  the 
State. 

Sec.  33.  Any  person  committed  to  jail  for  any  State 
or  town  or  school  district  tax  whatever,  shall  be  entitled  to 
relief  in  the  same  manner  as  now  is  or  may  be  provided  in 
the  case  of  poor  persons  imprisoned  for  debt. 

Sec.  34.    The  town  treasurer  may  call  a  special  court 
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upon  and  Collector  and  Mb  sureties,  who  Bhall  neglect  to 
pay  in  any  tax  to  the  town  treasury  by  the  time  limited 
therefor. 

Sec.  35.  In  any  execution  issued  by  6uch  court  against 
any  such  Collector  or  his  sureties,  the  words  "  or  real 
estate"  BhalL  be  inserted  in  tho  mandatory  part  thereof, 
immediately  after  the  words  "  goods  or  chattels,"  and  the 
officer  charged  therewith  shall  immediately  attach  and  ta,ke 
possession  of  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  such  Col- 
lector, within  his  precinct,  and  thall  immediately  advertise 
the  same  to  be  sold  within  twenty  day's  thereafter  at  public 
auction;  and  he  shall  cause  enough  thereof  to  be  sold  to 
pay  the  amount  of  such  execution,  and  all  incidental  costs 
and  expenses:  and  said  sale  may  be  adjourned  from  time 
to  time. 

Sec.  36.  If  no  estate  of  the  Collector  can  be  found  in 
the  precinct  of  the  officer,  or  the  same  be  insufficient,  the 
officer  shall  make  return  thereof  to  the  Clerk's, office,  and 
an  alias  execution  shall  immediately  be  issued  against  the 
sureties  of  such  Collector,  for  the  amount  unpaid  and  costs 
and  expenses,  which  shall  be  levied  upon  their  estates  and 
proceeded  with,  in  manner  as  directed  above  concerning 
Collectors. 

Sec.  37.  All  warrants  for  the  collecting  of  taxes  shall 
continue  in  force  until  the  whole  tax  is  collected,  notwith- 
standing the  time  appointed  for  collecting  the  tax,  or  the 
year  of  office  may  have  expired,  and  notwithstanding  the 
collector  may  have  paid  the  tax  into  the  town  treasury. 

Sec.  38.  In  all  cases  where  a  demand  is  required  to  be 
made  before  proceeding  to  collect  a  tax,  the  oath  of  the 
collector  shall  be  admitted  as  prima  facie  evidence  thereof. 

Sec.  39.  Every  collector  shall  have  the  same  right  to 
require  the  aid  or  assistance  of  the  persons  present,  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  which  a  sherifiFnow  has  by  law. 

Sec.  40.  Any  collector  may  be  removed  from  office 
by  the  town  at  discretion,  in  which  case  a  new  warrant 
may  issue  to  the  new  collector  for  the  collection  of  the 
portion  of  any  tax  not  collected,  if  not  already  paid  in. 

OF    STATE   TAXE3. 

Section  1.     Whenever  any  tax  is  hereafter  ordered  byJISj1* 
the  General  Assembly  to  be  assessed  and  levied  on  the 
inhabitants  or  ratable  estates  within  this  State,  and  no 
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special  provision  is  otherwise  made  in  the  act  ordering 
said  tax,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  forthwith  send  a 
certified  copy  of  the  act  imposing  the  tax,  unto  the  town 
clerk  of  every  town,  who  shall  notify  the  assessors  there- 
of and  deliver  such  copy  to  them  ;  and  the  assessors  shall 
immediately  give  notice  and  proceed  to  assess  the  same  or 
their  town's  proportion  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
hy.law  provided  for  town  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  having  brought  in  a  list  of  his 
ratable  estate,  if  over-taxed,  shall  have  the  same  remedy 
therefor  as  if  it  were  a  town  tax ;  and  if  on  petition, 
judgment  be  given  that  such  person  is  over-taxed,  or  if 
any  person's  tax  for  any  cause  be  not  collected,  the  defi- 
ciency caused  thereby  in  the  town  tax  shall  be  paid  to  the 
State  by  the  town  treasurer  out  of  the  town  treasury. 

Sec.  3.  The  assessors  having  completed  the  assess- 
ment shall  sign  and  deposit  the  same  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  of  the  town,  who  shall  forthwith  send  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  general  treasurer,  with  the  names  of  the 
town  treasurer  and  collector  of  taxes  of  the  town  and 
their  post  office  address. 

Sec.  4.  The  general  treasurer  shall  forthwith  issue  his 
warrant  under  his  hand  and  which  need  not  be  under  seal, 
affixed  to  said  copy,  to  the  collector  of  the  town,  com- 
manding him  in  the  name  of  the  State  to  collect  the  sev- 
eral sums  therein  expressed  against  each  person's  name, 
by  such  time  as  by  law  is  limited,  and  to  pay  over  the 
same  to  him  or  his  successors  in  office. 

Sec.  6.  The  collector  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  col- 
lect the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  case 
of  town  taxes. 

Sec.  6.  The  general  treasurer  may  call  a  special  court 
upon  any  delinquent  town  collector  and  his  sureties,  and 
the  proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as  are  provided  in  sec* 
tions  thirty-four,  thirty-five  and  thirty-six,  of  chapter 
thirty-eight  as  near  as  may  be. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  town  treasurer  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  deliver  to  the  general  treasurer  any  delinquent  collec- 
tor's bond  for  suit,  the  general  treasurer  shall  immediate- 
ly issue  a  warrant  of  distress  against  such  town  treasurer, 
directed  to  the  sheriff  or  his  deputy  of  the  county  in 
which  such  town  treasurer  resides. 

Sec.  8.  Such  sheriff  or  deputy,  shall  forthwith  attach 
and  take  possession  of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of 
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such  town  treasurer,  and  sell  the  same  at  public  auction 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  case  of  a  delinquent  collector, 
and  if  such  estate  be  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  deficiency 
of  the  tax  for  which  such  town  treasurer  is  in  arrear,  with 
costs,  he  shall  he  committed  to  jail,  and  remain  there  un- 
til such  tax  and  costs  are  fully  paid. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  assessors  neglect  to  assess,  or  the  col- 
lector to  collect,  any  town's  proportion  of  a  State  tax,, or 
if  any  town  neglect  to  appoint  Assessors  or  a  collector, 
the  town  shiill  forfeit  double  the  amount  of  their  propor- 
tion of  the  tax,  to  be  recovered  by  the  general  treasurer 
in  an  action  of  debt  against  the  delinquent  town,  and  to 
be  collected  on  execution  from  the  property  of  the  town 
or  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  the  General  Assembly 
may  also  provide  by  special  act  for  collecting  such  town's 
proportion  of  the  tax  in  addition  to  said  forfeiture. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  CONCERNING)  TAXES. 

Section  1.    Any  town  may  provide  for  such  deduction  «, 
from  the  tax  assessed  against  any  person  if  paid  by  an  ap-  ~ 
pointed  time,  or  for  such  penalties  by  way  of  per  centage 
on  a  tax,  if  not  paid  at  the  time  appointed,  not  exoeeding 
twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary 
to  ensure  punctual  payment. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  officer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  per- 
form any  duty  imposed  upon  him  in  this  Title,  or  shall  not 
comply  with  the  provisions  thereof,  or  shall  in  anywise 
■violate  any  provisions  thereof,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  in- 
dicted therefor,  and  on  conviction  to  be  imprisoned  not 
exceeding  one  year  or  fined  not  exeeeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  which  fine,  in  case  it  be  a  State  tax,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  State  treasury,  or,  if  a  town  tax,  into  the  town 
treasury,  or  a  school  district  tax,  into  the  district  treasury. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  person  shall  become  insolvent 
or  die  insolvent,  town  taxes  due  from  him  shall  have  pre- 
ference, after  debts  or  taxes  due  the  United  States  and 
this  State,  over  all  other  debts  or  demands,  save  those  due 
for  necessary  funeral  charges  and  for  attendance  and  medi- 
cine during  his  last  sickness. 

Sec.  4.  Assessors  shall  receive  such  oompensatiou  as 
the  town  may  allow  ;  town  clerks  shall  be  paid  for  copy- 
ing tax  bills  as  for  other  copies;  and  collectors  shall  be 
paid  for  collecting  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  unless  they 
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shall  have  agreed  with  the  town  for  a  less  sum ;  which 
fees  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  town  treasury.  In  case  of 
distraint  of  personal  property,  or  levy  on  land,  the  Collec- 
tor shall  have  the  same  fees  as  the  sheriff  in  similar  cases. 
Sec.  5.  The  provisions  of  this  Title  shall  apply  to  all 
highway  and  school  district  taxes,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
applicable. 


CERTAIN  PROVISIONS  RESPECTING  EVIDENCE. 

[From    Title    XXVIT.,    chapter    187,    of  the  Revised 
Statutes.] 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows: 

Sec.  34.  No  person,  offered  as  a  witness,  shall  be  ex- 
'  clnded  from  giving  evidence  either  in  person  or  by  depo- 
sition in  any  civil  proceeding  in  any  court,  or  before  any 
person  having  authority  to  receive  evidence,  by  reason  of 
incapacity  from  interest,  hut  every  person  so  offered  shall 
be  admitted  to  givo  evidence,  notwithstanding  he  may 
have  an  interest  in  the  matter  in  question. 

Sec.  35.  Parties  to  any  civil  suit  or  proceeding  at  law 
or  in  equity,  or  persons  for  whose  benefit  any  such  suit  or 
proceeding  is  brought  or  defended,  may  testify  in  open 
court,  and  may  be  compelled  to  testify  or  depose  in  such 
suit  or  proceeding,  as  other  witnesses;  provided,  that  when 
an  original  party  to  the  contract  or  cause  of  action  is  dead, 
or  when  an  executor  or  administrator  is  a  party  to  the  suit, 
the  other  party  may  be  called  as  a  witness  by  his  oppo- 
nent, but  shall  not  be  admitted  to  testify  upon  his  own 
offer,  or  upon  the  call  of  his  co-plaintiff  or  co-defendant, 
otherwise  than  now  by  law  allowed,  unless  a  nominal  party 
merely. 

Sec.  36.  Nothing  in  the  preceding  two  sections  shall 
render  the  husband  or  wife,  during  marriage  or  after  di- 
vorce, competent  to  testify  for  or  against  each  other,  other- 
wise than  now  by  law  allowed;  nor  be  applicable  to  the  at- 
testing witnesses  of  any  last  wilt  or  codicil. 

Sec.  37.  In  all  courts  of  law  and  before  all  tribunals, 
a  copy  of  any  newspaper  or  extract  of  any  newspaper  con- 
tained in  either  of  the  bound  volumns  deposited  with  the 
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Rhode  Island  Historical  society  for  the  northern  district, 
or  with  its  cabinet  keeper,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
three,  sections  seven  and  eight,  certified  by  the  said  cabi- 
net keeper,  shall  be  of  equal  value  with  the  paper  iUelf; 
ami  said  cabinet  keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees 
for  copies  and  certificates  allowed  by  law  therefor  to  town 
clerks. 


OF    THE   ACTIOS  AGAINST   TENANTS   AND   OF    NOTICES   TO    QUIT. 

[From  Title  XXIX.  chapter  205,  of  the  Revised  Statutes.] 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows : 

Section  1,  Tenants  of  lands  or  tenements  at  will  or^™,  „, 
by  sufferance,  shall  quit  upon  notice  in  writing  from  the  35H™*™ 
lessor  or  owner,  at  the  named  therein. 

Sec.  2.  Tenants  by  parol,  of  house,  tenement,  or  mes- 
suage, from  year  to  year,  or  of  farms  and  farming  lands, 
shall  quit  upon  notice  in  writing  from  the  lessor  or  owner, 
given  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  expiring  of  the 
occupation  year. 

Sec.  3.  Tenants  by  parol  of  houses,  tenements,  mes- 
suages, farms  or  farming  lands,  for  any  term  less  than  a 
year,  shall  quit  upon  notice  in  writing  from  the  lessor  or 
owner  given  at  least  half  the  period  of  the  term,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  any  case  three  months,  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  same,  at  any  return  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  To  terminate  leases  at  will  or  by  sufferance  or 
by  parol,  like  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  tenant,  if  he 
would  be  quit  of  the  same,  as  is  prescribed  to  be  given  by 
the  lessor  or  owner;  and  such  notice  shall  have  the  same 
effect  for  all  purposes  as  if  given  by  the  lessor  or  owner  to 
the  tenant. 

Sec.  5.  The  time  named  in  a  definite  written  lease 
shall  be  the  time  of  the  termination  thereof  for  all  purposes; 
and  if  there  be  no  time  of  termination  named  therein,  it 
shall  be  deemed  a  letting  from  year  to  year,  and  the  like 
notice  to  quit  shall  be  required  both  from  landlord  and 
tenant,  if  either  would  be  quit  of  the  lease,  as  in  case  of 
letting  by  parol,  and  such  notice  from  either  shall  have  the 
like  effect. 
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SEC.  6.  Ifin  any  case  of  letting  of  lands  or  tenements, 
whether  by  writing  or  parol,  the  stipulated  rent  or  any 
part  of  the  same,  he  in  arrear  for  the  period  of  six  months 
after  demand  made  of  the  same  from  the  tenant  or  his  as- 
signs by  the  lessor  or  person  entitled  to  the  reversion,  the 
landlord  or  reversioner  may  re-enter  and  repossess  himself 
of  the  lands  and  tenements  let,  or  recover  possession  of 
the  same  from  the  tenant  of  his  assignee  discharged  from 
the  lease. 

Sec,  7.  The  lessor  or  owner  of  lands  or  tenements  shall 
be  entitled  to  recover  the  same  upon  termination  of  the 
letting  of  the  same,  in  manner  aforesaid,  either  by  ordi- 
nary process  of  ejectment,  or  in  the  manner  prescribed  for 
recovery  of  possession  of  tenements  or  estates  from  those 
who  hold  over  the  term  of  letting,  in  chapter  one  hundred 
and  sixty  six  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 


Resolution  authorizing  the  General  Treasurer  to  make  a 
loan  to  defray  expenses  of  the  State. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  contract  for  a  time  not  longer  than 
one  year,  and  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
for  the  loan  of  such  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  in  all 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  State. 


Resolution  authorizing  the  General  Treasurer  to  collect 
the  Bank  Tax  on  the  first  day  of  June. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  here- 
by authorized  to  collect  and  receive  from  the  several  Banks 
in  this  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  D. 
1857,  that  portion  of  the  tax  of  thirty  three  cents  on  each 
and  every  hundred  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  such 
Banks  actually  paid  in  and  on  each  and  every  hundred  dol- 
lars of  the  surplus  of  reserved  profits  of  such  Banks  ex- 
ceeding four  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  such  capital  stock 
in  any  of  said  Banks  which  tax  is  by  law  payable  on  aaid 
first  day  of  June,  A,  D.  1857,  and  such  Banks  as  shall 
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pay  their  proportion  of  said  tax  before  the  said  first  day  of 
Juue  shall  be  allowed  a  deduction  therefrom  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount  so  psH,  and  such 
payment  by  said  banks  to  the  general  treasurer  shall  be 
in  full  discharge  of  the  payment  required  by  law  to  be 
made  on  said  first  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1857. 


Resolution  directing  the  secretary  of  state  to  furnish  the 
city  registrar  of  the  City  of  Providence  with  copies 
of  the  printed  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  directed    to*'^'^

General  Assembly,  now  in  his  office,  as  he  may  deem  prop- *"*"■ 
er,  to  the  city  registrar  of  the  City  of  Providence, ;  and 
hereafter  the  secretary  shall  transmit  to  said  city    regis- 
trar a  copy  of  such  Acts  and  Resolves  as  may  he  panted, 
to  be  kept  by  him  and  transmitted  to  his  successor  in  of- 
fice. 


Resoldtiok  directing  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Schools 
to  apportion  the  money  paid  from  the  General  Treas- 
urer for  the  support  of  Public -Schools,  to  the  toivns  of 
Tiverton  and  Fall  River. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Schools  by8"KbU4  * 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  School  Committees  of  the 
towns  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall,  until  the  completion 
of  the  United  States  Census  of  Eighteen  Hundred  and  Six- 
ty, apportion  the  money  paid  from  the  General  Treasury 
for  the  support  of  Public  Schools  to  the  towns  of  Tiverton 
and  Fall  River  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  necessary . 


Resolution  directing  the  secretary  of    state  to  distribute 
copies  of  the  map  of  this  State.

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map  of  this  state  now  in  his  office,  to  suoh  of  the  active 
chartered  library  associations  as  have  not  already  been 
provided  with  copies  of  said  map. 


Resolution  instructing  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Schools 
with  regard  to  the  location  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

Resolved,  That  the  commissioner  of  public  schools  be 
instructed  to  locate  the  state  normal  school  of  this  state  in 
the  village  of  Woonsocket,  (or  in  the  compact  part  of 
any  other  town  or  city  in  this  state,)  whenever  it  shall 
appear  to  him  that  suitable  rooms  for  the  use  of  said  school 
can  he  had  for  a  term  of  not  less  that  four  years,  without 
expense  to  the  state.

the  appropriation  for  judicial  expenses. 


Resolution  appointing  a  committee  to  make  alterations 
and  repairs  upon  the  Senate  Chamber,  in  the  State 
House,  in  Newport  County. 

Resolved,  That  Joseph  Anthony,  on  the  part  of  the 
senate,'  and  Messrs.  G?o.  B.  Knowles  and  Clarke  Burdick, 
on  the  part  of  the  house,  be  and  hereby  are  authorized 
and  empowered  to  cause  suoh  alterations  and  repairs  to 
be  made  upon  the  senate  chamber,  in  the  state  cczse  of

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  of  this  house  be  directed  to 
communicate  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  to  the  family  of 
the  deceased,  and  also  to  the  senate. 

Resolved,  That,  as  a  further  testimony  of  respect  for  the 
deceased,  the  house  do  now  adjourn. 


Resolution  for  the  better  arrangement  and  pieservation 
of  the  Public  Archives. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  authorised:  to 
classify  and  arrange,  or  cause  the  same  tu  be  arranged

Feasenden,  Macy,  Larkin,  Money,  and  Clarke,  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  be  a  joint  special  commit- 
tee to  inquire  and  ascertain  whether  the  charges  made  by 
and  paid  to  the  state  printer,  since  his  appointment  to  that 
office,  for  doing  the  public  printing,  have  been  reasonable 
or  unreasonable  for  the  work  done  by  him,  what  charges, 
if  any,  have  been  made  by  him  either  for  paper  or  other 
materials  not  furnished,  or  for  labor  not  performed,  and 
for  what  improper  or  erroneous  charges,  if  any,  have  been 
made  by  him  against  the  state,  which  either  have  or  have 
not  been  corrected,  and  what  sums  of  money,  if  any,  have 
been  paid  to  him  from  the  state  treasury  which  ought  to 
be  refunded. 

Resolved,  That  said  committee  have  full  power  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  examine  under  oath  such 
persons  as  may  be  called  before  them  touching  the  matters 
aforesaid,  and  that  they  report  to  this  Qeneral  Assembly 
the  result  of  their  investigation  as  soon  as  may  be. 
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The  joint  select  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
accounts  of  the  state  printer,  and  to  inquire  and  ascertain 
whether  the  charges  made  by  and  paid  to  him,  have  been 
reasonable  or  otherwise  for  the  work  done,  or  for  paper  or 
other  materials  furnished,  and  what  erroneous  charges,  if 
any,  have  been  mode  by  him  which  have  or  bave  not  been 
corrected,  and  what  sums  of  money,  if  any,  have  been 
paid  to  him  from  the  state  treasury  which  ought  to  be  re- 
funded t  would  respectfully  report : 

That  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  embodied  in 
the  resolutions  as  above,  they  have,  with  the  aid  of  skil- 
ful, experienced,  and  disinterested  printers,  made  a  thor- 
ough and  careful  examination  of  all  the  accounts  of  the 
state  printer,  and  find  sundry  overcharges  amounting  to 
three  hundred  and  forty-nine  So  dollars.  From  this 
amount  there  is  to  be  deducted  ninety  J5,  dollars  under- 
charges and  forty-seven  ,"  dollars  already  refunded  to  the 
state  auditor,  leaving  a  balance  of  two  hundred  and 
twelve  dollars  now  due  to  the  State.  In  justice  to  the 
state  auditor  the  committee  feel  bound  to  state  that 
many  of  the  bills  for  printing  were  settled  before  he 
entered  upon  his  duties,  and  that  he  has  corrected  sun- 
dry errors  in  bills  presented  to  him,  all  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted.

pared for  distribution  under  the  direction  of  the  commis- 
sioner, and  that  one  copy  be  furnished  to  each  of  the 
persons  entitled  to  rereive  a  copy  of  the  schedules  of  the 
acts  of  the  General  Assembly ;  also  one  copy  of  each 
public  library  in  the  state  ;  nnd  one  copy  to  each  school 
district ;  and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  members  of  the 
several  school  committees  ;  and  that  the  remaining  copies 
be  placed  in  the  office  of  the  school  commissioner  to  be 
distributed  in  such  manner  as  he  may  think  best. 


Resolution  to  legalize  certain  acta  of  the  Town  Council  of 
Bristol. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Peter  Gladding,  praying  this  Gen- 
eral A'sembly  to  legalize  certain  acts  of  the  town  clerk 
and  town  council  of  Bristol, 

Voted  and  Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  said  petition  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted,  and  the  presentation  of 
said  list  of  voters  by  said  town  clerk,  upon  the  first  Tues- 
day of  March,  A.  D.  3857,  and  the  acta  of  the  said  town 
council  in  canvassing  the  same,  are  hereby  declared  to  bo 
as  good  and  valid  in  law,  as  if  said  list  had  been  presented 
to  said  town  council  on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  A.  D. 
1857,  and  they  had  then  canvassed  the  same. 


Resolution  of  instruction  to  the  Commissioners  to  revise 
the  publio  laws,  to  provide  for  the  admissability  of 
witnesses. 

Resolved,  That  the  commissioners  to  revise  the  public 
laws  be,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  report  in  connec- 
tion with  the  revision  of  the  publio  laws,  an  act  providing 
for  the  admissibility  of  parties  to  all  civil  suits  as  witnesses. 
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Rbsolctio:*  prescribing  the  mode  of  acting  upon  the  stat- 
utes reported  by  the  commissioners  appointed  to  revise 
the  Public  Laws. 

Resolved,  That  the  public  laws,  reported  by  the  com- 
missioners appointed  to  revise  the  same,  shall  be  acted  upon 
in  the  following  manner  : 

All  acts  shall  be  reported  by  the  commissioners  to  both 
houses  at  the  same  time,  and  each  statute  shall  be  read  in 
both  houses  for  the  first  time,  and  amendments  received  on 
such  first  rending,  and  the  statute  with  the  proposed 
amendments  shall  then  he  referred  to  a  joint  committee  of 
both  houses ; 

Said  joint  committee  shall  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
senate  and  ten  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  to 
whom  shall  be  added  as  a  part  thereof  the  commissioners 
of  revision,  ami  the  said  committee  shall  examine  and  con- 
sider the  statutes  as  reported,  and  the  proposed  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  they  may  report  the  same  with  such 
alterations  ami  amendments  as  they  may  deem  expedient, 
to  either  house ; 

Each  statute  as  amended  by  such  junt  committee,  shall 
bo  taken  up  by  the  house  to  which  it  may  be  reported,  and 
upon  the  second  reading  thereof  the  amendments  and  al- 
terations shall  he  considered,  and  it  shall  be  open  to  further 
amendments  ;  and  after  the  act  shall  be  perfected  to  the 
satisfaction  of  such  house,  it  shall  be  passed  to  a  third 
reading,  and  sent  to  the  other  house  for  further  amend- 
ment; and  like  action  shall  then  he  had  in  such  other 
house ;  and  if  any  amendment  shall  be  there  made,  or  any 
amendments  previously  made  be  disagreed  to,  the  act  shall 
be  returned  to  the  house  which  first  acted  upon  it,  and 
like  proceedings  may  be  had  in  perfecting  such  act  upon 
the  question  of  its  passage  to  a  third  reading,  as  are  had 
nnder  the  rules  of  the  two  houses  upon  the  final  passage 
of  an  act ;  and  when  both  houses  have  agreed  to  any  act 
as  amended,  it  shall,  upon  the  passage  thereof  to  a  third 
reading,  1-e  sent  back  to  the  commissioners  of  revision, 
who  shall  incorporate  the  amendments  and  alterations 
whereto  have  been  thus  agreed  to  by  both  houses,  in  their 
appropriate  places  ;  and  such  act  shall  then  be  reported 
by  said  commissioners  to  either  house  for  its  final  passage.

Resoleed,  That  said  committee  shall  decide  upon  the 
style  of  the  printing,  binding,  and  quality  of  the  paper  to

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Memorial  from  the  Agent  of  the  Pawtucket  Turnpike  and 
Resolution  in  relation  thereto. 

To  the  Honorable   General  Assembly,  at  its  January  Ses- 
sion, A.  D.  1867  : 

The  undersigned,  agent  of  the  Providence  and  Paw- 
tucket turnpike,  respectfully  calls  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  the  character  and  condition  of  the 
bridge  across  Pawtucket  river  ;  which  said  bridge  belongs 
to  the  state  as  «  part  of  the  Providence  and  Pawtucket 
turnpike. 

This  bridge  has  been  built  about  fourteen  years,  and  has 
of  late  been  repaired  from  time  to  time  as  necessity  required, 
until  more  thorough  action  is  needed  to  render  it  safe  for 
the  public,  and  creditable  to  the  state.  The  timbers  • 
underneath  the  bridge  have  beoome  rotted  to  a  great  extent, 
so  that  they  cannot  last  a  great  while  longer ;  and  even 
now  they  occasion  your  petitioner  much  anxiety  as  to  the 
stability  of  the  bridge.  It  stands  very  high  above  the 
rocks  and  water ;  and  such  is  its  peculiar  situation  that 
should  any  considerable  portion  of  its  underwork  give  way 
the  whole  structure  would  fall  with  fearful  ruin. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  state  will  soon  be  obliged 
to  rebuild  said  bridge  ;  and  your  petitioner  feels  under 
obligations  to  the  state  and  to  the  traveling  public  to  call 
your  attention  early  to  the  necessities  in  the  case,  and  to 
ask  for  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  state  as  the  General 
Assembly  may  think  best. 

Tour  petitioner  would  suggest  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  thoroughly  to  examine  said  bridge  and  to  report 
to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  May  session  what 
action  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  state  in  relation 
thereto.     And  as  in  duly  bound  will  ever  pray,

Rebomtion  for  the  appointment  of  a  speoial  commissioner 
to  visit  the  schools  of  design  in  Europe. 

Resolved,  That  his  excellency  the  governor  be  and  be 
hereby  is  authorized  to  appoint  a  special  commission  to 
visit  the  schools  of  design  in  France,  Germany,  and  Eng- 
land, for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  best  means  of  im- 
proving our  manufactures  dependent  on  design;  provided, 
that  such  appointment  shall  not  be  attended  with  any  ex- 
pense to  the  state. 


An  Act  in  relation  to  the  erection,  alteration,  or  removal 
of  buildings  within  the  city  of  Providence. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly \  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  persons  intending  to  erect  or  to  make 
any  alteration  in  the  external  walls  of  any  building  or 
buildings,  of  any  description,  any  part  of  which  is  to  be 
placed  upon  or  within  ten  feet  of  any  of  the  public  streets, 
squares,  alleys,  or  lanes  of  said  city,  shall,  before  he  or 
they  proceed  to  build  or  erect  the  same,  or  to  lay  the 
foundation  thereof,  or  to  make  the  said  alteration,  give  no- 
tice in  writing  of  such  their  intention  to  the  board  of  alder- 
men of  said  city,  fifteen  days,  at  least,  before  doingany  act 
for  carrying  such  their  intention  into  execution,  in  order  that 
any  encroachment,  or  any  other  injury  or  inconvenienee  to 
the  said  public  street,  squares,  lanes,  or  alleys,  may  be 
thereby  prevented  ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
neglect  to  give  such  notice  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  titan  twenty 
dollars,  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  twelve  hours  that  he 
or  they  shall  so  neglect  to  give  notice,  after  he  or  they 
shall  commence  building  or  erecting  the  same,  or  laying 
the  foundation  thereof,  or  the  making  such  alterations,  to 
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he  recovered  by  complaint  and  warrant  before  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  alder- 
men, -whenever .notice  shall  be  given  to  them  as  aforesaid, 
to  employ  a  competent  engineer  or  surveyor,  to  proceed 
forthwith  and  mark  out  and  define  the  lines  and  bounds 
of  said  public  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley,  adjoining  and 
bounding  the  estate  of  any  person  or  persons  giving  notice 
as  aforesaid,  and  report  the  same  to  the  board  of  alder- 
men. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  obstruct  any  street  in  said  city, 
or  any  part  thereof,  by  placing  therein  any  house,  barn, 
shop,  or  other  building,  without  the  permission  of  the  city 
council  of  said  city.  Any  person  offending  against  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  any  person  who  shall  aid 
and  assist  in  so  offending,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  and  to  a 
like  penalty  for  every  twelve  hours  that  the  said  obstruc- 
tion shall  continue,  or  that  the  said  house,  barn,  shop,  or 
other  building  shall  remain  in  or  upon  said  street,  to  be 
recovered  by  complaint  and  warrant  before  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction. 


ACTS  OF  A  PRIVATE  NATURE. 

Ah  Act  to  incorporate  the  Pawtuxet  Baptist  Society. 

U  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  George  Pierce,  Remington  Arnold,  Samnel 
T.  Remington,  John  Carr,  Henry  Butler,  Thomas  R. 
Greene,  John  B.  Francis,  Josiah  G.  Smith,  Israel  R.  Shel- 
don, Samuel  J.  Vickery,  Sidney  B.  Smith,  Remington 
Smith,  Newell  Lee,  John  Jenks,  William.  H.  Rhodes, 
Elisha  H.  Rhodes,  Augustus  A.  Carpenter,  Richard  Thorn- 
ton, Peleg  Rhodes,  Robert  H.  Niles,  Peleg  Aborn,  John 
W.  Arnold,  Henry  Gardner,  John  Wilcox,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, together  with  such  others  as  may  be  hereafter  elect- 
ed by  them,  they  and  their  successors  are  hereby  created 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  forever,  for  the  purpose  of 
worshiping  Almighty  God,  and  supporting  and  promul- 
gating the  Christian  religion  according  to  the  rites  and 
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usages  of  the  churches  constituting  the  Warren  Association, 
by  the  name  of  "  The  Pawtuxet  Baptist  Society,"  and, 
by  that  name,  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  defend  and  be  defend- 
ed against,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  before  all  proper 
judges  and  magistrates  whomsoever,  to  take,  secure,  and 
hold  all  moneys  and  other  property,  by  voluntary  subscrip- 
tion, donation,  or  otherwise;  also,  all  legacies,  devisees, 
and  bequests  of  real  or  personal  estate  ;  and  also  to  have, 
hold,  possess  and  acquire  lands,  tenements,  goods,  chat- 
tels and  property  of  every  description,  not  exceeding  in 
amount  in  all  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  And  all 
and  singular  the  estate  and  property  aforesaid,  to  lease, 
grant,  convey,  or  dispose  of  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
judge  expedient  at  their  will  and  pleasure  ;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  sea),  and  the  same  to  break,  altar  and  re- 
new at  pleasure;  and  at  any  of  their  meetings  to  enact  and 
pass  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by  laws,  for  the  govern^ 
meat  of  said  corporation,  and  the  management  of  the  pro- 
perty and  affairs  thereof,  as  they  may  think  proper  and 
necessary;  provided,  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  act 
of  incorporation,  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  the  laws  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  2.  The  corporation  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting 
on  the  third  Tuesday  in  March,  in  each  and  every  year, 
and  such  other  meetings  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  to 
be  called  and  notified  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prer- 
scribe;  and  at  any  of  such  meetings,  five  members  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  The  corporation,  at  their  annual  meeting,  shall 
select  out  of  their  own  body,  a  president,  treasurer,  and 
secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, who  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year  therefrom,  or 
until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  corporation  shall  fail  at  any  time  to  bold 
their  annual  meeting,  or  to  elect  any  or  all  of  their  officers 
thereat,  such  failure  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  or  inval- 
idate this  act,  but  said  corporation  may  elect  their  said 
officers,  and  transact  other  business  of  said  annual  meet- 
ing called  and  notified  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
corporation,  within  one  year  from  the  day  appointed  for 
the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  he  duty  of  the  secretary  to  record,  in. 
a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose,  all  proceedings  of  the  corpo- 
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ration,  particularly  the  first  lease  of  the  pews,  and  to 
minute  every  subsequent  transfer  of  the  same,  whether  for 
one  year  or  longer;  and  his  records  and  minutes  shall  be 
the  general  evidence  by  which  the  lessees  are  to  be  ascer- 
tained. The  records  shall  be  at  ail  limes  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  any  member  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  hold 
the  funds  of  the  corporation,  and  apply  the  same  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  corporation  may 
direct;  to  keep  a  regular  account  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expended,  and  make  a  regular  statement  thereof,  in 
a  report  to  the  corporation,  at  their  annual  meeting,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  he  may  be  required. 

Sec.  7.  Each  lessee  or  hirer  of  a  pew,  or  pews  in  the 
meeting  house  held  by  said  corporation,  may  be  elected  a 
member  of  said  corporation  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting,  having  first 
been  propounded  at  a  previous  meeting,  provided,  that  no 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote,  and  that 
one  pew  shall  at  no  time  qualify  more  than  one  person  to 
vote,  and  provided,  further,  that  any  person  ceasing  to  be 
a  lessee  or  hirer  of  a  pew  or  pews  in  said  meeting  house, 
(if  a  member  of  said  corporation),  shall  thereform  cease  to 
be  a  member. 

Sec.  8.  Thomas  R.  Greene,  Samuel  T.  Remington,  and 
Remington  Arnold  are  authorized  to  call  the  first  meeting 
under  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  All  acts  heretofore  passed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly for  the  regulation  of  the  Pawtuxet  Baptist  Church 
and  Society  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  in- 
corporate the  Providence  Institution  for  Savings,"  and 
of  the  several  acts  in  amendment  thereto. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  which  may  be  received  by  said 
■corporation,  and  remain  under  its  management,  may  be 
increased  to,  but  shall  net  exceed,  the  sum  of  three  mil- 
lion dollars. 
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An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Home  for  Aged  Women. 
It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Eliza  B.  Rogers,  Abby  B.  Watson,  Pen-

Sprague,  Thomas  Barnes,  Anthony  Steere,  William  Win- 
sor,  Elisha  Dyer,  Zachariah  Allen,  Philip  Allen,  Jr., 
Amos  D.  Smith  and  Henry  B.  Lyman,  and  their  associ- 
ates, successors  and  assigns  he  and  they  hereby  are  made 
a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Woonasquatuoket  Rail- 
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road  Company ;  and  they  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue 
and  be  sued  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  against  in  any  court  of 
record  or  in  any  other  place  whatever  ;  to  make,  have,  and 
use  a  common  seal  and  the  same  to  break  or  alter  at  pleas- 
ure ;  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  all  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  own  government  and  for  the  man- 
agement of  their  property  and  concerns,  as.  they  shall  deem 
expedient  and  necessary  to  accomplish  the  designs  and  pur- 
poses and  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
and  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  with,  all  the  powers, 
privileges  and  immunities,  which  are  or  may  bo  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  and  objects  of  this  act  as 
hereinafter  set  forth  ;  and  the  said  corporation  are  hereby 
authorized  to  locate,  lay  out,  construct,  and  finally  com- 
plete a  railroad  commencing  in  the  city  of  Providence  or 
at  such  point  on  the  railroad  of  the  New  York,  Providence 
and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  or  on  the  railroad  of  the 
Providence,  Hartford  and  Fishkill  Railroad  Company,  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  with  said  Companies  or  either  of  them, 
and  thence  to  the  village  of  Olneyville,  and  thence  up  the 
valley  of  the  "Woonasquatuckct  river  on  either  branch  there- 
of, through  the  villages  of  the  Union  Village,  Franklin, 
DyerviUe,  Mantoo,  Allendale,  Centerdale,  Greystone, 
Georgia.vi.lle  and  Greenville,  into  Glocester,  Scituate,  or 
other  towns,  through  the  village  of  Chepachet  in  said  Glo- 
cester, or  such  other  place  or  places  as  may  be  expedient 
to  the  line  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  at  such  point  as 
may  he  deemed  advisable,  with  power  to  build  lateral 
branches  to  said  railroad,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient.  And  for  this  purpose  said  cor- 
poration is  authorized  to  lay  out  its  road,  not  exceed- 
ing six  rods  wide,  through  the  whole  length ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  cutting  embankments  and  obtaining 
stone  and  gravel,  and  of  making  tracks  to  and  from 
their  depots  and  car-houses,  may  take  as  much  more 
land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  security 
and  construction  and  use  of  said  road ;  Provided, 
that  all  damages  which  may  be  occasioned  to  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  by  taking  of  such  land  or  materi- 
als forthe  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  for  by  said  cor- 
poration in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided ;  and  said 
corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  such  real  estate  upon 
the  line  of  said  road,  and  such  materials,  cars,  engines  and 
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other  things  aa  may  be  necessary  for  depots,  for  the  use  of 
said  road  and  for  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods  and 
merchandise. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  Ten  Thousand  shares,  the  number 
of  which  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Di- 
rectors of  said  corporation,  and  no  assessment  shall  be  hud 
thereon  of  a  greater  amount  in  the  whole,  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  on  each  share  ;  said  shares  shall  be  deemed 
personal  estate  and  may  be  transferred  in  writing  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  books,  or  the  conveyance  or  transfer 
shall  be  recorded  in  such  books  as  the  by-laws  of  said  cor- . 
poration  shall  direct,  and  the  immediate  government  and 
direction  of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  not  less  than  five  Directors,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  members  of  said  corporation,  at  such 
time,  place  and  manner,  and  shall  bold  their  offices  for 
such  term  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  shall  direct, 
and  until  others  shall  be  duly  elected  in  their  places,  and  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number 
as  President  of  the  Board,  who  shall  also  be  President  of 
the  Corporation  ;  and  they  shall  have  authority  to  choose 
a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  give  bond  to  the  corpo- 
ration with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  Directors  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  trust,  and  such  other  agents  and 
officers  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  shall  direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  and  all  other  meetings  of  the  mem- 
bers of  said  corporation,  shall  be  called  and  notified  in  such 
manner,  and  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation,  and  the 
number  of  members  present,  or  of  shares  represented  nec- 
essary to  constitute  a  quorum  at  a  stockholder's  meeting 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  ;  and 
at  such  meetings,  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  ona  vote 
for  each  share  held  by  him  :  Provided,  that  no  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  any  vote  for  any  share  beyond  one  tenth  of 
the  whole  number  of  shares  of  said  corporation  unless  as 
proxy  for  absent  members,  and  members  absent  may  have 
a  right  to  vote  •  byproxy,  duly  authorized  in  writing. 

Sec.  4.  The  president  and  directors  for  the  time  be- 
ing, are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  by  themselves 
or  their  agents,  to  exercise  all  the  powers  therein  granted 
to  the  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  locating,  construct- 
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iog  and  completing  said  railroad  and  its  branches,  and  all 
such  other  powers  and  authority,  for  the  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  not  heretofore  granted  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  ob- 
ject; of  this  grant;  to  purchase  lands,  materials  and  other 
necessary  things,  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  for  the 
use  of  said  road  to  make  such  assessments  from  time  to 
time,  on  all  the  shares  in  said  corporation,  as  tbey  may 
deem  expedient,  and  neoessary  in  the  progress  and  execu- 
tion of  the  work,  ami  direct  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  corporation,  and  the  treasurer  shall  give 
notice  of  all  such  assessments  ;  and  in  case  any  stockhold- 
er shall  neglect  to  pay  bis  assessments,  for  the  space  of 
thirty  days  after  notice  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corpora- 
tion, the  directors  may  order  the  treasurer  to  sell  such' 
share  or  shares  at  public  auction,  after  giving  not  less- 
than  thirty  days  notice  in  one  newspaper  at  least,  in  this 
State,  and  the  same  shall  be  transferred  to  the  purchaser ;. 
and  such  delinquent  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  the- 
surplus,  if  his  share  or  shares  shall  sell  for  more  than  the 
assessment  due,  with  the  interest  and  cost  of  sale. 

Sec.  5.  A  toll  is  hereby  granted  and  established,  for 
the  sole  benefit  of  said  corporation  on  all  passengers  and 
property  of  all  description,  which  may  be  conveyed  or 
transported  upon  said  road  at  such  rates  per  mile  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  and  established  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
Directors  of  said  corporation  ;  the  transportations  of  per- 
sons and  property,  the  construction  of  wheels,  the  form  of 
cars  and  carriages,  the  weight  of  loads  and  all  other  mat- 
ters and  things  in  relation  to  the  use  of  said  road,  shall  be 
in  conformity  to  such  rules,  regulations  and  provisions,  as 
the  directors  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  and  direct ; 
and  said  road  may  be  used  by  any  persons  who  may  com- 
ply with  Buch  rules  and  reguations ;  Provided,  however, 
that  if  at  the  expiration  of  'four  years  from  and  after  the 
completion  of  said  road,  the  net  income  or  receipts  from 
tolls  and  other  profits  shall  have  amounted  to  more  than 
twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,,  upon  the  whole  cost  of  the 
road,  and  appurtenances,  the  General  Assembly  may  take 
measures  to  alter  and  reduce  the  rate  of  tolls  and  other 
profits,  in  such  manner  as  to  take  off  the  overplus,  for  the 
next  four  years,  calculating  the  amount  of  transportation 
upon  the  road,  to  be- the  same  as  the  four  preceding  years;, 
and  at  the  .expiration  of  every  four  years  thereafter,,  the 
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same  proceedings  may  be  had  and  the  rate  of  tolls  may  be 
raised  in  case  the  net  receipts  shall  have  been  less  than 
twelve  per  cent,  during  the  preceding  four  years. 

Sbc.  6  The  directors  of  said  corporation  for  the  time 
being,  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect  toll  houses,  to  estab- 
lish gates,  appoint  toll  gatherers,  and  demand  and  collect 
toll,  upon  the  road  when  completed  and  upon  such  parts 
thereof  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  completed  ;  and  they 
shall  from  year  to  year,  make  a  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, of  ^their  acts  and  doings  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  And  the  books  of  said  corporation  shall  be  open- 
ed for  the  inspection  of  a  committee  of  the  General  As- 
sembly at  their  pleasure  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer  of  said  corporation,  when  required  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  to  render  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  said  railroad  under  oath. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  said  corporation  shall  have  located 
said  railroad  or  any  part  thereof,  they  may  make  report 
thereof  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  then  next  to  be 
holden  within  andfor  the  county  within  which  said  location 
is  made,  at  any  term  thereof,  wherein  they  shall  particularly 
describe  the  bearings  of  the  intended  route,  or  any  sec- 
tion thereof  so  located,  and  the  names  of  the  owners  of 
the  lands  through  which  the  same  may  pass,  so  fur  as  they 
can  be  ascertained  ;  which  report  so  made  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  files  of  said  court,  and  notice  given  thereof  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land,  embraced  theirin,  if 
known,  in  such  manner  as  the  court  shall  direct,  at  the 
expense  of  said  corporation  ;  and  said  court  shall  there- 
upon, appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  persons  of 
the  said  county,  (vacancies,  if  any  happen,  to  be  filled  by 
said  court,)  to  estimate  all  damages,  which  any  person  or 
persons  whose  lands  are  described  or  mentioned,  in  such 
report  shall  sustain ;  Provided,  such  railroad  or  any  ap- 
pendage or  appurtenance  thereof,  be  constructed  thereon. 
And  the  said  commissioners  before  they  proceed  to  exe- 
cute their  duties,  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  and  impar- 
t  ial  discharge  thereof,  and  they  shall  give  seasonable  no- 
tice in  such  manner  as  said  court  shall  direct,  to  all  per- 
sons interested  to  file  their  claims,  if  any  they  have,  which 
have  not  been  released  to  said  corporation,  with  some  one  of 
said  commissioners  or  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  with- 
in thirty  days  fromthe  date  of  said  notice.  At  the  end 
of  the  term  allowed  for  filing  such  claims  for  damages 
Di0,fe«  by  Google 
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the  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them,  having  previous- 
ly given  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  of  the  time  and 
extent  of  the  route  to  be  examined,  by  publishing  in  one 
or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, an  advertisement  thereof,  in  three  successive  pa- 
pers at  least,  shall  meet  on  the  premises,  so  intended  to  be 
used  by  said  corporation,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
after  hearing  the  parties  interested,  shall  estimate  all  such 
damages  as  they  shall  think  any  persons  shall  sustain,  by 
the  construction  of  said  railroad  through  his  land.  And  the 
said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  make  re- 
turn of  their  doings,  as  soon  as  may  be  to  said  court  of 
common  pleas  ;  and  the  said  court  shall  thereupon  order 
the  said  report  on  the  substance  thereof,  to  be  forthwith 
published  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  said 
Providence,  three  weeks  successively,  at  the  expense  of  the 
corporation.  And  if  said  corporation  or  any  persons  in- 
terested, shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  estimate  of  said 
commissioners,  application  may  be  made  by  said  dissatis- 
fied party,  at  the  next  term  of  said  court  of  common 
pleas,  after  the  return  of  such  report,  and  after  its  pub- 
lication as  aforesaid,  for  a  jury  to  hear  and  finally  deter- 
mine, upon  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  assessed,  in 
the  case  complained  of ;  which  said  application  shall  be 
heard  and  tried  under  the  direction  of  the  court  by  a  jury, 
in  the  same  manner  that  appeals  are  heard  in  said  court. 
And  if  the  party  injured  in  his  or  her  estate,  apply  for  such 
jury  and  fail  to  obtain  such  increase  of  damages,  such 
party  shall  be  liable  for  all  legal  costs  arising  after  the  en- 
try of  such  application  for  a  jury,  and  such  court  shall  en- 
ter judgment  and  issue  execution  accordingly.  And  if  such 
corporation  apply  for  a  jury  and  fail  to  obtain  diminution  of 
damages,  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  liable  for  costs,  and 
said  court  may  enter  judgment  and  issue  execution  for 
such  costs.  And  if  within  ten  days  after  any  damages 
shall  have  been  finally  assessed,  in  manner  aforesaid,  said 
corporation  shall  not  pay  or  cause  to  he  paid  such  dama- 
ges, if  any  so  assessed,  in  manner  aforesaid,  by  said  com- 
missioners or  such  jury,  such  person  in  whose  favor  any 
such  damages  shall  have  been  assessed,  may  have  an  ac- 
tion of  debt  against  said  corporation,  in  any  court  proper 
to  try  the  same  to  recover  such  damages  ;  and  execution 
from  whatever  court  the  same  may  issue,  for  damages  as- 
sessed as  aforesaid,  and  costs  shall  be  in  common  form, 
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and  may  be  levied  upon  the  goods,  estate  and  lands  of 
said  corporation  ;  and  the  report  of  said  commissioners, 
when  accepted  and  recorded  and  not  appealed  from  iu 
manner  aforesaid,  or  the  verdict  of  a  jury  returned 
and  recorded,  shall  forever  be  a  bar  to  any  other  action 
commenced  for  damages  against  said  corporation,  on  ac- 
count of  the  injury  for  which  such  damages  were  award- 
ed, other  than  is  herein  provided.  And  said  commission- 
ers in  all  cases  shall  be  allowed  three  dollars  a  day  for  their 
services  :  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  net  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  said  corporation  from  com- 
mencing the  construction  of  their  railroad,  or  constructing; 
the  same  on  the  land  of  any  person  or  from  taking  or 
using  the  land  or  materials  of  any  person,  for  the  con- 
struction or  security  of  said  railroad,  under  their  said  char- 
ter, before  the  damages  for  taking  and  using  said  land  and 
materials  shall  have  been  estimated  or  assessed  by  the 
commissioners  or  a  jury  ;  and  in  case  of  such  taking  ami 
using  before  the  estimate  or  assessment  of  damages,  the 
damages  shall  be  assessed  by  the  commissioners  or  a  jury, 
and  like  proceedings  had  with  the  same  effect  as  if  said 
estimate  or  assessment,  had  been  made  before  the  taking 
and  using  of  said  land  or  materials. 

Sec.  8.  The  commissioners  appointed  to  estimate  or 
assess  damages  shall,  upon  request  in  writing  of  any  per- 
son whose  land  or  materials  may  be  reported  as  located 
for  the  use  of  said  railroad,  require  said  corporation  to 
give  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  commissioners,  for 
the  payment  of  all  such  damages  as  shall  be  finally  award- 
ed by  said  commissioners  or  a  jury,  for  the  land  or  ma- 
terials of  the  persons  so  requesting,  reported  as  located  as 
aforesaid,  and  for  all  costs  which  may  be  by  him  recover- 
ed against  said  corporation  ;  and  all  right  and  authority  of 
said  corporation  to  enter  upon  or  use  such  lands  or  mate- 
rials, except  for  the  making  of  surveys,  shall  thereupon  be 
suspended,  until  such  corporation  shall  give  such  security. 

Sec.  9.  Said  corporation,  after  having  located  or  re- 
ported as  located,  or  taken  and  used  land  or  materials  for 
the  uses  of  their  said  railroad,  shall  have  power,  if  they 
shall  find  it  expedient  to  alter  the  location  and  vary  the 
direction  of  their  said  railroad  in  any  portion  of  the  gen- 
eral route  or  of  the  lateral  branches  of  said  railroad  con- 
templated by  their  charter,  and.  to-  make  a  new  location  of 
the  same  in  whole  or  in.  part ;  in  which  case  report  shall 
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be  made  and  damages  for  land  or  materials  taken  or  loca- 
ted and  proposed  to  be  taken  for  the  use  of  said  railroad 
shall  be  estimated  or  assessed,  and  like  proceedings  in  all 
respects  had  with  like  effect  as  if  said  railroad,  or  the 
portion  thereof  located  anew  had  not  before  been  located : 
Provided  hoivever,  that  the  time  allowed  by  the  charter  of 
said  corporation  for  completing  their  said  railroad  shall 
not  be  extended  in  consequence  of  such  alteration. 

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  any  such  new  location,  the  said 
corporation  may  in  their  report  thereof  state  what  portion 
of  their  former  location  has  been  abandoned  ;  specifying 
the  person  or  persons  whose  land  or  materials  in  whole  or 
any  part  have  been  abandoned  in  consequence  of  such  new 
location  ;  and  if  the  land  or  materials  of  any  persons  be- 
fore reported  as  located  shall  not  have  been  taken  and 
ased,  all  proceedings  for  the  estimate  or  assessment  of 
damages  in  favor  of  such  persons  shall  stop  ;  said  corpora- 
tion first  paying  to  every  such  person  whose  land  or  mate- 
rials located  shall  have  been  abandoned  as  aforesaid,  his 
cost  and  reasonable  expenses  if  any  incurred  in  prosecu- 
ting  for  damages  up  to  the  time  of  such  abandonment, 
said  costs  and  expenses  to  be  taxed  by  the  court  to  whom 
the  new  location  is  reported.  If  the  land  or  materials  of 
any  person  before  reported  as  located  have  been  taken'  or 
ased  by  said  corporation  as  the  site  of  or  in  constructing 
and  securing  their  said  railroad,  and  the  assessment  of 
damages  for  the  same  is  then  pending  before  the  commis- 
sioners or  a  jury,  then  upon  such  new  location  and  aban- 
donment as  aforesaid,  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right 
to  give  said  abandonment  in  evidence  in  diminution  of  the 
damages,  paying  cost  if  the  question  of  damages  is  pend- 
ing before  a  jury  on  appeal,  notwithstanding  a  diminution 
of  the  damages  in  consequence  of  such  abandonment  then 
first  given  in  evidence  ;  or  if  the  commissioners  or  a  jury 
have  finally  assessed  the  damages,  said  corporation  in  case 
of  anew  location  and  abandonment  as  aforesaid  shall  have 
right  to  a  revision  of  the  assessment  of  damages  and  to 
a  re-assessment  of  the  same  by  petition  to  the  commissioners 
in  order  that  the  diminution  of  the  damages  in  conse- 
quence of  such  abandonment  may  be  considered,  with 
right  of  appeal  and  upon  like  terms  to  either  party  as  in 
other  cases.  The  filing  of  such  petition  for  revision  of 
damages  and  notice  to  the  person  or  persons  afected  there- 
by, shall  perpetually  stay  all  actions  or  rights  of  actions 
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for  the  recovery  of  the  damages  first  assessed,  the  said  cor- 
poration first  making  tender  of  the  taxed  costs  in  such  ac- 
tions if  any  be  pending,  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  court 
where  the  same  may  be  pending  up  to  the  time  of  such 
tender. 

Sec.  11.  When  the  lands  or  other  property  or  estate 
of  any  married  woman,  infant  orpersons  non  compos  men- 
tis, shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
road, the  husband  of  such  married  woman  and  the  guar- 
dians of  such  infants  or  persons  non  compos  mentis  may 
release  all  damages  in  relation  to  the  lands  or  estates  to  be 
taken  and  appropriated  as  aforesaid  as  they  might  do  if 
the  same  were  holden  by  them  in  their  own  rights  respect- 
ively :  Provided,  the  Bame  be  done  with  the  advice  and  di- 
rection of  the  court  of  probate  of  the  town  where  the 
land  or  estates  lie. 

Sue.  12.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully,  maliciously  or 
wantonly,  and  contrary  to  law  obstruct  the  passage  of  any 
carriage  on  said  railroad,  or  in  any  way  spoil,  injure  or  de- 
stroy said  railroad  or  any  part  thereof  or  anything  belong- 
ing thereto  or  any  materials  or  implements  to  be  employed 
in  the  construction  or  for  the  use  of  said  railroad,  he  or 
any  person  assisting,  aiding  or  abetting  in  such  trespass, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corporation  for  every  such  of- 
fence treble  sucb  damages  as  shall  be '  proved  before  the 
justice  court  or  jury  before  whom  the  trial  shall  be  had  ; 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  justice  or  in  any 
court  proper  to  try  the  same,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  cor- 
poration or  other  officer  whom  they  may  direct,  to  the  nse 
of  said  corporation  ;  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section 
contained  shall  affect  any  criminal  proceedings  under  the 
forty-fifth  section  of  the  act  concerning  crimes  and  pun- 
ishments, and  the  first  section  of  an  act  in  addition  to  an 
act  entitled  an  act  concerning  crimes  and  punishments, 
passed  at  the  January  Session  1855. 

Sec.  13.  If  the  said  railroad,  in  the  course  thereof, 
shall  cross  any  private  way,  the  said  corporation  shall  so 
construct  said  railroad  as  not  to  obstruct  the  safe  and  con- 
venient use  of  said  private  way  ;  and  if  said  railroad 
shall  not  be  so  constructed  the  party  aggrieved  shall  be 
entitled  to  his  action  on  the  case  in  any  court  proper  to  try 
the  same,  and  shall  recover  his  reasonable-  damages  for 
such  injury.  And  if  said  railroad  shall  in  the  course  there- 
of cross  any  canal,  turnpike  or  highway,  the  said  road  shall 
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be  so  c instructed  as  not  to  impede  or  obstruct  the  safe  and 
convenient  use  of  such  canal,  turnpike  or  other  highway  ; 
and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  raise  or  lower 
er  soch  turnpike  or  highway  so  that  the  said  railroad,  if  nec- 
essary, may  conveniently  pass  under  or  over  or  across  the 
same.  And  if  the  said  corporation  shall  raise  or  lower  any 
such  turnpike  or  highway  pursuant  hereto  and  shall  not  so 
raise  or  lower  the  same  as  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  proprie- 
tors of  such  turnpike  or  to  the  town  council  of  the  town  in 
which  said  highway  may  be  situated, as  the  case  may  be,said 
proprietors  or  town  council  may  require  in  writing  of  said 
corporation  such  alteration  or  amendment  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary  ;  and  if  the  said  corporation  shallrefuse  or  unrea- 
sonably neglect  to  make  the  same,  such  proprietors  or  town 
council,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  file  their  complaint  with 
the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  in  which  said 
turnpike  or  highway  may  be  ;  and  if  said  court  shall  ad- 
judge that  said  alteration  is  reasonable  and  proper,  they 
shall  decree  that  the  same  may  be  made  by  the  said  corpo- 
ration and  render  judgment  accordingly  ;  and  in  case  said 
corporation  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  said  judgment 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  said  court,  the  said  proprie- 
tors or  town  council,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  proceed  to 
make  such  alteration  or  amendment,  and  may  institute  and 
prosecute  to  final  judgment  and  execution  in  any  court 
proper  to  try  the  same,  an  action  of  the  case  against  said' 
corporation  and  shall  therein  recover  a  reasonable  indemni- 
ty in  damages  for  all  charges,  disbursements,  labor  and 
services  occasioned  by  making  such  alterations  and  amend- 
ments with  costs  of  suit.  The  said  corporation  are  here- 
by required  to  build  and  maintain  at  their  own  expense 
fences  on  both  Bides  of  the  road  to  be  constructed  by  them 
at  all  places  where  they  may  be  at  any  time  requested  by 
the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining  said  road.  And  they 
shall  not  run  or  use  any  car,  either  for  passengers  or  freight 
on  any  part  of  their  railroad,  until  the  fences  required  on 
such  part  are  completed.  In  all  cases  where  any  road  or 
public  highway  or  other  way  is  so  located  that  said  rail- 
road cannot  be  judiciously  laid  out  and  made  without  in- 
terfering  therewith,  in  sach  case  or  cases  said  corporation 
may,  by  their  engineer  cause  the  location  of  such  road, 
public  highway  or  other  way  to  be  changed  or  altered  so 
that  said  railroad  may  be  made  on  the  best  site  of  ground 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  for  such  changes  and  for  turnouts 
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and  depots  and  other  uses  necessary  to  the  proper  con- 
struction, accommodation  and  operation  of  said  railroad 
they  may  take  such  other  lands  on  the  line  of  their  rail- 
road as  may  be  required  therefor  :  Provided,  that  when 
any  road  or  way  is  changed  and  altered  as  last  aforesaid, 
said  corporation  shall  put  the  same  in  as  good  repair  as 
the  old  one  was  at  the  time  of  its  removal  or  change,  and  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  proprietors,  town  council  or  court 
of  common  pleas  according  to  the  provisions  in  this  sec- 
tion ;  and  if  any  damage  shall  be  occasioned  by  the  change 
or  alteration  of  said  road  or  the  taking  of  said  road  or 
way  or  other  lands  for  the  purpose  above  described,  such 
damage  shall  be  estimated  and  assessed  and  finally  deter- 
mined according  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  estimate  and 
assessment  of  damages  to  other  lands  taken  for  said  rail- 
road. 

Sec.  14.  In  all  proceedings  whether  in  law  or  equity 
in  which  said  corporation  shall  be  a  party  the  leaving  an 
attested  oopy  of  the  writ,  summons  or  other  process  with 
any  director  of  said  corporation  residing  in  this  State,  or 
with  the  treasurer  or  agent  of  said  corporation,  or  at  their 
usual  place  of  business  in  this  State,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof;  and  all  ex- 
ecutions that  shall  issue  against  said  corporation  may  be 
levied  on  the  property  of  said  corporation  of  every  de- 
'Bcription,  or  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may 
hereafter  prescribe  for  the  service  of  process  or  levying  of 
execution  against  said  corporation. 

Sec.  16.  If  the  stock  shall  not  have  been  subscribed 
for,  (he  company  organized  and  the  location  of  the  road 
filed  with  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  .within 
which  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken  for  the  use  of  said 
railroad  is  situated,  previous  to  the  first  day  of  January 
A.  D.  1862,  or  if  the  stock  being  so  subscribed,  the  com- 
pany organized  and  the  location  made  as  aforesaid  the  cor- 
poration fail  to  complete  the  said  railroad  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  A.  D.  1868,  in  either  of  the  before  men-' 
tioned  caees  this  act  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  16.  The  said  Woonasquatucket  Railroad  Com- 
pany are  hereby  authorized  to  unite  with  a  railroad  com- 
pany which  may  be  empowered  by  the  Legislature  of  any 
other  State  or  States  to  continue  said  railroad  ;  and  when 
the  two  companies  shall  be  so  united  the  stockholders  of 
one  company  shall  become  stockholders  in  the  oilier  com- 
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pany  ;  and  the  companies  shall  constitute  one  corporation 
by  such  name  as  the  united  corporation  may  adept.  And 
all  the  franchises,  property,  powers  and  privileges,  granted 
or  acquired  under  the  authority  of  the  said  States  respec- 
tively shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  all  the  said  stockhold- 
ers in  proportion  to  the  number  of  shares  or  amount  of 
property  held  by  them  respectively  in  either  or  both  of 
said  corporations,  and  all  the  powers  conferred  by  this 
charter  upon  said  corporation  to  be  exercised  by  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  thereof,  or  by  their  agents,  and  espec- 
ially the  power  to  lay  out,  locate,  construct  and  complete 
their  said  railroad  and  its  branches,  and  to  take  and  use 
the  land  and  materials  of  persons  for  the  site  of  said  rail- 
road and  for  the  purposes  of  properly  constructing  and  se- 
curing the  same,  shall,  upon  the  union  of  said  corporation 
with  the  railroad  company  to  be  incorporated  by  any  other 
State  or  States,  be  vested  in  the  corporation  to  be  formed 
by  such  union  to  be  exercised  by  the  directors  of  said  unit- 
ed corporation  or  their  agents ;  the  first  election  of  the 
directors  of  said  united  corporation  to  take  place  on  the  day 
agreed  on  by  the  directors  of  the  respective  corporations 
at  stockholdere  meetings  of  said  corporations  specially  call- 
ed by  their  respective  directors  for  that  purpose;  said 
meetings  to  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  of  the  united  corporation. 

Sec.  17.  One  or  more  of  the  directors  or  other  officers 
of  said  company,  as  is  provided  in  the  preceding  section, 
shall  at  all  times  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  State,  on  whom 
process  against  said  company  may  be  legally  served  ;  and 
said  company  shall  be  held  to  answer  in  the  jurisdiction 
where  the  service  is  made  and  the  process  is  returnable. 

Sbo.  18.  The  said  company  shall  keep  separate  ac- 
counts of  their  expenditures  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
and  in  other  States  respectively ;  and  commissioners  shall 
be  appointed,  one  by  the  Governor  of  each  of  said  States, 
to  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  to  be 
reasonably  compensated  by  said  company,  who  shall  decide 
what  portion  of  all  expenditures  of  said  company  and  of 
its  receipts  and  profits  properly  pertain  to  that  part  of  the 
road  lying  in  said  States  respectively,  and  the  annual  report 
required  to  be  made  to  the  legislature  of  this  State  shall  be 
approved  by  said  commissioners. 

See.  19.  The  said  company  and  the  stockholders  there- 
in so  far  as  their  road  shall  be  situated  in  this  State,  shall 
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be  subject  to  alt  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  Woonas- 
quatucket  Railroad  Company,  created  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  to  the  general  laws  of  this  State  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  said  Woonasquatucket  Railroad  Company 
and  the  stockholders  therein  would  bare  been,  bad  the 
whole  line  of  said  railroad  been  located  within  the  limits 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  20.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  four  preced- 
ing sections  shall  not  take  effect  until  said  provisions  shall 
have  been  accepted  by  the  stockholders  of  the  said  corpo- 
rations, respectively  at  legal  meetings  called  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Sec.  21.  In  lieu  of  the  union  provided  for  by  the  five 
preceding  sections,  said  corporation  may  unite  with  any 
railroad  company  to  be  incorporated  by  the  legislature  of 
any  other  State  or  States,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing 
said  railroad,  by  leasing  their  said  railroad  to  said  com- 
pany, or  by  taking  a  lease  of  the  railroad  of  said  company 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  agreed  between 
them  or  by  any  other  contract  or  agreement  duly  made  and 
entered  into  between  said  corporations. 

Sec.  22.  The  first  meeting  of  this  corporation  for  the 
purposes  of  organization,  may  be  called  by  a  majority  of 
the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  charter,  and 
who  shall  each  have  subscribed  for  twenty  shares  or  up- 
wards of  the  stock  of  said  corporation,  at  such  time  and 
place,  in  the  city  of  Providence  as  they  may  agree  upon, 
by  publishing  a  notice  of  such  meeting,  for  at  least  ten 
days,  in  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Pro- 
vidence. 

Sec.  23.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  intended  or  con- 
strued to  allow  said  corporation  to  lay  out,  construct,  or 
continue  said  road  into  or  through  the  city  of  Providence, 
unless  with  the  assent  of  the  City  Counoil,  of  said  city,  and 
upon  compliance  with  such  conditions  as  said  City  Council 
may  impose. 

Sec.  24.  No  contractor  or  sub-contractor,  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  railroad,  shall  have  any  lien  thereon,  oron 
any  part  thereof,  or  on  the  estate  of  said  company,  by  vir- 
tue of  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled,  "  An  act  securing 
to  mechanics  payment  for  repairs  and  improvements  made 
by  them  on  real  estate  ;"  Provided,  that  the  lien  created 
by  the  6th  section  of  said  act,  in  favor  of  any  person  who 
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shall  work  or  labor  on  the  construction  of  said  road,  : 
not  be  hereby  impaired. 


An  Act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  in- 
corporate the  Atlantic  and  Mediterranean  Banking  and 
Navigation  Company." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  time  within  which  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Atlantic  and  Mediterranean  Banking  and  Navigation  Com- 
pany, was  required  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  in  by  the 
twelfth  section  of  the  act,  of  which  this  is  in  amendment, 
is  hereby  extended  to  the  fourth  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1861. 

Sec.  2.  So  much  of  said  act  as  is  inconsistent  herewith 
is  hereby  repealed.

Every  person  or  firm  effecting  insurance  with 
this  company  and  every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
credit  on  the  books  of  the  company  of  his  or  their  propor- 
tion of  said  invested  profits,  sharing  pro  rata  according  to 
the  amount  of  premium  paid  or  the  amount  of  stock  held 
by  him  or  them  respectively  ;  and  to  a  certificate  thereof, 
such  certificate  to  contain  a  proviso  that  the  amount  of 
profits  named  therein  is  liable  for  any  future  loss  by  said

plied to  the  expenses  and  other  charges  of  said  company, 
and  when  the  profits  of  the  business  added  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  the  excess  of  profits  that  may  accrue 
thereafter,  or  a  portion  of  them,  may  be  applied  to  the 
payment  or  liquidation  of  said  certificates  of  earned  profits;

scop.  The  fishing  for  menhaden  occurs  mostly  in  the 
west  river,  and  extends  over  a  period  of  about  seven 
months,  during  which  time  about  two  hundred  thousand 
barrels  are  taken,  and  are  sold  at  twenty  cents  per  barrel, 
yielding  an  annual  revenue  of  about  $40,000  to  an  indus- 
trious and  deserving  class  of  our  population.  These  fish 
are  used  for  bait  for  mackerel  fishing,  for  oil,  and  for  ma- 
nure. The  oil  is  manufactured  at  Portsmouth  and  Bristol 
Ferry.  This  kind  of  fishing  is  not  complained  of  by  the 
petitioners. 

The  other  kind  of  fishing  practiced  in  Narragansett  Bay, 
by  the  trap  and  seine  fishermen,  is  in  the  Seaconnet  river, 
and  principally  for  scup,  though  bine  fish  and  tautog  are 
also  caught  in  considerable  quantities,  and  mackerel, 
striped  bass,  and  flat  fish,  in  less  numbers.  This  fishing 
commences  about  the  last  of  April  in  each  year,  and  lasts 
about  seven  weeks.  The  seines  are  sometimes  set  in  Feb- 
ruary or  March,  in  order  to  secure  a  right  to  the  ground ; 
but  the  fishing  does  not  begin  until  the  time  mentioned. 

This  fishing  is  carried  on  between  West  Island,  at  the 
southerly  end  of  Seaconnet,  and  a  point  some  three  miles 
north  of  that  island.  None  can  be  caught  north  of 
Church's  Point,  which  is  three  miles  north  of  West  island, 
and  the  best  fishing  is  nearest  to  the  south  end  of  Seacon- 
net. The  fish  caught  at  this  place  during  the  last  season 
-were  60,000  barrels  of  scup,  abont  200,000  blue  fish,  of 
the  average  weight  of  two  and  a  half  pounds,  and  were 
sold  for  one  cent  each  ;  and  from  six  to  eight  thousand 
pounds  of  tautog.  The  tautog  were  sold  entirely  for  con- 
sumption, and  the  blue  fish  were  also  sold  for  food. 
These  fish  are  carried  to  the  markets  of  New  York,  Phil- 
adelphia and  Providence,  besides  large  quantities  sold  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  neighboring  towns.  There  is  at  all 
times  a  ready  market  for  the  tautog  ;  and  whenever  the 
market  for  blue  fish  is  overstocked,  the  surplus  is  returned 
to  the  sea.  On  one  occasion  during  the  last  season,  2,000 
barrels  were  disposed  of  in  this  manner.  The  basB  and 
mackerel  caught  are  used  and  disposed  of  in  the  same 
manner.  Of  the  60,000  barrels  of  scup  which  were 
taken,  45,000  barrels  were  sold  for  consumption,  thus 
yielding  not  only  a  handsome  return  to  the  fishermen  for 
their  labor,  bat  furnishing  a  healthy  and  nutritious  food  to 
a  large  number  of  our  citizens.  These  are  sold  for  thirty

the  twenty-ninth  day  of  May,  following,  to  meet  again  in  Providence, 
on  the  third  Monday  in  January,  1858, 
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ACTS  AND  KESOLVES 


PASSED  AT  THE 


SdC.A.-S'     SESSION,     1867. 


An  Act  in  relation  to  the  Pawtucket  Bridge. 
M  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  asfoUowa  : 

Section  1.  Lewis  Fairbrother,  Enoch  Brown  and  Ban-  p> 
iel  Wilkinson,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  re-  * 
ceive  proposals  for  the  erection  of  a  stone  bridge  across 
the  Pawtucket  river,  at  the  east  end  of  the  State  Turn- 
pike, and  to  superintend  the  erection  of  the  same,  provided 
its  total  cost  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  u  District  of  Pawtucket "  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  said 
district,  to  issue  bonds  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  Bix  per 
cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually.  The  proceeds  of 
said  bonds  are  to  be  used  by  the  commissioners  to  defray 
the  costs  of  the  erection  of  the  aforesaid  bridge. 

Sec.  3.  The  net  amount  of  tolls  collected  from  the  State 
turnpike,  are  hereby  appropriated,  together  with  such 
other  sum  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  be  paid  from  the 
State  treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  interest 
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on  the  aforesaid  bonds,  and  two  thousand  dollars  of  the 
principal  of  said  bonds  annually  until  the  whole  are  dis- 
charged. 

Sec.  4.  The  agent  of  the  State  turnpike  is  hereby 
directed  to  retain  in  his  hands  the  net  amount  of  tolls  col- 
lected from  said  turnpike,  and  from  the  same  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  aforesaid  bonds,  and  draw  on  the  general 
treasurer  for  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  an- 
nually discharge  the  amount  to  be  paid  as  specified  in  the 
preceding  section. 


An  Act  conferring  certain  powers  upon  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Newport 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Newport  is  em- 
powered to  enter  any  house  or  building,  in  said  city,  which 
he  has  reasonable  cause  to  suspect  to  be  inhabited  by  per- 
sons of  ill-fame,  or  to  which  persons  of  dissolute,  idle  or 
disorderly  character  are  suspected  to  resort ;  and  if  any 
dissolute,  disorderly  or  vagrant  persons  are  found  assem- 
bled in  or  about  any  such  house  or  building,  he  shall  com- 
mand all  such  persons  immediately  to  disperse,  if  in  his 
opinion  the  good  order  of  any  portion  of  the  city  requires 
it ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  obey  such  com- 
mand,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  commit  any  person  or 
persons  so  disobeying  to  prison,  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
forty-eight  hours ;  and  if  need  be,  he  may  require  the  aid 
of  any  sheriff  deputy  sheriff,  city  sergeant,  constable  or 
watchman,  or  all  of  them,  together  with  such  other  aid  as 
may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  go  into  operation  immediately 
after  its  passage.

Sec.  2.  All  writs,  actions,  executions,  summons,  ap- 
peals and  recognizances,  and  all  other  processes  of  every 
name,  nature  and  description,  returnable  to  said  term  of 
said  court,  shall  be  returnable  to  the  December  term  of 
said  court,  to  be  holden  on  the  first  Monday  of  December, 
A.  D.  1857,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect 
as  they  would  have  been  at  the  September  term  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  from  and 
after  its  passage. 


An  Act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  in- 
corporate the  city  of  Newport,"  and  of  the  acts  in 
amendment  thereof. 

Ji  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  At  the  close  of  the  polls  at  any  election  for  »«**, 
members  of  the  common  council  in  said  city,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  warden  and  ward  clerks  in  their  respective 
wards,  to  certify  and  seal  up  in  separate  packages  the 
votes  given  in  their  respective  wards,  and  direct  the  same 
to  the  board  of  aldermen ;  and  the  board  of  aldermen 
shall  proceed  to  sort  and  count  the  votes  for  members  of 
the  common  council,  and  to  declare  the  election,  as  they 
are  now  by  law  required  to  count  the  votes  and  declare 
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the  result  of  the  election  of  mayor  and  alderman,  and  to 
certify  the  result  to  the  common  council ;  and  if  there 
shall  be  a  failure  to  elect  the  requisite  number  of  mem-

In  all  cases  where  new  elections  are  ordered, 
for  any  cause,  in  said  city,  the  board  of  canvassera  Bhall 
not  be  required  to  give  more  than  four  days'  notice  of 
their  meeting  to  canvass  the  list  of  voters  for  such 
elections. 


An  Act  to  provide  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  next 
term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  within  and  for  the 
county  of  Newport. 

Ii  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  asfoBowt : 

Section  1.  The  term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  to 
be  holden  within  and  for  the  county  of  Newport,  next  after 
the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  present  session, 
shall  be  held  at  Newport  on  the  second  Monday  in  October 
next,  instead  of  the  fourth  Monday  in  November  as  here- 
tofore ;  and  that  all  writs,  precepts  and  processes  return- 
able to  the  said  court,  at  the  said  November  term  thereof, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  made  returnable  to  the  said  court 
on  the  second  Monday  in  October. 

Six:.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its

quire. 

Resolved,  That  for  such  services  as  he  may  render  to

An  Act  relative  to  Kelly's  Bridge  at  Warren.

Section  1.  If  any  person  shall  pass,  or  attempt  forcibly  & 
to  pass  the  toll  gate  at  Kelly's  bridge  over  Palmer's  riv-  w 
er  with  any  horse,  team,  sleigh,  carriage  or  other  vehicle, 
or  lead,  drive  or  ride,  or  attempt  forcibly  to  lead,  drive  or 
ride  through  said  gate  any  horse  or  other  beast  without 
first  paying  the  legal  toll  thereof  to  the  collector  of  tolls 
at  said  bridge,  being  there  and  demanding  the  same,  every 
such  person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  of 
not  more  than  twenty  dollars,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt  to  and  for  the  use  of 
such  collector  of  tolls,  or  of  the  proprietors,  or  any  of  the 
proprietors  of  said  bridge,  or  of  the  bridge  of  the  Wan-en 
and  Barrington  Toll  Bridge  Company  who  shall  sue  lor 
the  same.

which  are  not  taken  out  within  sixty  days  after  the  rising 

of  the  Generel  Assembly  at  its  present  May  session.

For  public  schools,  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  com- 
missioner of  public  schools  is  hereby  directed  to  appor- 
tion the  same  in  the  manner  provided  by  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  increase  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of 
public  schools,"  passed  at  the  January  session,  1854. 
Of  the  amount  appropriated,  the  general  treasurer  is  di- 
rected to  pay  eight  thousand  dollars  on  or  after  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  July,  and  the  remainder  on  or  after  the 
fifteenth  day  of  December. 

For  the  Normal  School,  three  thousand  dollars. 

FOR  INSANE  AND  OTHER   DEPENDENT    PERSONS. 

For  the  support  of  the  insane  poor  at  the  Butler  Hos- 
pital or  other  curative  hospitals,  and  for  the  support  and 
education  of  deaf,  dumb,  idiotic  and  blind  persons  as  au- 
thorized by  existing  statutes,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

FOR  JAILS  AND  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

For  the  Board  of  persons  confined  in  jail  and  the  fees 
of  Jailers,  three  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  support  of  juvenile  offenders  sentenced  to  the 
Providence  reform  school,  eight  thousand  dollars. 
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TOB   THE   MILITIA. 

For  the  pay  and  expenses  of  the  active  militia,  six 
thousand  dollars. 

Provided  that  no  compensation  shall  he  allowed  to  any 
person  on  the  roll  of  the  active  militia  of  the  State,  who 
shall  have  not  performed  field  duty  at  least  two  days  in 
the  year. 

FOR    PRINTING. 

For  publishing  the  laws,  printing,  the  schedules,  the 
annual  report  of  the  commissioner  of  public  schools,  the 
annual  report  upon  the  registration  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths,  all  printing  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly, 
and  such  as  may  be  required  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  other  public  offices,  nine  thousand  dollars.

For  repairs  upon  court  houses  and  jails,  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars ;  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  the  money  may  be 
disbursed.

For  the  pay  and  expenses  of  the  railroad  commission- 
ers, five  hundred  dollars.

For  interest  upon  money  hired  by  the  State,  five  hun- 
dred dollars.

balance  of  the  amount  so  collected  and  called  in,  over  and 
above  the  said  sum  of  thirty-two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  hereby  ordered  to  be  paid  to  banks  for  money 
loaned  by  said  banks,  taking  new  bonds  of  said  cities,  in 
proper  form,  therefor,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  they 
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now  respectively  owe  the  State,  at  six  per  cent,  interest 
per  annum,  the  interest  on  said  new  bonds  to  be  paid 
semi-annually,  and  the  principal  to  be  payable  upon  three 
months  notice,  provided  said  cities  shall  elect  to  hire  said 
sums  upon  the  foregoing  terms ;  and  in  case  either  or 
both  of  said  cities  Bhall  decline  to  accept  said  new  loans, 
and  to  give  said  new  bonds  therefor,  the  said  commis- 
sioners are  hereby  directed  to  invest  the  balance  of  the

hereby  constituted  and  created  a  body  coporate  and  poli- 
tic by  the  name  of  the  Hope  Iron  Foundry,  for  the  work- 
ing and  casting  of  iron  and  other  metals  and  for  manufac- 
turing purposes ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  possess, 
receive,  hold,  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  estate  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  the 
same  to  manage,  let,  grant,  bargain,  sell,  convey,  and  dis-

calf,  Bailey  E.  Borden,  are  created  and  made  a  body  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Peoples'  Savings 
Bank  of  Woonsocket,  and  they  and  such  others  as  shall 
be  elected  members  of  said  corporation,  as  in  this  act  pro- 
vided, shall  be,  and  remain  a  body  corporate  with  perpet- 
ual succession.

Sec.  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  at  their  annual 
meetings  in  July,  have  power  to  elect  by  ballot  any  other 
person  or  persons  as  members  of  said  corporation,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  the  amount  of  the  whole  sum  received 
by  said  bank  and  remaining  under  its  management  at  any 
one  time,  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation  may  have  a  common  seal,

Am  Act  to  incorporate  the  Woonsocket  Mutual  Fire  In- 
surance Company. 

"Whereas,  Henry  G.  Ballou,  and  others,  have,  by  their 
petition  to  this  Assembly,  prayed  for  an  act  of  incorpora- 
tion— 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assem&fy,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  persons  who  may  become  members  of  w™wk« 
said  company  in  manner  as  in  hereinafter  provided,  their  iS™iH™ 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  e™p•n,■ 
by  the  name  of  the  Woonsocket  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring,  as  mutual  insurers, 
any  description  of  property  against  loss  or  damage  by 
fire  ;  and  for  said  purpose,  and  by  that  name,  are  made 
capable  in  law  to  purchase  and  hold  real  or  personal  es- 
tate, and  the  same  to  sell,  demise  and  dispose  of;  to  sue 
and  be  sued ;  answer  and  be  answered  unto ;  defend  and 
be  defended  against  in  all  proper  courts,  and  all  other 
places ;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  renew  and  alter  at  pleasure ;  to  ordain  and  execute 
such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  be  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  not  be- 
ing contrary  to  law  nor  this  act  of  incorporation ;  and  to 
do  all  other  things  proper  to  carry  into  effect  this  act 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  who  shall  at  any  time  be  insured 
in  said  company,  shall  be  members  thereof  so  long  as  they 
shall  be  so  insured. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  and  all  other  meetings  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  held  in  the  village  of  Woonsocket,  in  the 
town  of  Cumberland,  on  such  day,  and  be  notified  in  such 
manner,  as  may  be  determined  by  its  by-laws ;  at  which 
meeting  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and

every  person  insured  to  any  amount  between  five  thou- 
sand dollars  and  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  entitled  to 
two  votes,  every  person  insured  to  any  amount  between 
ten  thousand  dollars  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  votes,  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  three  votes,  and  may  vote  by  proxy.  Seven 
members  at  least  shall  be  necessary- to  constitute  a  quo- 
rum, but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ; 
and  no  failure  to  elect  officers  at  the  annual  meeting  shall 
work  a  forfeiture  of  this  charter. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
a  president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  ten  trustees,  a  ma- 
jority of  whom  shall  be  inhabitants  of  this  State,  and  shall 
together  constitute  a  board  of  directors  for  the  general 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  company.  They  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  or  until 
others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  and  receive 
such  compensation  for  their  services  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  company. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  company  may  classify  their  risks, 
making  those  insured  in  one  class  responsible  for  no  losses 
occurring  in  any  other  class.  But  no  insurance  shall  be 
effected  in  any  class  till  application  has  been  made  for  in- 
surance therein  on  property  amounting  to  at  least  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  Insurance  shall  not  be  made  for  more 
than  six  years,  nor  for  more  than  three-fourths  of  the 
value  of  the  property  insured. 

Sec.  6.  No  member  of  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  any 
assessment  beyond  the  amount  of  his  premium  note.  And 
in  case  the  amount  that  the  company  can  collect  on  their 
premium  notes,  in  any  class  of  risks,  shall  at  any  time  be 
insufficient  to  pay  all  the  losses  in  said  class,  the  directors 
shall  apportion  the  funds  applicable  thereto  among  those 
entitled  to  them ;  and  the  company  shall  thereby  be  dis- 
charged from  further  claim  on  account  of  such  losses. 
But  the  funds  of  the  company  shall  be  applied  first  to  pny 
the  expenses,  and  next  to  pay  the  losses  insured  against. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  company  may  have  a  lien  on  the  in- 
surer's interest  in  the  property  and  buildings  insured,  and 
the  lots  whereon  the  buildings  stand,  by  stating  in  the 
policy  their  intention  to  claim  such  lien,  for  security  of 
the  premium  note.  And  in  case  any  assessment  on  said 
note  shall  not  be  paid  on  demand  upon  the  holder  of  the 
property,  the  company  may  enforce  the  lien  as  follows: 
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An  action  may  be  commenced  by  a  writ  of  summons,  to 
which  shall  be  annexed  a  statement  of  the  demand,  on 
which  the  officer  shall  attach  the  property  bound  by  the 
lien ;  and  the  summons,  with  a  return  of  the  attachment 
thereon,  shall  then  be  served  on  the  defendant,  if  living  in 
the  State,  as  provided  by  law  for  the  service  of  an  original 
summons;  and  the  officer  shall  proceed  as  in  cases  of 
property  attached;  and  the  property  shall  ba  held  by 
such  attachment  till  final  judgment ;  and  an  execution,  if 
not  otherwise  satisfied,  may  be  levied  thereon  for  the 
amount  of  the  judgment  and  cost,  as  in  cases  of  property 
attached ;  and  the  title  by  such  levy  shall  date  from  the 
commencement  of  the  lien. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  an  execution  shall  issue  on  any 
judgment  recovered  against  the  company,  the  officer  hav- 
ing the  same  for  service  may  make  demand  on  any  num-

The  first  meeting  for  the  choice  of  officers 
shall  be  called  by  Henry  G.  Ballou,  Noah  L.  Peck  and 
Sullivan  Ballou,  (who  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive 
proposals  for  insurance,)  as  soon  as  twenty-five  persons 
shall  have  made  application  to  be  insured,  by  publishing  a 
notice  for  at  least  ten  days  previous  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  Woonsocket 

Sec  12.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  company  previous 
to  the  issuing  of  policies,  every  person  who  in  good  faith 
shall  have  made  application  for  insurance  shall  be  entitled 
io  a  vote. 
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Sec.  13.  A  majority  of  the  directors  shall  be  i 
ry  for  the  transaction  of  business,  who  may  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  the 
officers,  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Providence  Steam  Engine 
Company. 

M  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Noble  T.  Greene,  Robert  L.  Thurston,  Hen- 
ry W.  Gardner,  Gideon  G.  Hicks,  and  Alfred  R.  Fiske, 
.  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted and  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the 
name  of  the  Providence  Steam  Engine  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  steam  engines  and  machinery, 
in  all  its  branches,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession ;  and  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  possess, 
receive,  hold,  enjoy,  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  estate,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  the 
same  to  manage,  let,  grant,  bargain,  sell,  convey  and  dis- 
pose of  at  pleasure ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, defend  and  be  defended  against,  in  all  courts  of 
law  and  equity,  and  before  all  tribunals  whatever;  to 
make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure  j  and  shall  have  power 
to  make  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of 
said  corporation,  not  repugnant  to  law,  or  this  act  of  incor- 
poration ;  and  generally  to  do  and  execute  all  acts,  mat- 
ters and  things  which  may  be  necessary  to  cany  into  effect 
the  powers  and  privileges,  herein  granted. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  to  be 
fixed  in  amount  by  a  vote  of  the  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.

There  shall  he  an  annual  meeting  of  said  cor- 
poration holden  in  the  city  of  Providence  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  for  the  choice  of  such  offi- 
cers as  they  may  deem  expedient,  who  shall  respectively 
hold  their  offices  during  one  year  and  until  others  are

\k  Act  to  incorporate  the  Providence  Steam  Ferry  Boat 
Company. 

U  is  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly,  agfoUows : 

Section  1.  Allen  Shaw,  Horace  Gray,  Elisha  Smith,  Pm^d.™ 
rhomas  Barstow,  Bradford  Allen,  and  their  associates,  sue-  £Eo££- 
sessors  and  assigns,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  B!' 
sorporate  and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Provi- 
lence  Steam  Ferry  Boat  Company;  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  and  are  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  able 
md  capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase,  possess,  and  enjoy  to 
;hem,  their  successors  and  assigns,  one  or  more  steam 
)oats,  and  such  other  property  as  the  company  may  deem 
idvantageous,  to  enable  them  to  run  said  steam  boat  or 
joats  from  any  place  or  places  in  this  State,  to  any  other 
place  in  this  State  or  the  United  States.  And  the  same 
to  grant,  bargain,  Bell,  let,  transfer,  manage  and  dispose  of 
it  pleasure;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended 
igainst  in  all  courts  of  law,  in  all  courts  of  equity,  and  be- 
brc  all  tribunals  whatever,  and  before  all  persons  and 
bodies  of  men,  and  all  places  whatever;  to  make  and  use 
i  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleas- 
ire;  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  laws 
ind  regulations  as  to  them  shall  seem  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  government,  regulation  and  management  of 
laid  corporation,  and  the  funds  and  property  thereof;  pro- 
nded,  that  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States.  And  generally  do  and  ex- 
ecute all  and  singular  acts,  matters  and  things,  which  it 
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shall  or  may  to  them  appertain  to  cany  into  effect  the 
powers  and  privileges  herein  and  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  be 
divided  in  shares  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  each. 
And  the  immediate  government  and  direction  of  the  aflairs 
of  said  corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  directors, 
to  consist  of  not  more  than  six  members,  who,  being  stock- 
holders of  not  less  than  eight  shares  each,  and  a  majority 
of  whom  being  inhabitants  of  this  State,  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  members  of  the  corporation  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next 
succeeding  annual  meeting,  and  until  others  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified  to  take  their  places  as  directors; 
subject,  however,  to  removal  at  any  time  by  the  members 
entitled  to  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  in  the 
corporation.  A  majority  of  said  directors,  shall  form  a. 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  they  shall  elect 
one  of  their  own  number  as  president  of  the  board.  And 
the  said  directors  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a  treasu- 
rer and  all  other  officers,  agents,  superintendents  and  ser- 
vants, that  may  be  required  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
corporation ;  nil  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  board  of 
directors,  and  also  of  secretary;  and  the  persons  appointed 
to  such  vacancies  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  company, 
at  any  legal  meeting,  shall  appoint  other  persons  to  nil 
such  vacancies;  and  when  any  director  shall  cease  to  own 
eight  shares  as  aforesaid,  his  place  shall  be  vacant.  The 
treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  the  corporation,  with  sureties, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  directors,  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  trust 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the 
choice  of  directors,  and  also  for  the  choice  of  a  secretary,  at 
which  meeting  any  other  necessary  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion may  be  transacted,  shall  be  holden  in  the  month  of  May. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  direc- 
tors, for  transacting  any  legal  business.  Also  the  secreta- 
ry shall  call  special  meetings  on  the  request,  in  writing,  of 
any  number  of  stockholders,  holding  not  less  than  one-fifth 
of  the  shares  in  this  corporation.  All  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  shall  be  holden  in  the  city  of  Providence; 
public  notice  shall  be  given  in  at  least  one  of  the  newspa- 
pers published  at  that  place,  at  least  six  days  before  the 
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time  of  such  meeting,  At  the  stockholders'  meetings,  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  on  each  share  of 
the  stock  he  may  own  in  the  corporation,  until  the  same 
shall  amount  to  twenty  shares  :  provided,  that  no  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  a  greater  number  of  shares, 
whether  by  his  own  right  or  by  proxy,  than  one-tenth 
of  the  whole  number  of  shares  subscribed. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
a  stockholder  until  the  whole  amount  of  stock  subscribed 
by  such  person,  or  such  instalment  thereof  as  may  be  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  directors,  is  paid  or  secured  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  directors ;  and  the  said  shares  in 
the  capital  stock  shall  be  transferable  only  at  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  bo  established 
and  kept  in  the  city  of  Providence,  and  then  by  the  stock- 
holders themselves  or  their  lawful  agents  or  attorneys,  in 
such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors, 
and  the  stock  shall  be  held  responsible  for  all  debts  due 
the  company  from  the  holder  of  the  same,  unless  trans- 
ferred by  consent  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Sec.  5.  In  all  proceedings,  either  at  law  or  in  equity, 
against  said  corporation,  the  leaving  an  attested  copy  of  the 
writ  or  summons,  or  other  process,  with  the  treasurer  of 
said  company,  or  at  his  office,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
service.  All  executions  that  shall  issue  against  said  cor- 
poration, may  be  levied  on  the  property  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

Sec.  6.  The  rates  of  toll  which  Baid  corporation  may 
demand  and  receive  shall  be  as  follows :  for  every  foot 
passenger,  2  cents;  for  every  team,  wagon,  cart,  truck, 
dray  or  sled,  drawn  by  two  horses,  10  cents ;  for  every 
stage,  omnibus  or  hack,  drawn  by  two  horses,  12  cents; 
the  same  drawn  by  four  horses,  16  cents;  for  every  chaise, 
buggy,  pleasure  carriage  or  sleigh,  8  cents ;  for  every  ad- 
ditional horse,  4  cents;  for  every  one  horse  cart,  6  cents; 
for  a  person  on  or  with  a  horse,  5  cents ;  for  neat  cattle 
per  head,  2  cents  ;  for  swine  or  sheep,  1  cent :  provided, 
however,  that  said  corporation  may,  if  they  see  cause,  com- 
mute the  fare  with  any  person  by  taking  a  certain  sum 
annually,  to  be  mutually  agreed  on,  in  lieu  of  the  fare 
aforesaid ;  and  said  corporation  shall  erect  a  sign-board, 
with  the  rates  of  fare  legibly  painted  thereon,  on  board  of 
said  boat  or  boats. 

Sec.  7.    Allen  Shaw,  Horace  Gray,  Elisha  Smith,  Thom- 
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as  Barstow,  and  Bradford  Allen,  shall  be  directors  until  the 
nest  annual  meeting. 


Am  Act  to  ineoporate  the  Providence  Fire  and  Marine 
Insurance  Company. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  asfolhm  : 

Section  1.  Joseph  Arnold,  Alexander  F.  Adie,  Jacob 
Jj£2j™  T.  Seagrave,  A.  W.  Aldrich,  Thomas  G.  Haszard,  Bradford 
Huiniin.  Allen,  Oliver  Johnson,  Thomas  Jackson,  William  Spencer, 
(■"i"!  Charles  G.  Taft,  Godfrey  "Work,  Henry  Whitman  and 
Walter  B.  Snow,  of  said  company,  together  with  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  and  such  others  as  may  associate  with 
them,  are  hereby  erected,  created  and  ordained  a  body  pol- 
itic and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  *  Provi- 
dence Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,"  in  Provi- 
dence ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  make  insurance  on 
vessels,  and  on  freight,  and  all  property  laden  on  board 
thereof;  upon  houses  and  other  buildings,  and  the  furni- 
ture and  other  goods  therein ;  and  upon  all  other  legal 
subjects  of  insurance,  except  life  and  health  insurance  ;  to 
acquire,  purchase,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  lands,  tenements, 
goods  and  chattels,  and  all  other  effects  of  every  kind  and 
nature,  and  the  same  at  pleasure  to  sell,  demise,  lease  and 
otherwise  dispose  of;  to  have  and  to  keep  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  at  all  times  to  alter,  destroy  and  renew,  to 
ordain  and  pass  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  said  company,  and  for  conducting  the  busi- 
ness thereof  as  may  be  judged  expedient,  provided  the 
same  are  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States ;  and  generally  to  do  and  transact  all  mat' 
ters  and  things  fit  and  proper  for  bodies  corporate  to  do, 
act  and  transact. 

Sec.  2,  Said  company,  by  and  in  the  corporate  name  of 
said  company,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  defend  and  be 
defended  against,  and  to  answer  and  be  answered  unto  in 
all  courts  of  law  and  equity. 
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Sec.  3.  Said  company  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  annual  meetings  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  May  in  each  and  every  year,  and  at 
all  such  other  times  in  each  year  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary ;  at  which  said  annual  meeting  the  said  company 
shall  elect  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  thirteen  di- 
rectors, to  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others 
are  elected  in  their  places ;  and  at  the  said  meeting  and 
at  all  other  legal  meetings,  said  company  may  choose  such 
other  officers  as  they  may  judge  necessary  for  conducting 
the  business  thereof,  and  in  case  of  vacancies  in  the  office 
of  director,  as  aforesaid,  by  death,  resignation  or  disqualifi- 
cation, the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  the 
same  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  di- 
rector as  aforesaid,  unless  at  the  time  of  his  election  he 
shall  be  a  proprietor  of  at  least  twenty  shares  in  said  com- 
pany, and  a  resident  in  this  State ;  and  no  director  shall 
bold  office  longer  than  he  shall  continue  a  proprietor  and 
resident  as  aforesaid;  and  the  said  directors  for  the 
time  being,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  president,  secre- 
tary and  other  officers,  if  necessary,  and  to  allow  said  pres- 
ident, secretary,  directors,  and  other  officers,  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  their  respective  services,  to  agree  upon 
all  policies  of  insurance,  and  the  premiums,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  signed  by  the  president  in  behalf  of  said  com- 
pany, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  who  shall  also 
sign  and  countersign  respectively  all  other  written  con- 
tracts and  agreements  made  by  said  company,  to  make  all 
contracts  to  appropriate  and  improve  the  funds  and  prop- 
erty of  said  company,  and  the  same  todispose  of  in  suchman- 
ner  as  they  deem  most  beneficial  thereto,  and  generally  to 
superintend  and  execute  the  affairs  and  business  of  said 
company,  conformable  to  the  rules,  regulations  and  provi- 
sions thereof:  provided,  nevertheless,  that  whenever  the 
president  shall  be  interested  otherwise  than  as  a  stock- 
holder, in  any  policy  of  insurance  or  other  contract,  or 
agreement  made  with  said  company,  or  shall  be  absent, 
the  same  shall  be  signed  by  two  disinterested  directors, 
and  no  director  shall  vote  or  exercise  any  authority  upon 
any  question,  or  in  any  case  in  which  he  has  an  interest 
other  than  that  of  a  stockholder  as  aforesaid. 
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Sec.  5.  The  said  directors  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a 
record  of  their  proceedings,  and  from  and  after  the  first  policy 
shall  have  been  issued,  shall  quarterly  cause  the  accounts 
to  he  regularly  stated,  and  once  a  year,  or  oftener,  after 
fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  paid  in,  and  not  before,  shall  cause  a  dividend 
to  be  made  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  the  company  as 
they  may  judge  advisable.  The  said  directors  shall  have 
power  to  pass  by-laws  and  regulations  touching  the  execu- 
tion of  the  business  within  their  peculiar  province  :  pro- 
vided, the  same  are  not  repugnant  to  law  and  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  established  by  the  stockholders :  provided, 
nevertheless,  that  in  case  of  a  diminution  of  the  capital  stock 
by  losses,  no  dividend  shall  be  made  until  a  sum  equal  to 
such  diminution  be  added  to  the  capital  stock. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  director  or  other  officer  shall  commit 
fraud  or  embezzlement  upon  the  funds  or  property  of  said 
company,  he  shall  forfeit  all  his  shares  and  interest  therein 
and  be  liable  to  further  prosecution  at  law. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  person,  who  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
indebted  to  said  company  for  shares  therein,  shall  neglect 
to  pay  to  said  company  any  of  his  instalments  on  or  before 
the  day  whenever  the  same  may  become  payable,  he  so 
neglecting  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  forfeit  to  said 
company,  all  his  shares  and  interest  therein,  and  also  the 
money  which  he  may  have  paid  to  said  company  for  shares 
as  aforesaid ;  and  shall  moreover  be  liable  to  the  payment 
of  the  remaining  instalments  on  his  note  or  notes  respec- 
tively :  provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  case  of  the  death  of 
any  stockholder,  a  failure  of  payment  of  such  stockholders' 
share  or  shares,  shall  not  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  such 
share  or  shares,  if  payment  thereof  with  the  interest  shall 
be  made  within  six  months  after  such  death  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  8.  Every  stockholder  shall  in  person  or  by  proxy 
be  entitled  at  all  general  meetings  to  as  many  votes  as  he 
holds  shares,  if  the  number  does  not  exceed  twenty,  and  all 
shares  over  twenty,  one  vote  on  five  shares  :  provided,  that 
no  person  shall  have  more  than  forty  votes  in  his  own 
right  The  stock  or  shares  shall  be  transferable  at  the  in- 
surance office  only,  and  by  such  form  as  the  president  and 
directors  shall  prescribe  from  time  to  time ;  but  no  stock- 
holder being  indebted  to  the  company,  either  as  principal 
or  endorser,  individually  or  as  copartner,  whether  the  same 
has  become  due  and  payable  or  not,  shall  be  allowed  to  sell 
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or  transfer  his  or  her  shares,  without  the  consent  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  for  the  time  being.  And  the  stock  of  each 
stockholder  is  declared  to  be  at  all  times  pledged  and  lia- 
ble for  the  payment  of  any  debts  due  or  liability  incurred 
to  said  office  other  than  original  instalments ;  and  may  be 
sold,  or  so  many  shares  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  by 
said  president,  directors  and  company,  at  public  auction, 
for  the  satisfaction  thereof — sixty  days  previous  notice  of 
such  sale  being  given  in  one  of  the  newspapers  printed  in 
Providence,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  paid  over  to  such 
stockholder. 

Sec.  9.  The  capital  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  :  provided,  that  shares  to 
the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  taken  by  the 
stockholders,  and  two-fifths  of  the  amount  paid  in  before 
any  policy  shall  be  issued  by  said  company ;  and  the  re- 
maining three-fifths  shall  be  paid  in  when  it  may  be 
deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  directors ;  and  the 
stockholders  in  said  company  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  re- 
sponsibility farther  than  the  amount  of  their  respective 
shares  and  interest  thereon,  for,  or  on  account  of  any  dam- 
age or  loss  sustained  by  said  company,  or  for,  or  on  account 
of  any  debts  due  therefrom  :  provided,  nevertheless,  that  the 
stock  of  said  company  shall  not  be  increased  beyond  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  unless  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  present  at  any  legal 
meeting  specially  called  for  that  purpose  shall  be  given  for 
the  augmentation  thereof:  and  provided  also,  that  no  reg- 
ulation shall  be  made  to  affect  the  rights  acquired  under 
subscription  previous  to  augmentation. 

Sec.  10.  In  case  said  company  fail  to  elect  their  direc- 
tors or  any  part  thereof,  on  the  days  respectively  appoint 
by  this  charter  for  that  purpose,  the  same  may  be  never- 
theless elected  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  thereaf- 
terwards  to  be  holdon. 

Sec  11.  Joseph  Arnold,  Alexander  F.  Adie  and  Henry 
.Whitman  may  call  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corporation 
for  the  purpose  of  organization  and  the  election  of  officers, 
and  the  persons  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the 
first  annual  meeting,  first  giving  personal  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  thereof  to  the  persons  named  in  the  first 
sections  of  this  act 
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MUTUAL   DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  12.  After  said  insurance  company  has  commenced 
issuing  policies  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
board  of  directors  may  institute  a  new  department,  to  be 
called  the  "  Mutual  department  of  the  Providence  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance  Company,"  for  the  insurance  of  fire  risks 
only,  which  shall  be  wholly  independent  of  said  stock  de- 
partment, excepting  that  the  officers  in  each  may  be  the 
same,  and  the  expenses  of  the  two  departments  shall  be  di- 
vided in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  insurance  in  each. 

Sec.  13.  Neither  department  shall  borrow  any  money 
from  the  other. 

Sec,  14.  When  the  earned  premium  of  said  mutual  de- 
partment shall  amount  to  five  thousand  dollars,  a  dividend 
shall  be  made  to  and  among  the  several  persons  insured  in 
proportion  to  the  premium  paid  by  each ;  but  the  directors 
may  reserve  ten  per  cent  of  the  dividends  as  a  contingent 
fund  till  it  shall  reach  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
and  all  over  that  sum  shall  be  divided  among  the  insured. 

Sec.  15.  The  said  company  may  classify  their  risks 
in  said  department,  making  those  insured  in  one  class  not 
responsible  for  losses  occurring  in  any  other  class.  Bat 
no  insurance  shall  be  effected  in  any  class  till  application 
has  been  made  for  insurance  therein  on  property  amount- 
ing to  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  16.  The  said  company  may  have  a  lien  on  the  in- 
sured's interest  in  the  property  insured  in  said  mutual  de- 
partment, and  the  land  whereon  any  building  insured  may 
stand,  by  stating  in  the  policy  their  intention  to  claim  such 
lien,  for  security  of  the  premium  note.  And  in  case  any 
assessment  on  said  note  shall  not  be  paid  on  demand  upon 
the  holder  of  the  property,  the  company  may  enforce  the 
lien  as  follows :  an  action  may  be  commenced  by  a  writ  of 
summons,  to  which  shall  be  annexed  a  statement  of  the  de- 
mand, on  which  the  officer  shall  attach  the  property  bound 
by  the  lieu  ;  and  the  summons,  with  a  return  of  the  attach- 
ment thereon,  shall  then  be  served  on  the  defendant,  if  liv- 
ing in  this  State,  as  provided  by  law  for  the  service  of  an 
original  summons ;  and  the  officer  shall  proceed  as  in  cases 
of  property  attached,  and  the  property  shall  be  held  by 
such  attachment  till  final  judgment ;  and  an  execution,  if 
not  otherwise  satisfied,  may  be  levied  thereon  for  the 
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amount  of  the  judgment  and  cost,  as  m  cases  of  property 
attached ;  and  the  title  by  such  levy  shall  date  from  the 
commencement  of  the  hen. 

Sec.  17.  Whenever  an  execution  shall  issue  on  any  judg- 
ment recovered  against  the  company,  the  officer  having 
the  same  for  service  may  make  the  demand  on  any  number 
of  the  directors  for  payment ;  and  if  the  same  be  not  sat- 
isfied by  them  within  thirty  days,  and  there  be  the  means 
for  satisfying  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the  power  of 
the  directors,  and  they  delay  the  creditor  in  satisfying  his 
execution,  the  officer  may  levy  the  same  as  if  the  judg- 
ment had  been  recovered  against  said  directors,  who  may 
have  contribution  from  the  other  directors ;  and  the  direc- 
tors may  claim  re-imbursement  from  the  company  except 
for  so  much  thereof  as  may  have  arisen  from  their  fraud  or 
neglect. 

Sec.  18.  No  individual  or  corporation  shall  be  liable  to 
any  assessment  beyond  the  amount  of  his  or  their  premi- 
um note,  and  in  case  that  the  amount  that  the  company 
can  collect  on  their  premium  notes,  in  any  class  of  risks, 
shall  at  any  time  he  insufficient  to  pay  all  the  losses  in 
said  class,  the  directors  shall  apportion  the  funds  applica- 
ble thereto  among  those  entitled  to  them,  and  the  company 
shall  thereby  be  discharged  from  further  claim  on  account 
of  such  losses.  But  the  funds  of  the  company  shall  be 
first  applied  to  pay  the  expenses,  and  the  next  to  pay  the 
losses  insured  against 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Providence  Hosiery  Company. 

B  is  emded  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Brown  S.  "Wood,  Benjamin  N.  Lapham,  and 
Simon  S.  Lapham  with  all  others  who  are  or  shall  hereafter  < 
be  associated  with  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  are 
hereby  constituted  and  created  a  body  corporate  and  poli- 
tic by  the  name  of  the  *  Providence  Hosiery  Company," 
for  manufacturing  and  mercantile  purposes,  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  are  made  able 
and  capable  in  law  to  have,  possess,  purchase,  receive, 
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hold,  enjoy  and  retain  unto  them,  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, estates  of  every  kind,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and 
the  same  to  manage,  let,  lease,  assign,  grant,  bargain,  sell, 
alien,  convey  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure  :  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  he  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  un- 
to, defend  and  be  defended  against  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity,  and  before  all  tribunals  whatever :  to  make,  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and 
renew  at  pleasure,  and  shall  also  have  power  to  make,  es- 
tablish and  put  into  execution  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions not  contrary  to  law  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
or  convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  and 
the  management  of  their  property  and  concerns,  and  the 
duties,  services  and  employments  of  their  officers,  agents, 
and  the  same  to  change,  alter  or  amend,  and  generally  do 
and  execute  all  acts,  matters  and  things  which  maybe  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  and  privileges  herein 


Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  he 
fixed  in  amount  by  vote  of  the  company,  and  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  no  additional  stock 
shall  be  created  except  by  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation  at  a  meeting  thereof  specially  called  for  that 
purpose.  The  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  be  one

corporation  at  the  price  for  which  he  is  willing  to 
sell,  and  provided  also,  that  the  shares  in  said  capital 
stock  shall  not  be  liable  to  assessment  after  the  capital  stock 
so  fixed  in  amount  has  been  paid  in,  except  in  equal  pro- 
portions and  by  the  consent  of  the  stockholders  owning  at 
least  three-fourths  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
corporation.

be  pledged  or  liable,  at  least  twice  a  week  for  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  day  of  sale,  in  one  of  the  newspapers  printed 
in  the  city  of  Providence,  and  the  treasurer  may  transfer 
the  share  or  shares  so  sold  to  the  purchaser  and  apply  the 
proceeds  to  the  payment  of  said  demands,  and  incidental 
expenses,  and  shall  pay  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  the  delin- 
quent stockholder  or  his  assigns  :  and  if  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  be  not  sufficient  to  discharge  such  debt  or  de- 
mand, the  corporation  may  have  their  action  against  the 
debtor  for  the  balance  due. 

Sec.  5.  The  validity  of  this  act  shall  not  be  impaired 
by  the  failure  of  said  corporation  to  hold  their  annual 
meetings  aforesaid  or  either  of  them,  but  the  business  of 
such  meeting  may  be  transacted  at  any  legal  meeting  of 
the  corporation  held  thereafter.

The  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  having  con- 
vened in  Grand  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  receiving, 
counting  and  declaring  the  votes  for  general  officers,  given 
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at  the  annual  election  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  ApciL 
A.  D.  1857,  the  votes  were  delivered  in,  and  referred  to 
the  following  select  committee  :

The  clerks  of  the  House  and  Senate  were  added  to  the 
committee. 

The  Grand  Committee  adjourned  till  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 

At  4  o'clock,  the  Grand  Committee  re-assembled  and 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Governor. 

The  select  committee  appointed  to  count  the  votes  for 
general  officers,  presented  the  following  report : 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Governor 
was  14,932,  and  that  7,467  are  necessary  to  a  choice. 
That  9,591  electors  voted  for  Elisha  Dyer,  of  Provi- 
dence ;  that  5,323  electors  voted  for  Americus  V.  Potter, 
of  Providence ;  and  that  18  electors  voted  scattering. 
They  farther  report,  that  the  said  Elisha  Dyer  is  elected 
Governor  by  a  majority  of  4,250  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  is  14,725,  and  that  7,363  votes  are  necessary 
to  a  choice.  That  5,781  electors  voted  for  Thomas  G. 
Turner,  of  Warren;  that  5,128  electors  .voted  for  Isaac 
Hall,  of  North  Kingstown  ;  that  8,816  electors  voted  for 
Stephen  N.  Mason,  and  that  4  electors  voted  scattering. 
They  further  report  that  there  is  no  election  of  Lieutenant 
Governor. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Secretary 
of  State  is  14,698,  and  that  7,350  votes  are  necessary  to 
a  choice.  That  9,597  electors  voted  for  John  R.  Bartlett, 
of  Providence;  that  5,101  electors  voted  for  Anderson  C. 
Rose,  of  New  Shoreham ;  and  that  9  electors  voted  scat- 
tering. They  farther  report  that  the  said  John  R.  Bart- 
lett is  elected  Secretary  of  State  by  a  majority  of  4,496 
votes  over  all  others. 
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That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Attorney 
General  is.  14,735,  and  that  7,368  rotes  are  necessary  to 
a  choice.  That  9,568  electors  voted  for  Charles  Hart,  of 
Providence;  that  5,159  electors  voted  for  Franklin  J. 
Dickman,  and  8  electors  voted"  scattering.  They  further 
report  that  the  said  Charles  Hart  is  elected  Attorney 
General,  by  a  majority  of  4,401  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  General 
Treasurer  is  14,621,  and  that  7,3 12  votes  are  necessary  to 
a  choice.  That  9,526  electors  voted  for  Samuel  A.  Par- 
ker, of  Newport;  that  5,074  electors  voted  for  Gilbert 
Ghace ;  that  21  electors  voted  scattering.  They  farther 
report  that  Samuel  A.  Parker  is  elected  General  Treasu- 
rer, by  a  majority  of  4,431  votes  over  all  others.  The 
committee  further  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying resolution.

Van  Zandt,  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the'  Governor  and 
other  officers  elect,  to  inform  them  of  their  election. 
These  gentlemen  then  appeared,  when 

The  Secretary  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  his 
Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  Governor  administered 
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the  oath  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Attorney  General 
and  the  General  Treasurer. 

There  being  no  election  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  the 
Grand  Committee  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  same, 
with  the  following  result : 

The  whole  number  of  votes  for  Lieutenant  Governor 
was  95 ;  necessary  to  a  choice  48  ;  Thomas  G.  Turner,  of 
Warren,  received  89  votes,  Isaac  Hall  received  6  votes. 
Thomas  G.  Turner  was  thereupon  declared  duly  elected. 

On  motion,  Messrs.  Albert  C.  Greene  and  Charles  C. 
Van  Zandt  were  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  upon  Mr. 
Turner,  to  inform  mm  of  bis  election,  and  request  his  at- 
tendance. 

Mr.  Turner  appeared,  when  the  oath  of  office  was  ad- 
ministered to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  after  which 
he  took  bis  seat 

Proclamation  was  then  made  of  the  election  of  the 
above  named  general  officers,  elected  as  aforesaid. 

On  motion,  the  ballots  received  at  the  late  election  were 
ordered  to  be  burned  by  the  Sheriff. 

The  Grand  Committee  rose,  and  the  two  Houses  sepa- 
rated.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  INSPECTORS. 

The  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Rhode  Island  State 
Prison  present  to  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly 
their  annual  report,  as  follows : 

The  intelligible  and  minute  report  of  the  Warden  of  the 
Prison  herewith  presented,  will  make  known  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  the  financial  condition  of  the  Prison  and 
County  Jail,  during  the  year  1856. 

The  reports  of  the  Chaplain  and  Physician  present  the 
sanitary  and  moral  condition  of  the  Prison. 

From  these  sources,  it  appears  that  the  expenses  of  the 
State  Prison  for  the  year  have  been  $6,405  91 

The  income  for  the  same  period  has  been  8,436  92 


Leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Prison  of  $2,031  01 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  State  Prison  has  paid  its 
own  expenses,  and  has  returned  a  handsome  sum  into  the 
treasury  of  the  State.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has 
been  remarkably  good.  But  one  death  has  occurred,  and 
the  cases  of  sickness  have  been  few,  and  of  a  mild  char- 
acter. 

Probably  no  workshop  in  the  city,  employing  the  same 
number  of  men,  has  suffered  as  little  from  illness  as  the 
State  Prison. 

The  moral  character  of  the  prisoners,  is,  bo  far  as  we 
can  discover,  improving.  The  instances  of  punishment  re- 
ported, have  been  few ;  and  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners 
indicates  increasing  self-respect,  and  a  steadfast  determi- 
nation to  live  a  sober  and  virtuous  life. 
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Several  of  those  whose  terms  of  imprisonment  hare  ex- 
pired, are  now  at  work  in  the  city,  and  have  secured  by 
their  industry  and  fidelity,  the  confidence  and  respect  of 
their  employers. 

The  prisoners  occupy  much  of  their  leisure  time  in 
reading.  The  library  purchased  for  their  benefit  is  dili- 
gently and  extensively  read.  The  fees  for  the  admission 
of  visitors,  enable  us  to  make  large  additions  to  it  annual- 
ly. More  than  three  hundred  dollars  have  accumulated 
from  this  source,  which  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Inspectors 
to  expend  immediately  in  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  prison  has  during  the  year  been  lighted  with  gas, 
in  order  to  afford  the  prisoners  better  facilities  for  mental 
improvement 

The  Inspectors  are  happy  to  report  that  the  State  Pris- 
on has  now  become,  what  the  General  Assembly  has 
always  intended  to  make  it,  a  valuable  means  of  reforma- 
tion. Men  who  have  been  seduced  into  habits  of  vice, 
have  here  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  the  means  of  self- 
support,  a  taste  for  intellectual  improvement,  and  a  know- 
ledge of  their  duty,  from  the  study  of  the  word  of  God. 
And  while  all  this  has  been  done,  they  have  not  only  paid 
their  own  expenses,  but  returned  to  the  treasury  of  the 
State  the  sum  of  $2,031  01,  the  net  gain  of  the  past 
year. 

The  Board  of  Inspectors  regret  to  report,  that  to  this 
cheering  view  of  the  State  Prison,  the  County  Jail  pre- 
sents the  most  mortifying  contrast

The  comparative  result  is  shown  to  be,  that  the  Prison 
has  earned  for  the  State,  $2,031  01,  and  the  Jail  has  cost 
the  State  $4,049  00,  for  the  same  period. 

In  order,  however,  to  present  another  aspect  of  the  case, 
we  will  take  the  1,011  drunkards  who  have  been  sen* 
tenced  during  the  year.

This  large  amount  of  expenditure  might,  however,  well 
be  borne,  if  any  correspondent  benefit  resulted  to  the 
community  or  to  the  class  of  persons  for  whom  it  is  in- 
curred. But  precisely  the  reverse  is  the  tact  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  foregoing  statistics,  that  of  the  1,241  com- 
mitments, 1,011  are  sent  to  Jail  for  the  offense  of  drank- 


During  the  year,  419  were  committed  for  the  term  of 
one  day,  769  for  terms  of  from  one  to  ten  days ;  only  63 
were  committed  for  one  month,  9  for  two  months,  13  for 
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three  months ;  4,  5,  7,  9  and  10  months,  one  each  ;  4  for 
six  months;  and  for  eight  and  eleven  months,  three 
each. 

Now,  by  commitments  of  this  kind, it  is  evident  that  no 
good  can  possibly  be  effected. 

The  labor  of  a  prisoner  committed  for  less  than  30  days 
is  worthless,  for  no  contractor  will  pay  anything  for  it; 
of  course  the  whole  expense  falls  on  the  State.  No  benefit 
results  to  the  prisoner ;  for  these  short  commitments  give 
no  opportunity  for  breaking  up  his  habits  of  vice,  and  cul- 
tivating habits  of  virtue  and  industry.  It  does  not  even 
deter  the  offender  by  fear  of  punishment.  It  is  rather  a 
premium  on  drunkenness.  The  inebriate  who  can  procure 
the  means  of  intoxication,  has  only  to  lie  down  in  the  gut- 
ter in  the  city  of  Providence,  and  he  is  at  once  sure  of  be- 
ing provided  with  comfortable  lodging  and  a  day's  hoard, 
and  of  being  the  next  day  allowed  to  go  at  large,  to  repeat 
the  same  course  of  vice,  and  receive  the  same  municipal 
reward. 

It  is  proper  here  to  remark  in  passing,  that  this  burden 
falls  with  special  injustice,  under  the  present  law,  upon 
the  people  of  the  State. 

Formerly,  the  city  of  Providence  paid  all  the  costs  of 
commitment,  the  board  of  the  prisoners,  and  also  $400  00 
per  annum  for  the  use  of  the  Jail  as  a  house  of  correction. 
Now,  it  pays  the  State  no  rent;  and  the  State  pays  all 
the  expenses  of  the  commitments  for  drunkenness,  and  the 
board  of  all  the  prisoners  for  this  offense. 

In  other  words,  the  people  of  the  State  are  taxed  to  the 
amount  of  $5,751  02,  to  support  the  rum  shops  of  the  city 
of  Providence.  "We  cannot  suppose  that  this  was  the  in- 
tention of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  passage  of  the 
present  laws  on  this  subject 

That  the  existing  law  has  no  tendency  to  check  intem- 
perance, is  also  evident  from  the  facts  presented  in  the 
Warden's  report  Under  the  former  law  there  were,  in 
the  year  1849,  40  commitments  for  the  illegal  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors,  and  44  commitments  for  drunkenness. 
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Iu  1856,  there  were  2  committed  for  illegal  selling,  and 
1,011  for  drunkenness. 

The  need  of  some  change  in  the  present  law  on  this 
subject,  is  yet  more  evident  if  we  consider  the  expenses 
which  the  State  has  incurred  for  the  improvement  of  pris- 
on discipline.  A  large  and  commodious  work-shop  has 
been  erected,  a  valuable  steam  engine  has  been  provided, 
to  furnish  every  means  for  the  most  economical  employ- 
ment of  labor.  But  from  this  expenditure  the  State  can 
derive  but  small  benefit,  while  the  Jail  is  filled  with  men 
for  whom,  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  their  sentence, 
we  can  find  no  employment  whatever.  The  Board  of  In- 
spectors cannot  see  such  an  expenditure  of  the  public 
property  without  earnestly  commending  it  to  the  notice  of 
the  General  Assembly.

It  obliges  the  Warden 
to  confine  several  persons  in  a  cell  together ;  thus  pre- 
cluding hope  of  improvement 

The  Inspectors  respectfully  urge  upon  the  General  As- 
sembly the  necessity  of  rebuilding  this  part  of  the  Prison 
after  the  model  of  the  wing  lately  erected. 

The  Inspectors  are  happy  to  renew  their  testimony  to 
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the  capacity,  fidelity,  and  humanity  of  the  Warden  and

The  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Rhode  Island  State 
Prison,  ask  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Honorable 
the  General  Assembly  to  the  following  facts  and 
opinions: 

The  Inspectors  believe  that  under  the  present  laws,  the 
Jail  of  the  county  of  Providence,  by  being  used  for  the 
imprisonment  of  drunkards  for  short  periods,  exposes  the 
State  to  great  pecuniary  loss,  without  a  corresponding 
benefit  At  present,  it  is  wholly  out  of  their  power,  either 
to  relieve  the  community  of  this  unnecessary  burden,  or 
be  of  any  service  to  the  unfortunate  inebriates.  They  re- 
spectfully ask  that  the  laws  on  this  subject  may  be 
amended. 

They  believe  that  tike  ends  of  justice  and  mercy 
would  be  promoted  by  a  law  embodying  the  following 
provisions : 

1st  That  no  commitments  of  any  kind  be  made  to  the 
County  Jail  for  a  less  term  than  thirty  days. 

2d.  That  intoxicated  persons  be  sent  to  the  watch- 
house,  there  to  remain  until  they  become  sober. 

3d.  When  by  frequent  arrests  for  this  offense,  the 
habitual  intemperance  of  the  prisoner  is  established,  be  he 
sent  to  the  Jail  at  first  for  thirty  days,  the  second  time  for 
sixty  days,  the  third  time,  and  ever  afterward,  for  ninety 
days  on  each  conviction. 

4th.     That  the  laws  be  so  enacted,  that  the  penalty 
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shall  fall  rather  on  the  seller  of  liquor,  than  on  the  drunk- 
ard,  his  unfortunate  victim. 

Should  a  law  embracing  these  provisions  be  enacted, 
the  Inspectors  believe  that  the  Jail  as  well  as  the  Prison, 
may  be  made  to  support  itself,  and  become  the  means  of 
reforming  many  unfortunate  victims  of  vice. 
And  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  the 

General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Rhode  Island,  &c. 

As  Chaplain  of  the  State  Prison,  it  becomes  my  duty, 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  to  present  to  you  some  account  of 
the  religious  condition  of  that  Institution. 

Regular  religious  services  have  been  continued  during 
the  year,  with  unceasing  interest 

Early  in  last  January,  the  chapel,  connected  with  the 
Prison,  was  completed.  In  this  room  all  the  prisoners 
assemble  and  are  quietly  seated,  and  thus  form  a  regular 
congregation. 

This  of  itself,  is  a  great  improvement  upon  the  former 
method  of  holding  religious  meetings  with  the  convicts. 

The  plan  of  instruction  adopted  is  as  follows : 

The  State  prisoners,  who  choose  to  attend,  are  divided 
into  seven  classes,  six  of  which  are  engaged  for  an  hour 
or  more  in  the  study  of  the  Scriptures.  One  class  is  learn- 
ing to  read,  and  has  made  very  commendable  progress. 
More  than  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  prisoners, 
have  been  constant  in  their  attendance  during  the  year. 
These  labors  have  not  been  in  vain.  In  no  year  since  the 
opening  of  the  Prison,  has  the  improvement  in  the  phy- 
sical, mental  and  moral  condition  of  the  inmates  been 
more  decided  and  cheering.  So  marked  have  been  these 
influences  for  good,  upon  the  men,  that  a  visitor  would 
almost  instantly  be  able  to  select  those  who  attend  these 
classes,  from  their  fellow  prisoners,  by  their  increased  in- 
telligence and  self-respect. 

After  the  Bible  classes  are  dismissed,  all  the  prisoners, 
male  and  female,  come  in  for  worship. 

To  these  persons  the  gospel  has  been  preached  during 
the  year ;  believing  that  it  possesses  a  power  to  reach  and 
subdue  the  hardest  heart,  that  it  contains  in  itself  all  the 
elements  of  true  reformation  and  elevation. 

The  religion  of  Christ  can  do  for  these  outcast  men  and 
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women,  what  nothing  else  can  do.  It  can  restrain  those 
fierce  and  turbulent  passions  of  the  soul,  which  render 
their  possession  alike  injurious  to  themselves  and  the  com- 
munity of  which  they  are  members.  It  has  done  more  than 
all  other  influences  combined,  to  check  the  disorders  and 
extravagances  of  men.  "Whenever  the  influences  of  the 
gospel  are  brought  to  bear  effectually  upon  the  heart,  the 
drunkard  abandons  his  cups ;  the  idler  becomes  diligent 
in  business ;  the  thief  steals  no  more,  but  rather  labors, 
working  with  his  hands  the  thing  which  is  good,  lie 
impure  forsake  their  haunts  of  pollution  and  crime. 

The  singing  during  the  year  has  been 'good,  and  has 
been  performed  by  a  choir  of  the  prisoners  ;  in  tins  part 
of  the  service,  they  take  great  interest 

The  library  is  good,  including  historical,  biographical, 
religious  and  miscellaneous  works;  these  books  have 
been  selected  with  great  care,  and  have  been  extensively 
read,  since  the  introduction  of  gas  into  the  prison.  The 
convicts  generally  occupy  their  evenings  in  reading  and 
self-improvement,  and  their  quiet  and  contentment  is  very 
observable. 

Several  of  the  convicts  who  have  been  discharged,  and 
who  have  remained  in  the  city,  have  found  employment, 
and  are,  so  far  as  heard  from,  leading  peaceable  and  honest 
lives,  giving  good  evidence  that  the  end  of  prison  disci 
pline,  so  far  as  their  reformation  is  concerned,  has  been 
accomplished. 

The  prisoners  in  the  County  Jail,  as  a  general  tbin& 
give  good  attention  to  preaching  ;  but  any  permanent  re- 
formation is  precluded,  from  the  fact  that  so  large  a  portion 
of  them  are  committed  for  so  short  a  time. 

My  personal  thanks  are  due  to  the  Warden  and  his  o£ 
fleers,  for  the  facilities  they  have  always  cheerfully  afford- 
ed me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


The  undersigned,  Physician  to  the  Rhode  Island  State 
Prison  and  Providence  County  Jail,  presents  his  annual 
report  to  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year,  one  in  the 
State  Prison,  and  one  in  the  County  Jail. 

Henry  Lee  (colored),  a  State  Prison  convict,  died  of  ty- 
phoid pneumonia,  on  the  5th  of  January,  1856.  He  had 
been  in  prison,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months,  for  the 
last  15  years,  and  his  constitution  was  very  greatly  im- 
paired by  the  long  confinement 

James  Robinson  (colored),  died  in  the  County  Jail  on 
the  13th  of  April,  1856,  of  secondary  syphilis.  He  had 
been  in  Jail  about  six  months.  He  was  thoroughly  dis- 
eased at  the  time  of  bis  commitment,  and  he  had  been 
without  treatment  until  medicine  could  be  of  little  avail 
in  his  case. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  State  Prison  and  County 
Jail  has  much  improved  daring  the  past  year.  The  bet- 
ter system  of  ventilation,  the  improved  means  of  wanning 
the  cells,  and  the  introduction  of  the  practice  of  warm  and 
cold  bathing,  have  all  tended  to  diminish  very  decidedly 
the  amount  of  sickness  among  the  prisoners.  This  differ- 
ence is  more  clearly  seen  in  the  State  Prison  than  in  the 
County  Jail. 

The  inmates  of  the  County  Jail  are  so  constantly  chang- 
ing, that  it  is  more  difficult  to  appreciate  the  effect  of  the 
improvements  which  have  been  made  in  their  accommoda- 
tions. Many  of  them  stay  only  long  enough  to  get  wash- 
ed up,  have  one  or  two  good  nights'  lodgings,  and  get  rid 
of  the  liquor  in  their  systems,  when  they  go  back  again  to 
their  old  habits  of  dissipation.  Many  persons  of  this  class 
come  under  treatment  a  number  of  "times  in  the  course  of 
the  year ;  and  although  the  result  of  treatment  on  them 
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cannot  be  so  satisfactory  as  it  might  be  if  we  bad  them 
longer  with  us,  still  they  no  doubt  feel  the  benefit  of  the 
bettor  hygienic  regimen  which  has  been  instituted  in  this 
department 

The  condition  of  the  female  department  shows  perhaps 
a  more  marked  improvement  than  any  other  part  of  the 
Prison.  The  head  aches,  gastric  irritations,  and  affections 
of  the  bowels,  from  which  they  formerly  suffered  bo  se- 
verely and  frequently,  have  almost  entirely  passed  away ; 
and  for  much  the  larger  portion  of  the  year  there  has 
been  a  clean  bill  of  health  in  that  ward,  excepting  only 
such  cases  as  needed  attention  when  they  were  first  com- 
mitted.

The  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New-  The  baud 
port  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  all  such  rules  men  msV 
and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  regulate  jj^f 
and  control  the  construction  of  all  privy  vaults,  sinks,  sink  know, 
drains,  sink  spouts  and  cesspools  within  the  city  of  New- 
.  port ;  to  prescribe  the  material  of  which  the  same  shall  be 
constructed ;  to  fix  the  location  of  all  privy  vaults  and 
cesspools,  and  the  outlets  of  all  sinks,  drains  and  sink- 
spouts  ;  and  to  provide  for  the  summary  removal  or  recon- 
struction of  all  such  as  shall  be  by  them  deemed  prejudi- 
cial to  the  public  health ;  also  to  make  rules  prescribing  the 
location  of  all  stables  within  said  city,  and  the  time  and 
manner  of  removing  all  manure  therefrom,  and  regulating, 
controlling  or  prohibiting  the  keeping  of  all  swine  within 
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said  city,  whether  in,  under,  or  about,  stables,  or  in  an y 
other  locality. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  aldermen  are  authorized  to  es- 
*-  tablish  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  which  may  be  made  by  them,  in  pursuance  of 
section  one  of  this  act,  not  exceeding,  in  each  instance,  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  day  in  which  such  violation 
shall  be  persisted  in,  to  be  recovered,  to  and  for  the  use  of 
the  city,  upon  complaint  and  warrant  before  the  Court  of 
Justices  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  vegetable  or  fruit  which  shall  be  de-

building  is  not  only  unsafe,  but  uncomfortable,  and  dan- 
gerous to  the  health  of  those  who  may  be  confined  therein. 
Several  persons  have  escaped  within  a  few  years,  and  any 
person  of  any  ingenuity  could  easily  break  out  of  it 

It  is  very  evident  that  several  strong  stone  cells  are 
needed,  for  the  confinement  of  such  as  are  apprehended  for 
the  greater  crimes,  or  have  much  strength  or  ingenuity. 
One  plan  that  has  been  suggested  to  the  committee,  is,  to  re- 
tain the  present  rooms  as  a  place  of  confinement  for  women, 
younger  persons  and  debtors,  and  to  build  an  addition  of 
stone. 

The  committee  only  express  the  opinion  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  something  should  be  done,  and  think 
it  would  be  better  to  leave  the  plan  to  the  committee  who 
may  be  appointed  to  superintend  the  work ;  and  they  re- 
port a  resolution  accordingly. 

The  part  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  keeper  was 
repaired  four  or  five  years  ago,  and  does  not  need  much 
repair  at  present,  except  in  the  cellar.

fended against,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  before

Sec,  7.  All  lots  or  parcels  of  ground,  when  conveyed,  pivwonor 
designated  and  numbered  as  lots  by  said  corporation,  shall 
be  indivisible,  but  may  afterwards  be  held  and  owned  in 
undivided  shares  ;  and  the  funds  arising  from  all  sales  made 
by  said  corporation  or  otherwise,  or  the  income  of  such 
funds,  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  company,  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  purchase  money  of  the  land  acquired  by 
said  corporation,  and  to  the  preservation,  improvement  and 
embellishment  of  the  said  cemetery,  and  incidental  expenses 
thereof,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever.

AN  ACT  CONCERNING  THE  NEW  TORE  &  BOSTON  RAILROAD  OOKPANT.

Railroad  Company,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  and 
all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers  of  said  Woonsocket 
Union  Railroad  Company,  and  each  of  said  companies,  are 
hereby  confirmed  to  said  united  company,  under  Bald 
same  of  the  New  York  and  Boston  Railroad  Company ; 
and  the  said  united  company  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
liabilities  of  said  Woonsocket  Union  Railroad  Company, 
and  of  each  of  said  companies ;  and  provided,  that  such 
union  and  merger,  under  the  provisions  of  said  charters 
and  of  this  act,  shall  not  impair  the  right  of  any  creditor 
of  either  of  said  corporations,  but  the  rights  and  remedies 
of  the  creditors  of  the  several  corporations  shall  subsist 
against  them  severally,  and  against  any  funds  or  property 
thereof,  as  well  as  against  said  united  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  time  for  the  construction  of  the  road  of  said 
New  York  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  is  hereby  ex- 
tended to  July  1, 1862.

Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  1st  instant,  has  been 
received"  and  considered  by  us.  Our  opinion  is,  that  all 
disabilities,  incurred  by  the  commission  of  crime,  except 
that  provided  for  by  article  2,  section  4,  of  the  constitution, 
may  be  remitted  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate,  as  fairly  within  the  scope  of  the 
pardoning  power,  exercised  by  the  General  Assembly,  at 
the  time  when  the  second  article,  in  amendment  of  the 
constitution,  was  adopted.  In  cases,  however,  of  persons 
convicted  of  bribery,  or  of  any  crime  deemed  infamous  at 
the  common  law,  the  convict  is  deprived  of  the  privilege 
of  voting,  by  article  2,  section  4,  of  the  constitution  ;  and 
the  same  clause  of  the  constitution  provides  that  such 
convict  shall  not  *  be  permitted  to  exercise  that  privilege 
until  he  be  expressly  restored  thereto,  by  act  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly."  We  are  of  opinion  that  this  provision 
may  well  stand  with,  and  remain  in,  full  force,  notwith- 
standing the  second  article  in  amendment,  vesting  the  parr 
doning  power  in  the  governor  and  senate. 

As  the  convict,  to  whose  petition  Your  Excellency's  com- 
munication relates,  was  convicted  of  a  crime  deemed  in- 
famous at  common  law,  to  wit :  the  crime  of  larceny,  as  it 
is  denned  by  our  statute,  our  conclusion  is,  that  Your  Ex- 
cellency, by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  senate,  may  re- 
store him  to  all  his  privileges  except  that  of  voting,  but 
that  restoration  to  that  privilege  can  only  be  accorded    to 
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him  by  an  express  act  to  that  effect,  of  the  General  As- 
sembly.

Sib : — Your  communication  of  the  22d  instant,  inquiring 
the  extent  to  which  the  principles  of  decision  of  the  late 
case  of  State  vs.  Brown,  are  applicable  to  other  cases  in 
which  two  or  more  militia  offices  are  held  by  the  same  per- 
son, has  been  received  and  considered  by  us. 

The  opinion  of  the  court  in  that  case,  as  in  all  others, 
is  limited  to  the  substantial  facts  of  the  case  itself;  and  is. 
by  no  means,  to  be  construed  as  expressing  a  determina- 
tion that  the  same  person  may  not  hold  two  compatible 
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militia  offices,  if  any  such  there  be.  Whether  a  particular 
office,  civil  or  military,  is  compatible  with  another,  is  a 
question  specially  to  be  considered  in  each  case,  regard 
being  had  to  the  duties,  liabilities  and  remedies  •proper  to 
both.  The  opinion  to  which  you  refer,  treats  the  question 
in  relation  to  the  major  generalcy  of  the  division  of  Rhode 
Island  militia,  and  a  colonelcy  of  the  line,  in  a  brigade 
composing  part  of  it 

It  appears  from  the  communication  of  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral enclosed  by  you  to  us,  that  there  are  several  cases  of 
persons  holding  double  commissions  and  acting  under  them 
in  a  double  capacity  in  the  militia,  of  the  legal  propriety 
of  which,  doubts  seem  to  be  entertained.  It  is  not  proba- 
ble that  the  attorney  general  will  file  information  in  any 
but  important  cases  of  this  character,  and  where  the  in- 
compatibility of  the  two  offices  is  quite  clear,  and  we  should 
not  be  disposed,  from  various  considerations,  to  allow  private 
relators  to  do  so  in  any  other. 

Thus  many  embarassing  questions  of  this  nature  may 
arise,  in  some  form,  to  be  solved  by  Your  Excellency,  as 
commander-in-chief,  which  might  be  avoided,  of  made  easy 
of  solution,  by  more  definite  roles  than  can,  or  probably 
will  beafforded  by  judicial  decisions. 

Our  advice,  therefore,  to  Tour  Excellency  is,  that,  by  vir- 
tue of  the  power  conferred  upon  you  as  commander-in- 
chief,  (revised  statutes,  title  XXXIV,chapter  243,  section  8) 
you  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  upon  the  subject 
of  a  plurality  of  militia  offices,  as  you  "  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  effect  and  perfect "  the  militia  system 
established  by  law.  In  this  mode,  doubtful  questions  of 
compatibility  in  relation  to  such  offices  will  be  most  ap- 
propriately, promptly  and  cheaply  settled,  for  the  future, 
by  the  highest  military  authority  in  the  state,  and  appeals 
to,  and  controversies  before  the  civil  tribunals,  concerning 
rank  and  command,  so  destructive  to  subordination  and 
discipline,  will  be  prevented.

The  undersigned,  appointed  at  the  last  May  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  a  committee  "  to  erect  a  stone  bridge  across  the 
Blackstone  River,  at  Pawtucket,"  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  immediately  after  their  appointment,  they  engaged  the  ser- 
vices of  S.  B.  Gushing,  Esq.,  as  Engineer,  to  draft  a  plan  for  said 
bridge,  with  specifications.  They  advertised  for  proposals.  On 
opening  the  proposals,  it  was  found  that  the  bridge  could  not  be 
built  upon  the  plan  proposed,  for  the  sum  appropriated  by  the 
General  Assembly,  which  was  twelve  thousand  dollars.  The  sum 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  would  be  required.  The  commissioners 
made  application  to  the  town  of  North  Providence,  in  this  state, 
and  the  town  of  Paw-tucket,  Massachusetts,  for  the  additional  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  those  towns  pledged  fift 
dollars  each,  by  which  the  sum  was  secured.

Owing  to  the  high  state  of  the  water  during  the  i 
the  season,  he  was  prevented  from  laying  the  foundati 
season  had  so  far  advanced,  that  it  was  deemed  impn 
turb  the  old  bridge  until  spring,  lost  the  travel  across 
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interrupted  daring  the  winter.  Measures  were  therefore  taken  to 
make  the  old  bridge  safe. 

Most  of  the  stone  has  been  quarried  and  worked,  ready  to  be 
laid  at  the  opening  of  spring. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract,  the  bridge  is  to  be  completed  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  and  from  the  preparations 
made,  and  the  advanced  stages  of  the  work,  the  commissioners 
hare  no  doubt  bat  it  will  be  accomplished.

road  Company.

LIBRARY  AND  THE  PUBLIC  ARCHIVES. 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  11  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  to  the 
Honorable  General  Assembly,  on  the  State  Library,  and  the  Pub- 
lic Archives. 

By  this  chapter,  the  sum  of  $200  is  annually  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of  books  for  the  State  Library. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  books  purchased  during  the  past 
year : — 

The  Revised  Statutes  of  New  York,  2  vols,  royal  8vo. 

The  Revised  Statutes  of  Massachusetts,  1  vol.  and  Beveral  parts. 

Sydney's  State  Papers,  2  vols,  folio. 

Historical  Collections  of  Connecticut,  1  vol. 

United  States  Statutes  at  large,  8  vols,  royal  8vo. 

Story  on  the  Constitution  of  the  U.  S.,  2  vols.  8vo. 

Curtis's  History  of  the  Constitution  of  the  U.  8.,  1  vol.  8vo,. 

"Vattell's  Law  of  Nations,  1  vol.  8vo. 

Church'B  History  of  the  Indian  Wars,  1  vol.  8vo. 

New  American  Cyclopedia,  1  vol.  8vo. 

American  Almanac,  1  vol.  12mo. 

The  cost  of  these  books  was  $85  75,  and,  it  will  be  perceived, 
that,  with  the  exception  of  four  books  of  reference,  they  all  apper- 
tain to  subjects  which  have  a  bearing  upon  the  business  and  objects 
of  legislation. 

For  the  two  previous  years,  during  which  the  present  incumbent 
has  filled  the  office  of  Secretary,  the  entire  amount  expended  in 
14 
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books  for  the  library,  falls  short  of  $100.  The  purchases  consist- 
ed of  a  large  atlas,  dictionaries,  gazetteers,  and  other  books  of 
reference. 

As  the  question  will  naturally  occur,  why  the  very  limited  im- 
propriation has  not  been  expended,  I  will  state  that  the  accommo- 
dations for  the  library  do  not  admit  of  the  addition  of  more  books 
than  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the  wants  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  the  public  officers.  That  a  much  larger  sum  than  that 
appropriated  by  law,  might  be  judiciously  expended,  is  well  known; 
but  while  there  is  not  sufficient  room  for  the  valuable  books  pre- 
sented to  the  state  by  the  general  government,  and  other  states U 
the  Union,  it  does  not  seem  proper,  even  if  we  have  the  means,  to 
expend  them  in  books  for  which  there  is  no  accommodation,  ll 
is  much  to  be  regretted  that,  with  the  increasing  desire  among  all 
classes  for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  and  the  importance  of 
collecting  a  library  of  reference,  particularly  of  books  which  bice 
a  bearing  upon  the  business  and  objects  of  legislation,  this  state 
is  alone  prevented  from  following  the  example  of  her  sister  states 
for  the  want  of  a  building  for  her  literary  treasures. 

It  is  known  that  the  state  receives  from  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  three  copies  of  all  its  official  documents,  as  well  a* 
a  single  copy  of  the  more  extensive  and  costly  publications  printed 
at  the  expense  of  the  United  States.  The  regular  documents  of 
the  last  session  of  Congress,  received  by  the  state,  number  seventy 
volumes.  These  are  in  octavo  and  qnarto,  and  include  several 
works  of  permanent  value,  such  as  the  history  of  the  Japan  Expe- 
dition, in  3  vols,  quarto.  The  Astronomical  Expedition  to  Chili, 
6  vols,  quarto.  The  account  of  the  surveys  and  explorations  for  i 
railroad  to  the  Pacific,  in  four  qnarto  volumes.  The  Coast  Survey, 
and  the  Annals  of  Congress. 

These  are  works  of  great  value.  Besides  these,  the  state  re- 
ceives a  single  copy  of  the  publications  of  the  United  States  Ei- 
ploring  Expedition,  which  has  reached  its  18th  volume.  The  great 
work  of  Mr.  Schoolcraft,  on  the  Indian  Tribes,  in  five  quarto  vol- 
umes; the  American  Archives,  by  Peter  Force,  in  ten  folio  vol- 
umes, etc.  etc. 

From  the  state  of  New  York,  books  of  great  value  have  also 
been  received.  The  proceedings  and  reports  of  the  last  session 
of  its  General  Assembly  reached  twenty-five  volumes.  Several 
volumes  of  Law  Reports  have  also  been  received,  so  that  the 
volumes  yearly  received  from  that  state  exceeds  thirty  in  nnm- 
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ber.  The  state  of  New  York  has  also  sent  us  a  copy  of  its 
Colonial  Records,  in  eight  large  quarto  volumes,  to  which  several 
more  are  to  be  added;  its  Documentary  History,  in  four  volumes, 
quarto ;  and  the  Natural  History  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  18 
vols,  quarto,  with  other  books  of  value. 

From  Massachusetts,  we  have  received  its  Colonial  Records,  iu 
6  vols,  imperial  8vo.,  printed  in  a  most  sumptuous  style.  From 
Connecticut,  its  Colonial  Records,  in  2  vols.  8vo.,  and  the  New  Ha- 
ven Records,  in  1  vol.  8vo.  From  Pennsylvania,  its  Colonial  Re- 
cords, and  Historical  Archives,  iu  28  volumes,  8vo. 

From  most  of  the  states  in  the  Union,  volumes  of  Law  Reports 
have  been  received.  These  are  of  great  importance,  as  works  of 
reference  to  gentlemen  connected  with  the  bar,  and  often  throw 
light  upon  business  connected  with  legislation.  Several  hundred 
volumes  of  these  reports  have  been  received,  but  having  no  room 
for  them,  they  are,  by  law,  deposited  in  the  Bar  Library. 

The  State  also  receives,  regularly,  the  legislative  proceedings, 
reports,  public  and  private  laws  of  annual  enactment,  digests  of 
laws,  geological  reports,  with  a  variety  of  other  publications 
from  various  States  in  the  Union;  in  some  instances  duplicate 
copies. 

The  various  books  and  documents  thus  received  by  the  Secretary 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  are  disposed  of  as  follows :  Of  the  three 
copies  of  the  Congressional  Documents,  one  copy  is  placed  in  the 
State  Library,  one  copy  deposited  with  the  Westerly  Library,  and 
the  third  with  the  Carrington  Library,  Woonsocket,  the  latter  two 
as  provided  by  law. 

For  many  years,  the  duplicate  volumes,  and  miscellaneous  pamph- 
lets have  been  sent  to  the  cabinet  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical 
Society,  whoso  elegant  building,  being  well  protected  against  fire, 
seems  an  appropriate  place  of  deposit  for  these  books.  Here  they 
are  arranged  with  care,  and  rendered  accessible  for  reference. 
The  publications  of  the  United  States  Exploring  Expedition ;  the 
Natural  History  of  New  York,  with  other  large  works,  are,  by 
law,  deposited  with  this  society  for  safe  keeping.  Duplicate  copies 
of  the  public  laws  of  other  states  have  been  deposited  in  the  Prov- 
idence Athenesum,  as  being  the  most  convenient  place  for  refer- 
ence. 

Soon  after  the  present  Secretary  came  into  office,  he  endeavored 
to  make  a  disposition  of  the  large  number  of  duplicates  of  Con- 
gressional Documents  which  had  been  accumulating  for  years,  afte*- 
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supplying  the  Historical  Society  with  a  set.  Boxes  of  these  were 
found  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  State  House,  others  in  the 
State  Arsenal.  A  resolution  was  accordingly  passed  giving  the 
libraries  of  Westerly  and  Woonsocket,  copies.  Those  found  in 
the  npper  part  of  the  State  House  were  in  good  condition ;  but 
those  which  were  necessarily  stored  in  the  basement,  as  veil  as 
those,  a  short  time  before,  removed  to  the  arsenal,  were  found  to 
be  utterly  rained  by  dampness.  In  this  way  some  thousands  of 
volumes  of  valuable  books  have  been  lost 

After  speaking  of  the  books  received  by  the  state  from  the  gen- 
eral government,  and  from  individual  states,  it  seems  proper  that 
I  should  speak  of  what  we  have  done  in  return. 

The  proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly,  Reports  to  the  same, 
the  biennial  publications  of  the  Public  Laws,  are  regularly  sent  to 
every  State  and  Territory  in  the  Union,  as  well  as  to  the  public 
offices  in  Washington,  and  various  public  libraries.  The  Index  to 
the  Acts  and  Resolves  was  similarly  distributed.  The  Revised 
Statutes  had  a  much  more  extensive  distribution,  being-  sent  to 
more  public  libraries  and  to  the  Departments  in  Washington  The 
Reports  of  the  Supreme  Court  are  sent  to  the  various  States  and 
Territories,  and  Law  Libraries.  The  Colonial  Records,  in  addition 
to  the  distribution  above  stated,  are  sent  to  all  the  Historical  So. 
cieties  in  the  Union,  and  to  many  Universities,  Colleges,  Public 
Libraries,  and  learned  societies,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary. 
Copies  are  also  sent  to  several  libraries  and  governments  in 
Europe.  The  Registration  Returns  also  have  a  wide  distribution, 
in  other  States  and  are  much  appreciated.  The  public  documents 
of  the  State  are  also  widely  distributed  within  our  own  State. 

No  documents  distributed  by  the  State  possess  a  greater  interest, 
or  have  been  more  favorably  received,  than  the  two  volames  of 
Colonial  Records,  and  it  is  fortunate  that  we  have  something  be- 
sides the  mere  legislative  documents,  to  send  in  return  for  the  val- 
uable publications  which  the  State  is  constantly  receiving  from 
other  States. 

As  there  is  no  record  of  the  public  documents,  which  properly 
'constitute  the  archives  of  the  Secretary's  office,  the  present  seems 
a  proper  occasion  to  state  the  particulars,  that  future  officers  may 
know  of  what  these  documents  and  volumes  consist.

These  are  all  originals,  with  the  exception  of  the  volume  con- 
taining the  records  from  1686  to  1715,  which  is  a  copy  made  by 
order  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  1827.  The  copy  of  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  Secretary's  Office,  during  this 
period,  were  quite  imperfect,  Borne  sessions  being  wanting,  while 
others  were  so  defaced  as  to  be  scarcely  legible.  To  make  them 
complete,  and  in  a  condition  for  reference,  the  transcript,  referred 
to,  was  made.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  } 
Honorable  General  Assembly.  \ 

It  becomes  my  duty,  once  more,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citi- 
zens of  our  State,  to  our  beneficent  system  of  public  schools.  For, 
whether  the  general  system  is  right  or  wrong,  ire  have  already 
reached  the  point  from  which  we  cannot  suddenly  retire,  and  if  we 
must  finally  abandon  it,  great  damage  must  accrue  to  every  public 
interest.  Within  the  last  sixteen  years,  our  State  has  invested  in 
school  houses  and  property  connected  with  them,  not  less  than  fifty 
thousand  dollars  annually, — a  sum  amounting  to  nearly  a  million  of 
dollars, — which  is,  in  fact,  a  permanent  investment,  and  being  kept 
in  good  repair,  diminishes  but  little  from  year  to  year.  The  annual 
expenses  of  our  schools,  besides  this,  amount  to  about  one  hundred 
and  seventy  thousand  dollars.  Thus,  we  are  actually  expending  on 
our  schools,  as  much,  or  nearly  as  mnch,  as  for  all  the  other  expenses 
of  our  State  government. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  early  education 
of  children.  Tho  general  practice  is,  to  neglect  the  little  oues,  and 
provide  more  carefully  for  the  older  and  larger.  Our  school  district 
trustees  will  very  often  urge  the  examiners  to  give  a  certificate  to  a 
teacher  hired  at  a  small  salary,  and  therefore  with  very  deficient 
qualifications,  because  their  school  is  composed  of  small  scholars  I 
Whenever  this  is  true,  it  pleads  for  a  better  teacher,  and  not  for  an 
inferior  one.  The  district  may  not  be  able  to  pay  for  a  long  school, 
or  for  any  school,  without  drawing  largely  upon  the  private  resour- 
ces of  its  inhabitants.     But  it  should  never  make  as  an  excuse  that 
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because  it  has  only  small  children,  it  can  therefore  be  both  penuri- 
ous and  recreant  to  duty.  Because  the  children  are  small,  and  are 
capable  of  receiving,  in  tho  shortest  time,  the  most  enduring  impres- 
sions, they  ought  to  be  placed  under  the  care  and  guidance  of  one 
who  knows  the  most  of  knowledge,  and  who  understands  the  best 
means  of  communicating  it  and  the  readiest  way  of  forming  and 
establishing  excellent  human  character.  Large  scholars,  can,  in 
some  good  degree,  both  govern  and  instruct  themselves,  especially 
if  they  have  been  rightly  trained,  early  in  life.  But  small  ones  can 
do  neither.  The  older  children  in  a  school  are  not  hart  and  de- 
graded  by  harsh  and  inconsiderate  words  and  unkind  treatment,  I 
neither  are  their  morals  debased  by  careless  actions  and  examples, 
as  are  the  tender  little  ones.  How  much  of  ill-temper  in  after  life: 
how  much  of  contempt  for  law  and  authority ;  how  much  of  idle- 
ness and  vice,  not  to  say  of  crime  and  ruin,  in  the  later  life  of  uu 
kind,  may  be  the  legitimate  result  of  some  cold  neglect  or  bitter 
reproof,  or  hard  cruelty,  offered  to  the  little  innocent  child,  in  the 
first  days  of  his  education,  either  at  home  or  at  school,  no  man  can  j 
tell  with  any  certainty ;  but  it  is  entirely  safe  to  infer,  inasmuch  t> 
these  things  cannot  be  without  influence  on  his  sensitive  nature,  thai 
the  teachers  and  parents  of  one,  now  a  morose  and  miserable  old 
man,  arc  not  always  free  from  blame.  The  silver  coating  on  the 
iodized  plate,  prepared  for  the  daguerreotype,  is  not  more  sensitive 
to  light  than  the  young  mind  is  to  kindness  and  cruelty,  and  it  cm 
hardly  catch  an  impression  sooner,  than  will  such  a  heart  take  and 
foster  to  itself  the  impressions  of  the  power  and  goodness  of  those 
who  surround  it.  During  a  child's  early  school  days,  therefore,  it  is, 
that  he  should  be  specially  cared  for,  and  then  the  law  of  love  and 
kindness  should  lead  and  sway  him,  just  as  the  great  law  of  gentle, 
unperceived  attraction  sways  all  the  heavenly  bodies.  To  say  thai 
"  it  is  only  a  child,  and  therefore  he  needs  only  a  poor  teacher,"  is 
not  only  to  insult  a  nature  nearer  the  angelic  than  any  other  on  earth, 
but  is  to  disregard  the  great  lessons  of  Divine  goodness,  and  to 
overlook  all  the  experience  and  philosophy  of  man  himself.  When 
the  child's  limbs  are  weak  and  his  feet  are  tender,  then,  more  than 
at  any  other  time,  should  a  gentle  hand  guide  him  along  a  pathway 
strewn  with  flowers.  Then  Bhould  he  find  "  the  ways  of  wisJon 
pleasantness,  and  all  her  paths  peace."  Then  he  should  be  induced 
to  travel  in  that  road  with  zeal  and  diligence,  not  driven  by  a  whip 
of  scorpions,  but  allured  by  every  delightsome  will,  and  every  eleva- 


ting  and  ennobling  aspiration.  No  illiterate  dance  or  boorish  idler, 
too  ignorant  for  a  clerkship  and  too  lazy  to  labor,  should  be  hired 
to  teach  him,  because  he  proposes  to  work  at  a  cheap  rate ;  to  in- 
struct him  since  "  he  is  only  a  child."  No  stern  man  of  iron,  or  prim 
woman  of  steel, — too  unaccommodating  and  surly  for  business,  and 
too  much  wanting  in  common  sense  to  earn  a  living  in  an  innocent 
way, — should  be  pnt  into  the  school  house  to  govern  him,  because 
he  can  keep  order  and  is  a  good  disciplinarian,  and  the  "  little  one 
is  not  very  forward  in  his  studies."  Surely,  if  the  Great  Redeemer 
of  souls,  who  knew  all  things,  thought  it  a  part  of  his  duty  to  rebuke 
this  spirit  in  his  early  disciples,  it  cannot  be  amiss  for  his  children  in 
these  later  days,  to  study  the  same  great  lesson,  and  to  remember 
how  he  took  the  infants  in  his  arms  and  blessed  thein,  declaring  that 
of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  not  only  in  innocence,  bnt  in  ca- 
pacity for  knowledge  and  goodness.  He,  therefore,  who  neglects 
the  child,  because  he  foolishly  reckons  him  to  be  ignorant,  or  incapa- 
ble, or  unworthy  of  the  highest  attention,  sins  against  childhood, 
and  also  against  the  law  of  Christ  and  his  own  humanity. 

By  seeking  the  best  teachers  for  our  young  children,  great  gain 
will  accrue  in  more  than  one  direction.  The  noblest  benefit  of  a 
true  education  is,  that  the  youth  and  men  of  the  coming  genera- 
tion will  be  more  virtuous,  intelligent,  refined,  and  worthy  of  their 
great  work  and  destiny  as  human  and  immortal  beings.  Thus  to  fit 
men  for  the  labor,  the  sufferings,  and  the  duties  of  this  life,  ought 
to  be  the  great  business  of  each  generation.  For  this,  philosophy 
should  speculate  and  reason ;  and  practical  duty  should  regard  this 
as  its  greatest  and  noblest  idea,  if  not  as  the  particular  sphere  that 
includes  all  the  ramifications  of  its  work.  Christianity  may  well 
reckon  on  this  as  the  best  means  of  bringing  in  that  day  when  the 
desire  of  all  nations  shall  be  accomplished,  and  when  the  earth  shall 
be  once  more  the  kingdom  of  God.  Not  only  will  the  work,  which 
truth  and  love  sigh  for,  be  better  performed  by  giving  attention  to 
the  early  education  of  our  children  by  the  best  qualified  teachers ; 
it  will  be  accomplished  much  sooner,  and  therefore,  on  the  whole,  at 
a  vast  saving  of  expense.  There  cannot  be  a  doubt  on  this  point, — 
that  the  best  instructed  and  most  wisely  experienced  teachers  will 
educate  children  with  far  fewer  failures  and  in  less  time ;  and  still 
smaller  will  be  the  doubt,  that  the  children,  thus  educated,  will  be 
more  powerful  for  good,  and  be  far  more  energetic  in  philanthropic 
deeds,  than  those  educated,  or  rather,  not  educated,  by  cheap  in- 


Btroctors  and  incompetent  men.  Look  at  this  matter  of  expense  in 
iti  proper  light.  If  we  can  teacb  children  earlier  in  life,  without 
detriment  to  health, — a  point  not  hard  to  prove, — then  the  time  thus 
saved,  will  be  used  by  older,  stronger,  wiser,  more  virtuous  laborers 
in  all  the  departments  of  life,  and  is  so  roach  direct  gain  to  the 
community.  Suppose  it  requires  a  common  teacher  ten  years,  that 
is,  the  period  between  the  ages  of  fire  and  fifteen,  onr  school  age, 
to  educate  forty  children.  It  costs  four  hundred  dollars  a  year  for 
the  teacher,  and,  including  all  expenses  of  board,  clothing,  boob, 
and  the  loss  of  what  the  child  would  have  earned,  say,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  a  year  for  each  of  these  children,  a  large  es- 
timate probably.  Allowing  it  to  cost  six  thousand  dollars  fort 
school  house  and  repairs  during  these  ten  years,  and  the  whole  ex- 
pense of  educating  these  forty  children  will  be  represented  by  siiiy 
thousand  dollars.  Now,  hire  a  teacher  at  twelve  hundred  dollars* 
year,  who  knows  how  to  begin,  and  how  to  apply  motives,  discipline 
and  instruction,  bo  as  to  finish  his  work  in  eight  years,  and,  as  the 
better,  will,  at  the  same  time,  make  the  children  stronger  in  body, 
more  upright  in  character,  and  more  energetic  Hero,  on  the  same 
estimate  as  before,  is  an  expense  of  fifty-eight  thousand  dollars,  and 
the  children  are  now  set  free  to  earn,  and  to  labor  for  the  good  of 
the  Bociety.  Thus  the  better  teacher,  in  one  school,  saves  daring 
eight  years,  two  thousand  dollars  in  money,  and  eighty  years,  t*o 
years  for  each  child,  of  very  valuable  time.  Now,  how  much  better 
are  these  well  taught  scholars  for  clerks,  for  artisans,  for  teacher-, 
for  students  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  than  the  other-! 
Count,  if  you  can,  in  addition  to  this  saving  of  money,  all  the  noble 
and  desirable  things  above  enumerated,  and  a  thousand  others  tint 
cannot  be  named,  and  you  get  an  idea  of  the  profit,  pecuniary  aod 
otherwise,  to  a  community  that  shall  give  its  attention  more  careful- 
ly to  the  training  of  small  children.  Here  is  matter  of  thought  for 
the  political  economist,  as  well  as  for  the  philanthropist,  the  educator. 
and  the  parent.  School  committees  should  not  overlook  it;  ami 
teachers,  if  they  would  smooth  their  future  pathway  and  that  of 
their  successors,  and  render  success  far  more  certain  and  far  more 
abundant,  should  attend  more  to  tho  little  ones  "  on  the  small  seats,'' 
even  if  they  are  compelled  to  seem  to  neglect  those  "  at  the  large 
desks."  The  statesman  should  examine  this  matter  carefully.  The 
children  are  the  best  estate  of  any  community.  A  nation  m*J 
abonnd  in  resources  of  iron,  silver,  copper,  lead,  coal,  gold  and  pr«- 
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iong  gems,  and  in  streams  that  bring  perennial  power  to  her  mill 
wheels ;  she  may  have  the  finest  soil  and  the  noblest  harbors,  and 
ma;  enjoy  a  climate  such  as  the  sun  makes  for  no  other  land ;  yet, 
if  she  have  not  the  men, — not  simply  so  many  material  forms  possess- 
ing bones  and  blood,  thews  and  sinews, — but  men,  possessing  free  and 
energetic  Bonis,  fiery  courage,  keen  intelligence,  and  unconquerable 
wills,  she  will  be  weak  and  un influential.  But  if  she  have  the  men, 
it  will  matter  comparatively  little  whether  she  have  the  resources  at 
band  or  not.  If  her  sons  are  hardy  and  daring,  honest  and  resolute, 
skillful  and  persevering,  they  will  find  harbors,  or  at  least,  safety  for 
her  commerce  in  the  mid-ocean  even;  they  will  bring  the  gold  of  the 
West,  and  the  diamonds  of  the  East,  to  build  and  adorn  her  palaces 
and  deck  her  beauties;  they  will  gather  the  down  from  the  cotton 
field,  and  the  fleece  from  the  flocks  of  all  climes,  to  clothe  her  mil- 
lions ;  they  will  bring  up  fuel  from  the  bottom  of  the  mountains  dis- 
tant by  the  space  of  a  hemisphere,  and  make  it  melt  and  forge  the 
iron  nourished  at  the  antipodes ;  they  will  reap  harvests  to  fill  their 
granaries,  which  grow  on  virgin  fields  of  tar-off  continents ;  and  they 
will  sell,  at  almost  fabulous  profit,  her  skill-woven  fabrics  to  the 
people  of  other  climes.  Yet,  if  a  people  will  bo  thus  powerful  and 
prosperous  in  all  future  time,  they  must  not  disguise  the  matter  at 
all,  or  attempt  to  ignore  their  duty  to  their  offspring.  These  must 
be  their  chief  care.  Not  stocks,  nor  commerce,  nor  armies,  nor  na- 
vies, nor  any  pursuit  of  material  wealth,  must  be  its  first  aim;  but 
its  (tons  and  its  daughters,  its  jewels  of  brightest  lustre  and  highest 
value,  must  first  be  cared  for,  and  then  all  other  things  will  grow 
naturally  and  healthfully.  It  will  not  answer  to  put  them  off  with 
a  slight  care,  reckoning  that  they  are  intelligent  and  self  willing,  and 
that,  as  the  whole  spirit  of  the  age  is  aroused  to  grasp  knowledge, 
diffusing  as  well  as  discovering  it,  they  will,  therefore,  of  neces- 
sity learn  and  grow  to  be  all  that  the  commonwealth  demands  them 
to  know  and  to  be.  They  must  have  special  attention,  and  that 
must  be  given  early,  and  be  most  assiduous. 

This  is  a  topic  very  fruitful  of  remark,  and  legitimately  dqea  it 
fall  within  the  scope  of  the  duties  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Schools,  as  they  are  prescribed  by  law,  to  present  it,  and  to  urge  it 
upon  the  attention  of  towns  and  villages.  With  more  diligent  and 
careful  supervision  and  foresight,  the  same  or  even  greater  benefits 
might  be  derived  from  the  one-half  of  the  mouey  now  expended  on  our 
schools.     We  must  commence  our  efforts  for  this  end  on  our  primary 


schools.  We  need  reform  here  very  sadly.  It  will  not  answer  to 
torn  off  the  abecedarians,  as  is  now  too  often  done,  by  being  called 
to  the  teacher's  desk  and  "  made  "  to  look  at  their  letters  twice  in 
the  long,  long  forenoon,  and  as  many  times  in  the  afternoon.  Such 
children  must  be  taught;  they  cannot  stndy.  They  can  learn  rapid' 
ly,  but  not  by  Bitting  still  and  gazing  at  stupid  books.  They  cannot 
either,  employ  themselves  with  "  their  slates,"  things  so  convenient 
and  useful  in  a  school  room,  but  which  are  not,  as  many  seem  to 
think,  a  complete  defense  against  restlessness,  nor  an  aid  to  knowl- 
edge that  will  enable  the  scholar  to  climb  the  hill  of  science  alone. 
Tbey  must  be  instructed  orally  and  pictorially,  by  exercises  of  hands, 
and  feet,  and  eyes,  and  ears,  and  by  the  nse  of  their  faculties  of 
comparison,  or  judgment,  of  analysis,  and  of  combination.  And 
the  teacher  must,  in  every  thing  go  before  them  and  help  them;  wt 
do  the  work  for  them,  but  only  assist  them  to  find  a  way  and  the 
power  of  doing  everything  for  themselves.  They  should  see  the 
forms  of  words  and  letters,  and  pictures  to  represent  those  words- 
They  should  hear  the  sounds  of  the  words  and  of  the  letters,  and  they 
should  be  taught  to  copy  those  forms  and  pictures,  and  to  produce  those 
sounds.  They  should  be  chiefly  amused,  not  drilled;  but  still, « 
amused,  with  a  high  purpose,  that  they  shall  find  profit  where  the; 
feel  pleasure.  And  when  they  have  mastered  the  alphabet,  a  coo- 
quest,  to  a  child,  greater  than  that  for  which  Alexander  sighed,- 
something  better  than  another  world,  since  it  is  the  key  to  all  tie 
knowledge  of  this, — they  should  not  be  put  to  reading  meaningless 
extracts,  which  they  have  heard  the  older  scholars  read  over  till  ther 
could  almost  repeat  them  word  for  word.  They  should  read  mod. 
bnt  it  should  be  something  highly  interesting  and  easily  understood, 
and  which  they  can  therefore  read  with  grace  and  propriety,  as  well 
as  with  force  and  perspicuity.  Go  into  almost  any  of  tha  schools 
of  our  State,  and  sit  without  a  book,  and  listen  to  tho  reading;  the 
higher  class,  often,  as  well  as  the  lower.  Try  to  understand  what 
they  are  reading,  and  to  comprehend  its  meaning.  Possibly  yoocu 
understand  the  half;  but  you  must  be  in  a  school  that  has,  for  years, 
been  under  the  charge  of  the  same  and  a  good  teacher.  Now  coo- 
verse  with  these  same  scholars  when  recess  time  comes,  or  bear 
them  talk  with  each  other.  Can  you  understand  them  ?  Not  a  word 
is  lost ;  not  a  shade  of  the  idea  is  wanting.  All  is  distinct  and  Ten- 
forcible,  and,  not  unftequently,  very  graceful.  In  the  reading  class, 
they  falter,  they  mumble,  Jhey  sputter,  they  blunder,  they  stanflnH' 


and  repeat,  and  make  snch  absolute  nonsense  of  beautiful  extracts, 
that  you  almost  weep  to  hear  them  thus  horribly  murdered.  But  in 
the  yard  or  the  parlor,  they  speak  distinctly  and  clearly,  with  confi- 
dence and  elegance.  la  it  easier  to  think  of  the  idea  to  be  conveyed, 
to  study  for  the  word  which  is  to  clothe  it,  and  then  to  speak  the 
sound,  than  it  is  to  see  the  word,  to  think  of  its  meaning,  and  to 
produce  its  sound,  when  it  lies  before  the  scholar  in  a  book?  And 
jet  it  would  seem  to  be  much  easier  to  perform  the  former  than  the 
latter,  since  our  pupils  speak  well  on  the  play  ground  and  read  de- 
testably in  the  school  room.  A  part  of  the  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact 
that  aseholar,  at  the  time  when  he  began  to  read,  read  mostly  what 
he  did  not  at  all  understand,  and  was  allowed  to  read  what  he  did 
not  understand,  as  though  ho  did  understand  it.  He  read  such  sen- 
tences as,  " He  has  a  hat ;"  "  I  can  get  his  cap ;"  "  See  my  dog," 
and  others,  spelling  each  word  by  calling  the  names  of  the  separate 
letters  it  contains,  and  waiting  for  the  teacher  to  pronounce  the 
■word  for  him.  While  he  is  calling  the  letters  of  one  word,  he  must, 
necessarily,  forget  the  previous  one,  and  as  he  does  not  make  the 
sounds  of  the  letters,  he  must  be  continually  puzzled  to  know  how 
each  a  sound  or  word  can  be  derived  from  such  a  combination  of 
letters.  When  he  comes  to  the  end  of  the  sentence,  by  this  spelling 
process,  how  can  he  have  even  the  most  distant  idea  of  what  are  the 
single  words,  much  less-  of  what  they  mean.  Take  the  example 
given; — "  He  has  a  hat.'"  Hear  the  little  innocent  child  calling  off, 
with  a  determination  in  his  voice  and  manner  that  would  not  dis- 
credit a  Napoleon,  the  letters  of  this  sentcnoe,  and  then  imagine  his 
thoughts  as  the  teacher  makes  the  words  for  him  with  his  voice. 
The  child  sayB  "  aytch,"  "  ce."  The  teacher  instructs  him  to  call  it 
he.  See  the  unsuspecting  little  fellow  stare,  as  he  learns  that 
"  aytch,  ee,"  really  sounds  "  he."  What  can  it  mean  ?  But  he  has, 
as  all  children  have,  thanks  to  an  All- Wise  Creator,  an  undonbting 
faith,  that,  in  the  words  of  an  almost  paradoxical  hymn, 

"  Laughs  at  impossibilities, 
And  tries  it  must  be  done," 

and  so  he  calls  the  word  and  goes  on.  "  Aytch  ay  ess,"  and  look- 
ing up  for  guidance,  is  met  with  the  Bound  of  "has."  So,  through 
each  word  in  succession,  io  pronouncing  which  there  scarcely  appears 
a  single  sound  that  the  child  made  in  calling  the  names  of  the  let- 
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tors;  and  as  soon  as  he  has  "spelt  through,"  in  this  way,  he  is 
hurried  on  to  the  next  sentence,  without  time  to  think  or  to  repeat 
Every  word,  in  this  way  of  reading,  appears  to  him  as  separate  and 
almost  as  incomprehensible  as  the  several  stars  that  stud  the  cano- 
py of  night.  He  cannot  know  what  he  is  reading  about  and  he 
must  be  contracting  very  bad  habits,  and  preparing  himself  to  con- 
tract a  thousand  others  still  worse.  He  is  losing  his  time  and  pre- 
paring himself  to  either  bate  it,  or  to  sink  down,  as  he  grows  older, 
into  the  sing-song,  mouthing  drawl  of  oar  common  schools ;  a  tone 
and  a  manner  that  would  disgrace  a  dog  baying  at  the  moon,  and 
which  is  harder  to  break  up  than  it  would  be  to  release  him  from 
fetters  of  brass. 

The  child  does  not  speak  without  knowing  what  be  would  s»j, 
and  hence,  he  ought  not  to  read,  without  knowing  what  he  would 
read,  and  without  understanding  it  clearly.  When  he  speaks,  be 
has  a  purpose,  aud  when  he  reads,  be  ought  to  be  so  prepared,  bj 
questions  beforehand,  that  he  should  feel  the  influence  and  the  im- 
pulse of  a  desire  to  communicate  something  by  his  reading.  When 
he  talks,  he  does  it  with  a  confidence  that  lie  can  say  anything  that 
he  tries ;  but,  too  often,  when  he  reads,  he  has  just  as  strong  a  con- 
fidence that  he  cannot  do  it;  and  the  effect  of  these  different  specie* 
of  confidence  is  strikingly  different  on  bis  spirits.  Why  it  should 
be  harder  to  read  than  to  speak  or  to  talk,  is  a  mystery.  In  the 
last  report  it  was  stated  about  two-fifths  of  all  the  time  seen 
by  a  scholar  in  school,  is  devoted,  in  one  way  or  another,  to  reading. 
This  time  is  nearly  a  loss  if  the  child  does  not  learn  to  read,  and  « 
demands  the  most  serious  attention  of  school  committees  and  Tri- 
ors. Reading  should  be  combined  with  every  school  exercise,  and 
bo  mingled  and  enlivened  with  questions,  anecdotes,  narratives. 
compositions,  tales,  voyages  aud  travels,  as  to  awaken  the  keen- 
est curiosity  and  the  highest  enthusiasm.  The  scholar  should 
be  so  led  on  as  hardly  to  know  the  difference  between  read- 
ing and  talking;  not  the  low,  common,  and  vulgar  manner  of  street 
or  kitchen  conversation,  but  talking  in  the  higher  and  nobler  language 
of  books,  aud  of  the  best  kind  of  social  intercourse  aad  orator/. 
This  is,  by  no  means,  an  impossibility,  but,  on  the  contrary,  is  a  Ten- 
plain  matter  of  fact  sort  of  business.  It  only  needs  intelligence 
and  patience  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  and  a  degree  of  wisdom  ia 
the  community,  that  shall  call  for  the  employment  of  such  teachers, 
and  sustain  them  in  their  work,  Jt  might  need  a  reform  in  our  or- 
.Google 
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dinary  text,  books  for  reading,  but  it  would  not  necessarily  involve 
any  additional  outlay  of  expense  to  try  the  experiment. 

The  ability  to  read  well,  is  such  an  elegant  and  useful  accomplish- 
ment, to  say  nothing  of  its  power  to  charm,  so  profitable  to  a  social 
gathering,  that  we  certainly  can  afford  to  take  some  pains,  and  to 
be  at  some  extra  expense,  to  secure  it  for  our  children.  Far  more 
useful  and  agreeable  than  the  art  of  dancing,  it  can  be  had  for  less 
cost,  and  will  not  require  a  greater  loss  of  time.  But  if  a  young 
man  or  woman  acquires  this  elegant  art,  he  must  commonly  get  it 
after  he  leaves  school.  It  is  so  at  our  academies  and  colleges.  A 
good  and  a  graceful  elocution  is  rarely  formed  at  these  places.  In- 
deed, there  is  an  opinion  prevalent  that  there  is  some  antagonism 
between  studious  habits  and  thorough  scholarship  and  elegant  ora- 
tory. Yet  the  most  superficial  attention  to  this  subject  would  con- 
vince any  one  that  these  are  really  auxiliaries  one  of  the  other; 
and  that  to  make  our  scholars  good  readers  in  all  our  common 
schools,  needs  only  more  skill  and  more  philosophical  methods  in 
teaching. 

We  are  looking  to  our  State  Normal  School  for  aid  in  this  par- 
ticular branch  of  practical  knowledge ;  and  it  is  proper  to  say  here, 
that  this  school  devotes  much  of  its  time  to  inculcating  methods  of 
elementary  education.  It  seeks  to  assist  in  the  place  where  assist* 
ance  is  most  needed,  and  proposes  to  begin  at  the  bottom,  and  to 
advance,  gradually,  towards  the  highest  departments.  We  desire  to 
imbue  the  minds  of  all  teachers  with  the  idea,  that  the  noblest  work 
of  the  teacher  is  in  teaching  the  very  young  child,  and  in  preparing 
the  way  for  him,  so  that  he  shall  escape  a  great  part  of  the  toils  and 
difficulties  that  others  have  had  to  encounter  in  their  pathway;  and 
to  make  all  feel  that  the  instructor's  business  is  chiefly  in  connection 
with  imparting  elementary  knowledge.  In  our  schools,  every  branch 
is  now  tolerably  well  taught,  except  in  its  elements, — the  place  of  all 
others  where  good  and  thorough  instructions  are  most  needed,  and 
to  impart  which  easily,  naturally,  speedily  and  permanently,  is  most 
difficult,  and  requires  the  most  of  native  genius,  as  well  as  the  long- 
est practice  and  the  most  highly  cultivated  powers.  Anybody  can 
teach  a  philosopher  on  a  point  where  he  has  not  thought  or  studied. 
He  needs  but  the  smallest  hint;  it  may  be  very  awkwardly  commu- 
nicated, and  very  imperfectly  shadowed  forth ;  but  the  mind  of  the 
philosopher,  keenly  sensitive  as  it  is  to  a  new  idea,  can  catch  it  in  a 
moment,  and,  being  well  disciplined,  it  can  follow  it  without  further 
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assistance,  to  all  its  legitimate  results.  Bat,  to  teach  the  mind  that 
knows  nothing  and  has  dull  perceptions  or  wandering  thoughts,  and 
to  make  such  an  ignorant  child  improve  rapidly,  first  in  gaining  in- 
formation, and  secondly,  in  shrewdness  and  ability,  sorely  require* 
the  skill  of  a  philosopher  of  the  highest  order.  An  Agassiz  can 
learn  from  the  poorest  hint  of  the  untutored  rustic.  A  Newton, 
from  the  fall  of  an  apple,  could  discover  all  that  has  made  his  name 
a  synonym  of  the  highest  power  of  thought  and  the  soundest  spec* 
lation.  But  Laura  Bridgham,  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  can  only  learn 
when  taught  by  the  best  philanthropist  of  his  age,  and  the  most 
scientific  teacher  of  his  country.  So  of  our  little  children ;  they 
need  the  best  teachers ;  those  most  enlightened,  most  skillful  and 
most  ingenious.  And  that  policy  that  seeks  to  put  off  these  little 
ones  with  the  youngest,  most  inexperienced  and  most  careless 
teachers,  is,  as  has  been  before  observed,  a  policy,  not  only  un- 
profitable, but  damaging,  and  even  suicidal  to  every  interest  of  the 
community. 

Leaving  this  topic,  let  us  inquire  by  what  other  methods  we  ma; 
improve  our  schools.  Our  excellent  school  law  provides  for  the 
annual  distribution  of  a  large  amount  of  information  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  our  schools.  It  requires  an  annual  report  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Schools  to  the  General  Assembly,  and,  through 
this,  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  it  provides  for  the  distribution 
of  a  very  large  edition  of  this  document.  Provision  is  also  made, 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  law  it- 
self, together  with  certain  forms  for  transacting  business  under  it 
and  the  opinions  and  decisions  of  the  Commissioner  upon  cases  of 
dispute  that  have  arisen  in  the  execution  of  its  provisions.  In  ad- 
dition to  this,  the  several  school  committees  of  the  towns  in  the 
State  are  required,  annually,  to  make  a  report  to  the  voters  of  their  re- 
spective towns,  which  they  are  authorized  to  print  and  to  circulate 
among  their  fellow  citizens.  In  these  several  ways,  it  is  thought 
that  a  very  liberal  provision  is  made  for  the  diffusion  of  information, 
and  the  formation  of  public  sentiment,  which  is  the  only  really 
efficient  promoter  of  public  education.  Now,  in  every  possible  way 
it  is  duty  to  make  it  appear  more  desirable  for  a  family  to  give  its 
children  an  education,  than  to  give  them  great  riches,  or  honor,  or 
social  position ;  and  we  must  make  that  education  synonomous  with 
intelligence,  virtue,  integrity,  and  honor.  We  must  make  a  public 
opinion  which  shall  demand  for  every  child, — the  high  and  the  lowly 
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bom,  the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  country  bred  no  less  than  the  resi- 
dent of  the  city, — the  privileges  of  an  education  that  shall  render 
him  sound  and  virtuous  in  soul,  as  well  as  truthful  and  obedient  in 
habit,  both  of  body  and  mind.  The  formation  of  such  a  publio 
opinion  is  not  a  small  task.  But  it  must  be  undertaken,  and  there 
must  be  no  rest  till  it  is  completed,  if  we  would  be  a  community 
excelling  in  all  the  noble  elements  of  humanity.  We  have  an  army 
of  teachers,  numbering  over  sis  hundred ;  a  corps  of  school  com- 
mittee men  counting  more  than  a  hundred ;  and  district  trustees 
more  than  eight  hundred,  scattered  in  all  the  nooks  and  corners  of 
the  State.  If  these  can  be  enlightened  and  made  to  act  intelligent- 
ly, there  will  be  very  little  danger  but  that  the  work  will  be  soon 
accomplished. 

The  next  step  is  to  provide,  by  legislation  and  taxation,  the  means 
of  paying  for  the  schools  which  such  a  public  sentiment  shall  demand. 
The  school  house  must  be  built  and  made  comfortable  and  attractive, 
the  teacher  must  be  hired  and  paid,  and  the  books  must  be  furnish- 
ed for  the  scholars,  and  the,  time  given  to  the  children  to  attend 
these  schools.  The  perfection  of  the  system  will  also  require,  that 
care  shall  be  bestowed  to  make  the  teacher  himself  such  as  he  ought 
to  be.  And  while  teachers  are  so  poorly  paid,  and  mnst  so  often 
change  places  at  so  much  expense,  and  find  employment  for  so 
small  a  portion  of  the  year,  it  is  highly  proper  and  even  necessary, 
for  the  State  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  their  professional 
education.  This  is  now  done  in  our  Normal  School,  which  is  in  a 
very  flourishing  condition,  and  is,  under  the  judicious  care  of  its 
present  accomplished  principal  and  his  assistants,  doing  a  very  good 
work  for  the  schools  of  the  State.  The  annual  reports  of  the  school 
committees  of  the  several  towns,  contain  many  very  flattering  refer- 
ences to  the  success  of  its  scholars,  and  pay  just  tributes  to  its  in- 
fluence on  the  general  cause  of  education  within  our  bounds.  It  is 
believed  that  the  money  which  it  now  annually  costs,  could,  in  no 
way,  be  so  well  expended,  and  that  no  agency  could  effect  more  than 
it  does  for  the  good  of  our  school  system.  The  teachers  in  the 
school  deserve  great  credit  and  are  very  faithful  in  all  their  duties. 
The  liberal  offer  of  the  people  of  Bristol,  accepted  by  the  Legisla- 
ture at  its  May  Session,  will  be  a  yearly  saving  to  the  State  of  the 
rent  of  the  rooms,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  give  it  a  still  stronger  hold 
on  the  affections  and  the  confidence  of  the  people.

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But,  lastly,  we  moat  look  carefully  to  see  that  whatever  money  we 
appropriate  for  the  support  and  supervision  of  our  schools,  is  faith- 
fully and  judiciously  expended.  The  amount  annually  paid  from  lie 
General  Treasury  is  $50,000,  which  is  divided  into  two  portions; 
the  one  of  $35,000  gives  to  the  several  towns  according  to  tie 
respective  numbers  of  children  in  each,  below  the  age  of  fifteen 
years;  the  other,  of  $15,000,  is  apportioned  according  to  the  lum- 
ber of  districts  in  the  State;  and  each  town  is  now,  bylaw,  com- 
pelled to  raise,  by  taxation  on  its  own  inhabitants,  a  snm  at  least 
equal  to  one-half  of  the  portion  it  receives  from  the  $35,000.  The  , 
law,  previous  to  the  late  revision  of  the  statutes,  required  cad 
town  to  raise  only  one-third  as  much  as  its  share  of  the  old  appro- 
priation of  $25,000.  As  this  was  a  very  small  sum,  and  as  nearh 
every  town  in  the  State  had  voted  to  raise  more  than  any  one  is  mi 
required  to  raise,  it  was  thought  safe  and  just  to  bring  the  letter  of 
the  law  nearly  up  to  the  current  practice  of  the  people.  The  State 
is  thus  doing  very  liberally  by  the  several  towns.  It  has  made  a 
very  solemn  promise  to  each  town  to  aid  it  in  the  support  of  its  I 
schools,  and  it  ought  to  be  very  jealous  to  see  that  no  town  abmes 
the  money  thus  appropriated  to  it.  One  thing  the  State  should  da. 
It  ought  to  fix  a  definite  time  for  the  payment  of  this  money  to  the 
town,  and  should  then  exact,  at  a  specified  time,  a  thorough  accoM 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  money  has  been  expended. 

For  two  years  past,  the  State  has  seen  fit  to  pay  the  money  fron 
the  general  treasury  to  the  towns,  in  two  installments,  a  very  trifc 
sum  in  July,  and  the  balance  in  December.  While  this  may  haw 
been  best,  on  account  of  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  State- 
making  it  necessary  to  resort  to  a  loan  of  more  than  the  snm  pre- 
scribed as  the  limit  in  the  constitution,  or  to  delay  this  disburse- 
ment — yet  it  is  not  good  policy  thus  to  divide  and  delay  what  tie 
towns  need,  and  what  they  are  relying  on.  In  many  cases,  it  vfl 
cause  embarrassment,  and,  in  more  cases,  it  creates  unpleasant  feel- 
ings and  discussions,  that  are  by  no  means  profitable.  No  one  if 
ready  to  bring  up  the  past  for  the  sake  of  finding  occasion  for  re- 
proach, and,  therefore,  what  has  been  done  may  safely  be  passed 
over,  by  saying  it  appeared  to  be  best,  at  the  time,  and  prohibit 
was.  But  it  ought  not  to  be  repeated.  The  towns  need  to  knof, 
not  only  what  they  shall  eventually  receive  from  the  State,  bat  ex- 
actly when  they  shall  receive  it.    The  payment  of  it  would  accon- 
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modate  moat  towns  very  -well,  if  made  on  the  first  of  September, 
to  all  such  towns  as  have  sent  in  Returns  of  both  their  Summer 
and  Winter  Schools,  on  or  before  the  first  of  July,  in  each  year. 
And,  in  this  connection,  it  is  proper  to  say,  that  a  town  ought  not 
to  be  allowed  a  share  of  the  public  school  money,  that  neglects  to 
send  in  its  returns,  and  report,  in  proper  form.  There  is  now 
great  difficulty  in  getting  these  returns  in  any  shape  from  some 
towns,  and  from  others  it  is  impossible  to  get  them  in  a  form  at 
all  intelligible.  The  Commissioner,  in  other  years,  has  been  pat 
to  great  trouble,  and  not  a  little  expense,  in  correcting  these  re- 
turns. The  present  year,  he  has  been  in  a  situation  where  he  could 
make  or  obtain  no  corrections,  and  the  tables  are  much  briefer 
than  ordinary,  and  far  less  accurate  and  instructive.  All  has  been 
done  that  could  be  done,  short  of  a  tour  through  the  towns  of  the 
State.  There  is  no  necessity,  nor  excuse,  for  school  committees 
and  superintendents,  who  are  thus  slovenly  and  careless,  or  indo- 
lent, about  making  returns;  and  the  law  ought  at  once,  and  effect- 
ually, to  deprive  of  all  benefit  from  the  school  fund,  any  town  that 
will  elect  and  keep  in  office  such  a  lazy  set  of  officers.  Men  can 
be  found  in  every  town,  who,  for  the  sake  of  their  own  deep  inter- 
est in  the  public  schools,  will  attend  to  these  duties ;  and  if  the 
town  will  not  find  them,  it  ought  to  be  subjected  to  penalty.  When 
it  receives  so  much,  and  is  required  to  do  so  very  little,  it  is  a 
shame  that  it  does  not  perform  it.  Remarks  on  this  point  are 
inade  in  an  account  of  the  towns  in  another  place. 

Many  years  ago,  the  General  Assembly  passed  an  act,  making  an 
annual  appropriation  of  all  monies  derived  from  the  license  of 
lotteries  and  auctioneers,  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools,  and  for 
the  increase  of  the  "  permanent  school  fund."  This  law  has  never 
been  repealed,  and  there  has  been  no  change  in  it  further,  than  that 
by  the  entire  abolition  of  the  lottery  system,  there  has  been  a 
diminution  of  the  annual  income  thus  set  apart.  The  permanent 
school  fund,  according  to  this  law,  should  now  be  not  less  than 
about  $150,000,  while  in  fact  it  is  less  than  $80,000.  Whether  any 
blame  is  to  be  attached  to  any  man,  or  to  any  party,  or  to  the  per- 
sons administering  for  any  one  year  the  State  government,  is  not 
known.  But  this  is  certain,  that  the  General  Assembly  annually 
appropriates  a  sum  for  its  schools,  large  enough  to  pay  more  than 
the  interest  on  this  money;  so  that  it  is  proper  to  consider  +1-* — 
State  itself  a  debtor  to  its  permanent  school  fund,  in  a  sr 
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nearly  $80,000.  Id  addition  to  this,  a  sum  of  money,  received 
from  the  United  States  government,  under  the  act  of  Congress, 
usually  called  "  The  Surplus  Revenue  Act," — amounting  to  abav 
$400,000 — was  set  apart,  also,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  schools 
of  the  State.  This  last  sum  was  to  be  loaned  at  five  percent. 
and  has  been  chiefly  used,  it  is  believed,  in  paying  current  expense: 
of  the  State  government.  The  State  is,  therefore,  really,  a  debtor 
to  its  permanent  school  fund,  to  the  amount  of  more  than  $80,000. 
at  six  per  cent. ;  aud  to  its  deposit  fund — which  is  also  set  apart 
for  schools — to  the  amount  of  about  $400,000.  The  interest  at 
these  would  amount  to  almost  $30,000,  which  is  a  sacred  debt  dtt 
from  the  State  itself  to  its  schools.  To  these  sums,  the  State  adds 
enough,  derived  from  its  annual  revenues,  to  make  the  sum  a? 
$50,000,  which  it  distributes  to  its  schools.  Without  doubt,  fc 
money  is  expended  in  a  way  which  makes  it  produce  as  much  per- 
manent benefit  as  any  money  that  it  disburses — and  being  used  u 
educate  and  train  the  children  to  be  better  citizens,  it  cannot  be 
considered  otherwise  than  a  judicious  outlay.  It  should,  however, 
be  promptly  paid  at  a  certain  time,  and  the  towns  that  receive  > 
part  of  it,  should  be  held  in  the  most  rigid  manner,  to  account  for 
every  penny  of  it,  and  to  furnish  specific  and  accurate  statemejtj 
of  how  much  they  accomplish  with  it.  The  State  should  not  lew 
the  payment  of  this  sum,  on  which  the  towns  depend  so  greatlv,t» 
be  Bubject  to  any  whim  of  a  party,  or  to  any  temporary  exigean 
of  the  times,  or  to  any  measure  of  fancied  expediency.  The  onlt 
possible  benefit  of  a  school  fund,  is  to  place  the  annual  rcvena 
for  the  education  of  the  young,  out  of  the  reach  of  accident,  kA 
to  furnish  a  source  of  income  for  this  purpose,  that  shall  especial!? 
be  secure  in  times  of  embarrassment.  But  if  the  State  does  do! 
promptly  pay  the  annual  appropriation  for  its  schools  at  the  Eifii 
time,  it  destroys  the  idea  of  certainty  in  connection  with  oar  school 
revenues,  and  does  great  damage  to  the  whole  system.  It  is,  there- 
fore, earnestly  recommended,  that  some  general  law  be  passed. 
fixing  a  day  for  the  payment  of  this  money  to  the  towns,  and  re- 
quiring them  previously,  to  have  made  out,  fully  and  accurately. 
the  Returns  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner.  By  fixing  July  first- 
as  the  last  day  for  receiving  these  returns  from  the  towns,  and  fa- 
ing  September  first,  for  the  payment  of  the  income  of  the  funds  l» 
the  towns,  there  will  be  ample  time  to  return,  to  the  several  school 
committees,  any  reports  that  are  defective  for  correction  or  addi- 
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tion,  so  that  a  town  need  not  be  deprived  of  its  dues,  by  the  heed- 
lessness of  its  officers.  At  all  events,  the  insignificant  sum  now 
paid  to  many  of  the  towns,  should  not  again  be  divided  into  two 
portions,  and  paid  at  different  times.  This  involves  much  extra 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioner,  the  Auditor,  the  General 
Treasurer,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  several  towns,  and  it  can  af- 
ford but  a  very  small  relief  to  the  State's  finances,  even  in  times 
of  embarrassment.  Such  changes  and  uncertainties  are  always 
perplexing,  and  they  necessarily  tend  to  introduce  confusion  into 
the  administration  of  our  school  system,  and  worse  still,  to  dimin- 
ish that  respect  for  the  old  customs,  which  is  often  so  salutary. 
We  cannot  expect  long  to  see  the  people  themselves  respecting 
their  schools,  and  reckoning  them  their  most  perminent  and  valu- 
able possession,  when  they  see  their  representatives,  every  year, 
changing  the  time  and  the  amount  of  the  payments,  guaranteed  to 
them  by  the  constitution  of  the  State.  The  people,  in  their  sov- 
ereign capacity,  in  their  greatest  act  of  sovereignty,  when  they 
made  the  great  basis  of  all  our  laws — the  constitution  of  the  State 
itself — have  spoken,  and  devoted  a  sum,  large,  for  the  number  of 
our  citizens,  to  the  sacred  purposes  of  education.  Let  no  man  al- 
low the  income  of  that  money  to  be  diverted,  or  delayed  from  ac- 
complishing its  purpose.  Every  thing  depends  on  this.  To  this, 
the  honor  of  the  State  is  pledged,  and  without  this,  our  schools 
cannot  thrive. 

And  while  the  State  is  thus  honorable,  it  must  insist  that  the 
towns  shall  also  be  honorable,  and  furnish  such  returns,  reports, 
and  statistics,  as  may  be  required.  It  is  impossible  to  insist  too 
strongly  on  this  point.  These  duties,  now  required  of  towns,  are 
very  few  and  very  easily  performed.  They  are  simply  to  keep  a 
school  in  every  district,  in  a  well  cared  for  school  house,  for  at 
least  four  months,  each  year;  to  have  this  school  taught  by  a 
thoroughly  qualified  and  virtuous  teacher,  who  has  been  previously 
examined ;  that  a  register  of  the  attendance  of  the  scholars  shall 
be  kept  in  a  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  commissioner,  in 
a.  book  provided  at  the  cost  of  the  Slate;  that  the  school  shall  be 
visited  and  examined,  at  least  twice,  by  a  competent  committee ; 
and  that  it  shall  be  fairly  and  faithfully  reported  to  tbe  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Schools.  Now,  when  a  town  receives  its  portion 
of  money  from  the  General  Treasurer,  does  it  not  virtually  pro- 
mise to  perform  all  th«se  very  simple  duties,  and  to  perform  them, 
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well  ?  Why,  then,  does  it  elect  a  school  committee,  and  divide  its 
territory  into  districts,  giving  these  districts  the  right  to  elect  tna- 
tees  and  other  officers,  and  to  levy  taxes  to  build  school  home*, 
and  collect  taxes  ?  And  since  all  these  duties  of  keeping  schools, 
examining  teachers,  supervising  schools,  and  making  reports,  art 
for  the  manifest  interest  of  the  town  itself,  quite  as  much  as  for 
the  general  good  of  the  State,  why  will  any  town  allow  its  officers 
to  neglect,  even,  the  least  of  these  duties  ?  But  if  the  town,  or 
any  district,  does  neglect  these  duties,  the  State  ought  to  knor  it 
and  to  inflict  such  penalties  as  will  secure  the  future  against  the 
repetition  of  the  offence.  The  law  now  requires  a  report  to  be 
sent  to  this  office  from  each  town ;  bat  on  this  point  there  is  mnch 
neglect — apparently  unjustifiable,  if  not  criminal.  There  are  » 
penalties  for  the  neglect  of  this  duty,  and  the  reports  do  not  al- 
ways  arrive  as  they  should.  And  sometimes,  too,  they  arc  abw- 
lutely  disgraceful,  od  account  of  -the  heedless,  slovenly  manner  in 
which  they  are  made  up,  and  the  tardiness  with  which  the;  cone 
in.  But  till  these  are  attended  to,  we  cannot  know  where  the  pat- 
lie  money  is  well,  and  where  ill  expended ;  where  is  the  best  sy> 
tern  of  school  visitation;  where  every  thing  is  best  carried  on, and 
by  what  moans ;  nor  can  we  make  comparisons  of  one  town  ami 
system,  with  another,  for  the  purposes  of  emulation  and  improve- 
ment. Yet,  while  these  remarks  are  made  upon  the  want  of  rtlw. 
and  of  accuracy  and  order,  in  many  of  the  reports  of  the  school 
officers,  it  is  proper  to  state,  that  there  are  numerous  and  honora- 
ble exceptions.  Some  of  these  school  committees'  reports  are 
really  valuable  documents ;  and  their  authors,  who  have  usually  1* 
bored  gratuitously,  both  in  writing  them,  and  in  collecting  their 
materials,  deserve  great  commendation.  They  are  of  much  wont 
for  reference  in  this  office,  and  the  State  ought  to  furnish,  annually. 
the  means  of  preserving  them.  They  are,  however,  of  most  vital 
consequence  to  the  people  of  every  town,  and  they  ought,  there- 
fore, to  be  largely  circulated ; — at  least,  every  family  in  town  oogbt 
to  be  supplied  with  a  copy,  so  that  the  children  themselves,  won 
are  scholars,  can  read  them,  as  well  as  their  older  brothers  and 
sisters,  and  their  fathers  and  mothers.  They  wilt  thus  exert  an 
influence  that  no  other  documents  can.  They  concern  home  nat- 
ters, and  costing  but  a  very  insignificant  sum,  would,  in  one  year. 
more  than  twenty  times  repay  their  price.  But  all  this  implies 
that  the  seyeral  school  officers  shall   perform  their  dutv  of  select 
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ing  and  examining  teachers,  and  visiting  and  supervising  their 
schools. 

It  cannot  be  expected,  that,  with  our  system  of  independent  dis- 
tricts— changing  trustees,  as  they  do,  every  year — that  the  same 
teachers  can  be  long  continued  in  the  same  schools.  There  will  be 
dissatisfaction  with  their  modes  of  government  and  discipline,  if  not 
with  their  modes  of  instruction.  They  will  thns  find  more  or  less 
opposition,  if  not  of  hostility.  This  opposition  will  combine,  and 
another  trustee  will  be  chosen,  who  will  he  expected  to  find  an  in- 
structor, and  thns  produce  a  serious  interruption  to  the  studies  and 
habits  of  the  scholars.  The  new  teacher  does  not  know  the  com- 
mittee's rules  and  regulations,  nor  how  much  and  what  support  they 
may  give  him.  If,  now,  an  intelligent  committee  could  visit  the 
school  frequently,  and  give  advice,  how  much  might  they  not  assist, 
both  in  tbe  government  and  instruction  of  the  scholars  ?  In  fact, 
under  the  circumstances  in  which  our  schools  now  are,  they  need 
more  than  all  other  things  together,  the  active  visitation  and  co- 
operation of  the  school  committees.  And  these  gentlemen  ought  to 
bo  in  every  school,  at  least  once  a  month ;  and  while  the  towns 
raise  so  much  money,  it  does  seem  strange  that  they  should  allow  it 
to  be  so  carelessly  expended.  When  they  could  obtain  so  much 
real  additional  profit,  by  the  appointment  of  a  superintendent,  who 
should  advise  and  aid  every  teacher,  and  prevent  a  single  school 
from  being  a  failure,  it  is  very  poor  policy  to  Bave  a  few  dollars  by 
neglecting  to  do  it.  There  is  not  a  way  in  which  more  speedy  im- 
provement might  be  made  for  our  schools,  than  by  superintendents 
in  every  town.  Many  towns  now  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege 
given  them  by  law,  of  employing  snch  officers,  who  are  required  to 
visit  the  schools  often,  and  whose  influence  is  invaluable.  But  this 
topic  has  been  dwelt  upon  in  former  reports,  and  it  is  now  recom- 
mended once  more  to  the  attention  of  all  towns,  with  new  confidence, 
from  tho  knowledge  gained  by  observing  bow  the  system  has  ope- 
rated in  many  towns.  The  benefit  of  such  a  superintendent  can, 
however,  be  partially  obtained,  if  tbe  school  committee  shall  be  in- 
structed to  visit  each  school  once  a  month.  They  can  know  exactly 
how  all  things  are  going  on ;  they  can  give  advice  to  the  teachers, 
and  counsel  to  the  scholars;  they  can  note  what  books  are  used, 
and  how  they  are  used;  what  are  the  teacher's  methods  and  habits; 
what  are  his  manners  among  his  pupils ;  and  what  are  his  tones  and 
his  bearing:  and  their  advice  will  have  a  weight,  and  a  power  for 


good  that  cannot  come  from  one  cold  and  hurried  visit,  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school,  and  another  at  the  close.  As  it  now  is,  the 
visitor  cornea  in  during  the  first  week,  or  about  that  time.  The 
teacher  has  not  begun  to  develop  bis  plans,  nor  to  reveal  his  defects, 
or  even  to  find  out  the  wants  of  the  scholars ;  and  the  committee 
cannot  suggest  to  him  anything  that  shall  be  profitable  to  him, 
And  so  of  the  uselcssness  of  the  last  visit;  but  more  emphatically 
is  this  worthless,  for  this  is  generally  on  the  last  day  of  school,  or 
on  a  set  day  for  examination,  very  near  the  last  This  is  generally 
a  show  day,  and  everything  is  done  for  effect ;  and  it  would  certainly 
bo  very  unkind,  if  there  should  not  be  much  praise  given  to  the 
praiseworthy  efforts  of  the  teacher  and  scholars  to  please  their 
visitors.  But  had  these  visitors  come  once  in  two  weeks,  and  been 
candid  and  thorough,  how  profitable  would  their  presence  have  been! 
The  cost  of  this  would  not  be  very  great,  and  could  not  be  much  of 
a  burden  to  any  town.  Suppose  one  of  our  large  towns,  with  a  num- 
ber of  districts  from  fifteen  to  thirty,  should  pay  for  the  visitation  of 
each  school  of  four  months,  eight  times,  at  one  dollar  a  visit,  and 
give  the  visitor  twenty  dollars  in  addition,  for  making  up  his  report, 
and  should  pay  fifty  dollars  more  for  printing  it;  would  not  the  it- 
creased  worth  of  the  schools  more  than  doubly  repay  tbe  whole  ex- 
pense ?  Would  not  such  a  course  tend  to  elevate  the  tone  of  the 
whole  of  the  efforts  of  the  town,  to  become  more  intelligent,  and 
more  worthy  of  the  name  of  an  enlightened  community  ?  And  would 
it  not  raise  the  ambition  of  both  teacher  and  children,  no  less  than 
the  parents  and  citizens  in  the  several  districts,  to  seek,  by  all 
honorable  and  lawful  means,  to  elevate  their  own  schools,  so  as  to 
excel,  or  at  least  to  equal,  those  of  any  other  district  or  town  in  the 
State  ?  Can  it  be  possible,  that,  with  the  small  amount  of  taxation 
now  levied  in  most  of  our  towns,  that  the  people  will  grudge  the 
paltry  sum  required  for  so  valuable  a  purpose  7  Or  are  our  citizens 
so  indifferent  to  the  waste  of  their  public  funds,  and  so  careless 
about  the  improvement  of  their  children,  as  to  overlook  this  matter 
altogether  ? 

There  is  another  topic,  on  which  something  must  be  said,  and 
which  would  hardly  need  a  word,  if  every  town  employed  a  super- 
intendent, or  paid  for  the  proper  visitation  of  its  schools.  This  is, 
the  character  of  tbe  teachers  selected.  The  school  law  prescribe* 
that  they  shall  be  found  possessed  of  certain  literary  and  moral 
qualifications,  or  they  eannot  obtain  a  certificate  from  tbe  examiners 
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to  entitle  them  to  draw  any  portion  of  the  public  money.  Now, 
while  it  is  hardly  possible  to  place  too  high  an  estimate  on  the  lite- 
rary qualifications,  in  the  abstract,  of  teachers,  or  to  require  them  to 
bo  too  well  furnished  with  all  the  results  of  science,  and  the  stores 
of  practical  wisdom  derived  from  experience,  yet  it  is  by  no  means 
impossible  to  regard  these  literary  attainments  too  exclusively,  and  to 
the  neglect  of  those  other  qualifications,  without  which  all  science  and 
knowledge  will  be  of  comparatively  little  worth — the  moral  charac- 
ter and  the  manhood  of  the  instructor.  No  man  can  make  children 
experts,  even  in  the  very  easy  and  insignificant  mysteries  of  spelling 
and  reading,  of  cyphering  and  writing,  of  geography  and  grammar, 
who  is  not  himself  very  far  more  than  an  expert  in  these  useful  and 
necessary  branches — who  is  not  bo  full  of  them  that  be  glows  with 
their  light,  and  radiates  a  heat  greater  than  that  which  can  be  kin- 
dled by  mere  intellectual  truths.  A  man  may  be,  in  many  particu- 
lars, a  capital  teacher,  but  unless  he  is  more  than  a  scholar,  he  will 
be  a  very  unprofitable  teacher,  and  he  will  be  likely  to  make  his  pu- 
pils very  bad  citizens,  while  he  makes  them  good  scientific  scholars, 
accurate  accountants,  and  expert  computers.  There  must  be,  in  the 
teacher,  a  soul  or  character,  which  shall  exert  an  influence  in  all  lis 
movements,  and  which  shall  be  respected  by  his  young  charge,  and 
reckoned  of  more  worth  than  all  his  knowledge.  He  must  honor 
virtue ;  not,  indeed,  by  an  outward  reverence  above  what  other  men 
profess  or  exhibit,  but  with  an  unspoken,  full-felt,  and  unconscious 
lionor,  that  shall  be  as  catching  as  laughter ;  and  those  who  sec  him 
must  be  made  to  feel  that  this  is  not  only  goodness,  but  also  strength. 
Many  a  good  man  makes  us — in  spite  of  our  desires  to  the  contrary 
— feel  that  he  is  weak,  and,  some  how  or  other,  we  cannot  avoid  the 
idea  that  liis  goodness  is,  if  not  the  real  element  of  his  weakness,  at 
least  the  cause  of  his  apparent  weakness.  This  is  not  the  kind  of 
men  we  want  for  teachers  in  our  schools.  We  want  such  as  have 
all  the  native  goodness  of  the  true  woman,  without  any  of  her  pro- 
verbial weakness ;  men  who  combine  the  innocence  of  the  dove  with 
the  wisdom  and  craft  of  the  serpent,  the  strength  of  the  lion  with 
the  gentleness  of  the  lamb;  men  who  are  in  all  things  upright,  mod- 
eat,  pure  in  all  thought,  as  well  as  in  all  deeds,  noble  in  sentiment, 
and  true  in  all  things;  and  who  will  shrink,  with  as  much  dread, 
from  deceiving  the  tender  child,  as  from  deceiving  a  court  of  justice' 
The  great  want  of  our  age  is  character — character  that  the  pos- 
sessors of  it  value  in  themselves,  and  hold  at  a  higher  price  than  all 
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honors  that  can  be  heaped  upon  them,  or  than  all  wealth  that  can 
be  piled  up  for  them ;  character  that  shall  be  at  once  an  ornament 
and  a  principle  within  to  guide  them  to  the  performance  of  all  hon- 
orable deeds.  So  long  as  this  kind  of  character  is  rare,  as  is  now 
to  be  feared,  men  will  constantly  be  surprised  by  defalcations  aid 
breaches  of  trnst,  speculations  and  revulsions.  The  only  tine  in 
which  this  sort  of  character  can  be  formed,  is  early  in  life ;  and  it 
must  be  formed  by  the  co-operation  and  joint  influence  of  our  school* 
and  firesides.  And  the  best  way  to  teach  and  inspire  anch  a  char- 
acter, is  to  do  so  by  example.  We  must  go  down  into  every  school, 
and  place  there  men  and  women,  as  teachers,  who  shall  be  examples 
of  strong  and  inflexible  virtue  and  integrity,  and  who  shall  thus  is- 
fuse,  silently  but  effectually,  into  the  minds  of  all  who  are  taught  by 
them,  the  principles  and  the  love  for  all  honor  and  goodness.  We 
must  try  to  place  before  the  eyes  of  our  children  the  perfect  man 
and  make  him  to  appear  so  supremely  beautiful  in  their  eyes,  thai 
they  shall 

"  Guo  transported  at  the  sight," 

and  be  transformed  into  his  likeness.  Character  is  often  formed  far 
two  influences:  the  one,  the  silent  operation  of  good  thoughts  and 
notions  apprehended  by  the  intellect  and  loved  by  the  heart;  tit 
other,  an  unconscious  imitation  of  the  good  examples  set  before  the 
minds  of  children.  It  is  very  probable  that  this  imitation,  both  of 
virtue  and  vice,  begins  its  influence  long  before  the  other,  and,  e» 
tinuing  its  work  at  all  times,  has  a  power  to  transform  the  very  s 
that  nothing  else  can  have.  Let  hut  a  bit  of  iron,  of  the  proper 
temper,  be  brought  into  contact  with  a  powerful  magnet,  or  be  placed 
in  a  proper  position  in  relation  to  a  current  of  electricity,  and  it  wil 
itself  become  magnetic,  to  the  full  capacity  of  its  nature ;  and  if 
properly  placed  afterwards,  it  will  never  lose  that  magnetical  char 
acter.  So  it  is  with  men,  but  especially  so  with  children.  Let  then 
be  brought  into  close  contact  with  a  strong  mind,  and  they  feel  its 
power  and  imbibe  its  peculiar  characteristics ;  they  cannot  avoid 
imitating  its  habits  and  manners,  and  they  must  be  moulded  and 
shaped  and  magnetized  by  its  influence.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the 
highest  consequence  to  our  schools  and  to  our  system  of  public  edi- 
cation,  to  seek  such  strong  men  and  women — strong  in  goodness 
and  in  purity,  strong  in  all  truthful  and  noble  qualities  of  manliness 
and  womanliness — to  be  the  teachers  of  our  growing  children.    V?t 
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most  insist  that  these  teachers  shall  be  Dot  only  educated,  but  that 
they  shall  be  polished,  refined,  loving,  wise,  and  philanthropic ;  that 
they  shall  have,  superadded  to  everything  that  can  be  learned,  or 
that  is  native,  something  even  higher  than  that  boasted  common 
sense,  without  which  man  is  always  a  blunderer — a  nameless  some- 
thing, that  makes  men  more  than  simply  teachers,  by  giving  to  them 
a  power  to  impress  and  elevate,  by  the  force  of  a  character  seen  and 
felt,  but  not  to  bo  described ;  a  something  that  goes  out  of  them,  as 
heat  goes  out  of  a  fire,  or  light  out  of  a  glowing  lamp,  no  man  knows 
how  or  why,  but  with  a  power  that  cannot  be  resisted;  a  something 
that  silently  steals  its  way  into  the  hearts  of  all  in  its  neighborhood, 
imperceptibly  and  lovingly  as  magnetic  influences  creep  over  the  in- 
dividual particles  in  a  mass  of  iron  filings,  and,  without  affecting,  in 
any  way,  their  nature  or  substance,  change  them  all,  from  apparently 
dead  matter,  into  things  with  a  life  that  longs  to  love,  and  embrace, 
and  adore  the  polarizing  body.  These  are  the  influences  we  must 
seek  in  our  schools,  and  we  must  look  for  the  teachers  who  can  ex- 
ert them.  Wo  must  have  men  who  are  obeyed  because  they  are 
made  to  be  loved  and  obeyed,  and  not  because  they  arc  constantly 
uttering  commands,  and  threats,  and  enacting  rules.  And  if  they 
have  not  the  diplomas  of  our  colleges,  or  even  the  certificate  of  a 
Normal  School,  they  must  not  be  rejected.  We  must  have  teachers 
sincere,  earnest,  devoted  to  their  work ;  not  afraid  of  any  amount  of 
sacrifice  that  is  demanded,  nor  unwilling  to  perform  any  amount  of 
labor ;  not  satisfied  when  they  have  gone  over  the  simple  lessons  of 
the  book,  nor  sparing  of  any  exertion  needed  to  tench  tho  whole 
duty  of  life.  By  such  teachers  alone,  instructing  daily  by  precept, 
example  and  influence,  well  paid  by  the  public  funds,  well  super- 
vised by  intelligent  committees,  well  appreciated  by  the  people,  and 
honored  by  the  whole  community,  can  we  expect  that  our  children 
will  be,  iu  truth,  more  than  scholars  and  sages — men,  wise,  prudent, 
virtuous,  and  exalted  in  all  that  honors  God,  ennobles  themselves,  and 
blesses  the  world.  Wo  have  tho  well  laid  foundation  for  all  this. 
It  is  imperatively  necessary  that  we  give  the  carefullest  attention  to 
this  our  highest  interest. 

It  now  remains  that  we  notice  what  the  several  towns  arc  doing 
to  improve  their  several  schools.  These  are  noticed,  because  the 
whole  State  ought  to  know  what  each  separate  municipality  is  do- 
ing with  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  common  treasury,  and  also 
because  this  course  may  stimulate  all  to  emulation  in  the  great  work 
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of  improvement,  and  may  suggest  other  methods  of  advancing  their 
own  interests.  It  is  but  justice  to  say,  that  some  of  the  written  tnd 
printed  reports  differ  somewhat  from  the  returns,  as  made  by  the 
school  committees.  Which  are  the  correct  figures  is  impossible  to 
tell.  In  some  cases,  these  reports  and  returns  are  certainly  not  re- 
liable, but  the  best  way  seems  to  be  to  give  them  exactly  as  tie- 
are,  and  thus  call  attention  to  their  inconsistencies,  and  entreat  school 
officers  to  give  more  care  to  this  important  part  of  their  business. 
Each  town  is  taken  up  in  order,  and  some  few  extracts  made  fron 
its  annual  report,  if  its  committee  has  made  one. 


PROVIDENCE     COUNTY. 

CITY    OF    PROVIDENCE. 

The  superintendent's  report  to  the  school  committee  gives  the  fol- 
lowing tabic,  which  shows  the  number  of  scholars  admitted  etoi 
term,  during  the  year,  the  average  attendance,  and  the  percentage  tf 

absences :

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From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  the  average  number  of  I* 
pils  that  have  attended  the  public  schools  the  past  year,  is  abo* 
sixty-six  hundred,  which  is  less  than  the  number  that  attended  tbf 
previous  year. 

Perhaps  no  city  in  the  country  has  a  better  system  of  schools,  or 
has  better  teachers,  and  makes  better  scholars  than  Providence;  ul 
it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  answers  to  the  questions  of  At 
Commissioner,  in  the  blanks  sent  out  for  the  returns,  are  so  exceed' 
itigly  meagre — nothing  having  been  given  but  the  number  of  scholifi 
and  the  average  for  the  year.  Certainly,  the  several  teachers  keep 
very  much  fuller  record  than  that,  as  the  table  above  given  wo»M 
indicate. 
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The  report  of  the  superintendent,  Rev.  D.  Leach,  recommends  a 
change  in  the  general  plan  of  arranging  the  Grammar  Schools,  and 
the  Intermediate  Schools,  so  as  to  giro  to  each  teacher  a  smaller  num- 
ber of  pupils,  better  classified,  in  order  that  there  may  be  less  con 
fusion,  more  really  systematic  training  and  discipline,  and  a  better 
adaptation  of  methods  to  each  individual  scholar. 

NORTH    PKOTIDENCE. 

The  schools  in  this  town  are  in  excellent  condition.  The  town 
has  prided  itself  on  having  kept  several  very  good  and  long-experi- 
enced teachers  in  its  schools  for  many  years,  and  the  result  of  such 
a  course  is  seen  in  the  schools.  Wbat  is  to  be  much  regretted,  it 
does  not  now,  as  it  has  done  for  several  years,  employ  a  superin- 
tendent of  its  schools :  neither  was  their  report  printed — a  thing 
very  much  to  be  regretted,  also,  as  the  report  has,  for  several  years, 
been  a  document  of  much  value.  The  committee  Bay,  in  their  re- 
port to  the  voters  of  the  town,  at  the  annual  town  meeting : 

"  The  committee  have,  for  the  present  year,  been  provided  with  no  means 
of  paying  a  superintendent,  and  consequently,  the  visitation  has  been  done 
by  assigning  different  schools  to  different  members  of  the  committee.  This, 
to  say  the  least,  is  a  very  imperfect  and  ineffective  mode  of  performing  a 
duty  of  such  pre-eminent  importance  to  the  welfare  and  success  of  the  schools ; 
for  if,  indeed,  the  committee,  who  serve  without  compensation,  were  willing 
to  sacrifice  the  requisite  time  and  expense  to  the  performance  of  those  du- 
ties, still,  it  must  be  remembered,  that  they  are  not  always  selected  for  their 
literary  competency,  and  that,  even  if  they  did  possess  the  needful  qualifica- 
tions for  examining  schools,  this  mode  of  visitation  would  still  afford  no 
means  of  comparing  the  different  schools,  or  of  bringing  them  into  healthful 
competition." 

SMITHFIELD. 

The  schools  in  this  (own  are,  generally,  in  excellent  condition, 
and  the  committee  ought  to  be  better  able  to  make  np  their  statis- 
tics. If,  as  is  quite  probable,  the  trustees  of  the  several  districts 
are  at  fault,  there  is  an  easy  way  for  the  committee  to  compel  them 
to  be  more  careful  and  prompt  in  making  their  returns.  The  com- 
mittee have  the  right — and  they  should  never  be  Blow  in  exercising 
it — to  cut  off  any  district  from  its  portion  of  school  money,  for  in. 
sufficient  and  slovenly  returns.  A  few  such  refnsals  to  grant  money 
to  careless  districts,  would  effectually  cure  the  evil  complained  of. 
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CUMBERLAND. 

The  schools  in  this  town  are  Id  an  excellent  condition,  and  espe- 
cially in  the  village  of  Woonsocket,  where  is  one  of  the  best  Hiit 
Schools  in  tho  State.  This  school  enjoyed,  for  several  years,  it* 
labors  of  an  eminent  teacher,  William  H.  Farrar,  Esq.,  and  wis 
brought  by  him  into  a  fine  condition.  The  town  has.  for  a  Dumber 
of  years,  had  the  services  of  Rev.  John  Boyden,  as  a  superintendent, 
and  it  has  not  failed  to  profit  greatly  by  his  judicious  labors.  Tbe 
report  of  this  superintendent  is  a  document  worthy  of  all  commend* 
lion.  Tbe  committee  recite  the  case  of  a  suit  brought  against  > 
teacher  for  administering  corporal  punishment,  in  which  is  quote* 
the  interpretation  given  to  the  law,  by  tho  court  of  Khodc  Island 
upon  this  subject.    Tbe  case  is  here  inserted  at  length : 

"  It  appears  Hint  the  teacher  in  district  No.  4  had  occasion  to  conwi 
pupil — a  girl  of  Mxleen  )  iar; — for  re feeing  to  lake  the  |ihici-  a^igmd  if' 
in  the  class.  He  believed  that  corporal  punishment  was  required,  and  tt 
ministered,  accordingly,  several  blows  on  the  hand.  But  this  did  not  suM* 
her.  She  insisted  that  she  wag  going  to  leave  the  school,  awl  proceeiH 
slowly  to  gather  up  her  books,  and,  in  the  meantime,  to  utter  sundry  dl'it- 
spectful  expressions,  highly  irritating  to  the  teacher,  and  annoying  to  ilr 
school.  He  repeatedly  charged  her  to  go  quietly,  if  she  was  going,  and  wM 
her  he  could  not  have  such  talk,  and  that  she  must  stop  it.  But  she  did  10 
heed  him,  and  finally,  when  in  the  entry,  on  her  way  out,  she  told  him  b< 
would  regret  what  he  had  done.  At  this  point,  he  struck  her  once  witl ' 
stick,  and  there  his  offence  ended. 

"  On  the  following  Monday,  a  majority  of  the  committee  were  notiSti 
and  came  together  to  consider  the  matter.  A  petition,  signed  by  a  namif 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district,  was  presented,  asking  for  a  revocation  ^ 
the  teacher's  certificate.  After  examining  some  ten  or  twelve  witnessed 
pupils  in  the  same  school,  and  most  of  them  eye  witnesses  of  the  transact** 
complained  of,  the  committee  were  unanimously  of  opinion,  that  the  cu* 
did  not  warrant  an  interference  on  their  part,  and  they  dismissed  the  *». 
It  was  testified  that  the  pupil  in  question  had  been  frequently  guilty  of  iw 
lence  towards  the  teacher,  which  was  abundantly  confirmed  by  her  on  let- 
timony,  and  that,  during  the  last  difficulty  in  particular,  sh*?  behaved  •$ 
great  impropriety.  It  was  affirmed  by  those  who  asked  that  the  teach* 
might  be  discharged,  that  her  age  and  sex  rendered  corporal  punisha** 
very  improper.  The  committee,  however,  without  expressing  any  eiteom 
opinion  upon  the  best  mode  of  correction,  did  conclude  that,  if  she  wis  *» 
old  for  the  punishment,  she  was,  also,  too  old  to  disobey  a  reasonable  re- 
quirement If  her  sex  should  defend  her  from  corporal  punishment.  1' 
should  do  so  by  relieving  the  teacher  of  all  necessity  for  correction. 
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"  Bat  the  case  did  not  rest  here.  Resort  was  had  to  the  grand  jury,  by 
whom  a  bill  was  found.  The  case  was  tried  before  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  state's  attorney,  satisfied  early  in  the  proceedings,  that  there  was  no 
ground  for  conviction,  proposed  lo  submit  the  ca=e  to  the  jury  without  argu- 
ment, which  was  accepted  on  the  part  of  the  defence.  The  judge  charged 
the  jury,  that,  as  to  the  right  of  the  teacher  to  inflict  punishment,  it  was  the 
same  as  that  of  the  parent.  If  they  were  satisfied  that  he  punished  the  pupil 
for  the  purpose  of  injuring  or  insulting  her,  it  was  their  duty  to  convict  him. 
But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  they  found  that  he  punished  in  order  to  preserve 
the  discipline  of  the  school,  it  was  their  duty  to  acquit  him.  He  not  only 
had  the  right,  but  it  was  his  duty  to  classify  his  pupils  according  to  their  at- 
tainments, as  it  appeared  he  had  done  in  this  case,  and  it  was  her  unques- 
tionable duly  to  obey. 

'■  But  the  jury  did  not  agree.  Eleven  were  for  acquittal,  and  one  for  con- 
viction. It  was  understood  that  the  dissenting  juror  had  commenced  pro- 
ceedings against  a  teacher  for  punishing  his  own  daughter,  and,  ot  course,  it 
would  be  inconsistent  for  him  to  acquit  a  teacher  in  similar  circumstances. 
However,  the  case  was  discontinued  on  the  part  of  the  state,  and  we  hope 
the  animosities  which  it  has  excited  will  be  allowed  to  subside.  All  thought- 
ful persons  must  realize,  that  the  good  of  the  community,  as  well  as  the 
prosperity  of  our  schools,  requires  that  we  shall  study  the  things  which  make 
for  peace.  A  district  quarrel  is  to  be  deprecated  as  worse  than  the  pesti- 
lence. It  may  be  long  years  before  the  children  outgrow  the  influences  to 
which  they  are  subjected  by  the  litigations  of  their  parents  ;  and  just  so  long 
it  will  be  before  any  of  them  can  be  privileged  with  such  a  school  as  they 
ought  10  have.  The  school  should  be  as  the  family  ;  where  the  interest  of 
one  is  the  interest  of  all,  and  where,  if  one  member  be  perverse,  all  are  made 
end.  And  it  should  be  remembered,  that  any  attempt  to  injure  another, 
with  whom  we  have  a  common  interest,  must,  sooner  or  later,  recoil  on  the 
head  of  i  he  mover.  If  a  teacher  has  punished,  as  we  think,  too  severely,  let 
us  not  be  hasty  in  resorting  to  extreme  remedies.  Inquire,  first  of  all,  what 
the  pupil  has  done  to  demand  correction,  and  then,  even  if  we  are  persuaded 
that  the  punishment  was  disproportion ed  to  the  offence,  it  will  be  a  question 
whether  a  resort  to  the  courts  will  not  nourish  bad  passions  among  pupils, 
quite  as  much  as  it  will  cure  excesses  among  the  teachers.  It  will  be  rather 
difficult  to  convince  your  children  that  you  seriously  disapprove  their  con- 
duct, while  you  are  exhausting  your  powers  in  taking  vengeance  on  their 
teachers.  As  a  committee,  we  offer  no  indorsement  of  corporal  punishment 
in  the  school  room.  We  know  the  teacher  has  the  legal  right  to  inflict  it, 
being  always  amenable  to  the  laws  for  the  exercise  of  his  powers.  He  must 
judge  for  himself  when  occasion  demands  it,  and  to  what  extent.  We  insist 
that  he  shall  have  order,  but  it  is  for  him  to  seek  the  best  methods.  If  he 
can  govern  without  corporal  punishment,  he  should,  by  no  means,  resort  to 
it     He  should  try  other  means,  till  he  is  convinced  they  will  not  succeed. 
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and  thaw,  by  his  very  patience  and  long-*ufferirig,  that  necessity  asapes 
the  me  of  the  rod.  Sometimes,  temporary  suspension  is  an  appropriate  and 
successful  remedy,  and  this  the  rules  of  the  committee  distinctly  allow,  noes 
certain  circumstances.  Yet,  it  might  happen  that  a  pupil,  reluctant  to  sited 
school,  and  not  properly  controlled  by  his  parents,  would  violate  the  nuts  d 
the  school,  mi  oroV  to  he  expeltid  ;  so  that  he  might  hare  an  excuse  for  say- 
ing away.  Now,  it  mast  be  confessed  that  there  is,  at  least,  a  ssmw'sj  dis- 
crepancy between  claiming  the  attendance  of  children  at  school  as  i  dstji 
and  making  a  rale  whereby,  under  certain  conditions,  they  may  be  this* 
ML  And  thus  the  question  is  environed  with  difficulties,  which  no  BpecaV 
regulations  beforehand  can  obviate.  The  whole  thing  must  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  teacher.  If  home  government  be  what  it  should  be,  be 
will  rarely  have  any  trouble,  except  by  bis  own  fault  And  if  parents  sal 
guardians  will  take  special  pains  to  deal  faithfully  with  their  waynid 
children,  before  they  seek  redress  of  the  teacher,  they  will  realize  more  (aDj 
bis  trials,  and  be  able  to  exercise  a  little  of  that  broad  charity  which  eorat 
even  a  '  multitude  of  sins.' 

"  We  have  made  these  statements  and  suggestions  from  a  sense  of  dnlr 
We  all  have  a  common  interest  in  tbe  institutions  established  for  the  edt» 
tion  of  the  young,  and  should  resist  those  measures  which  tend  to  defeat  ihf 
objects  of  our  cherished  regard.  The  individual  must  sacrifice  something  to 
the  general  good  ;  and  forbearance,  under  occasional  wrongs,  is  a  truer  pa- 
triotism than  stringent  measures  to  redress  them." 

SCITC  ATE. 

There  is  much  spirit  among  the  people  of  this  town,  in  regard  w 
their  schools,  and  they  are  gradually  and  steadily  raising  them  to 
the  first  rank.  The  committee  thus  speak  of  one  of  the  worst  erife 
connected  with  our  school  system;  an  evil  that  all  good  ejtizee 
should  labor,  with  all  their  might,  to  eradicate  s 

"  The  main  trunk  of  this  evil  of  non-attendance,  sends  off  numen» 
branches,  each  of  which  is  laden  with  its  own  peculiar  kind  of  bitter  frail. 
One  effect  is,  injustice  done  to  the  teacher.  If  the  register  of  the  school 
bears  the  names  of  seventy  different  scholars,  while  the  school  is  reduced,  br 
absence,  to  an  average  of  fifty,  the  common  inference  is,  that,  although  seveoty 
is  a  greater  number  than  one  teacher  can  properly  instruct,  yet  that  he  inn.* 
be  in  fault,  if  he  does  not  teach  the  fifty  in  a  competent  manner,  and  advssM 
tbem  at  a  rapid  rate.  And  yet  a  school,  averaging  fifty  scholars,  reduced  to 
that  number  from  seventy,  by  absences,  is  far  more  difficult,  both  to  instnd 
and  to  govern,  than  a  school  of  a  hundred,  all  of  whom  attend  regularly.  A 
teacher  should  not  be  blamed  if  he  does  not  carry  a  small  number  of  schohn 
mpidly  forward,  if  dw  number  is  made  small  by  irregularity  in  atteadsBce 
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jet  those  who  send  their  children  moat  irregularly,  are  among  the  first  to 
complain  that  they  make  little  progress. 

"  Again,  if  parents  keep  a  child  at  home,  for  two  or  three  days,  or  for 
three  or  four  half  days,  in  a  week,  he  must,  at  least,  be  stationary,  while  the 
class  to  which  be  belongs  is  advancing.  Hence,  on  his  retain  to  the  school, 
he  is  not  in  a  suitable  condition  to  rejoin  his  class.  But  generally,  there  is 
no  other  class  in  which  he  can  be  placed,  and  the  formation  of  new  classes 
to  meet  these  cases  would  soon  destroy  classification  altogether ;  because  the 
classes  would  soon  become  as  numerous  as  the  scholars,  and  the  school,  which 
should  march  onward  in  regular  divisions,  would  be  reduced  to  a  promiscu- 
ous throng  of  stragglers.  Unless  in  extraordinary  cases,  therefore,  the  ab- 
sent scholar  must  re-rame  his  place  in  the  class ;  but,  as  the  correct  under- 
standing of  each  successive  step  in  his  studies,  depends  upon  lus  having  mas- 
tered the  preceding  steps,  he  is,  almost  necessarily,  incapacitated  for  intelli- 
gent study  and  good  recitations. 

"  Out  of  thb  come,  not  merely  loss  of  knowledge,  but  habits  of  incorrect- 
ness. The  pnpil,  accustomed  to  failures  and  mistakes,  is  hardened  into  in- 
difference; be  loses  the  greatest  incitement  to  study,  the  pleasure  of  under- 
standing bis  lessons ;  becomes  careless,  mischievous,  disobedient ;  draws 
down  upon  himself  the  displeasure  of  tbe  teacber,  perhaps  punishment ;  bas 
all  his  associations  established,  adverse  to  learning;  looks  for  pleasure  else- 
where ;  is  disgusted  with  the  school ;  and,  as  soon  as  possible,  forfeits  his 
privileges  by  abandonment,  the  victim  of  irregular  attendance. 

"  Tardiness  is  another  great  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  our  schools. 

"  The  quiet  of  the  school  is  interrupted,  the  regular  exercises  are  disturbed, 
the  attention  of  the  scholars  is  drawn  from  their  pursuits,  the  teacher  feels 
disquieted  in  seeing  rules  violated,  and  in  thinking  of  the  evils  of  bad  exam- 
ples, while  those  who  are  guilty  of  this  neglect  of  rules,  feel  uncomfortable 
themselves.  They  not  only  suffer  the  disquiet  that  always  attends  the 
neglect  of  duty,  but  they  know  that  they  displease  their  teacber,  and  lose 
credit  with  their  companions. 

"  Those  parents  who  tolerate  their  children  in  tbese  irregularities,  are 
doing  them  and  others  an  injury  they  can  never  repay.  They  lose  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  public  money  appropriated  to  their  use,  and 
their  children  grow  np  in  comparative  ignorance,  in  the  midst  of  tbe  richest 
privileges." 

CRANSTON. 

From  the,  very  spirited  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  thia 
town — a  town  that  ia  caring  for  its  schools  wisely,  that  has  a  good 
system,  and  spares  no  pains  to  make  that  system  efficient,  and  is 
deriving  a  proportionate  profit  from  its  labors — we  quote : 
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"  The  most  glaring  fault,  in  connection  with  the  school  houses  throughout 
the  town,  is  a  want  of  suitable  ventilation.  The  air  in  some  of  the  room 
we  have  fount]  loaded  with  impurity.  Teachers  are  not  sufficiently  cutfbl 
to  keep  the  temperature  of  the  room  uniform,  and  the  atmosphere  put, 
We  are  compelled  to  believe  that  this  is  more  the  fault  of  the  leader  uoo 
the  Mchool  room.  In  several  instances,  we  have  visited  school  rooms  inirhiri 
the  air  was  absolutely  offensive,  and  upon  examination,  found  ample  mew 
for  ventilation,  but  all  closed.  That  stern  old  schoolmaster,  experience.su 
impressed  on  our  minds,  by  observation,  the  fact,  that  teachers  are  laments- 
bly  negligent  in  the  matter  of  physical  education.  What  sense  is  there  is 
compelling  thirty  or  forty  pairs  of  delicate  lungs  to  inhale  and  exhale,  for 
several  hours  in  the  day,  an  atmosphere  reeking  with  poison,  when  for  tie 
asking,  without  money  and  without  price,  a  flood  of  pure,  invigorating  sir. 
may  be  poured  into  the  room.  We  have  observed,  in  visiting  several  sckefc, 
that  some  of  the  pupils  were  allowed,  in  pleasant  weather,  to  remain  in  u 
recess  ;  and,  generally,  such  pupils  have  showed,  by  their  appearance,  lis 
they  were  the  very  ones  who  most  needed  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  exer- 
cise for  the  taking  of  which  the  recess  was  given.  Upon  inquiring  of  the 
teacher  why  these  pupils  were  permitted  to  remain,  we  have  often  been  told 
that  their  parents  did  not  wish  them  to  go  out  at  recess.  We  trust  thai  par- 
ents and  teachers  will  become  sensible  of  the  fact,  that  in  order  to  attain  i 
perfect  intellectual  education,  there  must  be  a  corresponding  complete  phys- 
ical training,  and,  also,  that  in  exact  proportion  to  the  deviation  from  i* 
laws  of  bodily  health,  will  be  the  deterioration  of  intellectual  capacity-  !■ 
concluding  our  remarks  upon  this  subject,  we  lake  pleasure  in  saying  that » 
marked  and  decided  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  school  houses  s 
that,  at  the  present  time,  with  one  exception,  they  are  an  honor  to  ik 
town." 


LACK    Of   CO-OPERATION   BETWEEN   PARENT   AND   TEACHER. 

"  This  is  a  serious  hindrance  to  the  prosperity  of  very  many  of  or 
schools.  The  district  may  be  furnished  with  a  fine  school  house,  with  » 
teacher  in  every  way  qualified  for  the  position,  but,  unless  they  have  it* 
kindly  sympathy  and  aid  of  the  parents,  the  school  is  almost  certain  to  pro" 
a  failure.  It  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  well-being  of  the  school,  that  tf* 
example,  opinions  and  expressions  of  the  parent  should  harmonize  ind 
unite  with  the  teacher's  instructions.  The  labor  of  parent  and  teacher,  fi» 
the  progress  of  the  child,  should  be  interwoven  and  blended,  one  with  tin 
other.  Parents  should  seek  to  ascertain  the  influence  of  both  school  and 
teacher  upon  their  children.  Consult  with  the  teacher  in  regard  to  their 
peculiar  characteristics,  capacities  and  propensities.  They  ought  not  W 
compel  them  to  listen  to  a  nightly  tirade  against  their  inttrueter  and  sabool,

both  of  which  they  should  be  taught  to  love  and  venerate.  Before  finding 
fault  with  the  government  of  the  teachers,  they  should  think  if  they  have 
done  all  in  their  power  to  aid  them,  and  to  govern  their  children  at  home. 
While  their  children  are  attending  school,  they  should  see  that  their  studies 
are  their  principal  business,  and  be  careful  that  they  are  punctual  and  regu- 
lar in  their  attendance.  They  should  visit  the  school  often,  that  they  may 
muke  themselves  familiar  with  its  condition,  and  the  true  state  of  its  pro- 
gress ;  be  ever  willing  to  devote  a  share  of  their  time  to  the  school ;  beware 
of  trusting  to  the  reports  of  their  children,  in  relation  to  the  school.  Be 
sore  to  cultivate  a  friendly  acquaintance  with  the  person  to  whom  they  have 
entrusted  that,-  which,  by  every  principle  of  humanity,  they  ought  to  value 
more  than  their  houses  and  lands,  more  than  gold  and  silver, — that  priceless 
jewel,  the  immortal  mind  of  their  child." 


JOHNSTON. 

This  town  Tailed  to  send  its  returns  to  this  office.  It  printed  a 
report,  however,  which  represents  its  schools  in  very  good  condi- 
tion. It  is  mainly  occupied  with  a  particular  account  of  each  dis- 
trict, and  wo  do  not  quote. 

GLOCESTEB. 

The  printed  report  in  this  town  is  similar  to  that  from  Johnston- 
The  schools  are  in  very  good  condition.  There  is  a  very  good 
grammar  school,  in  a  consolidated  district,  at  Chepachct. 


The  school  committee  of  this  town  have  printed  no  report,  and 
Bay  that  they  make  none,  for  two  reasons, — "  1st.  The  freemen,  at 
the  annual  town  meeting,  pay  no  attention  to  the  reading  of  it; 
and,  2d,  tho  secretary  was  unable  to  draw  up  one."  The  returns, 
however,  indicate  that  the  committee  have  been  very  faithful  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties*,  and  that  the  schools  are  improving.

BuRRILLVILLE. 

This  town  is  paying  much  attention  to  its  schools,  and  tney  are, 
consequently,  rapidly  improving.  It  has  a  corps  of  female  teachers 
not  inferior  to  those  of  any  town  in  the  State, 
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NEWPORT   COUNTY. 

CITY   OF   NEWPOBT. 

The  commissioner  has  had  no  report  from  this  city.  Here  « 
one  of  the  best  High  Schools  for  girls,  in  the  whole  country,  and  the 
system  is  well  understood,  and  is  very  energetically  operated. 


PORTSMOUTH. 

The  schools  in  this  town  are  generally  in  a  good  condition. 

MIDDLETOWN. 

No  report.  The  returns,  however,  indicate  that  the  committee 
have  attended  to  all  their  duties,  except  this  of  report. 

TIVEBTON. 

There  has  been  a  division  of  this  town,  and  some  irregularis 
have  undoubtedly  grown  out  of  this  fact.  This  town  printed  its 
committees'  report,  from  which  no  extracts  are  made. 

FALL  KIVEB. 

This  is  a  new  town  taken  off  from  Tiverton,  and  there  has  ben 
received  neither  report  nor  returns. 

LITTLE   COMPTON. 

No  report 

KIW-SHOBEHAK. 

The  schools  here  are  in  more  than  an  ordinarily  prospermia 
state.  The  report  of  the  committee  was  not  printed,  and  only 
contained  an  account  of  the  several  schools.

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WASHINGTON   COUNTY. 

SODTH   KINGSTOWN. 

The  committee  say,  in  their  printed  report — 

"  While  we  congratulate  our  fellow  citizens  ou  the  progress  of  our  Public 
Schools,  we  would  call  their  attention  to  one  fruitful  source  of  evil  still  exist- 
ing, and  which  is  beyond  our  control.  It  is  absenteeism.  It  will  be  seen, 
by  referring  to  our  annexed  table,  that  the  number  of  scholars  registered  in 
the  schools  of  the  town  during  the  winter  term,  amounted  to  883,  while 
those  in  actual  daily  attendance  are  only  538,  making  345,  or  more  than  39 
per  cent,  registered  scholars  absent  daily. 

Thus,  a  school  of  a  hundred  scholars,  will  average  only  about  sixty  in 
daily  attendance :  one  of  fifty,  will  average  only  about  thirty.  None  except 
teachers,  and  those  directly  connected  with  school  operations,  can  fully  ap- 
preciate tbe  extent  of  this  evil. 

In  schools  registering,  as  many  of  ours  do,  from  fifty  to  eighty  scholars, 
and  taught  by  one  person,  the  number  of  classes  necessarily  ranging  from 
twenty  to  thirty,  it  requires  all  the  skill  and  energy  of  the  most  successful 
teacher,  to  obtain  a  reasonable  degree  of  advancement  with  only  the  ordina- 
ry hi  ode  ranees,  and  a  regular  attendance.  But  where  two  or  three  of  a 
clrus  have  been  absent,  while  the  teacher  has,  with  much  labor,  explained  a 
difficult  lesson  in  arithmetic,  or  an  important  principle  in  grammar,  on  their 
return,  they  will  either  have  to  join  the  class  in  its  advanced  state,  or  by 
themselves  receive  the  same  instructions  which  the  class  had  during  their 
absence.  The  latter  is  certainly  preferable.  But  this  will  take  much  time 
of  the  teacher,  and  necessarily  shorten  the  already  too  short  recitations  of 
his  classes. 

From  these  facts,  we  think  that  no  one  can  fail  to  see,  that  the  absentee 
not  only  injures  himself,  but  cripples  the  progress  of  the  whole  school,  caus- 
ing incalculable  mischief  to  those  anxiously  striving,  with  all  their  energies, 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  due  them  from  our  public  schools. 

We  earnestly  hope  that  the  interests  of  our  public  schools  may  be  kept 
up,  and  greatly  increased  for  the  future.  If  there  is  any  one  branch  of  hu- 
man affairs  more  than  another  that  demands  continued  effort  to  secure  a  de- 
sirable progress,  it  is  the  cause  of  common  education :  and  next  to  religion, 
it  is  the  worthiest  object  upon  which  the  energies  of  a  free  and  independent 
people  can  be  expended.  May  we  not  believe  that  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant, when,  not  only  the  town  committee,  and  each  district  trustee,  but  also 
every  parent  and  guardian  in  the  town,  shall  feel  an  appropriate  share  of  re- 
sponsibility for  the  promotion  of  this  cause ;  and  express  the  same  by  visit- 
ing and  encouraging  the  schools ;  and  by  cooperating  efficiently  with  the 
teachers  employed  therein." 
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WESTERLY. 

The  report  of  this  town  was  not  printed,  but  it  represents  the 
schools  mainly  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  gradually  improving. 
The  Tillage  of  Westerly  has  a  moat  excellent  High  School.  Iti- 
town  employs  a  superintendent  from  whom  mnch  is  expected. 

HOBTH    KINGSTOWN. 

Report  not  printed.  It,  however,  speaks  in  high  terms  of  sev- 
eral schools,  but  condemns  some  school  houses. 

CHABLE8T0WN. 

This  town  did  not  print  its  committee's  report.  The  schools 
are,  nevertheless,  doing  well. 


Has  some  good  schools,  and  many  citizens  who  are  fully  anb  | 
to  the  subject  of  education.  Its  report  was  printed  and  well  cir- 
culated, and  cannot  fail  to  be  useful. 

BOPKINTON. 

There  is  in  this  town  an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  tbt 
people  to  have  good  schools.

The  printed  report  merely  makes  mention  of  the  several  schools 
in  order,  but  gives  a  very  good  account  of  them.

"  The  greatest  difficulty  which  your  committee  find  in  maintaining  good 
schools,  is  in  procuring  competent  teachers — those  capable  of  governing  and 
managing  a  school,  maintaining  order  and  discipline,  without  exciting  discord 
and  dissatisfaction,  among  the  parents  and  inhabitants  of  the  neighborhood. 
It  is  easy  to  judge  of  the  mere  literary  proficiency  of  a  young  man  who  ap- 
plies for  a  certificate  of  qualification,  as  a  teacher ;  but  to  judge  ■ 
acter  in  other  respects — his  judgment,  his  temper  and  disposition, 
to  govern  and  convey  knowledge  to  the  young  mind — is  a  much 
cult  matter,  and  many  times  we  are  unfortunate  in  our  selections 
incapacity  of  the  teacher  is  by  no  means  the  only  source  of  troi 
free  schools  of  this  town.

To  the  Governor  and  ike  Honorable  the  General  Assembly ; — 

The  Rev.  Robert  Allyn,  late  Commissioner  of  Public  Schools,  resigned 
his  trust  September  10,  1857.  In  the  absence  of  His  Excellency,  Gov. 
Dyer,  His  Honor,  Lieut.  Governor  Turner,  appointed  William  R.  Watsor, 
Esq.  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  till  the  return  of  the  Governor. 

After  the  return  of  the  Governor,  he  tendered  the  appointment  to  the  un- 
dersigned, who  accepted  it,  and  received  a  commission,  bearing  the  date  of 
October  17th,  1857.  Hh  entered  immediately  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  and  having  been  essentially  aided  by  Mr.  Watson,  he  has  visited  every 
district  in  the  towns  of  North  Providence,  Johnston,  Cranston  and  Scttuate, 
and  nearly  every  school  in  these  towns.  This  visitation,  the  Commissioner 
expects  to  continue,  till  he  has  seen  every  district,  and,  if  possible,  every 
school  in  the  State.  It  gives  him  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge,  that  he 
has  been  most  cheerfully  and  most  essentially  aided  by  school  committees, 
trustees,  and  other  friends  of  education ;  and  that  he  has  received  that  kind 
and  hearty  cooperation,  which  promises  to  make  these  visits  of  far  greater 
value  than  they  could  otherwise  be.  May  he  not  hope  for  such  aid,  and  such 
cooperation,  in  every  part  of  the  State  ?  The  undersigned  deems  it  his 
duty  to  add,  that  till  he  has  made  such  a  survey  of  the  State,  as  shall  make 
him  practically  and  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  working  of  our  Public 
School  system,  he  ought  not  to  occupy  much  time  in  reporting,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  law,  "  to  the  General  Assembly,  upon  the  state  and  condition 
of  the  schools  and  education,  with  plans  and  suggestions  for  their  improve- 
ment."

The  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison  and 
Providence  County  Jail,  present  to  the  Honorable  the  General  As- 
sembly, their  report  for  the  year  1857. 

From  the  complete  and  valuable  report  of  the  Warden,  herewith 
presented,  it  will  appear  that  the  condition  of  the  Prison  and  Jail, 
during  the  year,  has  been  as  follows : — 

The  number  of  convicts  in  the  State  Prison,  on  the  1st

Being  an  increase  of  13  during  the  year.

This  diminution  of  the  number  of  prisoners  in  Jail,  has  been  main- 
ly  owing  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  law  of  the  last  General  As- 
sembly, respecting  short  commitments  for  drunkenness.

Taking  into  view  the  circumstances  which  have  affected  even 
department  of  business,  this  result  can  hardly  be  considered  unfavor- 
able. The  high  price  of  provisions  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year, 
has  largely  increased  the  expenses.  The  prostration  of  bustoest 
has  had  the  same  effect  on  this  as  on  other  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  contractors  for  labor  in  the  cabinet  shops  were  unable 
to  employ  all  the  convicts  who  fell  to  their  share,  and  asked  that 
ten  of  their  men  might  be  withdrawn.  With  this  request,  the  In- 
spectors felt  it  necessary  to  comply. 

Not  only  these  ten,  but  the  convicts  who  have  been  since  com- 
mitted, have  therefore  been  unemployed.     Hence,  the  State  has  lost. 


for  some  months,  the  labor  of  about  twenty  men.  Owing  to  the 
same  cause  the  other  contractors  have  not  been  able  to  employ  so 
man;  of  the  jail  prisoners  as  had  been  expected.  Taking,  therefore, 
all  the  facts  into  consideration,  we  think  that  the  financial  condition 
of  the  prison  will  compare,  not  unfavorably,  with  other  manufactur- 
ing establishments  in  our  vicinity.  The  Inspectors  see  no  reason 
for  altering  the  opinion  which  they  have  heretofore  expressed,  that 
nnder  ordinary  circumstances,  with  the  present  management,  the 
State  will  very  soon  be  relieved  from  any  expense  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  State  Prison  and  County  Jail. 

The  amount  drawn  from  the  treasury,  for  the  support  of  the  prison, 
has  been  the  same  as  the  last  year,  viz :  (3000.  It  will,  however, 
be  observed,  that  the  State  holds  the  notes  of  J.  II.  Field,  for  labor 
in  the  cabinet  shop,  for  $1,453  59.  Had  this  amount  been  paid  as 
it  became  due,  which  would  have  been  done  in  ordinary  times,  the  ap- 
propriation would  have  been  reduced  almost  one-half. 

The  convicts  in  the  prison  and  jail  are  now  employed  in  their 
different  branches  of  labor.  The  largest  portion  of  the  State  pris- 
oners work  at  cabinet  making,  under  a  contract  with  J.  H.  Field. 
The  remainder  of  the  State  prisoners,  with  a  portion  of  the  jail  con- 
victs, labor  in  the  machine  shop,  under  a  contract  with  A.  Shockford. 
The  remainder  of  the  jail  convicts  who  are  employed,  labor  in  the 
manufacture  of  umbrella  handles  and  canes,  under  a  contract  with 
Messrs.  Moore  &  Lowell. 

The  library  has  been  increased  by  the  purchase,  during  the  year, 
of  428  volumes.  To  these,  James  Y.  Smith,  Esq.,  late  mayor  of 
Providence,  has  added  a  generous  donation  of  75  volumes.  The 
number  of  volumes  now  in  the  library  amounts  to  814,  and  exclusive 
of  donations,  they  have  been  all  purchased  by  the  fees  paid  by  vis- 
itors for  seeing  the  prison.  That  the  Assembly  may  havo  an  op- 
portunity of  knowing  the  kind  of  reading  furnished  for  the  prisoners, 
a  catalogue  of  the  library  accompanies  this  report.  The  Inspectors 
are,  moreover,  happy  to  state  that  the  books  bear  ample  evidence 
that  they  have  been  faithfully  read. 

From  the  report  of  the  Physician,  herewith  presented,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  health  of  the  prisoners,  in  both  departments  of  the 
prison,  has  been  unusually  good.  He  states  it  as  his  opinion  that 
"  there  has  been  less  sickness  of  any  kind,  among  the  prisoners  con- 
fined in  these  institutions,  than  among  the  same  number  of  persons 
outside  in  the  city.    This  more  healthy  condition  of  the  convicts 


lias  probably  been  effected  by  the  improvements  which  have  been 
made  in  ventilation,  and  in  the  manner  of  warming  the  cells.  Il 
also  speaks  well  for  the  dietary  arrangements  of  the  establishments/ 

The  Report  of  the  Chaplain,  presents  an  encouraging  account  of 
the  moral  condition  of  the  prison.  Religions  services  hare  beet 
attended  every  Sabbath-day ;  and  almost  all  the  State  prisoner! 
are  also  formed  into  Bible  Classes.  The  proportion  of  the  dis- 
charged convicts,  who  are  becoming  reputable  members  of  society. 
furnishes  evidence,  that  the  prison  is  accomplishing  the  purpose  of 
a  house  of  reformation,  and  thus  realizing  the  benevolent  design 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  State  is  the  owner  of  a  large  lot  of  land,  extending  fan 
the  wall  of  the  prison  to  Park  Street.  The  Warden,  under  tin 
direction  of  the  Inspectors,  has  employed  the  Jail  prisoners,  ifc> 
were  out  of  work,  in  filling  up  and  gradiug  this  property.  Its 
value  and  beauty  will  thus  be  greatly  increased,  at  a  very  trifliri 
expense,  and  an  opportunity  be  afforded  for  raising  summer  to 
etables,  for  the  prison.  A  part  of  the  land,  thus  improved,  his. 
during  the  past  summer,  added  greatly  to  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  prisoners. 

The  Inspectors  deem  it  their  duty,  again  to  represent,  mat  tin 
old  portion  of  the  prison  is  entirely  unsuited  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  erected.  It  needs  to  be  rebuilt,  after  the  model  «' 
the  portions  recently  constructed.  The  high  land,  in  the  rear  i 
the  prison,  will  soon  be  occupied  by  dwelling  houses.  This  will 
render  it  necessary  to  raise  the  prison  wait  several  feet  higher. 
The  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  is  requested  to  these  im- 
provements. The  Inspectors  ask,  that  at  the  earliest  practicsbk 
moment,  appropriations  be  granted  for  making  these  improvements. 

The  Board  of  Inspectors,  respetcfully  invite  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  at  any  time  that  may  suit  their  convenience,  to 
visit  the  prison,  and  thoroughly  examine  its  condition  and  arrang*- 
meats.  It  will  give  them  great  pleasure  to  receive  any  suggestion* 
by  which  they  may  be  enabled  more  successfully  to  perform  uV 
labor  which  has  been  confided  to  them.

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CHAPLAINS'  REPORT. 


To  ike  Honorable 

the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  SfC. 

At  the  cloae  of  another  year,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  report  to 
you  the  religions  condition  of  the'  State  Prison. 

During  the  year,  regular  religions  services  have  been  maintained 
with  increasing  interest  to  many;  and  as  we  have  reason  to  hope- 
with  profit  to  some. 

The  plan  of  instruction  has  been  much  the  same  as  that  report- 
ed last  year. 

The  state  prisoners  meet  in  the  Chapel,  Sabbath  mornings,  ud 
spend  an  hour  in  studying  the  Scriptures,  under  the  instructions  of 
competent  and  judicious  teachers.  Although  the  attendance  <n 
this  service  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners,  the  avenge 
attendance,  for  the  year,  has  been  fifty.  There  are  seven  classes 
engaged  in  the  study  of  the  Scriptures,  and  two  classes  are  being 
taught  to  read.  When  we  take  into  the  account  their  age,  thee 
classes  hare  made  as  rapid  progress  as  could  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected. It  is  pleasing  to  witness  the  marked  and  serious  atten- 
tion given  by  the  members  of  the  Bible  Classes,  to  the  instruction 
of  the  teachers.  They  certainly  show,  by  their  ready  and  intelli- 
gent answers  to  the  questions  put  to  them,  that  they  have  atndied 
with  pleasure  and  profit,  the  lessons  assigned  them. 

When  these  exercises  are  closed,  all  the  prisoners,  male  and 
female,  are  assembled  for  the  regular  religious  service.  A  plain. 
:  Google 
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practical  discourse  la  then  delivered  to  them.  The  attention  giv- 
en and  the  interest  manifested,  plainly  indicates  that  the;  are,  for 
the  time  being,  affected  by  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  of  Christ ; 
and,  as  the  entrance  of  the  divine  word  giveth  light  and  under- 
standing to  the  simple,  may  we  not  reasonably  hope  that  the  word 
preached  will  profit  even  some  of  them  ? 

Our  choir  has  suffered  by  the  loss  of  the  leader,  yet  the  singing 
has  been  sustained)  for  this  is  a  part  of  oar  worship  in  which  all 
seem  much  interested. 

Large  additions  of  valuable  books,  in  the  various  departments 
of  literature,  have  been  made  to  the  library.  These  books  are 
read  with  attention  and  eagerness,  by  the  convicts.  And  it  is  im- 
possible to  estimate  the  influence  for  good,  this  well  selected  read- 
ing exerts  upon  their  minds  and  hearts. 

The  prisoners  in  the  County  Jail,  since  the  time  of  their  con- 
finement has  been  lengthened,  have  improved  greatly  in  their  per- 
sonal appearance  as  well  as  in  the  interest  which  they  manifest  in 
the  religious  services.  Their  opportunities  for  improvement  and 
reformation,  are  much  better  than  under  the  old  system.  So 
marked  is  the  change  in  their  appearance  and  behavior,  that  it 
must  be  apparent  to  the  most  casual  observer.

PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 


The  undersigned,  Physician  to  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison 
and  Providence  County  Jail,  presents  to  the  Honorable,  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  his  annual  report,  for  the  year  ending  December 
Slat,  1857. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  in  the  County  Jail  daring  the  year. 

Oliver  Potter  (colored)  died  May  25th,  1857,  of  Consumption. 
He  had  been  in  jail  about  seven  months,  and  had  been  ailing  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  of  hia  confinement. 

Wilson  Grinnell  -was  found  dead  in  hia  cell,  on  the  morning  of 
the  27th  of  last  November.  He  had  been  in  jail  about  one  month 
bat  had  not  been  under  medical  treatment.  I  have  since  learned 
that  he  had  been  subject  to  "Jlu"  previous  to  his  commitment 
and  I  suppose  that  he  had  one,  which  caused  his  death. 

There  have  been  but  few  cases  of  severe  sickness  in  the  State 
Prison  and  none  of  them  have  bad  a  fatal  termination.  Martin 
Whitford  is  the  only  one  on  the  sick  list  at  the  present  time.  He 
haa  been  unwell  for  a  number  of  weeks,  and  is  still  in  a  critical 
condition,  but  I  have  some  hopes  of  his  recovery. 

On  the  whole,  it  has  been  a  year  of  unuBoal  health,  both  in  the 
State  Prison  and  Jail.  There  were  no  well  marked  cases  of  dys- 
entery during  the  warmer  season,  and  there  have  been  less  of  /»? 
troubles,  and  rheumatic  affections  during  the  colder  months  of  the 
year.  I  think  there  has  been  less  of  sickness  of  any  kind,  among 
the  prisoners  confined  in  these  institutions,  than  among  the  same 
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number  of  persons  outside — in  the  city.  This  more  healthy  con- 
dition of  the  convicts  has,  probably,  been  effected  by  the  improve- 
ments which  have  been  made  in  ventilation,  and  in  the  manner  of 
warming  the  cells.  It  also  speaks  well  for  the  dietary  arrange- 
ments of  the  establishments. 

In  closing,  I  would  express  my  acknowledgments  to  the  Warden, 
Samuel  L.  Blaisdell,  Esq.,  for  the  uniform  courtesy  with  which  he 
has  listened  to  any  suggestions  relating  to  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  inmates ;  and  also  to  the  Deputy  Warden,  Mr.  E.  B.  Nelson, 
for  the  promptness  with  which  he  has  attended  to  any  directions 
which  have  been  given  for  the  care  of  the  sick.

The  penalty  provided  in  the  28th  section  of  the  126th  chap 
the  Revised  Statutes  ia  wholly  insufficient  to  prevent  over-i 
and  should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  be  largely  in 
ed,  and  imprisonment  added  to  make  it  still  more  effectual, 
now  stands  on  the  statute  book,  it  is  but  a  forfeit  of  one  the 
dollars,  although  an  over-issue  of  one  hundred  thousand  doll: 
even  more,  can  easily  be  made  by  any  bank  so  inclined. 

The  Bank  of  South  County,  as  also  the  Hopkinton  Bank 
been  drawn  into  their  present  crippled  condition  by  an  overw 
desire  on  the  part  of  their  directors  to  make  large  returns  ti 
stockholders;  to  accomplish  which,  they  have  travelled  out  o: 
regular  banking  business  and  taken  unwarrantable  risks.    Ii 
zeal  to  increase  their  circulation,  and  thereby  their  loans  ai 
counts,  they  have  taken  weak  securities,  which,  when  tested,  bin 
proved  wholly  unavailable  for  the  redemption  of  their  largely  ink 
ted  circulation.     The  Commissioners,  however,  have  good  reason  to 
believe  that  the  bills  of  both  banks  will,  under  judicious  management 
bo  ultimately  redeemed. 

The  Rhode-Island  Central  Bank  having  been  recently  enjoined. 
the  Commissioners  are  unable  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  value  of 
its  bills. 

The  returns  made  by  the  banks  to  the  Commissioners,  on  the  14th. 
of  December  last,  exhibit  the  condition  of  the  banks  and  savin!) 
banks,  at  that  time.  The  returns  of  one  bank  was  not  received  a 
time  to  be  included  in  the  general  abstract.  That  is  presented  to 
itself.  The  figures  of  that  return  are  embraced  in  the  statement^ 
this  report,  which  will  account  for  the  discrepancy  between  tbcni  ana 
the  figures  of  the  abstract. 

Many  of  the  banks  have  increased  their  capital,  during  the  years 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  their  charters.  From  the  first  of  De- 
cember, 1856,  to  the  second  of  May,  1857,  this  increase  amount 
to  $448, 629  22 ;  and  from  the  second  of  May  to  the  fourteenth  d 
December  it  amounted  to  $201,  500 —  making  an  increase  for  lh 
year  of  $650, 129  22. 

Five  have  been  enjoined  from  the  further  transaction  of  bnsiKft 
and  their  effects  placed  in  the  hands  of  receivers.  Their  asjrrejpfe 
capital  in  December,  1856,  was  $886,311  86.  Our  entire  bantiM 
capital  at  this  time,  after  deducting  from  the  returns  that  of  the  Ww 
Island  Central  Bank,  which  has  been  permanently  enjoined  since  uV 
date  of  those  returns,  is  $20,164,799,  against  $20,364,496  64  o«e 
year  ago,  as  shown  by  the  report  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State," 
December,  1856. 

The  whole  amount  of  loans  and  discounts  on  the  fourteenth  olt"^ 
was  f25.S99.740  74,  of  resources  $29,744,227  66,  and  of  dcp«* 
S^.SJj.^li  50:   showing  a  decrease,   when  comnarcd  vrith  the  rc- 
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ana  ioresignt,  with  great  unanimity,  deemed  socb  a  step  necesswt 
for  the  security  of  their  capitals,  and  to  enable  them  to  lend  &  klj- 
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livings. 

The  Commissioners  find  that  some  of  oor  Institutions  for  Savings, 
v  the  sake  of  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  sis  per  cent,  are  in 
be  practice  of  investing  their  funds  in  the  bonds  of  Western  Rail- 
oad  companies,  and  also  the  notes  of  individuals  and  land  compl- 
ies, secured  by  mortgage  on  lots  situated  in  new  towns  and  cities 
t  the  West,  necessarily,  in  their  opinion,  of  doubtful  value.  Secu- 
ity  of  the  highest  character,  of  the  most  undoubted  value  and  per- 
lanence,  should  be  the  first  aim  of  parties  having  control  and  man- 
geracnt  of  funds  of  the  Savings  Institutions  of  the  State,  and  any 
eparture  from  this  rule,  with  a  view  to  a  high  rate  of  interest,  or 
rom  any  other  motive,  should  be  looked  upon  with  disapprobation 
y  the  Legislature.  One  Institution  for  Savings  was  found  to  be  in 
tie  practice  of  taking  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  cent,  in 
he  discount  of  notes  and  bills  of  exchange.  They  persisted  in  this 
iractice,  after  admonition  from  the  Commissioners;  in  consequence 
if  which,  a  complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Attorney  General,  who 
as  commenced  a  prosecution  against  them  for  a  violation  of  the  law. 

The  opinion  is  gaining  ground  among  the  mercantile  community 
ind  others,  that  the  rate  of  interest  allowed  by  law  should  be 
aised  in  this  State,  to  correspond  mora  equally  with  that  of  New 
fork  and  some  other  places,  and  that  such  a  change  would  result 
teneficially  to  all  the  parties  concerned.  The  existing  difference  of 
nterest  between  this  State  and  many  other  States,  undoubtedly  at- 
racts  much  of  our  capital  abroad,  for  investment,  thereby  depriving 
)ur  own  citizens  of  its  use  in  the  transaction  of  their  business.  At 
he  same  time,  the  lower  rate  here,  attracts  competition  for  the  use 
)f  what  remains  from  parties  residing  abroad.  This  subject  may 
lot  be  unworthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

The  privilege  allowed  our  banks,  to  circulate  their  bills  to  the  full 
tmount  of  their  capitals,  has  been  the  subject  of  some  abuse.  It  has 
>een  an  inducement,  for  parties  residing  out  of  the  State,  to  purchase 
l  controlling  influence  in  several  of  our  banks,  and  to  enlarge  their 
sirculation  to  a  dangerous  degree.  It  is  well  worthy  the  attention 
)f  the  Legislature,  to  consider  whether  it  may  not  be  for  the  interest 
)f  the  public,  that  the  circulation  of  the  banks  shall  be  limited  be- 
low the  present  amount. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  the  following  addition  and  alter- 
itions  to  the  laws  regulating  banking : 

1st,  Making  it  obligatory  upon  every  bank  and  institution  for 
savings,  to  cause  a  record  to  be  made,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
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Of  their  poor,  there  is  only  one,  at  present,  supported  &t  the  pub- 
lic expense. 

The  future  course  to  be  pursued  with  regard  to  this  tribe,  it  is 
for  the  Legislature  to  determine.  It  would,  no  doubt,  be  better  for 
the  tribe  and  the  town,  if  their  condition  were  changed,  and  they 
were  placed  on  an  equal  footing  with  other  citizens  of  the  State. 

So  long  as  the  tribe  remains  as  it  is  at  present,  it  will,  unavoid- 
ably be  a  constant  source  of  trouble  and  expense  to  the  State,  with 
constant  and  increasing  difficulties  among  its  members,  and  a  source 
of  annoyance  and  an  indirect  tax  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Charlestown.  Although  there  are  not  so  many  living  in  the  town 
at  present,  as  there  were  twenty-five  years  ago,  tho  probability  is, 
that  the  number  absent,  claiming  connection  with  the  tribe,  has  in- 
creased ;  and  out  of  this  increase  will  continue  to  arise  serious  and 
perplexing  difficulties  relating  to  the  settlement  of  their  estates, 
from  the  fact  of  there  not  being  any  record  of  their  individual  lands, 
they  being  held  by  tradition  alone,  and  in  dividing  and  setting  off 
have  been  subject  to  the  caprice,  many  times,  of  those  who  have 
made  the  division. 

|>  A  change  in  the  condition  of  this  tribe  must  eventually  take  place. 
Such  being  the  case,  they  are  probably  as  well  prepared  for  it  now, 
as  they  ever  will  be  at  any  future  time. 

For  the  provisions  that  would  seem  advisable  whenever  such 
a  measure  is  adopted,  the  subscriber  would  refer  the  Legislature  to 
the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  tho  Indian  tribe,  made  to  the 
General  Assembly,  at  their  January  Session,  A.  D.  1857.

The  subscriber,  Commissioner  of  the  Indian  Tribe,  respectfully 
presents  to  the  General  Assembly  his  views  of  the  present  condition 
of  the  tribe. 

The  tribe  are  now  protected  from  suits  for  debt,  and  are  unable 
to  sell  their  tribe  lands  without  permission  of  the  Legislature. 
These  provisions  were  formerly  very  necessary,  as  many  of  them 
were  intemperate  and  improvident,  but  in   the  course  of  time,  and 
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G.  &  D.  Taylor  &  Co.  accruing  before  the  filing  of  such  further  I 
davits;  and  such  further  affidavits  to  be  filed  on  or  before  the  sei  i 
Monday  of  the  nest  term  of  said  court."

and  by  Currey  for  the  defendants. 

Tillinghast,  for  the  plaintiffs,  made  the  following  points : 

1st.  That  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  question,  was  vi  ■ 
under  the  constitution,  as  au  exercise  of  judicial  power,  ezclusivi 
vested  by  article  3,  and  by  article  10,  section   1  of  the  constitute  : 
"  in  one  Supreme  Court,  and  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Gsneral  i  \ 
sembly  may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish."

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from  the  mere  distribution  of  powers  between  the  executive,  legis- 
lative and  judicial  departments  of  the  government.  The  contempo- 
raneous exposition  of  the  constitution  in  this  respect,  is  shown  by 
the  continuance,  in  the  Digest  of  1844,  of  the  acts  providing  for  the 
mode  of  preferring  petitions  for  new  trial  to  the  General  Assembly. 
Digest  1844,  page  69.  Wilkinson  vs.  Leland  and  others,  2  Peters 
632,  N.  A.  3  R.  I.  Rep.  Supplt.  opinion  of  Judges  of  Supreme  Ot. 
that  the  General  Assembly  had  constitutionally  this  power. 

Bradley,  in  reply-  The  vote  in  question  grants  a  right  to  the 
defendants,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  plaintiffs,  to  file  affidavits,  which, 
without  the  vote,  they  could  not  file.  It  authorizes  the  court  to  staj 
proceedings  in  the  suit  against  the  garnishees,  and  empowers  the 
court  to  receive  the  new  affidavits  with  the  same  effect,  so  far  as  they 
affect  them,  as  if  filed  at  the  first  term  of  the  original  suits  respect- 
ively ;  and  to  stay  proceedings,  and  to  stay  judgment  in  the  suit 
against  the  garnishees.  It  is  in  effect,  a  direction  to  the  court  to  do 
these  things ;  like  an  authority  to  the  court  to  hear  bills  in  equity, 
which,  under  such  authority,  becomes  a  judicial  duty  which  the  court 
3&nnot  dispense  with  unless  expressly  empowered  so  to  do.  In  such 
cases,  words  of  permission,  as  "  may,"  mean  "  shall."  Duarris  on 
Statutes  712,  side. 

The  vote  directs  the  court  to  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  defendants. 
It  grants  to  them  a  right  to  file  new  affidavits, — which  last  grant 
resembles  power  given  by  a  court  of  equity,  to  a  respondent,  to  file 
a  new  answer,  or  amend  an  old  one.  It  enlarges,  as  it  were,  the 
time  in  which  the  garnishees  may  file  their  affidavits  with  effect. 
All  this,  is  evidently  the  exercise  of  judicial  power,  as  is,  also,  the 
stay  of  proceedings  against  the  defendants.  He  examined  the  caseB 
from  Maine,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York,  to  show  that  the  grant  of 
new  trials  had  always  been  held  an  exercise  of  judicial  power. 

The  opinion  of  the  judges  in  3  R.  I.  R.  Supplement  on  this  point, 
he  deemed  mere  obiter  dicta,  upon  which  they  gave  no  opinion,  whilst 
the  matter  which  they  were  called  upon  to  answer,  necessarily  in- 
volved, according  to  the  opinion  they  gave,  the  exclusion  of  the 
General  Assembly  from  the  exercise  of  all  judicial  power.  The 
"judicial  power,"  given  by  the  constitution  to  "  one  Supreme  Court, 
Ac."  means  all  judicial  power,  and  this  is  res  judicata  in  Rhode 
Island,  by  the  above  opinion  of  the  judges.  A  mere  practice  for  a 
few  years,  contrary  to  a  constitutional  provision,  cannot  abrogate  it. 
He  examined  the  various  cases  cited,  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
that  the  vote  in  question  was  in  conflict  with  the  several  constitu- 
tional provisions  intended  to  preserve  the  rights  of  property,  and  to 
keep  unimpaired  the  obligation  of  contracts;  and  concluded,  that  if 
it  was  deemed  an  exercise  of  judicial  power,  it  was  void,  because 
prohibited,  by  the  constitution,  to  the  General  Assembly;  if  a  legis- 
lative act,  because,  it  derogated  from  the  constitutional  rights  of 
property,  and  the  obligation  of  contracts. 
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lodged,  by  an  act  of  Congress,  in  the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  Unit 
States,  to  inquire  into  and  to  take  evidence  or  the  claims  of  inTil 
pensioners,  and  to  transmit  the  result  of  their  inquiries  to  the  Sea 
tarj  of  War,  for  his  action  and  that  of  Congress  thereon,  wasjudia 
power,  and  so  the  exercise  of  it  imperative  upon  the  Circuit  Jndp 
The  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  District  of  Ni 
York,  then  consisting  of  Jay.  Chief  Justice,  Cushiug:,  Justice,  t 
Duane,  District  Judge;  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  District  of  Pei 
sylvania,  then  consisting  of  Wilson  and  Blair,  Justices,  and  of  Pete 
District  Judge;  and  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  District  of  Not 
Carolina,  then  consisting  of  Iredell,  Justice,  and  of  Fitzgreaves,  D 
trict  Judge ; — was,  that  the  power  thus  vested  was  not  judicial,  a 
that  consequently  they  were  not  bound  to  exercise  it.  The  reasw 
given  by  them  were,  in  substance,  that  the  act  of  Congress  did  o 
contemplate  this  power  as  judicial,  inasmuch  as  it  subjected  the  d 
cisions  of  the  courts,  in  the  matter  to  which  it  related,  to  the  coa?i> 
eratioa  and  suspension  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  again  to  tl 
revision  of  Congress ;  whereas,  by  the  constitution,  neither  the  S« 
retary  of  War,  nor  any  other  executive  officer,  nor  even  the  Ugitk 
ture,  were  authorized  to  sit,  as  a  Court  of  Errors,  on  the  jadkU 
acts  or  opinions  of  the  Courts  of  the  United  States.  The  Jndst 
composing  the  Circuit  Court  of  New  York,  however,  consented, « 
account  of  the  benevolence  which  bad  dictated  the  passage  of  thi 
pension  act  in  ({motion,  personally  to  execute  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  in  the  character  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  ofiM 
instead  of  personal  descriptions ;  deeming  themselves  at  liberty,  w 
individuals,  to  accept  or  decline  the  office  thus  tendered  to  them.

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nal,  under  a  treaty,  is  judicial.  But  it  is  not  sufficient  to  bring  such  M 
ters  under  the  judicial  power,  that  they  involve  the  exercise  of judgmei 
upon  law  and  fact."  One  of  the  points  decided  in  this  case  was, that  ti 
auditing  of  an  account,  and  ascertaining  a  balance,  by  the  first  and 
tor  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  the  issue  of  a  diatre 
warrant  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  under  an  act  of  Congrei 
by  virtue  of,  and  under  which,  the  lands  of  a  defaulting  collector 
the  customs,  were  seized  and  held  to  satisfy  the  balance  ascertain* 
by  the  auditor  to  be  due  to  the  treasury,  were  not  acts  of  judid 
power,  in  the  sense  of  the  constitution;  that  they  might,  thereto 
under  the  law,  be  constitutionally,  and  with  effect,  done  by  that 
officers,  although  neither  of  them  constituted  a  court,  nor  were  t 
connected  with  a  court  as  to  perform  any,  even  of  the  ministeri 
duties  which  arise  out  of  judicial  proceedings.     Ibid,  275. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  may  safely  be  said,  that  to  hear  and  dead 
adversary  suits  at  law  and  in  equity,  with  the  power   of  renderin 
judgments  and  entering  up  decrees  according  to  the   decision,  Co  fe 
executed  by  the  process  and  power  of  the   tribunal   deciding,  or  o 
another  tribunal  acting  nnder  its  orders  and  according  to  its  dim 
tion,  is  the  exercise  of  judicial  power,  in  the  constitutional  sense; 
and  that  it  is  so,  whether  the  decision  be  final,  or  subject  to  rever- 
sal on  error  or  appeal.     It  is  precisely  thus,  that   the   great  exem- 
plar of  constitutional  law,  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  defines 
this  power;  for,  after  vesting,  by  the  .first  section  of  its  third  arti- 
cle, "  the  judicial  power   of  the  United  Stales,"  in   ■•  one   Suprewe 
Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  Congress  may,  from  time  to  tine. 
order  and  establish ;"  and  after,  in  the  same  section,  fixing  the  ternm 
and  mode  of  compensating  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  the  Loitci 
States ;  it  proceeds,  in  the  second  section  of  the  same  article,  to  de- 
fine  this  power,  by  stating  the  cases   and  controversies  in  hrtad 
equity,  and  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  to  which,  fan 
the  nature  of  the  questions  involved   in   them,  or  of  the  principle* 
of  decision  to  be  applied  to  the  character  or  citizenship  of  the  par- 
ties to  them,  or  to  be  affected  by  them,  this  power,  whether  orieinjl 
or  appellate,  shall  extend.     In  Osborn  vs.  The  Bankofthe  Vniid 
States,  9  Wheaton  319,  Chief  Justice  Marshall,  in   delivering  tte 
opinion  of  the  court,  after  saying  that  the  second  article  of  the  con- 
stitution vests  the  whole  executive  power  in  the  President,  ana  ihri 
the  third  article  among  other  things,  declares  "  that  the  judicial  po»- 
er  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  and  equity,  arising  under  this  con- 
stitution, the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  wnfci 
shall  be  made  under  their  authority,"  thus  speaks  of  the  effect  tm 
extent  of  the  latter : — "  This  clause  enables  the  judicial  departm«' 
to  receive  jurisdiction  to  the  full  extent  of  the  constitution,  law** 
treaties  of  the  United  States,  when  any  question   respecting  «*■ 
shall  assume  such  a  form  that  the  judicial  power  is  capable  •/** 
ing  uaon  it.      That  flower  is  capable  of  aetinsr  nnhi  when  the  -'"''     , 
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or  the  admiralty — cannot  be  withdrawn  by  Congress,  from  judicial 
cognizance ;  there  are  also  matters  involving  public  rights,  which  mat 
be  presented  in  such  form,  that  the  judicial  power  is  capable  of  act- 
ing upon  them,  although  Congress  may,  or  may  not,  bring  them  wilt 
in  the  cognizance  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  as  it  sees  fiL 
Ibid.  285. 

But,  without  pursuing  any  farther  the  cases  illustrating  what  k 
and  what  is  not,  judicial  power,  iu  a  constitutional  sense;  we  think 
that  every  one  must  admit,  that  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the 
county  of  Providence,  when,  in  the  suits  of  the  plaintiffs  in  thiscsa 
against  the  Oneco  Manufacturing  Co.,  it  attached,  by  iu  process,  tbt 
property  of  that  company  in  the  hands  of  the  defendants;  received 
the  affidavits  of  the  latter,  and  upon  the  basts  of  them,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  the  attachment,  gave  judgment  against  the  cod- 
pany ;  that  when,  as  the  next  step  in  the  stated  course  of  such  pro- 
ceeding, under  our  law,  it  entertained,  heard  with  a  jury,  and  took 
their  verdict,  found,  under  its  direction,  for  the  plaintiffs  in  thiaca.se. 
against  the  defendants,  as  garnishees  in  the  former  suits,  it  tea*  in 
the  exercise  of  judicial  power  in  the  most  rigid  constitutional  sense 
of  the  term.  It  was,  in  a  matter  placed  by  law  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion, applying  titc  established  rules  of  that  law  to  a  case  brought 
by  the  plaintiff's  against  the  defendants,  for  the  purpose  of  baring  u« 
court  apply  to  it,  and  to  enforce  in  their  favor,  these  rules.  To  inter- 
fere with  this  jurisdiction ;  to  disturb  and  control  the  exercise  of  this 
power  in  sueh  a  case ;  to  take  the  case  out  of  the  settled  course  of 
judicial  proceeding  in  that  court;  to  set  aside  its  verdict;  to  opes 
its  past  judgment;  and  to  give  the  defendants  leave  to  amend  their  j 
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the  part  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  judicial  power  of  the  kight-t 
character.  We  havo  treated  this  question  at  large,  and  have  cited 
cases  and  opinions  of  the  highest  authority  bearing  upon  it;  not  be- 
cause, from  a  first  view,  we  had  any  doubt  upon  it,  but  because  the 
able  counsel  for  the  defendants  placed  the  weight  of  his  argnmeM 
upon  the  point  that  the  passing  of  this  rote  was  not  the  exercised 
judicial  power  in  any  sense;  or,  at  most,  was  tbo  exercise  of  qua 
judicial  power  only ;  such  as  either  the  executive  or  legislative  At 
partments  of  a  government  must  sometimes  exercise  in  order  to  tk 
due  performance  of  their  proper  functions.  We  have  another  ream 
for  this  course,  which  we  deem,  in  such  a  matter,  of  the  last  cons 
quence  ; — that  we  may  thereby  indicate  the  limits  as  well  as  lix 
extent  of  the  decision  winch  we  feel  called  upon  to  make,  lest  if 
should  suppose  that,  transgressing  our  proper  office  of  resisting  and 
restraining  unconstitutional  assumptions  of  power,  we  intended  to 
detract  from  the  just  powers  of  the  other  departments  of  onrSuti 
government. 

Has  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  under  the  constitution, 
the  right  to  exercise  judicial  power?  or,  is  the  exercise  ofsri  J 
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official  power,  under  oar  constitution,  amounts  to  nothing :  and  if  the 
General  Assembly  may,  constitutionally,  exercise  judicial  function!, 
then,  uniting,  in  substance,  all  the  powers  of  government,  it  is,  except 
bo  far  as  its  power  is  bounded  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  constitutionally  omnipotent  and  irresponsible.  If,  by  the  con- 
stitution, the  General  Assembly  possesses  any  judicial  power,  there 
is,  logically,  no  limit  to  it ;  it  possesses  all.  It  has  only  to  search  ita 
ancient  archives,  and  it  can  find  a  precedent  for  the  exercise  of 
every  species  and  degree  of  this  power — from  the  hearing  of  ap- 
peals from  judgments  of  its  Superior  Court  of  Judicature — from  tfee 
exercise  of  every  power  which  has  been  exercised  by  conru  of 
equity,  down  to  the  setting  aside  the  judgments,  and  granting  of 
new  trials  in  the  pettiest  cases  at  law,  decided  by  the  pettiest 
magistrates  in  the  Colony  or  State.  Nor  need  the  search  extend 
very  far  back  to  justify  this  body  in  such  an  assumption.  Iu  tie 
case  of  Wilkinson  et  at.  vs.  Lelandetal.  2  Peters,  631,  632,  heard 
before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  1829,  the  able 
and  experienced  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  in  error,  contended  thu 
both  before  and  since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island  had  always  exercised 
supreme  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  power ;  that,  by  one  of 
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stored  to  her  senses.  Whatever  else  is  proved  by  this  slij 
imperfect  reference  to  the  records  of  our  General  Asseml 
oeed  no  better  proof  of  the  truth  of  Madison's  statement  • 
people  of  the  United  States,  that  "  the  legislative  departn 
everywhere  extending  the  sphere  of  its  activity,  and  draw: 
power  into  its  impetuous  vortex;"  and  of  the  wisdom  also 
'warning,  that"  it  is  against  the  enterprising  ambition  of  this  c 
ment,  that  people  ought  to  indulge  all  their  jealousy,  and  e 
all  their  precautions." — Federalist,  No.  48,  pages  199,  200, 1    ! 

The  question  before  us  is,  substantially,  whether,  when  in 
the  people  of  this  State  adopted  a  constitution,  they  attorn 
tliis  truth,  and  heeded  this  warning  so  long  before  given,  an 
stuntly  standing  before  them;  or  whether,  leaving  the  G 
Assembly  in  the  possession  of  full  judicial  power,  as  well  i 
legislative,  and  nearly  of  executive,  this  constitution — decla 
the  first  paragraph  of  its  first  article  to  be  of  paramount  oblij 
in  all  legislative,  as  well  as  judicial  and  executive  proceedi  ; 
was  set  up  by  them  as  a  mere  "parchment  barrier  "  again; 
enterprising  ambition  of  the  legislative  department  of  the  g< 
ment,  which,  as  a  court,  could  expound  away  every  resti 
imposed  upon  it  as  a  legislature? 

This  can  properly  be  ascertained  only  by  attention  to  the  c 
of  the  constitution  bearing  upon  this  subject;   by  taking  mix.    ■ 
their  origin  and  received  construction  when  adopted,  if  the 
any ;    and  by  the  application  to  them  of  the  usual  rules  of     i 
pretation. 

These  clauses  are, 

First.  Section  1,  article  4;  which  declares,  that  "this  Ooi   i 
lion  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  State,  and  any  late  inc 
tent  therewith  shall  be  void." 

Second.  Section  1,  article  3 ;  which  provides,  that  "  the  p«   i 
of  the  government  shall  be  distributed  into  three  department! 
legislative,  executive  and  judicial." 

Third.  Section  2,  article  4 ;  which  vests  "  the  legislative  ■ 

er,  under  this  Constitution,"  "  in  two  Houses,  the  one  to  be  t  I 

the  Senate,  and  the  other  the  House  of  Representatives ;  and  ; 
together,  the  General  Assembly." 

Fourth.  Section  1,  article  7;  which  vests  "  the  chief  exec 
power  of  this  State  "  "  in  a  Governor,  who,  together  with  a 
tenant  Governor,  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  people." 

Fifth.  Section  1,  article  10;  which  is  in  these  words: 

"  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  one  Sup  i 


Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  General  Assembly  may, 
from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish."  Also,  in  the  same  con- 
nection, sections  4  and  6  of  this  article,  declaring,  in  substance, 
that  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  "  shall  bo  elected  by  the 
two  Houses  in  Grand  Committee;"  that  "each  judge  shall  hold  his 
office  until  bis  place  be  declared  vacant  by  a  resolution  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  that  effect,  which  resolution  shall  be  voted 
for  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  House  in  which 
it  may  originate,  and  be  concurred  in  by  the  same  majority  of  the 
other  House ;"  and  which  declare  that  "  such  resolution  shall  not 
be  entertained  at  any  other  than  the  annual  session  for  the  eltcfa* 
of  public  officers ;  and,  in  default  of  the  passage  thereof  at  said 
session,  the  judge  shall  hold  his  place  as  is  herein  provided ;  but, 
a  judge  of  any  court  shall  be  removed  from  office,  if,  upon  impeach- 
ment, be  shall  be  found  gnilty  of  any  official  misdemeanor;"  and 
which  further  provide,  that  "  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Coort 
Bhall  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services,  which  shall  not  be 
diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office."  Also,  section  3, 
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y  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  judicial  powers  generally,  so  far  as 
y  law  in  the  existing  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  shall  be  exercised 
.upreme  Court,  beyond  the  power  of  diminution  by  the  Asscmbl 
be  remainder  of  this  power,  by  that  court  and  by  such  inferior 
s  the  General  Assembly  might  see  fit  to  establish.  We  coi 
We  at  no  other  conclusion  from  the  language  and  coDnecti 
bis  clause,  were  the  question  of  its  meaning  a  new  one.  Thi 
lilution  first  distributes  the  powers  of  the  State  governmi 
ween  its  different  departments,  for  the  purpose  of  excluding 
lepartment  from  exercising  those  appropriate  to  the  others.

ion,  in  the  Courts.  Is  not  the  judicial  power  of  THE  STAl 
he  judicial  power  of  the  State  ?  If  not,  what  is  it  ?  how  much 
)oes  any  one  doubt  that  the  constitution,  by  this  Conn  of  word; 
ill  the  legislative  power  in  the  two  houses  of  the  Assembly; 
iginc  that,  under  the  constitution,  the  Supreme  Court  or  tin 
iroor  can  exercise  it  or  any  portion  of  it,  except  so  far  as  the 
g  empowered  to  give  a  casting  vote  when  presiding  over  the  S( 
We  should  never  dream  that  the  assumption  of  legislative  p 
iy  the  judiciary  or  the  executive,  could  be  constitutional,  simj 
ause  these  branches  of  the  government  arc  too  powerless,  s. 
W/y  to  usurp  theml  It  is  only  because  the  legislative  bod 
itate  is  powerful,  both  in  numbers  and  influence  of  members ;  b< 
t  holds  the  purse,  and,  under  our  constitution,  appoints  as  v 
»ys ;  because,  from  these  sources  of  power,  to  borrow  the  aim 
Madison,  its  ambition  becomes  "  enterprising,"  so  that  it  every 
iiteuds  "  the  sphere  of  its  activity,"  and  draws  "  all  power  ii 
impetuous  vortex;"  in  tine,  it  is  only  because  it  so  much  neeo 
ititutional  control,  that  the  doubt  arises  whether  the  constitute 
Jontrol  it.  Strong  as  it  is,  however,  it  is,  alike  with  the  oth 
p&rtments  of  the  government,  powerless  before  the  constitutio 
the  will  of  the  peoplo  which  that  instrument  expresses.  Th 
stitution  was  set  up  by  the  people  to  bound  the  enterprise 
ambition ;  to  limit  the  sphere  of  its  activity ;  to  rescue,  throuj 
aid  of  the  judicial  department,  the  powers  of  that  and  the  otli 
partment  of  the  government  from  the  eddying  current  of  its  " 
nous  vortex."  This  court  construes  the  same  form  of  langu; 
the  constitution,  when  applied  to  the  judicial  department,  to  gi 
elusive  judicial  power,  as  when  applied,  in  the  same  instrumi 
the  legislative  department,  to  give  exclusive  legislative  power 
bccs,  in  the  natural  enterprise  and  force  of  this  latter  depan 
nothing  but  a  necessity  for  the  control,  with  the  administrat 
which,  the  court  is,  by  the  constitution,  entrusted, 
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this  case,  and  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  a  special  act  of  Gc 
greas  for  that  case,  variant  from  the  general  law ! !     We  have  alreai 
quoted  this  paper  for  the  reasons  given  by  this  distinguished  state 
man  for  the  exclusion.    We  refer  to  it  now,  for  the  simple  purpose 
showing  that  in  the  very  cradle  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Unit* 
States,  the  meaning  we  give  to  this  clause  of  our  constitution,  copit 
from  that,  was  given  to  it  by  one  of  its  framers,  and  its  most  able  ai 
celebrated  defender  and  promoter.     In  the  note  to  Hayburn's  cat 
2  Dallas,  410-414  inclusive,it  will  be  found  that  as  early  as  179 
it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  t\ 
United  States,  that  this  clause  vested  the  whole  judicial  power  i 
the  United  States  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  free  from  tl 
control  or  interference  of  Congress,  or  of  the  executive,  or  of  at 
officer  of  the  executive,  or  from  any  revisal  or  reversal  of  the  jud| 
ment  of  any  of  these  courts, — inferior  or  superior;  and  this  forme 
the  very  ground  of  their  declining  to  act,  as  Circuit  Courts,  in  tl 
execution  of  the  then  act  of  Congress  regulating  the  claims  of  iavali 
pensioners.     The  same  meaning  is  attributed  to  this  clause  by  Chit 
Justice  Marshall,  in  giving  judgment  in  the  celebrated  case  of  Ma 
bury  vs.  Madison,  1  Cranch,  173.     In  Martin  vs.  Hunter's  Lesse 
1  Wheat.  R-,  304,  the  meaning  of  this  very  article,  and  section  t 
the  article,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  principally  a 
tracted  the  attention  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  an 
involved  in  it  the  decision  of  that  leading  case  by  them.     It  is  in  thi 
case  that  they  held  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  State 
derived  its  power  and  jurisdiction  directly  from  the  constitution,  an 
without  need  of  the  intervention  of  CoDgress.     The  very  basis  o 
this  decision  is;  that  this  clause  of  the  constitution,  vesting  the  what 
judicial  power  of  the  United  States  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States 
for  the  purpose  of  separating  the  great  departments  of  government 
could  not,  if  there  were  no  such  conrts  provided  by  Congress,  bi 
constitutionally  exercised  at  all ;  and  that  the  constitution  being,  foi 
this  very  reason,  mandatory  upon  Congress  to  provide  the  courts 
was  alike  mandatory  and  imperative  in  its  language, — to  wit,"  shall  bt 
vested," — in  vesting  all  the  original  and  appellate  jurisdiction  therein 
specified  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States;  the  words 
"  shall  be,"  being  used,  as  the  court  construes  them,  not  for  the  pur 
pose  of  implying  future  action  by  Congress,  in  order  to  vest  the 
jurisdiction,  but  simply  to  express  the  command  of  the  people,  in  the 
constitution,  that  it  "  be  "  vested  in  that  court.     See  opinion  of  whole 
court,  as  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Story,  1  Wheat.  R.,  327-333, 
inclusive  ;  and  to  same  effect,  see   Osborn  vs.  Bank  of  the  United 
States,  9  Wheat.,  318,  319,  per  Marthall,  Ch.  Just.      Walking  vs. 
Holman  et  al-,  16  Peters,  60;  and  Bee  decisions  of  Judges  in  Hay- 
bum's  case  ;  and  of  Circuit  Judges,  as  given  in  note  to  that  case, 
'2  Dallas,  410-114,  cited  and  approved  in  The  United  States  vs. 
Ferreira,  13  Howard,  49-51.     Bcnner  vs.  Porter,  9  Howard,  244, 
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vere  to  weigh  with  the  court  in  so  plain  a  case,  it  must  be  upon  the 
grange  ground  that  an  usurpation  of  power,  in  derogation  of  the 
tonstitntion,  always,  of  itself,  affords  a  constitutional  justification  fori 
he  usurpation.  i 

As  little  can  the  opinion  of  members  who  sat  in  the  convention 
jvbich  framed  the  constitution,  and  afterwards  took  part  in  legis- 
lation, which  looks  to  the  exercise  of  such  a  power  by  the  General 
Assembly,  weigh  with  the  court.  It  is  not  always  that  those  who 
take  part  in  framing  constitutions  and  laws,  understand  their  full 
import,  or  their  theoretical,  or  even  practical  bearings;  and  the 
courts  alone  are  set  up,  by  the  constitution,  to  ascertain  the  former, 
and  the  wisd  om  of  experience  is  almost  always  necessary  to  ascer- 
tain the  practical  working  of  a  system  of  government,  or  even  of 
a  single  law. 

This  is  the  first  time,  since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  that 
this  question  has  been  brought  judicially  to  the  attention  of  the  court. 
The  advice,  or  opinion,  given  by  the  judges  of  this  court,  when  re- 
quested, to   the  Governor,  or  to  cither  House  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, under  the  3d  section  of  the  10th  article  of  the  constitution,  is 
not  a  decision  of  this  court ;  and  given,  as  it  must  be,  without  the  aid 
which  the  court  derives,  in  adversary  cases,  from  able  and  experienced 
counsel,  though  it  may  afford  much  light,  from  the  reasonings  or  re- 
search displayed  in  it,  can  have  no  weight  as  a  precedent.     We  have 
been  referred  by  the  counsel,  both  for  the  plaintiffs  and  for  the  de- 
fendants, to  the  opinion  of  the  judges  of  this  court  given,  in  1854,  to 
the  General  Assembly,  in  answer  to  a  request  of  that  body,  with 
regard  to  the  constitutionality  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
passed  at  its  January  session,  1854,  reversing  and  annulling  the  sen- 
tence of  this  court,  passed  ten  years  before,  upon  the  late  Thomas 
W.  Dorr.     The  judges  gave  their  opinion  that  the  act  in  question 
was  unconstitutional  and  void,  as  an  exercise  of  judicial  power  pro- 
hibited by  the  constitution  to  the  General  Assembly  ;  but  not  having 
that  case  now  before  us,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how  far  the 
prohibition  in  question  applied  to  it,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  reason- 
ing, in  the  former  part  of  their  opinion,  from  the  purpose  of  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  governmental  powers,  under  the  constitution,  that 
the  exercise  of  judicial  power  was  prohibited  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, is  unanswerably  correct.     If  the  latter  part  of  the  opinion  is  to 
be  construed  as  reserving  to  the  General  Assembly  ordinary  judicial 
power,  in  granting  new  trials  in  actions  at  law ;  or  chancery  powers, 
to  be  applied  by  the  Assembly  in  pending  casos,  or,  in  any  judicial 
mode,  to  cases  of  accident  or  mistake;  or,  as  anything  moro  than 
that,  in  the  matter  before  them,  they  had  no  occasion  to  meddle  with 
that  question,  it  was  not  only  wrong,  but  logically  at  war  with  the 
only  ground  which  they  state  for  their  first  conclusion.     The  logic  of 
it,  shortly  put,  would  bo  this : — "  The  General  Assembly  had   no 
power,  since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  to  annul  the  sentence 
in  question,  because  that  was  an  exercise  of  judicial  power,  and  the

In  consequence  of  this  determination  of  the  Privy  Council,  at  ">c 
February  session  of  the  General   Assembly,  1712,  the  following  art 

was  passed : 

"  Whereas,  this  Assembly  having  taken  into  their  serious  consideration 
their  jurisdiction  and  authority,  as  an  Assembly,  for  the  tryal  and  determin*' 
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ion  of  appeals  from  the  Court  of  Tryalls,  especially  respecting  title  of  Ian 
ogetber  with  the  judgment  and  determination  of  her  Majesty  and  Count 
ipon  the  appeal  of  Remington  against  Brenton,  wherein  the  proceedings 
he  Assembly  was  utterly  condemned, 

Whereupon,  notwithstanding  a  former  act  of  this  Colony  which  hath  coi 
tituted  and  Impowered  the  Assembly  to  be  a  Court  of  Chancery,  we  judg 
hey  had  no  power  or  authority  to  make  any  such  law,  by  reason  we  canw 
Ind  any  President  that  the  legislators  or  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  afu 
hey  had  passed  an  act  or  Law,  took  upon  themselves  the  Executive  Pow« 
>r  authority  of  constituting  themselves  a  Court  of  Chancery,  or  any  olh( 
3ourt  of  Judicature. 

Yet,  notwithstanding,  considering  the  Power  and  authority  of  the  Genert 
Assembly  of  the  Colony,  granted  them  by  and  in  our  Royal  Charter,  Do  fin 
,hat  this  power  and  authority  is  very  large  and  copious,  as  Legislative,  t 
nake  Laws  and  constitute  Courts  of  Judicature,  for  the  Tryal  and  clecisio 
)f  all  matters  and  cases  happening  within  this  Colony  or  Government,  a 
they  shall  judge  proper,  according  to  the  Constitution  thereof,  so  as  they  b 
not  repugnant,  but  as  near  as  may  be,  agreeable  to  y*  Laws  of  England. 

Therefore,  be  it  enacted  by  this  present  Assembly,  and  the  authority  there 
H,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  that  the  act  or  law  of  this  Colony  which  const! 
Lutes,  authorizes  and  empowers  the  Assembly  to  be  a  Court  of  Chancery 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby  repealed,  made  null  and  void,  and  of  none  effect;  ant 
that  no  appeal  from  the  Court  of  Tryalls,  for  the  future,  be  granted,  allowed 
or  brought  before  the  Assembly  of  this  Colony ;  and  that  the  gentlemen  ap 
pealing  to  this  Assembly  be  Dismist  without  any  costs,  save  officers  fees. 

And  also,  that  the  Assembly  of  this  Colony,  according  to,  and  by  virtu* 
of,  their  power  and  authority,  afore  recited,  shall  erect,  set  up  and  establish 
a  regular  Court  of  Chancery,  within  this  government,  according  to  the  meth- 
ods and  Presidents  of  Great  Britain,  any  act  or  acts,  Laws  or  Laws,  in  this 
Government,  to  the  contrary  hereof,  in  any  wise,  notwithstanding. 

Always  Provided,  the  said  appeals  may  be,  by  way  of  Petition  to  this  or 
any  other  Assembly  in  this  Colony,  and  the  petitioners  have  relief  in  any 
matter  or  thing  that  may  be  cognizable  before  them,  or  that  may  at  any  time 
hereafter,  when  a  Proper  Court  of  Chancery  be  stated,  have  their  appeals 
continued  to  said  Court  for  Relief,  if  they  shall  think  fit  to  prosecute  the 


The  resolution  expressed  in  the  foregoing  act,  to  establish  a  court 
of  equity  in  this  State,  bo  that  suitors  might  obtain  the  necessary 
relief  which  the  decision  of  the  Privy  Council  in  Remington  vs. 
Brenton  had  denied  the  judicial  competency  of  the  General  Assembly 
itself  to  give,  does  not  seem,  however,  to  have  been  followed  by  any 
sodden  action  ;  for  it  was  not  until  the  June  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  1741,  that  the  following  act  was  passed,  establishing 
what  was  called  a  Court  of  Equity,  to  hear  and  determine  appeals, 
in  personaL  actions,  from  the  judgments  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
judicature. 

"  Whereas,  the  trial  of  appeals  by  the  General  Assembly,  from  judgments 
given  at  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  hath,  by  long  experience,  been 
found  prejudicial,  as  well  to  the  parties  having  their   causes   there  deter-
